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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rights and Duties of the President. 


Sect. 1. The President shall take the chair pre- 
cisely at the hour to which the Council may have ad- 
journed ; he shall call the members to order, and on 
the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the minutes 
of the preceding meeting to be read, and preceed to 
business. In the absence of the President, the old- 
est member present shall call the Council to order, | 
and preside until a President pro tempore shall be 
chosen by ballot. if upon a ballot for President pro 
tempore, no member shall receive a majority of the 
votes given in, the Council shall proceed to a second 
ballot, in which a plurality of votes shall prevail. 

Sect. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; 
he may speak to points of order in preference to oth- 
er members, and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Council, on motion of any 
member, regularly seconded. 


4 Rights and Duties of the President. 


Sect. 3. He shall declare all votes; but if any 
member doubt the vote, the President, without further 
debate upon the question, shall require the members 
voting in the affirmative and negative, to rise and 
stand until they are counted, and he shall declare the 
result. . 

Sect. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or 
to put a question, but may read sitting. 

Sect. 5. The President may call any member to 
the chair; provided such substitution shall not con- 
tinue longer than one meeting. When the Council 
shall determine to go into Committee of the Whole, 
the President shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. The President may express his opinion on 
any subject under debate ; but in such case, he shall 
leave the chair, and appoint some other member to 
take it; and he shall not resume the chair while the 
same question is pending. But the President may 
state facts, and give his opinion on questions of order, — 
without leaving his place. 

Sect. 6. When any member shall require a ques- 
tion to be taken by yeas and nays, the President shall 
take the sense of the Council in that manner, provid- 
ed one third of the members present are in favor of it. 

Secr. 7. Heshall propound all questions in the 
order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature ; except that in 
naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum, and 
the longest time, shall be put first. 

Sect. 8. After a motion is seconded, and stated 
by the President, it shall be disposed of by vote of 
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the Council, unless the mover withdraw it before a 
decision, or amendment. 

Sect. 9. The President shall consider a motion 
to adjourn, as always in order, unless a member has 
possession of the floor, or any question has been put 
and not decided ; and it shall be decided without de- 
bate. 

Sect. 10. He shall put the previous question in 
the following form: ‘Shall the main question be 
now put ?’’—and all amendments or further debate of 
the main question shall be suspended, until the pre- 
vious question be decided ; and the previous question 
shall not be put, unless a majority of the members 
present are in favor of it. 

Sect. 11. When two or more members happen 
to rise at the same time, the President shall name the 
member who is first to speak. 

Secr. 12. All Committees, except such as the 
Council determine to select by ballot, shall be nomi- 
nated by the President. 


Rights and Duties of Members. 


Sect. 13. When any member is about to speak 
in debate, or deliver any matter to the Council, he 
shall rise in his place, and respectfully address the 
Presiding Officer; shall confine himself to the ques- 
tion under debate and avoid personality. He shall 
sit down as soon as he has done speaking. 


6 Rights and Duties of Members. 


Sect. 14. No member, in debate, shall mention 
another member by his name; but may describe him 
by the ward he represents, the place he sits in, or 
such other designation as may be intelligible and re- 
spectful. 

Sect. 15. No member speaking, shall be inter- 
rupted by another, but by rising to call to order, or to 
correct a mistake. But if any member in speaking, 
or otherwise, transgress the Rules of the Council, the 
President shall, or any member may, call to order ; 
in which case, the member so called to order, shall 
immediately sit down unless permitted to explain ; 
and the Council, if appealed to, shall decide on the 
case, but withont debate. 

Sect. 16. When any member shall violate any of 
the Rules and Orders of the Council, and the Coun- 
cil shall have determined that he has so transgressed, 
he shall not be allowed to speak, unless ky way of 
excuse for the same, until he has made satisfaction. 

Sect. 17. No member shall speak more than twice 
to the same question, without first obtaining leave of 
the Council; nor more than once, until all other 
members, choosing to speak, shall have spoken. 

Sect. 18. When a motion is made and seconded, 
it shall be considered by the Council, and not other- 
wise ; and no member shall be permitted to submit a 
motion in writing, until he has read the same in his 
place, and it has been seconded. 

Secr. 19. When a question is under debate, no 
motion shall be received, but to adjourn ; to lie on the 
table; for the previous question; to postpone to a 
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day certain; to commit; to amend; or to post- 
pone indefinitely ; which several motions shall have 
precedence, in the order which they stand arranged. 

Sect. 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the President direct, or any member of the 
Council request it. 

Secr. 21. When amotion has once been made, 
and carried in the affirmative or negative, it shall be 
in order for any member to move for a reconsidera- 
tion, and if such motion is seconded, it shall be open 
to debate, and be disposed of by the Council. And 
in case the motion be made at the same meeting, it 
shall be competent for a majority of the members 
present to pass a vote of reconsideration ; but if it be 
not made until the next meeting, the subject shall 
not be reconsidered unless a majority of the whole 
number of Common Councilmen shall vote therefor. 
But no more than one motion for the reconsideration 
of any vote shall be permitted. 

Secr. 22. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up, to the interruption of another, whilst any mem- 
ber is speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between 
the President and the person speaking. 

Sect. 23. Every member who shall be in the 
Council, when a question is put, shall give his vote, 
unless the Council, for special reasons, excuse him. 

Sect. 24. On the ‘previous question,’ no mem- 
ber shall speak more than once without leave. 

Sect. 25. <A motion for commitment, until it is 
decided, shall preclude all amendment to the main 
question. 


8 Of Communications, Committees, &c. 


Sect. 26. All motions and reports may be com- 
mitted or recommitted, at the pleasure of the Council. 

Sect. 27. The division of a question may be 
ealled for when the sense will admit of it 

Sect. 28. When the reading of a paper is called 
for, and the same is objected to by any member, it 
shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 

Sect. 29. No standing rule or order of the Coun- 
cil shall be suspended, unless three-fourths of the 
members present shall consent thereto; nor shall any 
rule or order be repealed or amended, without one 
day’s notice being given of the motion therefor, nor 
unless a majority of the whole Council shall concur 
therein. 

Secr. 30. Every member shall take notice of the 
day and hour to which the Council may stand ad- 
journed, and shall give his punctual attendance ac- 
cordingly. 

Secr. 31. No member shall be obliged to be on 
more than two committees at the same time, nor to 
be chairman of more than one. 


Of Communications, Committees, Reports, and 
Resolutions. 


Sect. 32. All memorials and other papers, ad- 
dressed to the Council, shall be presented by the Pre- 
sident, or by a member in his place, who shall ex- 
plain the subject thereof, and they shall lie on the 
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table, to be taken up in the order in which they are 
presented, unless the Council shall otherwise direct. 

Sect. 33. Standing Committees shall be appoint- 
ed on the following snbjects, viz: on the Finances, on 
Public Instruction, and on the Houses of Industry, 
Correction and Reformation, each to consist of seven 
members; on Elections and Returns; on Enrolled 
Ordinances and Resolutions, and on Public Buildings, 
each to consist of five members. 

Sect. 34. No Committee shall sit during the sit- 
ting of the Council, without special leave. 

Sect. 35. The rules of proceeding in Council 
shall be observed in committee of the whole, so far as 
they may be applicable, excepting the rules limiting 
the times of speaking ; but no member shall speak 
twice to any question, until every member choosing 
to speak shall have spoken. 

Sect. 36. In all elections by ballot, of Commit- 
tees of the Council, the person having the highest 
number of votes shall act as Chairman ; and when the 
Committee is nominated by the Chair, the person first 
named shall be the Chairman; but in case of his ab- 
sence, the Committee shall have power to appoint a 
Chairman pro tempore. When a Committee is cho- 
sen by ballot, and no one of the members chosen shall 
appear to be Chairman, according to the ballots given 
in, the President shall appoint aChairman. Whena 
Committee is appointed consisting of one member 
from each ward, the first meeting thereof shall be no- 
tified by the Clerk, by direction of the President ; 


and the Committee shallthen appoint a Chairman. 
2 
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Sect. 37. All messages to the Mayor and Alder- 
men shall be drawn up by the Clerk, and sent by the 
Messenger. 

Sect. 38. All ordinances, resolutions, and orders, 
shall have two several readings, before they shall be 
finally passed by this Council; they shall then be en- 
rolled by the Clerk, and the Committee on Enrolled 
Ordinances shall, as soon as may be, examine them, 
and certify on the back thereof that they are duly 
enrolled. 

Sect. 39. No ordinance, order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorising the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same 
day. 

Sect. 40. The seats of the Common Council 
Board shall be numbered and determined by lot ; and 
no member shall change his seat but by permission of 
the President. 

Sect. 41. All Committees of this Council shall 
consist of three members, unless a different number 
be especially ordered. And no report shall be receiv- 
ed from any committee, unless agreed to in commit- 
tee actually assembled. 

Sect. 42. The Clerk shall keep brief minutes of 
the votes and proceedings of the Council,—entering 
thereon all accepted Orders and Resolutions :—shall 
notice Reports, Memorials, and other papers submit- 
ted to the Board, only by their titles, or a brief de- 
scription of their purport; but all accepted Reporis 
shall be entered at length in a separate journal to be 
kept for that purpose, and provided with an index. 
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Sect. 43. All salary officers shall be voted for by 
written ballot. 

Sect. 44. Members of the Council may attend 
meetings of any of its committees, but shall not exer- 
cise the privilege of voting. 

Sect. 45. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the 
Common Council, to attend the meetings and to keep 
the records of Committees requiring that service, 
whether Joint Committees or Committees of this 
Board, and he shall provide suitable blank books 
for that purpose. And the said Clerk shall have the 
~ custody of the minutes so kept, which, like all the 
other records, shall be subject to the inspection of the 
members of the City Council. 

Secr. 46. No meeting of any committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 

Sect. 47. In all elections by ballot, on the part 
of the Common Council, blank ballots shall not be 
counted in making up the returns. 


Joint Rules of both Boards. 


1. In every case of an amendment of an ordi- 
nance agreed to in one Board and dissented from in 
the other, ifeither Board shall request a conference, 
and appoint a Committee of Conference, and the oth- 
er Board shall also appoint a Committee to confer, 
such Committee shall, at a convenient hour, to be 
agreed upon by their Chairman, meet and state to

each other verbally or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reasons of their respective Boards, for 
and against the amendment, confer freely thereon, 
and report to their respective branches. 

2. When either Board shall not concur in any or- 
dinance sent from the other, notice of such non-con- 
currence shall be given by written message. 

3. Either Board may propose to the other, for its 
concurence, a time to which both Boards will adjourn. 

4. All by-laws passed by the City Council shall 
be termed “ Ordinances,” and the enacting style shall 
be :—Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City Coun- 
cil assembled. 

5. In all votes, when cither or both branches of 
the City Council expresses any thing by way of com- 
mand, the form of expression’ shall be “ Ordered ;” 
and whenever either or both branches express opin- 
ions, principles, facts or purposes, the form shall be 
“ Resolved.” : 

6. In'the present and every future financial year, 
after the annual order of appropriations shall have 
been passed, no subsequent expenditure shall be au- 
thorized for any object, unless provision for the same 
shall be made by a special transfer from some of the 
appropriations contained in such annual order, or by 
expressly creating therefor a City debt; in the latter 
of which cases the order shall not be passed, unless 
two-thirds of the whole number of each branch of the 
City Council shall vote in the affirmative, by vote 
taken by yea and nay. "" 
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7. Joint Committees shall cause records to be 
kept of their most important proceedings. No Com- 
mittee shall act by seperate consultations, and no re- 
port shall be received, unless agreed to in committee 
actually assembled. 

8. All reports and other papers, submitted to the 
City Council, shall be written in a fair hand, and no 
report or endorsement of any kind shall be made on 
the reports, memorials or other papers referred to the 
Committees of either branch. And the Clerks shall 
make copies of any papers to be reported by Commit- 
tees, at the request of the respective Chairmen thereof. 

9. No Committee shall enter into any contract 
with, or purchase, or authorize the purchase of any 
articles of any of its members. 

10. No Chairman of any Committee shall audit 
or approve any bill or account against the City, for 
any supplies or services, which shall not have been 
ordered or authorized by the Committee. 
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ORDINANCES. 


An Ordinance to regulate the sale and admeasure- 
ment of Wood and Bark for fuel, brought into the 
City of Boston, by water. [Repealed June 4, 
1840.] 


An Ordinance providing for the more regular collec- 
tion of debts duc to the City of Boston 


Beit ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Coun- 
cil assembled, That in all cases where specific pro- 
vision is not now made either by the laws of the 
Commonwealth or by the Ordinances of the City for 
the collection of debts due to the City—whether for 
the principal or interest of any note or bond, or aris- 
ing from any assessment, contract or account, or in 
any other manner whatever—if the party owing such 
debt shall not within sixty days after demand made, 
pay the same, such claim of the City shall be placed 
by the Treasurer or the Auditor of Accounts—as the 
case may be—in the hands of the City Solicitor— 
who shall forthwith put the same in suit :—Provided 
however, That where in the judgment of the Mayor 
and Aldermen the interests of the City require they 
may direct any debt due to the City, to be put in suit 
at any time after the same may become due. 

[Passed February 23d, 1835.] 
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An Ordinance further to provide for a system of 
accountability in the concerns of the City. 


Sect. 1. Beit ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Common Council of the City of Boston, in 
City Council assembled, That it shall be the duty of 
the City Clerk, the Auditor of Accounts, the City 
Marshal, the Weighers of Hay, and the Superintend- 
ent of Burials, respectively, to pay over to the City 
Treasurer as often at least as once in three months, 
all moneys which they shall receive belonging to the 
City, and that all other officers authorized to collect 
such moneys shall pay the same over to said Treas- 
urer as soon as they may be collected. 

Secr. 2. Be it further ordained, That it shall be 
the duty of the City Clerk, the Auditor of Accounts, 
the City Marshal, the Weighers of Hay, and the Su- 
perintendent of Burials, respectively, as early as may 
be in the months of February, May, August, and No- 
vember, in every year, to lay before the City Council 
a statement of the whole amount of moneys which 
shall have been received at their respective offices, 
during the three preceding months; specifying in de- 
tail the sums received from each source of income— 
they shall also report the amounts, if any, which re- 
main due to the City, and unpaid, and generally, any 
other information which they may possess, in relation 
to the said statement. 

Sect. 3. Be it further ordained, That it shall be 
the duty of the Auditor of Accounts to lay before the 
City Council annually in the month of May, a sched- 
ule of all the leases of City property, specifying sever- 
ally the names of the lessees, the rates of rent, and the 
periods when the leases will terminate. He shall also 
in the month of February annually, lay before said 
Council, an estimate of the amount of money neces- 
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sary to be raised for the ensuing year, under the re- 
spective heads of appropriation, and shall on or before 
the first day of July annually, make and lay before 
said Council, a statement of all receipts and expendi- 
tures of the past financial year, giving in detail, the 
amount of appropriation and expenditure for each 
specific object, the receipt from each source of in- 
come, and the operations of the Committee on the 
Reduction of the City Debt; the whole to be arrang- 
ed, as far as practicable, to conform to the accounts 
of the City and County Treasurer, so that their coin- 
cidence may be apparent; and said statement shall 
be accompanied by a schedule of the property be- 
longing to the City, and also by an exhibit shewing 
the debts due by the City, the rates of interest there- 
on, and the years in which the same will become due. 
The Auditor shall also open an account with the 
Treasurer of the City, wherein said Treasurer shail 
be charged with the whole amount of taxes placed in 
his hands for collection, also the whole amount, in 
detail, of all bonds, notes, mortgages, leases, rents, 
interest, and other sums receivabie, in order that the 
value and description of all personal property belong- 
ing to the City may be at any time known at the 
office of the Auditor. 

Sect. 4. Beit further ordained, That there shall 
be annually appointed in the month of May, a Joint 
Committee to consist of two on the part of the Board 
of Aldermen and three on the part of the Common 
Council, whose duty it shall be to examine, audit and 
settle the accounts of the City and County Treasurer 
for the preceding financial year; and said Committee 
shall not only compare said accounts with the vouch- 
ers thereof, but shall ascertain whether all sums due 
to the City have been collected and accounted for ; 
they shall also examine the notes, bonds and other 
securities, belonging to the City and make a full and 
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particular report of their proceedings to the City 
Council. 

Secr. 5. Beit further ordained, That the sixth 
section of ‘An Ordinance establishing a system of 
accountability in the expenditures of the City” be, 
and the same is hereby repealed ; and that the eleventh 
section of ‘An Ordinance to provide for the care 
and management of the Public Lands” be, and the 
same is hereby so far altered, as that the money, 
notes, bonds, mortgages, and securities for moneys 
therein mentioned, shall, after being entered on the 
books of the Auditor of Accounts, be paid to and de- 
posited with the City Treasurer. 

[Passed July 27th, 1835.] 


An Ordinance concerning the assessment and collec- 
tion of Taxes. 


Secr. 1 Be it ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Common Council of the City of Boston, 
in City Council assembled, That in the month of 
March or April annually, there shall be chosen by 
ballot, by concurrent vote of the City Council, twenty 
seven persons to be Assessors of Taxes; three of the 
said Assessors, who shall be called the Principal As- 
sessors, shall be elected from among the citizens at 
large ; and the remaining’ twenty-four, who shall be 
called Assistant Assessors, shall be elected from among 
the residents of the respective wards, two being elect- 
ed from each ward; and in case of any vacancy in 
either of the said offices, by death, resignation, or 
otherwise, a successor shall be forthwith chosen in 
the manner above provided; and each of the said 
officers shall be removable at the pleasure of the 
City Council. 
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Sect. 2. Be it. further ordained, That all the 
said Assessors shall, as soon as practicable after their 
election, meet and organize themselves as one Board, 
by the choice of a Chairman and Secretary: and a 
majority of the members present at any meeting shall 
constitute a quorum for the purpose of such organiza- 
tion and for the transaction of any business. 

Sect. 3. Be it further ordained, That the said 
Principal Assessors shall, except where otherwise pro- 
vided for by this ordinance, perform all the services 
which are now performed by the Permanent Assessors, 
and they shall be entitled to such salary as the City 
Council may from time to time determine. 

Sect. 4. Beit further ordained, That it shall be 
the duty of the Assistant Assessors to visit, in compa- 
ny with one or more of the Principal Assessors, the 
different estates in their respective wards, and to assist 
the Principal Assessors in taking a list of the polls, 
and in making a valuation of the personal property 
and real estate in their said wards. 

Sect. 5. Beit further ordained, That the said 
Assessors shall assess upon the owners of real estate, 
lying within the City, the amount of taxes for which 
such estate may be taxable: Provided, that in any 
case where the Assessors may deem it to be more for 
the public interest to assess the tenant or occupant, 
instead of the owner of such real estate, they may so 
assess such tenant or occupant; and provided also, 
that nothing contained in this ordinance shall affect 
the rights which owners and tenants may have, be- 
tween themselves respectively, by reason of any agree- 
ment made between them concerning the real estate 
taxable to them as aforesaid. 

Sect. 6. Beit further ordained, That the said 
Assessors may, in their discretion, transfer the amount 
of taxes assessed on real estates not owned at the 
time of assessment by the persons charged with such 
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taxes, to the persons by whom the said real estates 
were owned at that time. 

Sect. 7. Be it further ordained, That all per- 
sonal estate, of which no schedule shall have been 
given to the Assessors, shall be doomed at a legal 
meeting of the Assessors. 

Sect. 8. Be it further ordained, That all abate- 
ments of taxes shall be made ata legal meeting of the 
Assessors, and shall be recorded by them; and the 
record thereof shall contain the name of each person 
whose taxes shall be in whole or in part abated, and 
the amount originally assessed to such person, and the 
amount of the abatement allowed to him; and the 
reasons for such abatement shall be stated on the said 
record against the name of such person; and the said 
record shall be laid before the City Government, as 
soon as may be, and in every year before the election 
of Assessors for the ensuing year. 

Sect. 9. Be it further ordained, That the As- 
sessors shall issue the tax bills for taxes assessed on all 
persons (except those upon whom the poll tax only 
shall be assessed) on or before the first day of Sep- 
_ tember in each year; and the City Treasurer shall, 
within sixty days thereafter, issue his summons to each 
person assessed and whose taxes shall not have been 
wholly abated; and if such person shall not pay his 
taxes within ten days after the receipt of such sum- 
mons or after the service thereof upon him in the 
usual form, the said Treasurer shall issue his warrant 
for the collection of said taxes according to law. 

Sect. 10. Be it further ordained, That the As- 
sessors shall forthwith issue the tax bill for poll taxes 
assessed upon éach person who shall be assessed for a 
poll tax only, as soon as the amount of such poll tax 
shall be ascertained ; and such poll tax shall be paid 
when demanded ; and in case of neglect or refusal to 
pay the same, the Treasurer shall forthwith proceed 
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to collect the same according to the provisions of the 
statutes of this Commonwealth respecting the collec- 
tion of taxes from delinquents. 

Secr. ll. Be it further ordained, That the As- 
sessors and Assistant Assessors now in office shall. re- 
spectively exercise all the powers and be subject to all 
the duties and liabilities of Principal Assessors and 
Assistant Assessors as prescribed by this Ordinance, 
until new elections shall take place in pursuance of 
tle same, in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-seven. 

Sect. 12. Be it further ordained, That “ An 
Ordinance concerning the assessment and collection 
of taxes,” passed on the twenty-first day of October 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and _ thirty- 
three, and “ An Ordinance for fixing the number and 
providing for the choice of Assessors,” and all By- 
laws of the Town of. Boston, and all Ordinances of 
the City of Boston, on the subject of taxes be, and 
the same hereby are repealed, excepting so far as 

may be necessary for the assessment and collection of 
any tax already ordered: Provided, always, that all 
officers now appointed by virtue of ‘said Ordinances, 
and respecting whom no provision is otherwise made 
in this Ordinance, shall continue to hold their respec- 
tive offices until others are chosen in their places. 

[Passed May 16th, 1836.] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance to regulate 
the interment of the dead. 


Sect. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Common Council of the City of Boston, 
in City Council assembled, 'That no person shall re- 
move out of the City, the body of a deceased person 
for interment, without having first obtained a license 
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so to do, from the Superintendent of Burials; and it 
is hereby made the duty of said Superintendent to 
grant the same, unless some good cause should appear 
for refusal. 

Secr. 2. Beit further ordained, That any per- 
son who shall offend against the provisions of the 
preceding section, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 
twenty dollars. 

[Passed April 20th, 1837.] 


An Ordinance establishing the Office of Superintend- 
ent of the Boston South Bridge. 


Sect. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Common Council of the City of Boston, 
in City Council assembled, That, in the month of 
January or February annually, there shall be chosen 
by concurrent vote of the City Council, to be first 
voted upon by the Mayor and Aldermen, a Superin- 
tendent of the Boston South Bridge, who shall hold 
his office until removed or a successor be appointed, 
who shall receive such compensation for his serviccs 
as the City Council shall authorize and establish, and 
who shall be removable at the pleasure of the City 
Council. 

Secr. 2. Be it further ordained, That it shall be - 
the duty of said Superintendent to take charge of 
said Bridge, by night and by day, and to cause the 
draw thereof to be opened at all times, when required 
for the free passage of vessels, and to cause the same 
to be closed forthwith, not permitting more than one 
vessel to pass through at any one opening of the 
draw, unless the Bridge should be free of passengers 
while the draw is up. And it shall be the duty of 
the said Superintendent, to take care of the said 
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Bridge, Abutments and Wharves connected therewith, 
and to see at all times that they are in a safe and sat- 
isfactory condition, and free from all incumbrance ; 
that the lamps thereon are well lighted, and that the 
railing and planks are in good order, the snow and 
ice removed from the side-walks in winter—subject 
always to the control of the Mayor and Aldermen rel- 
ative to the duties before expressed, and also to any 
other duties respecting said bridge, wharves and abut- 
ments, which the said Mayor and Aldermen may from 
time to time prescribe. 

Sect. 3. Beit further ordained, That any per- 
son who shall deface, break or injure said bridge, 
wharves or abutments, or shall unnecessarily open or 
obstruct the passage of said draw, without the consent 
of said Superintendent, or shall, without such con- 
sent, make fast to said bridge, any scow or other ves- 
sel, shall, upon conviction thereof, pay a fine not less 
than three nor more than twenty dollars. 

[Passed May 25th, 1837.] 


An Ordinance to establish the office of Superinten- 
dent of Common Sewers. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council, of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. There shall be appointed annually, in 
the month of May or June, by concurrent vote of the 
City Council, a Superintendent of Common Sewers, 
who shall hold his office until removed, (or a suc- 
cessor be appointed,) who shall receive such com- 
pensation as the City Council shall determine, and 
who shall be removable at the pleasure of the City 
Council; and in case said office shall at any time be- 
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come vacant, the same shall be filled in manner be- 
fore prescribed. 

Sect. 2. The said Superintendent shall, under 
direction of the Mayor and Aldermen, take the gen- 
eral supervision of all Common Sewers, which now 
are, or hereafter may be, built and owned by the 
City, or which may*be permitted to be built or open- 
ed by its authority, and he shall take charge of the 
building and repairs of the same, and make all con- 
tracts for the supply of labor and materials therefor. 

Secr. 3. The said Superintendent, whenever any 
common sewer is ordered to be built or repaired, shall 
ascertain its depth, breadth, mode of construction and 
general direction, and take the plan thereof, and in- 
sert the same, with all those particulars in a book to 
be kept for that purpose, and forthwith ascertain and 
insert on said plan all entries made into such sewer— 
and obtain from the Assessors’ book the valuation of 
all estates which shall be benefitted thereby. 

Sect. 4. The said Superintendent shall keep an 
accurate account of the expense of constructing each 
common sewer, and assess the expense upon the per- 
sons and estates deriving benefit therefrom ; and after 
having completed said assessment, he shall report the 
same to the Mayor and Aldermen, and if sanctioned 
by them, he shall enter the same in books, to be kept 
for that purpose, and shall forthwith make out bills 
for the said assessments against all persons whose 
drains have entered the common sewer, or who have 
been otherwise benefitted thereby, and deliver the same 
to the City Treasurer for collection; and the said 
Treasurer shall forthwith present the same for pay- 
ment; and all bills or dues under this ordinance, 
which shall remain unpaid at the expiration of sixty 
days, shall be handed to the City Solicitor, and forth- 
with be put in suit. 

Secr. 5. The said Superintendent shall proceed 
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forthwith to make all assessments for common sewers 
heretofore constructed by the City, the expenses of 
which have not already been assessed and collected, 
in the same manner as he is by this ordinance directed 
to proceed in relation to those which may hereafter 
be constructed. 

Secr. 6. The third, fourth, fifth, sixth, and thir- 
teenth sections of “‘an ordinance relative to drains and 
sewers” are hereby repealed; and all the powers 
granted to, and duties assigned to the Superintendent 
of Streets, are hereby transferred to the Superinten- 
dent of Common Sewers, as far as the same relate to 
drains and common sewers. 

[ Passed June 6th, 1837.] 


An Ordinance for preventing and extinguishing Fires, 
and establishing a Fire Department. 


Sect. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Common Council of the City of Boston, 
in City Council assembled, as follows: The Fire 
Department shall consist of a Chief Engineer and as 
many other Engineers, not less than eight, and of 
as many Firemen, Enginemen, Hosemen, and Hook 
and Ladder men, to be divided into Companies, as 
the number of Engines, and the number and quantity 
of other Fire Apparatus belonging to the City, shall 
from time to time require or make expedient: and 
the said Engineers shall be annually chosen according 
to law, for one year, and until others shall be chosen 
in their place: Provided, That vacancies may be filled 
at any time, and the said Chief and other Engineers 
shall on his or their appointment receive a writen or 
printed certificate or warrant in the words following, 
viz.: ‘ This certifies that A. B. is appointed an En- 
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gineer (or Chief Engineer) of the Fire Department 
of the City of Boston, and is entitled to all the im- 
munities belonging to said office. 

‘Given under my hand, this day of 
A. D. 18 

Mayor. 
City Clerk.” 
And the respective rank of the Engineers shall be de- 
termined by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 2. The Engincers so chosen, shall‘meet and 
organize themselves into a Board of Engineers, a 
majority of whom shall form a quorum, and of which, 
in the absence of the Chief Engineer, the senior En- 
gineer present shall be presiding ofhcer:. and they 
may appoint such Secretary or other officers and 
make such rules and regulations for their own govern- 
ment as they may see fit, and such Secretary shall re- 
ceive such compensation as the City Council may 
deem expedient. They shall at all times have the 
superintendence and control of all the Engine and 
other houses used for the purposes of the Fire De- 
partment, and of all furniture and apparatus thereto 
belonging, and of the Engines and all other Fire Ap- 
paratus belonging to the City, and over the Officers 
and members of the several companies attached to 
the Fire Department, and over all persons present at 
l’ires, and may make such rules and regulations for 
the better government, discipline and good order of 
the department, and for the extinguishment of Fires, 
as they may from time to time think expedient, the 
same not being repugnant to the laws of this Com- 
monwealth, and being subject to the approbation of 
the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secr. 3. It shall be the duty of said Engineers, 
whenever a Fire shall break out in the City, to repair 
forthwith to, or near the place where the Fire may 
be; to take proper measures that the several Engines 
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and other apparatus be arranged in the most advan- 
tageous situations, and duly worked for the effectual! 
extinguishment of the Fire; to require and compel 
assistance from all persons, as well members of the 
Fire Department, as others, in extinguishing the Fire, 
removing furniture, goods, or other merchandize 
from any building on Fire, or in danger thereof, and 
to appoint guards to secure the same; and also in 
pulling down or demolishing any house or building if 
occasion require, and further to suppress all tumults 
and disorders. It shall also be their duty to cause or- 
der to be preserved in going to, working at, or return- 
ing from Fires, and at all other times when Companies 
attached to the Department are on duty: Provided, 
however, that when any fire occurs in either of the 
adjoining towns, it shall be the duty of only such, and 
so many of said Engineers to repair to such town as 
shall have been previously designated for said purpose 
by said Board of Engineers. 

Secor. 4. The Chief Engineer shall have the sole 
command at fires, over all the other Engineers, all 
Members of the Fire Department, and all “other per- 
sons who may be present at fires,—and shall direct 
all proper measures for the extinguishment of fires, 
protection of property, preservation of order, and ob- 
servance of the Fire Laws, Ordinances and Regula- 
tions; and it shall be the duty of said Chief Engineer 
to examine into the condition of the Buckets and all 
other Fire Apparatus, and of the Engine and other 
Houses belonging to the City and used for the pur- 
poses of the Fire Department—and of the Companies 
attached to the said Department as often as circum- 
stances may render it expedient, or whenever direct- 
ed so to do by the Mayor and Aldermen, or by the 
Committee of the Board of Aldermen on the I'ire 
Department, and annually to report the same to the 
Mayor and Aldermen, and oftener if thereunto re- 
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quested ; also to cause a full description of the same, 
together with the names of the officers and members 
of the Fire Department to be published annually in 
such manner as the Mayor and Aldermen shall direct ; 
and whenever the Engines or other Fire Apparatus, 
Engine or other houses used by the Fire Depart- 
ment require alterations, additions, or repairs, the 
Chief Engineer, under the direction of the Board of 
Aldermen, or of the Committee on the Tire Depart- 
ment shall cause the same to be made. And it shall 
be moreover the duty of the Chief Engineer to re- 
ceive and transmit to the Board of Aldermen all 
returns of officers, members, and Fire Apparatus, 
made by the respective Companies as hereinafter pre- 
scribed, and all other communications relating to the 
affairs of the Fire Department: To keep fair and 
exact Rolls of the respective Companies, specifying 
the time of admission and discharge, and the age 
of each memeber; to report in writing to the City 
Clerk, who shall keep a record of the same, once in 
each year, or oftener, if directed so to do by the 
Mayor and’ Aldermen, all accidents by Fire which 
may happen within the City, with the causes thereof 
as well as can be ascertained, and the number and 
description of the buildings destroyed or injured, to- 
gether with the names of the owners or occupants. 

Sect. 5. In case of the absence of the Chief 
Engineer, the Engineer next in rank who may be 
present shall execute the duties of his office with full 
powers. 

Secr. 6. As many Engine, Hose, Hook and Lad- 
der and Fire Companies shall from time to time be 
formed by the Mayor and Aldermen as they shall 
deem expedient, and each of said Companies shall 
consist of as many men as said Mayor and Aldermen 
may appoint, not exceeding to each Engine Compa- 
ny, seventy-five, to each Hose and Hook and Ladder 
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Company, twenty-five—unless otherwise ordered by 
the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 7. No person under twenty-one years of 
age shall be employed asa member of the Fire De- 
partment. 

Secr. 8. No person shall be employed in the 
Fire Department for a less period than six months, 
and every member of the Fire Department, shall upon 
his appointment by the Mayor and Aldermen, receive 
a certificate or warrant which he shall be holden to 
produce within thirty days after he shall become a 
member of said Department, and annually in the 
month of May thereafter to the Commanding Officer 
of the Militia Company within whose bounds he 
may reside. 

SEct. 9. Each of the Companies formed, and ap- 
pointed by the Mayor and Aldermen, shall have a 
Foreman, an Assistant Foreman, and a Clerk, and 
these Officers shall be chosen by their respective 
companies, subject to the approval of the Mayor and 
Aldermen, 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Foreman to 
see that the several Engines and Apparatus committed 
to their care, and the several buildings in which the 
same are deposited, and all things in or belonging to 
the same, are kept neat, clean, and in order for im- 
mediate use; it shall also be their duty to preserve 
order-and discipline at all times in their respective 
Companies, and require and enforce a strict compli- 
ance with the City Ordinances, the Rules and Regu- 
lations of the Fire Department and the orders of the 
Engineers. They shall also keep or cause to be kept 
by the Clerk of their respective Companies fair and 
exact Rolls, specifying the time of admission, dis- 
charge, and age of each member, and accounts of all 
City property entrusted to the care of the several mem- 
bers, in a book provided for that purpose by the City, 
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which Rolls or Record Books are always to be sub- 
ject to the order of the Board of Engineers, and the 
Mayor and Aldermen. ‘They are also to make or 
cause to be made to the Chief Ingineer, true and ac- 
curate returns of all the members, with their ages, 
and the apparatus entrusted to their care—whenever 
called upon so to do. 

Secr. 11. It shall be the duty of the Officers and 
Members of the several Engine, Hose, Hook and 
Ladder and Fire Companies, whenever a fire shall 
break out in the City, to repair forthwith to their re- 
spective Engines, Hose, Hook and Ladder and Bucket 
Carriages, and other Apparatus, and to convey them 
in as orderly manner as may be, to or near the place 
where the fire may be, and in conformity with the 
directions of the Chief or other Engineers, to exert 
themselves in the most orderly manner possible in 
working and managing the said Engines, Hose, Hooks 
and Ladders, and other Apparatus—and in perform- 
ing any duty they may be called upon to do, by any 
Engineer ; and upon permission of the Chief or other 
Engineer, shall in an orderly and quiet manner return 
said Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder and Bucket 
Carriages, and other Apparatus to their respective 
places of deposit ; Provided,—That in the absence 
of all the Engineers, such direction and permission 
may be given by their respective foremen. 

Secr. 12. On the return of said Engines and 
other Apparatus, they shall by the said Companies, re- 
spectively, be well washed, cleansed, oiled and secure- 
ly housed ; and once in every month, and oftener, if 
necessary, said companies shall meet for the purpose 
of examining the state of their respective Engines and 
other Apparatus, and see that the same are in good or- 
der and fit for service ; and once in each of the months 
of May, July and September, shall draw out their 
respective Engines and other Apparatus to wash and 
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cleanse them, and to exercise the members; and the 
the said Engines and other Apparatus, carefully return. 

Sect. 13. It shall be the special duty of Firemen 
to exert themselves to supply water for the Engines, 
to protect the Enginemen and other members of the 
Department from being interrupted in the discharge of 
their duty by the bystanders, and to keep all idle and 
suspected persons ata proper distance from the fire 
and from the vicinity, to save and protect furniture, 
_merchandize and other property, to form lines across 
the streets, lanes and avenues leading to the place 
where the fire is, and at reasonable and proper dis- 
tances therefrom, for the purpose of preserving order, 
preventing plunder, excluding all improper persons, 
enforcing the regulations of the Department, and to 
perform any other duty which they may be called 
upon to do by any Engineer. 

Secr. 14. The Engineers and Members of the 
several Companies regularly appointed, shall wear 
such Caps, badges or insignia, as the Mayor and Al- 
dermen shall from time to time direct to be furnished 
at the expense of the City ; and no other person or 
persons shall be permitted to wear the same, except 
under such restrictions and regulations as the Mayor 
and Aldermen may direct. 

Secr. 15. If any member of either of the several 
Companies, shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform 
his duty, or shall be guilty of disorderly conduct, dis- 
obedience to the Officers or to any Engineer, he shall 
for such offence be dismissed from the Department. 

Secr. 16. All persons present, not members of 
either of said Companies, are hereby enjoined to obey 
the directions of any Engineer, given at any fire, and 
to render their services, if required by any Engineer, 
under a penalty of not less than two nor more than 
twenty dollars, and it shall be the duty of the Chief or 
other Engineers to report to the Mayor and Aldermen 
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the name of every person liable to the penalties pro- 
vided by this section. 

Sect. 17. The City Council may, by a concurrent 
vote, at any time, remove from office the Chief Engi- 
neer, or any of the other Engineers, and the Mayor 
and Aldermen may at any time discharge any or all 
the officers or members of either of said Companies. 

Secr. 18. Itshall be the duty of such of the Con- 
stables of the City as may be selected by the Engi- 
neers for that service, to repair with their staves or 
such other badges of office as the Mayor and Alder- 
men shall direct, on the alarm of fire, immediately to 
the place where the fire may be, and there to use their 
best skill and power, under the direction of the Chief 
Engineer or Head Constable, for the preservation of 
the public peace, the prevention of theft, and destruc- 
tion of property, and tle removal of all suspected per- 
sons—for which service the Constable shall receive 
such compensation as shall be in each case ordered by 
the Mayor and Aldermen. . 

Sect. 19. Immediately on the alarm of fire, during 
the night, it shall be the duty of the respective watch- 
men to give notice thereof, within their respective dis- 
tricts, by springing their rattles, crying “Fire,” or 
ringing a bell, and mentioning the street or direction 
where it may be, and if any watchman shall neglect 
so to do, he shall forfeit and pay two dollars, and if it 
shall happen that a chimney only shall he on fire 
either by night or day, the bell shall not be rung— 
but only when a building is proclaimed to be on fire. 

Secr. 20. If any chimney, stove-pipe, or flue, 
within the City, shall take or be set on fire, the occu- 
pant of the house to which such chimney, stove-pipe, 
or flue appertains, or the person or persons so setting. 
the same on fire, shall forfeit and pay the sum of two 
dollars ; Provided, That it shall be lawful for any per- 
son to set fire to and burn his chimney, stove-pipe,

or flue, between sun-rising and noon, if the buildings 
contiguous are wet with rain or covered with snow ; 
and it shall be the duty of the Chief or other Engin- 
eers to report to the Mayor and Aldermen the name 
of every person liable to the penalty provided by this 
section in their first returns thereafter. 

Sect. 21. Whenever it shall be determined at 
any fire by any three or more of the Engineers, of 
whom the Chief Engineer shall be one, or in his ab- 
sence the senior Engineer present, to be necessary to 
pull down or otherwise demolish any building, the 
same may be done by their joint order. 

Secr. 22. The power of making and establishing 
rules and regulations for the transportation and keep- 
ing of Gunpowder within the City of Beston, and of 
granting licenses for the keeping and sale thereof in 
the City, according to the provision of an act, entit- 
led “An Act for regulating the storage, safe keeping, 
and transportation of Gunpowder in the City of Bos- 
ton,” and of any other act or acts on the same sub- 
ject, shall be exercised and performed by the Chief 
and other Engineers, and the power and duty of seiz- 
ing on Gunpowder kept or being within the City or 
the harbor thereof contrary to the provisions of the 
said act or acts, shall be exercised and performed by 
the said Engineers or any of them ; and in case of any 
seizure being made by any Engineer other than the 
Chief, he shall report to the Chief Engineer, who 
shall cause said Gunpowder to be libelled and prose- 
cuted in the manner prescribed in the first mentioned 
statute, and all the other powers and duties granted 
or enjoined in and by the said act or statutes, shall 
be performed by the said Chief or one of the other 
Engineers. 

Secr. 23. It shall be the duty of the Chief and 
other Engineers, to inquire for and examine into all 
shops and other places, where shavings or other such 
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combustible materials may be collected and deposited, 
and from time to time, and at all times, to be vigilant 
in taking care of the removal of the same whenever 
in the opinion of any two of them the same may be 
dangerous to the security of the City from fires, and 
to direct the tenant or occupant of said shops er 
other places to remove the same, or to pay the ex- 
pense of such removal under the direction of such 
Engineers. And it shall also be the duty of said En- 
gineers to take cognizance of and to cause prosecu- 
tion to be instituted in all cases of infraction of the 
laws relative to the erection of wooden buildings, or 
of any other laws or ordinances'for the prevention of 
fire within the limits of the City. 

Secr. 24. All monies received for fines, forfeit- 
ures and penalties, arising under this ordinance and 
the laws of this Commonwealth, regulating the stor- 
age and transportation of Gunpowder, the erection of 
buildings within the City of Boston, and the preven- 
tion and extinguishment of Fire, shall be paid into 
the Treasury of the City, to be applied in such way 
as is provided by the acts of this Commonwealth. 

Sect. 25. Every member of the Fire Department 
of the City of Boston, who shall have served accord- 
ing to law for seven successive years shall be entitled 
to receive a certificate thereof signed by the Mayor of 
said City, and all persons who shall receive said cer- 
tificate as aforesaid, shall be entitled to wear the 
badge of the Department, and do duty therein, under 
such organization and management as the Mayor and 
Aldermen may determine. 

Secr. 26. There shall be paid annually, to each 
member of the department, such sum as the City 
Council may from time to time determine. 

Secr. 27. The members of the several Companies 
shall not assemble in the houses entrusted to their 
care, except for the purpose of taking the Engine or 
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Apparatus, on an alarm of fire, or for drill and exer- 
cise, and of returning the same to the house, and 
taking the necessary care of said apparatus after its 
return. | 

Secr. 28. Any member of the City Council may 
enter within the lines, at any Fire, by wearing a suit- 
able badge for that purpose, to be provided by the 
Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secr. 29. From and after the passing of this Or- 
dinance, all former Ordinances relating to the appoint- 
ment of Engineers and other members of the Fire 
Department, and to the establishing of a Fire Depart- 
ment, and for preventing and extinguishing Fires, 
excepting such parts thereof as may be necessary to 
recover all fines and penalties incurred under the Or- 
dinance aforesaid, are hereby repealed.

An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance relative 
to Sewers and Drains. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 


Common Council of the City of Boston, in City - 


Council assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1 In all assessments for any Common Sew- 
er, which shall be hereafter constructed, there shall 
be deducted from the gross amount of the expense 
of said Sewer, one fourth part thereof, and the re- 
maining three fourth parts only shall be assessed on 
persons benefitted thereby according to-the provisions 
of the Ordinance to which this is in addition. 

Sect. 2. All Ordinances inconsistent with this, are 
hereby repealed. 

[Passed April 4th, 1838.] 
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An Ordinance in addition to “ An Ordinance estab- 
lishing the office of Superintendent of Streets, and 
prescribing the duties thereof; to prevent unlawful 
and injurious practices in the streets of the City ; 
and in relation to side walks.” 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. No person shall unnecessarily drive, 
wheel, or draw any coach, cart, or other carriage of 
burthen or pleasure, or drive, or permit any horse 
under his care to go upon any sidewalk in said City. 

Sect. 2. No person, unless as is provided in the 
first section of “ An Ordinance for the regulation of 
Horses and Carriages within the City of Boston,” or 
unless duly licensed by the Mayor and Aldermen, 
shall ring, or cause to be rung, any bell, or use or 
cause to be used any horn or other instrument, in any 
of the streets, lanes, alleys, public places, or squares 
of said City, to give notice of the exercise of any busi- 
ness or calling, or for the sale of any article. 

Sect. 3. No person shall stand in any of the said 
streets, lanes, alleys, public places or squares for the 
purpose of grinding cutlery, or for the exercise of any 
other business or calling, unless duly licensed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secr. 4. No person having the care or ordering 
of any carriage of burthen or pleasure, finished or un- 
finished, shall suffer the same to remain in any of 
said streets, lanes, public places or squares, for more 
than one hour after the same shall have been first 
placed there, unless such person shall have been first 
duly licensed by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secr. 5. Neither the purchaser nor seller of any 
coal shall suffer the same to remain upon any side- 
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walk for any unnecessary length of time, nor after 
dark in the evening, nor in any case so as to unneces- 
sarily obstruct such side-walk. 

Secr. 6. No person shall use, or shoot with, bows 
and arrows in any of the streets, Janes, alleys, public 
places, or squares of the City. 

Sect. 7. Every person who shall offend against 
any of the provisions of this Ordinance, shall forfeit 
and pay a sum not less than one dollar, nor more 
than twenty dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 8. The Ordinance entitled “ An Ordinance 
in addition to an Ordinance establishing the office of 
Superintendent of Streets, and prescribing the duties 
thereof; to prevent unlawful and injurious practices 
in the streets of the City; and in relation to side- 
walks ;”? passed on the eighth day of October, in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and thirty-eight, 1s 
hereby repealed. 

[Passed January 5th, 1839.] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance entitled 
‘An Ordinance establishing the office of Superin- 
tendent of Streets, and prescribing the duties there- 
of : to prevent unlawful and injurious practices in 
the streets of the City, and in relation to Side- 
walks.” 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows, namely : 

Sect. 1. That from and after the passing of this 
ordinance, no person shall hang, affix or fasten any 
sign on his or her house or lot, which shall project 
into any street or way of the City, more than one foot 
beyond the front of his or her house or lot, under a 
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penalty of four dollars for each offence, and the like 
penalty for every week it shall be continued after an 
order to remove the same, given by the Mayor and 
Aldermen, or any person authorized by them. 

Sect. 2. That no sign which at its lowest part is 
less than eight feet in height above the sidewalk or 
street shall project into any street or way more than 
six inches beyond the front of the building or lot on 
which such sign shall be placed, under a penalty of 
four dollars for each offence, and the like penalty for 
every week it shall be continued after an order to re- 
move the same, given by the Mayor and Aldermen, 
or any person authorized by them. 

Sect. 3. That the nineteenth section of an Ordi- 
nance entitled ‘“ An Ordinance establishing the office 
of Superintendent of Streets, and prescribing the du- 
ties thereof; to prevent unlawful and injurious prac- 
tices in the streets of the City, and in relation to 
Sidewalks ;” passed August 22, 1833, to which this 
is in addition be, and the same is hereby repealed. 

[Passed December Tih, 1840.] 


An Ordinance establishing the Office of City At- 


torney. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. There shall be chosen by concurrent 
vote of both branches of the City Council, annually, 
in the month of May or June, a City Attorney, who 
shall possess the like qualifications that are required 
in the Attorney and Solicitor of the City of Boston; 
and he shall be removable at the pleasure of the City 
Council. 
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Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Attorney 
to act as junior counsel to the Attorney and Solicitor 
of the City, and as such to perform the duties requir- 
ed of said Attorney and Solicitor, by virtue of an 
Ordinance passed June eighteenth, in the year eigh- 
teen hundred and twenty-seven. 

Sect. 3. So much of the Ordinance providing for 
the appointment, and prescribing the duties of an 
Attorney and Solicitor for the City of Boston, as is 
inconsistent with this Ordinance, is hereby repealed. 

[Passed April 16th, 1839.] 


An Ordinance concerning Junk Shops and Dealers 
in Second-hand Articles. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Secr. 1. All licenses which shall be granted by 
the Mayor and Aldermen of the City, to any persons 
to be keepers of shops for the purchase, sale or bar- 
ter of junk, old metals, or any second-hand articles, 
and to be dealers therein, shall contain the following 
conditions and restrictions : 

First—That every person, at the time of receiving 
“such license, shall pay therefor the sum of one dollar. 

Second—That every keeper of such shop shall 
keep a book, in which shall be written, at the time 
-of every purchase, a description of the article or ar- 
ticles purchased, the name and residence of the per- 
son from whom, and the day and hour when, such 
purchase was made; and that such book shall at all 
times be open to the inspection of the said Mayor and 
Aldermen, or of any person by them authorized. 


Third—That every keeper of such shop shall put

in some suitable place a sign designating that he is 
licensed as such, and containing his name. 

Fourth—That the said shops shali not be kept 
open, except at such hours as shall be specially allow- 
ed by the terms of the license ; and that no purchases 
of any of the articles aforesaid, shall be made by the 
keepers thereof, or by any person for them, except 
during such hours as shall be designated in the license. 
And that the said shops shall at all times be open to 
the inspection of the said Mayor and Aldermen, or of 
any person by them authorized. 

fifth—That no keeper of such shop shall, directly 
or indirectly, either purchase, or receive by way of 
barter or exchange, any of the articles aforesaid of 
any minor or apprentice, knowing or having reason 
to believe him to be such. 

Secr. 2. Any person or persons having obtained 
a license under the provisions of this ordinance, who 
shall violate any of the conditions thereof, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, pay a fine of not less than one, 
nor more than twenty dollars, to be recovered by 
complaint before the Justices of the Police Court. 

[Passed May 6th, 1839.] 


An Ordinance relating to the Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Secr. 1. There shall be chosen annually, a Joint 
Standing Committee of the City Council, consisting 
of the Mayor and two members of the Board of Al- 
dermen and four members of the Common Councli,

who shall be a Board of Visiters of the Boston Luna- 
tic Hospital. 

Secr. 2. It shall be the duty of the Board of Vis- 
iters to meet at the Hospital quarterly, and carefully 
examine the state of every part of the establishment, 
and inspect the accounts of the Steward and certify 
the same if found to be correct. And also to nomi- 
nate to the City Council a suitable person to be Stew- 
ard of the Hospital, whenever a vacaney in said office 
shall occur. 

Sect. 3. The Board of Visiters shall divide them- 
selves into sub-committees to visit the Hospital as 
often as once a week. 

Secr. 4. The Superintendent shall be chosen an- 
nually, by concurrent vote of the City Council, in the 
month of September or October; he shall hold his 
office until another is chosen in his place; shall be 
removable at the pleasure of the City Council, and 
receive such salary as the said Council may fix and 
determine, and in case of a vacancy in said office, the 
said Council may at any time proceed forthwith to 
fill the same. 

Sect. 5. The Superintendent shall have the sole 
direction of the medical, moral and physical treat- 
ment of the patients, and of their regimen and diet, 
and his orders shall be strictly obeyed. He shall visit 
all the patients daily, and as much oftener as is ne- 
cessary, and may call consultations whenever he may 
see fit, and he shall have apartments and board in the 
Hospital for himself and his family free of expense to 
himself, 

Secr. 6. The Superintendent shall make to the 
Board of Visiters, quarterly, a report of the general 
state of the Hospital, the condition of the inmates and 
the deaths and probable causes thereof. And _ he 
shall make to the City Council in the month of July 
annually, a report of the general state of the Hospital, 
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and condition of the inmates during the preceding 
year, ending the thirteenth day of June, in regard to 
‘such particulars as the Board of Visiters shall direct. 

Sect. 7. I[t shall be the duty of the Superinten- 
dent to keep records of the medical treatment of the 
patients—to give to all persons employed in the Hos- 
pital, such directions as he may judge most for the 
interest of the institution, and to make such additional 
regulations as he may deem necessary, reporting, 
however, such regulations to the Board of Visiters, at 
the next quarterly meeting for their approval. 

Secor. 8. The Steward of the Hospital shall be 
chosen annually, by concurrent vote of the City Coun- 
cil, being first recommended by the Board of Visiters. 
He shall be removable at the pleasure of the City 
Council, and receive such compensation as said Coun- 
cil may determine. 

Secr. 9. The Steward shall have the charge of 
the grounds, buildings and appurtenances, and shall 
see that the same are kept in order and repair, and 
that the apartments are cleaned, warmed and venti- 
lated, and shall keep the accounts of the institution. 

Sect. 10. The Steward shall report quarterly to 
the Board of Visiters the state of the grounds and 
buildings, the names of all persons hired by him and 
their wages, and an account of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the Hospital. 

Sect. 11. It shall be the duty of the Steward, 
under the direction of the Board of Visiters, to pur- 
‘chase furnitere, fuel, stores and necessary articles, and 
he .shall ‘be responsible for their safe keeping, and 
under ‘the direction of the Superintendent he shall 
hire, pay and discharge all matrons, attendants and 
domestics. He shall have especial charge of the house 
‘and domestics—he shall in all things be subject to the 
Superintendent, and he shall give bond, in such sum 
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as the Mayor and Aldermen may deem sufficient, for 
the faithful performance of his duties. . 

Sect. 12.. The Steward shall have such apart- 
ments in the Hospital as the Board of Visiters may 
assign, and, with his family, if he have any, board 
with the family of the Superintendent, free of ex- 
pense to himself. 

Sect. 13. It shall be the duty of the Superinten- 
dent, under the direction of the Board of Visiters, to 
determine what matrons, attendants, servants or do- 
mestics are necessary to be employed, and to estab- 
lish their duties and powers. 

[Passed October 10th, 1839.] 


An Ordinance concerning the erection, alteration and 
repair of Public Buildings. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. Whenever any public building for the 
use of the City shall be erected, altered or repaired, 
the expense of which may exceed the sum of five 
hundred dollars, it shall be the duty of the Committee 
_having charge of the same to prepare, or cause to be 
prepared, the requisite plans and specifications of the 
work to be done. 

Sect. 2. The said Committee shall give notice in 
the newspapers in which the ordinances of the City 
are published of the time and place for the exhibition 
of such plans and specifications as may be necessary 
to enable contractors to make their estimates of the 
proposed work. 

Sect. 3. No proposal shall be received by the 
said Committee from any person offering to contract 
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for such work, unless the same is sealed; and no pro- 
posal shall be opened except in Committee actually 
assembled ; and the contents of no proposal shall be 
made known to any person not a member of the Com- 
mittee, until after a contract shall have been made ; 
provided always, that if any such proposals shall be 
offered by persons who in the judgment of the said 
Committee shall be incompetent to perform their con- 
tracts in a workmanlike manner, or irresponsible in 
respect to their means of faithfully executing the 
same, the said Committee may, in their discretion, re- 
ject any such proposal, notwithstanding the same be 
at a lower rate than other proposals offered for the 
same work. 

Sect. 4. In all cases where the amount of any 
contract shall exceed the sum of five hundred dol- 
lars, the contract shall be in writing, and signed by 
the Mayor on the part of the City; and after being 
signed by the parties, no such contract shall be alter- 
ed in any particular, unless three-fourths of the said 
Committee shall signify their assent thereto in writing, 
under their respective signatures, endorsed on the 
said contract. 

Sect. 5. The amount of expenditures for the 
purposes of this ordinance in any one year, shall 
never exceed the appropriation made by the City 
Council for the purpose. 

[Passed April 23d, 1840.] 
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An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance to provide 
for the care and management of the Public Lands. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. The Superintendent of the Public Lands 
shall be also the Superintendent of the Public Build- 
ings. 

Sect. 2. There shall annually in the month of 
January, be appointed a Joint Committee of the City 
Council, to be called the Committee on Public Build- 
ings, to consist of three members of the Board of 
Mayor and Aldermen and five members of the Com- 
mon Council, who shall have the general care and 
management of the Public Buildings. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of said Committee 
to devise and prescribe suitable rules and instructions 
for the government of said Superintendent in the dis- 
charge of his duties as Superintendent of the Public 
Buildings, (having in relation to such expenditures as. 
they may authorize, due regard to the appropriations 
made therefor,) and to change and repeal the same 
in their discretion. 

Secr. 4. It shall be the duty of said Superintend- 
ent, under the direction of said Committee on Public: 
Buildings, to keep himself acquainted with the condi- 
tion of all public buildings, including the public school 
houses of every description, to receive all applications: 
for repairs upon the same, and to employ suitable 
mechanics, and himself superintend all repairs that 
may be necessary upon the said public buildings. He 
shall also perform such services in regard to the aiter- 
ation and erection of public buildings, as may be re- 
quired of him by said Committee. 

Sect. 5, ‘The said Superintendent, before enter- 
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ing on the duties of his office, shall give bonds, with 
one or more sureties, to the approbation-of the Mayor 
and Aldermen, with conditions that he will not direct- 
ly or indirectly, for himself or others, or by others in. 
trust of him, or on his account, have any interest or 
concern in any contract or agreement for the erection, 
alteration. or repairs of any of the public buildings. 

Secr. 6. All Ordinances or parts of Ordinances 
inconsistent with this are hereby repealed ; provided, 
that nothing herein contained shall in any manner af- 
fect the provisions of an Ordinance entitled “ An 
Ordinance concerning the erection, alteration and re- 
pairs of Public Buildings.” 

[Passed September 17th, 1840.] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance concern- 
ing the erection, alteration and repair of Public 
Buildings. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Sect. |. The provisions of the ordinance con- 
cerning the erection, alteration and repair of public 
buildings, passed April 23, 1840, shall not be deem- 
ed to apply to the erection, alteration, or repair of 
the Houses of Reformation, Industry, or Correction, 
or the Boston Lunatic Hospital, or any of the build- 
ings connected with either of said establishments. 

Sect. 2. The ordinance entitled “ An ordinance 
in addition to an ordinance concerning the erection, 
alteration, and repair of public buildings,” and which 
was jupaaed May 1, 1840, is hereby repealed. 

[Passed October 23d, 1840.] 
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An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance concern- 
ing the Public Loans and Reduction of the City 
Debt. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. In every future year, there shall be ap- 
propriated of the annual’ City tax, for the payment or 
purchase of the principal of the City debt, a sum 
that shall not be less than three per centum of the 
amount of said principal, and not less than fifty 
thousand dollars in each year. 

Sect. 2. So much of the third section of the or- 
dinance to which this is in addition, as is inconsist- 
ent with this, is hereby repealed. 

[Passed December 28th, 1840.] 
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Revised Statutes, Ch. 11. Concerning Rainsford 
Island. 


Sect. 4. The hospital establishment on Rainsford 
tsland, in the harbor of Boston, the island itself, and 
all property thereon, belonging to or connected with 
Ihe said hospital establishment, shall be under the 
sole care of the Mayor and Aldermen of Boston ; who 
shall appoint all such officers and servants as they 
shall deem necessary, prescribe their respective duties, 
and establish their compensation. , 
- Secr. 5. The said Mayor and Aldermen shall, 
annually, in the month of January, file in the office of 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth, an exact account 
of the state of the property of the Commonwealth 
belonging to, or connected with, the said hospital es- 
tablishment, and also of all money expended thereon, 
in the course of the preceding year. 


Revised Statutes, Ch. 28. Concerning the Weighing 
of Hay. 


Sect. 95. The Sclectmen of each Town and the 
Mayor and Aldermen of any City may, from time to 
time, appoint, for a term not exceeding one year, 
some person or persons to have the superintendence 
of the hay scales belonging to such Town or City, 
who shall weigh hay offered for sale in such Town or 
City, and any other article offered to be weighed. 

Secr. 96. The person so appointed shall con- 
form to all such rules and regulations, as shall be 
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-established by the Selectmen or City Council, respec 
tively, concerning the hay scales, and the compensa- 
tion of fees for weighing hay or other articles. 

Secr. 97. The said Selectmen or City Council, 
respectively, may remove any weigher of hay, and fill 
any vacancy that may occur by death or otherwise. 

Sect. 98. if any person, not appointed as afore- 
said, shall set up any hay scales in any ‘Town or City, 
for the purpose of weighing hay, or other articles, he 
shall forfeit a sum of twenty dollars a month, so long 
‘as the same shall be continued, to be recovered by an 
action of debt, and appropriated to the use of said 
‘Town or City; provided, however, that this and the 
three preceding sections shall not apply to any Town 
which shall not adopt the same, and shall cease to 
operate in such Town, when the Town shall so deter- 
mine. 


An Act concerning the Islands and Beaches in the 
Uarbor of Boston. [1834, Ch. 168.] 


Srecr. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Represen‘atives, in General Court assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, That if any person 
shall wilfully carry away from any island within the 
harbor of Boston, or from any beach adjacent thereto, 
any earth, gravel, stone or other material composing 
such island or beach, without the consent of the own- 
er thereof, the person or persons so offending shall 
forfeit and pay, for each offence, to the use of the 
Commonwealth, a sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, nor less than five dollars, to be recovered by 
indictment in any court competent to try the same: 
Provided, That this act shall not be construed to 
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prevent the taking of shell-fish from such islands and 
beaches. 

Sect. 2. Be it further enacted, That if any per- 
son shall wilfully build a fire on Spectacle Island, in 
the harbor aforesaid, without the consent of the owner 
or owners thereof, such persons shall suffer the like 
forfeiture, and to be recovered and appropriated in 
like manner as is provided in the first section of this 
act. 


An Act in further addition to an Act establishing the 
City of Boston. [1835, Ch. 128.] 


Secor. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives, in General Court assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, That the School Com- 
mittee of the City of Boston shall consist of the May- 
or of said City, of the President of the Common 
Council of said City, and of twenty-four other per- 
sons, two of whom shall be chosen in each ward of: 
said City, and who shall be inhabitants of the wards 
in which they are chosen; said twenty-four members 
to be chosen by the inhabitants at their annual elec- 
tion of municipal officers. 

Sect. 2. Beit further enacted, That so much of 
the act to which this is an addition, as is inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, is “hereby repealed ; 
Provided, however, that the present School Commit- 
tee of said City shall continue in office, until a new 
Committee shall be chosen under the provisions of 
this act. 

Secr. 3. Be it further enacted, That this act 
shall be void, unless it shall be adopted by ballot by 
the inhabitants of said City of Boston, qualified to 
vote in City affairs, at a legal meeting of said inhab- 
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itants called for that purpose, and held in their 
respective wards, within thirty days from the passing 
hereof. . 


An Act for the further regulation of the erection of 
Wooden Buildings in the City of Boston. [1835, 
Ch. 139.] 


Sect. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives, in General Court assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, That, from and after 
the passing of this act, no wooden building of more 
than sixteen feet in height, from the ground or foun- 
dation thereof, shall be erected in the said City of 
Boston, except under the following limitations and re- 
strictions, namely: the dimensions of such building 
on the ground, not to exceed twenty-five feet by fifty 
feet; or, being in any other proportion, not to cover 
more than twelve hundred and fifty superficial feet of 
land ; the walls not to exceed twenty feet in height 
from the under side of the sills, which sills may be 
three feet six inches above the level of the street, to 
the eaves of the roof; the roof in the highest point 
thereof not to rise more than thirty-two feet from the 
under side of the sills aforesaid, and there shall be at 
least one scuttle at or near the highest point of said 
roof. 

Sect. 2. Be it further enacted, 'That when two 
or more such two story buildings as are provided for 
in this act, shall be erected in connection, or within 
three feet of each other, or within three feet of any 
other wooden building, more> than sixteen feet in 
height, there shall be an entire brick or stone wall be- 
tween them, commencing from the foundation of said 
wall, and carried to the height of twelve feet above 
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the level of the street, at least twelve inches in thick- 
ness, and the residue of said wall shall be of at least 
eight inches in thickness, and in case any openings 
are made through said walls, the same shall be secur- 
ed against fire by iron doors applied to such openings: 
Provided, that such brick or stone walls may be dis- 
pensed with by consent in writing, of the. Mayor and 
Aldermen of the City of Boston, on what are com- 
monly called the neck lands in said City: Provided, 
also, that nothing in this act shall in any way affect 
that part of the said City, called South Boston, or re- 
peal any of the provisions of the existing law relative 
to the erection of buildings in that place; and, pro- 
vided, further, that that part of the said City of Bos- 
ton, known by the name of East Boston, shall be en- 
titled to the same rights and privileges as to the erec- 
tion of wooden buildings, which now belong to that 
part of said City called South Boston. 

Secor. 3. Be it further enacted, That if any per- 
son or persons shall violate the provisions of this act, 
such person or persons, on conviction thereof, in any 
court competent to try the same, shall forfeit and pay 
for every such offence, a sum not less than fifty nor 
more than five handred dollars, and shall be liable to 
a like prosecution and penalty for each and every year 
after such conviction, until such building or buildings, 
erected contrary to the provisions aforesaid, shall be 
removed or be made to conform thereto; and the said 
penalties and forfeitures incurred by virtue of this act 
may be recovered by indictment, to the use of the 
City of Boston, or by an action of debt in any court 
competent to try the same, one half to the use of the 
person or persons who shall sue therefor, and the re- 
sidue to the use of the said City. 

Sect. 4. Be it further enacted, That it shall be 
the duty of the Board of Engineers of the said City, 
to cause suits to be commenced without delay against 
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each and all who shall violate the provisions of this 
act, and to prosecute the same to final judgment. 

Secr. 5. Be it further enacted, 'That all acts and 
parts of acts respecting the erection of wooden build- 
ings in the City of Boston, excepting such only as re- 
late in any way to brick or stone buildings be, and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 6. Be it further enacted, That this act 
shall not take effect until the same shall have been 
approved by the citizens of said City, at a legal meet- 
ing thereof duly convened for that purpose, within 
sixty days from the passage of this act. 


An Act to provide for the confinement of Idiots and 
Insane Persons. [1836, Ch. 223.]. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: 

Sect. 1. There shall be within the precincts of 
the House of Correction in each County of this Com- 
monwealth, a suitable and convenient apartment or 
receptacle for idiots and lunatic or insane persons not 
furiously mad, to be confined therein as hereinafter 
provided. 

Secr. 2. When it shall be made to appear, on 
application made in writing to any two Justices of 
the Peace, one of whom shall be of the quorum, or 
any Police Court, that any person being within the ju- 
risdietion of such Justices or Court, is an idiot or luna- 
tic or insane, not being furiously mad as aforesaid, the 
said Justices or Court are hereby authorized to order 
the confinement of such person in the receptacle pro- 
vided for that purpose; and such provision shall be 
made for the comfortable support of all persons con- 
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fined by virtue of this act, and they shall be governed 
or employed in such manner as the County Commis- 
sioners of each County in the Commonwealth, and 
such officers as by law exercise the powers of County 
Commissioners, may, in the exercise of their discre- 
tion judge best; and such sum per week shall be al- 
lowed and paid for the support of every such person, 
confined as aforesaid, as the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the City of Boston, and the County Commissioners of 
each County, and such officers as by law exercise the 
powers of County Commissioners, shall direct ; and 
if, in any case, there shall be no parent, kindred, 
master, guardian, Town or City obliged by law to 
maintain the person so confined, the sum allowed as 
aforesaid shall be paid out of the Treasury of the 
Commonwealth: Provided, that in no case shall 
more than two dollars and fifty cents per week ever 
be paid from said treasury. 

Szcr. 3. Any person confined By virtue of this 
act may at any time be discharged, when, in the opin- 
ion of any two Justices of the Peace, one of whom 
shall be of the quorum, or of any Police Court, having 
jurisdiction in the case, such discharge would be for 
the benefit of the person so confined, or when in their 
opinion, such person would be comfortably supported 
by any parent, kindred, friend, master or guardian, or 
by any Town or City in which such person may have 
a legal settlement. 

Srcr. 4. In any case, that may arise under this 
act, all magistrates and other officers and all witnesses 
shall receive the same fees and compensation for ser- 
vices performed, and for attendance and travel, as 
are allowed by law, for like services in criminal pro- 
ceedings, to be taxed, allowed and paid in the same 
manner. 
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An Act establishing certain boundary lines between 
the City of Boston and ‘Town of Roxbury. [1836, 
Ch. 37.] 


Be at enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

The following lines, which have been mutually 
agreed upon between the City of Boston and the 
Town of Roxbury, shall hereafter constitute and be 
considered the boundary lines in the section to which 
they refer, between said City and said Town, to wit: 
beginning at a stone monument on the southwesterly 
side’ of the Dyke that forms the southwesterly boun- 
dary of the Empty Basin, so called, from which point 
the centre of the steeple of Park street meeting house 
in said City, bears north fifty-three degrees east, this 
line to run in this direction from the point above 
mentioned, about two hundred and ninety rods, until 
it strikes the centre of the main channel westerly of 
the Rope Walk lands in said City; thence turning 
and running northerly in the centre of said channel, 
about one hundred and twenty-five rods, to a point 
two: hundred feet distant, southerly from the main 
branch of the Mill Dam or Western Avenue ; thence 
turning nearly at right angles, and running westerly 
nearly on a parallel line with said Mill Dam, until it 
strikes the branch thereof leading to Roxbury, at 
which point a stone monument has been erected. 
And the territory and jurisdiction on either side of 
the said lines as hereby established, are accordingly 
confirmed to said City and said Town respectively. 
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An Act to alter certain parts of the Boundary Line 
between the City of Boston and the Town of Rox- 
bury. [18387, Ch. 202.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. The boundary line betwen the City of 
Boston and the Town of Roxbury, which now runs 
on the easterly side of Plymouth street, shall be alter- 
ed so that the same shall hereafter be established as 
follows, to wit: beginning at a stone monument, 
which now marks the south corner bound of said 
City, being one hundred and forty-one feet easterly 
of said Plymouth street, and from the said monument 
running on a straight line in a northeasterly direction 
to the.centre point, (so called,) where the Roxbury 
old and new channels form a junction, being about 
four thousand five hundred feet from the said monu- 
ment. 

Secr. 2. The boundary line between the said 
City and town, which now passes over a part of 'T're- 
mont street in said City, shall be altered so that the 
same shall be hereafter established as follows, to wit: 
beginning on the southeasterly side of said Tremont 
street, at the centre of a bridge now erected across 
the creek which divides the said City from said Town, 
and thence ‘running northwesterly at right angles 
with said Tremont street about two hundred and 
fifty feet, until it intersects the present boundary line 
between said City and ‘Town, in the middle of said 
creek. | 
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An Act in addition to “An Act further regulating the 
storage, safe keeping, and transportation of Gun- 
powder, in the City of Boston.” [1837, Ch. 99.] 


. Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Secr. 1. Any person who shali keep, have or 
possess any gunpowder within the City of Boston, con- 
trary to the provisions of the act to which this act is 
in addition, or to the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Engineers therein mentioned, or who shall 
seli any gunpowder in said City without having a 
license therefor, or contrary to such license, or the 
rules and regulations aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum not 
less than one hundred dollars, and not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, for each offence; and if any gun- 
powder, kept contrary to the provisions of the act 
aforesaid, or to such license, or to the rules and regu- 
lations aforesaid, shall explode in-any building, or on 
board of any ship or other vessel, or in any place in 
said City, the occupant, tenant or owner of which has 
not then a license to keep and sell gunpowder therein, 
such occupant, tenant or owner shall forfeit a sum 
not less than one hundred dollars, and not exceeding 
one thousand dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 2. The several fines, penalties and forfeit- 
ures, mentioned in this act, and in the act to which 
this is.in addition, shall enure to the sole use of the 
Board of Engineers of the Fire Department of said 
City of Boston: Provided, however, That whenever 
on the trial of any prosecution under the said acts, 
any one or more of the said Engineers shall be sworn 
and examined asa witness on behalf of the prosecu- 
tion, a record thereof shall be made in court, and in 
such case, the fine, penalty, or forfeiture shall enure 
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to the use of the Poor of the City of Boston, to be 
paid over to the Overseer of the Poor thereof. 

Sect. 3. The fourth and eleventh sections of the 
act to which this act is in addition, are hereby re- 
pealed. 


An Act to prevent Bonfires and False Alarms of Fire. 
[1837, Ch. 177.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. If any person shall be concerned in 
causing or making a bonfire, in any Town in the 
Commonwealth, within ten rods of any house or 
building, he shall be punished, on conviction before 
any court proper to try the same, by a fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty dollars, or by imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding one month. 

Sect. 2. If any person, without reasonable cause 
shall, by outcry, or the ringing of bells, or otherwise, 
make or circulate, or cause to be made or circulated, 
in any Town in the Commonwealth, any false alarm 
of fire, he shall be punished, on conviction, as men- 
tioned in the preceding section, by a fine not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars ; provided, however, that all proceed- 
ings under this act within the City of Boston, shall be 
had on complaint before the Police Court of said 
City, saving always the right of appeal to the Munici- 
pal Court of 5 City of Boston, as in other cases. 
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An Act to preserve the Harbor of Boston, and to pre- 
vent encroachment therein. [1837, Ch. 229.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Secor. 1. The line hereinafter described, from the 
Free Bridge in the Harbor of Boston to Warren 
Bridge in said Harbor, shall be and the same is hereby 
established as one of the lines in said harbor, beyond 
which no wharf or-pier shall ever hereafter be extend- 
ed into and over the tide water of the Commonwealth. 

Secr. 2. The said line begins at the east end of 
the north abutment of the Free Bridge, and runs 
straight to the southerly corner of Brown’s wharf; 
thence, by the end of the same, and of Wright’s four 
wharves, fronting on the channel, to the east corner 
of Wright’s northeast wharf ; thence, on a straight 
line, to the south corner of Wales’ wharf, and by the 
end to the east angle of the same; thence from this 
last point straight to the east corner of Russia wharf ; 
thence to the south angle of Fort Hill wharf straight, 
and by the end of the wharf to the east corner ; 
thence to the south corner of Arch wharf the line is 
straight; the line then follows the end of the last and 
Otis’ wharf to the east corner of the last; the direc- 
tion is then straight to the southeast angle of Foster’s 
south wharf; then straight to the south corner of 
Rowe’s wharf. [rom this point in a straight direc- 
tion to the south corner of Long wharf; thence 
straight to the south angle of the advanced part of 
the said wharf, and by the end of the same to the 
east corner thereof; thence the line is straight to the 
east end of Union wharf. From the last point straight 
to the southeast corner of Battery wharf. Here the 
three next lines commence to advance further into 
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deep water than the following wharves, to the west 
corner of Gray’s, and are thus drawn through the 
southeast angle of Battery and the west corner of 
Gray’s wharf; a circular are is struck, with a radius 
of twelve hundred feet, and three equal chords of 
four hundred and seventy feet are drawn upon this 
arc: then from Battery wharf the line is northerly 
four hundred ‘and seventy feet, forming an angle of 
twenty-seven degrees and fifteen minutes with the 
chord of the said arc. From the end of the last the 
line is also four hundred and seventy feet long, and 
parallel with the said chord. From the end of the 
last mentioned line the line is four hundred and sev- 
enty feet to the west corner of Gray’s wharf, forming 
the same angle with the chord of the whole arc as 
that from Battery wharf. From Gray’s the line is 
straight to the north corner of Vinal’s wharf. ‘The 
line then passes along the end of this and Brown’s 
wharf to the west corner of the last; thence straight 
crossing Charles River bridge to the northeast corner 
of Trull’s wharf; thence the line is straight to the 
south abutment of Warren bridge. Which said line 
thus described is part of the line reported by commis- 
sioners appointed under the resolve, passed the fifth of 
March, in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-five, to survey the harbor of Boston, and by 
said commissioners drawn and defined on plans by 
them taken, and deposited in the library, excepting 
that the line herein described and intended, varies 
from the line of said commissioners by crossing 
Charles River bridge in a straight line from Brown’s 
wharf to Trull’s wharf, as above expressed. 

Sect. 38. No wharf, pier or building, or incum- 
brance of any kind, shall ever hereafter be extended 
beyond the said line into or over the tide water in 
said harbor. 

Srcr. 4. No person shall enlarge or extend any 
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wharf or pier, which is now erected on the inner side 
of said line, further towards the said line than such 
wharf or pier now stands, or than the same might 
have been lawfully enlarged or extended before the 
passing of this act, without leave first obtained from 
the Legislature. 

Sect. 5. No person shall in any other part of the 
said harbor of Boston, belonging to the Common- 
wealth, erect or cause to be erected any wharf or 
pier, or begin to erect any wharf or pier therein, or 
place any stones, wood or other materials in said har- 
bor, or dig down or remove any of the land covered 
with water at low tide, in said harbor, with intent to 
erect any wharf or pier therein, or to enlarge or ex- 
tend any wharf or pier now erected; provided, how- 
ever, that nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to restrain or control the lawful rights of the owners 
of any lands or flats in said harbor. 

Sect. 6. Every person offending against the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall be liable to be prosecuted therefor, 
by indictment or information in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, and on conviction shall be punished 
by a fine not less than one thousand dollars, nor more 
than five thousand dollars, for every offence, and any 
erection or obstruction which shall be made, contrary 
to the provisions and intent of this act, shall be liable 
to be removed and abated as a public nuisance, in 
the manner heretofore provided for the removal and 
abatement of nuisances on the public highway. 

Sect. 7. No ashes, cinders, or other rubbish, or 
materials of any description shall be put or thrown 
out of any steam boat in the harbor of Boston above 
Fort Independence, under a penalty of ten dollars for 
each offence. 

Sect. 8. This act shall go into operation from 
and after the passing of the same. 
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An Act relating to Alien Passengers. [1837, Ch. 238.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. When any vessel shall arrive at any port 
or harbor within this State, from any port or place 
without the same, with alien passengers on board, the 
officer or officers whom the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the City, or the Selectmen of the Town where it is 
proposed to land such passengers, are hereby author- 
ized and required to appoint, shall go on board such 
vessel and examine into the condition of said passen- 
gers. 

Sect. 2. If, on such examination, there shall be 
found among said passengers, any lunatic, idiot, 
maimed, aged or infirm persons, incompetent in the 
opinion of the officer so examining, to maintain them- 
selves, or who have been paupers in any other coun- 
try, no such alien passenger shall be permitted to 
land, until the master, owner, consignee or agent of 
such vessel shall have given to such City or Town, a 
bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, with good 
and sufficient surety, that no such lunatic or indigent 
passenger shall become a City, Town or State charge, 
within ten years from the date of said bond. 

Secr. 3. No alien passengers, other than those 
spoken of in the preceding section shall be permitted 
to land until the master, owner, consignee or agent of 
such vessel shall pay to the regularly appointed board- 
ing officer, the sum of two dollars for each passenger 
so landing ; and the money so collected shall be paid 

into the treasury of the City or Town, to be appropri- 
ated as the City or Town may direct for the support 
of foreign paupers.. 

Sect. 4. The officer or officers required in the 
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first section of this act, to be appointed by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, or the Selectmen respectively, shall 
from time to time notify the pilots of the port of the 
said City or Town, of the place or places where the 
said examination is to be made, and the said pilots 
shall be required to anchor all such vessels at the 
place so appointed, and require said vessels there to 
remain till such examination shall be had; and any 
pilot who shall refuse or neglect to perform the duty 
imposed upon him by this section, or who shall 
through negligence or design permit any alien passen- 
ger to land before such examination shall be had, 
shall forfeit to the City or ‘Town a sum not less than 
fifty, nor more than two thousand dollars. 

Secr. 5. The provisions of this act shall not ap- 
ply to any vessel coming on shore in distress, or to 
any alien passengers taken from any wreck where 
life is in danger. 

Sect. 6. The twenty-seventh section of the forty- 
sixth chapter of the Revised Statutes is hereby re- 
pealed ; and the twenty-eighth and twenty-ninth sec- 
tions of the said chapter, shall relate to the provisions 
of this act, in the same manner as they now relate to 
the section hereby repealed. 

Sect. 7. This act shall take effect from and after 
the passage of the same. 


An Act in addition to an act to provide for the con- 
finement of Idiots and Insane Persons. [1838, 
Ch. 73.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Secr. 1. Whenever application shall be made to 
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two Justices of the Peace, one of whom shall be of 
the quorum, for the confinement of any idiot, lunatic, 
or insane person, not furiously mad, in pursuance of 
the provision of the second section of ‘an act to pro- 
vide for the confinement of idiots and insane_per- 
sons,” passed on the thirteenth day of April, in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and thirty-six, the 
Justices to whom such application is made, shall, 
upon the request of the person complained against, 
issue their warrant to the Sheriff, or any Deputy of 
the Sheriff in their county, to summon a jury of. six 
lawful men, to hear and determine the. question, 
whether the person complained against is an idiot, or 
lunatic, or insane, and not furiously mad as aforesaid. 

Sect. 2. The provisions of the second, third, 
fourth, and fifth sections of ‘‘an act concerning luna- 
tics,” passed the nineteenth day of April, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-seven shall ap- 
ply to trials by jury herein provided for; and the 
Justices aforesaid shall have all the powers, and per- 
form all the duties devolved upon the Judges named 
in said act, by the second, third, fourth and fifth sec- 
tions of the same. 

Sect. 3. Any lunatic or insane person confined in 
any jail, or house of correction, by authority of a 
certificate of the trustees of the State Lunatic Hos- 
pital, according to the provisions of the fifteenth sec- 
tion of the forty-eighth chapter of the Revised Stat- 
utes, may be discharged therefrom by the County 
Commissioners of the several counties respectively, 
whenever the cause of confinement shall have ceas- 
ed to exist. And said Commissioners, whenever in 
their opinion, such lunatic or insane person can, in 
such manner be more comfortably provided for, and 
the safety of the public will not be endangered there- 
by, may provide for his custody and support in other 
places than in said jails and houses of correction, or 
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may deliver him to the custody and care of any City, 
or ‘Town, in which he may have a legal settlement, 
the said lunatic or insane person, still continuing sub- 
ject to the order and direction of said Commissioners. 
The expense of so providing for such lunatic or in- 
sane person shall be reimbursed in the same manner, 
and recovered by the same remedies, as are provided 
in the sixteenth section of the forty-eighth chapter of 
the Revised Statutes: Provided, that in no case shall 
the sum charged for such provision exceed two. dol- 
lars and fifty cents per week. 

Sect. 4.° This act shall take effect from and after 
its passage. 


An Act concerning the Police of Boston. [1838, 
Ch. 123.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

The Mayor and Aldermen of Boston may, from 
time to time, appoint such police officers for said City, 
as they may judge necessary, with all or any of the 
powers of the constables of said City, except the 
power of serving and executing any civil process ; and 
the said police officers shall hold their offices during 
the pleasure of the said Mayor and Aldermen. 
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An Act concerning Elections. [1839, Ch. 42.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. All meetings for the election of Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant Governor, Senators and Represen- 
tatives of the Commonwealth, Electors of President 
and. Vice President of the United States, or of Rep- 
resentatives to Congress, shall be opened as early as 
two o'clock in the afternoon of the day of election : 
and it shall be lawful for all of said Officers to be vot- 
ed for on one ballot or at the same time on separate 


ballots. 
[ Zhe 2nd, 3rd, and Ath sections of this act are omitted, not being ° 
applicable to any city.] 
Sect. 5. No vote shall be received by the officers 


presiding at any such election, or at any election for 
Selectmen and Town Clerk of any Town, or for 
Mayor, Aldermen or Common Council of any City, 
unless the same be presented for deposit in the ballot 
box, open and unfolded: nor shall any such vote be 
so received, until the name of the person offering the 
same, shall have been found upon the list and check- 
ed by the presiding officers, or by some one appoint- 
ed by them therefor. 

Sect. 6. If any Selectman, or other Town or 
City Officer shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform 
any of the duties required of him by the third chapter 
of the Revised Statutes or by the provisions of this 
act, he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred 
dollars. 

Sect. 7. This act shall take effect from and after 


its passage. 
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An Act concerning Dealers in Second-hand Articles. 
[1839, Ch. 53.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: | 

Sect. 1. The Mayor and Aldermen of any City, 
and the Selectmen of any town may license such per- 
sons as they deem suitable to be keepers of shops for 
the purchase, sale, or barter of junk, old metals, or of 
any second-hand articles, and to be dealers therein. 

Sect. 2. ‘The licenses to such persons shall desig- 
nate the place where the business is to be carried on, 
and contain such conditions and restrictions as may 
be prescribed by the ordinances and by-laws of the- 
city or town wherein the same are granted, and _ shall 
continue in force for one year unless sooner revoked. 

Sect. 3. No person unless licensed as aforesaid, 
shall keep any shop for the purchase, sale, or barter 
of the articles aforesaid, or be a dealer therein ; nor 
shall any person so licensed, keep such shop, or be a 
dealer in said articles in any other place or manner 
than as is designated in his license, or after notice to 
him that said license has been revoked, under the 
penalty of a sum not exceeding twenty dollars for 
every offence, to be recovered by complaint in any 
Police Court, or by indictment in any Court of Record 
in the County where such offence may be committed. 

Secr. 4. The City Council of any City may sus- 
pend or dispense with the provisions of this act so far 
as the same apply to such City, provided, that no of- 
fence committed and no penalty incurred before such 
suspension shall take effect, shall be affected thereby ; 
and the provisions of this act shall not extend to any 
town unless the inhabitants thereof, shall, at a legal 
meeting, adopt the same. 
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An Act concerning Riots. [1839, Ch. 54.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. The sixth section of the one hundred 
and twenty-ninth Chapter of the Revised Statutes, 
shall be applicable to proceedings had, and cases aris- 
ing under the provisions of the fourth and fifth Sec- 
tions of said Chapter, or either of them. 

Sect. 2. Whenever any property of the value of 
fifty dollars or more, shall be destroyed, or be injured 
to that amount by any persons to the number of twelve 
or more, riotously, or routously, or tumultuously as- 
sembled, the city or town within which said property 
was situated, shall be liable to indemnify the owner 
thereof to the amount of three-fourths of the value of 
the property so destroyed, or the amount of such in- 
jury thereto, to be recovered in an action of the case 
in any Court proper to try the same: Provided, the 
owner of such property shall use all reasonable dili- 
gence to prevent its destruction, or injury, by such 
unlawful assembly, and to procure the conviction of 
the offenders. 

Sect. 3. Any City or Town which shall pay any 
sum under the provisions of the preceding section, 
may recover the same against any or all of the per- 
sons who shall have destroyed or injured such prop- 
erty. 
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An Act to establish the Boston Lunatic Hospital. 
(1839, Ch. 131.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. The City Council of the City of Boston 
are hereby authorized to erect and maintain a Hospi- 
tal, for the reception of insane persons not furiously 
mad ; and provision shall be made for the comforta- 
ble support of all persons confined therein. 

Secr. 2. The said City Council shall appoint a 
Superintendent, who shall .be a physician, and con- 
stantly reside at said Hospital. 

Secr. 3. The said Council shall have power to 
pass such ordinances as they may deem expedient for 
conducting, in a proper manner, the business of the 
institution, and for appointing such other officers as, 
in their opinion may be necessary. 

Secr. 4. The inspectors of prisons for the County 
of Suffolk shall be inspectors of said Hospital, and 
shall perform the like duties in relation to it that they 
are now by law required to perform in relation to the 
prisons in said county. 

Secr. 5. Whenever it shall be made to appear, 
on application in writing [to the Judge of the Muni- 
cipal Court in the City of Boston,—Repealed] that 
any person is insane, not being furiously mad, the 
said judge is hereby authorized to order the confine- 
ment of such person in the said Hospital: Provided, 
that, upon the request of such person, the question of 
his sanity shall be tried by a jury in said Court. Such 
sum per week shall be allowed and paid, for the sup- 
port of every such person confined as aforesaid, as 
the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Boston shall 
direct ; and if, in any case, there shall be no parent, 
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kindred, master, guardian, town or city, obliged by 
law to maintain the person so confined, and if he 
have no means of supporting himself, the same sum 
shall be paid out of the treasury of the Common- 
wealth, for his support, as may be allowed for other 
lunatic or insane State paupers; and any person, 
committed as aforesaid by said judge, may at any 
time be discharged, when, in his opinion, such dis- 
charge would be for the benefit of the person so con- 
fined, or when, in his opinion, such person would be 
comfortably supported by any parent, kindred, friends, 
‘master or guardian, or by any town or city in which 
such person may have a legal settlement; and the 
said judge, jury, or other officers, and all witnesses, 
shall receive the same fees and compensation for ser- 
vices performed and for attendance and travel, as are 
allowed by law for like services in criminal proceed- 
ings, to be taxed, allowed and paid in the same 
manner. 

Secr. 6. All insane persons who are now confined 
in the House of Correction or the House of Industry 
in said City, or may hereafter be subject to confine- 
ment therein, and all lunatics, idiots, and other pa- 
tients, who shall be removed from the State Lunatic 
Hospital at Worcester, to the City of Boston, by the 
Trustees thereof, by virtue of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth sections of the forty-eighth chapter of the 
Revised Statutes, shall hereafter be confined in the 
said Boston Lunatic Hospital. 

Sect. 7. Any lunatic or insane person, who may 
be confined in said Hospital, upon his removal from 
the State Luuatic Hospital, as provided in the pre- 
ceding section, may be discharged therefrom by the 
Mayor and Aldermen of said City, whenever the 
cause of confinement shall have ceased to exist; and 
said Mayor and Aldermen, whenever, in their opin- 
ion, such lunatic or insane person can in such man- 
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ner be more comfortably provided for, and the safety 
of the public will not be endangered thereby, may 
provide for his custody and support in other places 
than in said Hospital, the said lunatic or insane per- 
son still continuing subject to the order and .direction 
of the said Mayor and Aldermen, or said Mayor and 
Aldermen may deliver him to the custody and care 
of any City or town in which he may have a legal 
settlement. ‘The expense of so providing for such 
lunatic or insane person shall be reimbursed in the 
same manner, and recovered by the same remedies as 
are provided in the sixteenth section of the forty- 
eighth chapter of the Revised Statutes: Provided, 
that in no case shall the sum charged for such provis- 
_ lon exceed two dollars and fifty cents per week. 
Sect. 8. All laws inconsistent with this act are 
hereby repealed. : 

Sect. 9. This act shall take effect from and after 

its passage. 


An Act concerning Houses of Correction. [1839, 
Ch. 146.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. No Master or Keeper of any House of 
Correction shall hereafter be required to keep the ac- 
counts which are now required to be kept by them, 
by virtue of the provisions of the twenty-fourth section 
of the one hundred and forty-third chapter of the Re- 
vised Statutes; and the twenty-sixth section of said 
chapter is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 2. No Master or Keeper of any House of 
Correction shall have a right to demand and recover 
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of any city or town in which any person sentenced to 
such House of Correction has a lawful settlement, or 
of any kindred of such person liable by law to main- 
tain him, any further or greater sum than the amount 
of the personal expenses of the maintenance of such 
person during his confinement therein, deducting 
therefrom such sum as he may have earned by his 
personal labor: Provided, that this section shall not 
apply to any claim which the Master or Keeper of the 
House of Correction in the City of Boston may have 
upon said City, for expenses incurred in said House 
of Correction. 


An Act in addition to an Act concerning Lunatics. 
[1839, Ch. 149.] 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1.- Either of the Justices of the Supreme 
Judicial Court, or of the Court of Common Pleas, at 
any term held within and for the County of Worces- 
ter, or the Judge of Probate of said County, may, on 
application in writing for the discharge from said Hos- 
pital of any lunatic who shall have remained there a 
sufficient time to make it appear that he is incurable, 
cause such lunatic to be delivered to the agents, of any 
town in which he may have his legal settlement, or to 
the friends of such lunatic, when, in the opinion of 
either of said Justices, or of said Judge of Probate, it 
would not be to the injury of the person so confined, 
and when it shall be made to appear that such person 
would be comfortably and safely provided for, by any 
parent, kindred, friend, master, or guardian, or by any 
Town or City in which he may have a legal settle- 
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ment. And whenever request for that purpose shall 
be made in writing, by any person interested in such 
discharge, to the Judge before whom the trial is to be 
held, he shall issue a warrant to the Sheriff, or any 
Deputy Sheriff in the County of Worcester, directing 
such Sheriff or Deputy to summon a jury of six lawful 
men to hear and determine the question whether such 
lunatic is incurable, and may be comfortably and safe- 
ly provided for, according to the terms of this act. 
And the proceedings shall be the same in selecting 
the jurors, conducting the trial, and allowing the costs, 
as are provided in the two hundred and twenty-eighth 
chapter of the laws of the year one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-seven. 

Secr. 2. If at any time after the discharge of an 
incurable lunatic, as above provided, it shall be made 
to appear, on complaint by any person, under oath, 
to the Judge of Probate for the County in which 
such lunatic has his legal settlement, or shall be placed, 
that he is not comfortably supported, or that the pub- 
lic safety is endangered by him, it-shall be the duty of 
said Judge to order his recommitment to said Hospi- 
tal. And the same proceedings may be had in deter- 
mining these questions by a jury, upon the request of 
any person interested therein, made in writing to said 
Judge, as are provided in the preceding section. 

Sect. 3. Incase of the absence, sickness or death, 
of the Judge of Probate of any County in the Com- 
monwealth, except the County of Suffolk, any Justice 
of the Supreme Judicial Court, or of the Court of 
Common Pleas, may commit to the State Lunatic 
Hospital, any lunatic furiously mad in such County, 
in the same manner and upon the same _ proceedings 
as are now provided by law for the commitment of 
lunatics to said hospital by Judges of Probate. 
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An Act concerning the maintaining of Prisoners in 
Jails and Houses of Correction. [1839, Ch. 156.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

No allowance shall be made by the Commonwealth 
for the maintenance and support of any prisoner in 
any Jail or House of Correction, after the first day of 
July next; but the expense of maintaining and sup- 
porting all such prisoners as have no legal settlement 
in this Commonwealth, shall be borne by the County 
in which such Jail or House of Correction is estab- 
lished. | 


An Act concerning the Apprehension of Criminals. 
[1840, Ch. 75.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Secr. 1. The Selectmen of any Town or the Mayor 
and Aldermen of any City, are authorized, whenever | 
in their opinion, the public good may require it, to 
offer a suitable reward, to be paid by such town or 
city, not exceeding two hundred dollars in any one 
case, to any person, who shall in consequence of such 
offer, secure any person charged with any capital 
crime, or other high crime or misdemeanor, commit- 
ted in such town or city, and such reward shall be 
paid by the Treasurer of such town or city upon the 
warrant of the Selectmen or Mayor and Aldermen. 

_ Sect. 2. When more than one claimant shall ap- 
pear and apply for the payment of such reward, the 
10 
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Selectmen, or Mayor and and Aldermen shall deter- 
mine to whom the same shall be paid, and if to more 
than one person, in what proportion to each, and 
their determination shall be final and conclusive in 
law upon all persons whatsoever. 


An Act in addition to “An Act to establish the 
Boston Lunatic Hospital.” [1840. Ch. 79.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and he the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sor. 1. Whenever it shall be made to appear 
on application in writing to the Police Court of the 
City of Boston, that any person is insane, not being 
furiously mad, and is either chargeable or likely to 
become chargeable to the City or the State, or being 
furiously mad, has his legal settlement in and is 
chargeable to said City, the said Police Court are 
hereby authorized to order the confinement of such 
person in the said Boston Lunatic Hospital, saving to 
the person complained against, the night to appeal 
from such order to the Municipal Court of the City 
of Boston, as is now allowed from other judgments of 
said Police Court, by law. And upon his appeal, the 
question of his sanity shall, upon his request therefor, 
be tried by a jury in said Court. If on such appeal 
it shall be made to appear that such person is insane 
as aforesaid, and is or is likely to be chargeable as 
aforesaid, the said Municipal Court shall affirm the 
judgment of the said Police Court, with additional 
costs, and issue a warrant for his commitment accord- 
ing tolaw; otherwise such person shall be discharged. 

Secr. 2. Any person who shall apply for the 
commitment of any lunatic, under the provisions of 
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the preceding section, shall first give notice in writing 
to the Mayor of the City of Boston, of his intention 
to make such application, and satisfactory evidence 
that such notice has been given shall be produced to 
the said Police Court, at the time of making such 
application. And the saia Police Court may order 
any further notice of such application to be given to 
the person complained of or to any other person or 
persons in his behalf, as they shall deem to be neces- 
sary or reasonable. 

Sect. 3. Any person committed to said Hospital 
by either of the Courts as aforesaid, and any person 
who may be confined in said Hospital, upon his re- 
moval from the State Lunatic Hospital, as provided 
in the sixth section of the act to which this is in 
addition, may at any time be discharged therefrom by 
the Mayor and Aldermen of the said City of Boston, 
whenever the cause of confinement shall have ceased 
to exist, or when in the opinion of the said Mayor 
and Aldermen such discharge would be for the benefit 
of the. person so confined, or when in their opinion 
such person would be comfortably supported by any 
parent, kindred, friends, master or guardian, or by 
any town or City in which such person may have a 
legal settlement. And said Mayor and Aldermen, 
whenever in their opinion, such lunatic or insane per- 
son can in such manner be more comfortably provided 
for, and the safety of the public will not be endan- 
gered thereby, may provide for his custody and sup- 
port in other places than in said Hospital, the said 
lunatic or insane person still continuing subject to the 
order and direction of the said Mayor and Aldermen ; 
or, said Mayor and Aldermen may deliver him to the 
custody and care of any City or town in which he 
may have a legal settlement. The expense of so 
providing for such lunatic or insane person, shall be 
reimbursed in the same manner and recovered by the 
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same remedies, as are provided in the sixteenth sec- 
tion of the forty-eighth chapter of the Revised Stat- 
utes : Provided, that in no case shall the sum charged 
for such provision exceed two dollars and fifty cents 
per week. 

Sect. 4. So much of the one hundred and thirty- 
first chapter of the Statutes of the year one thousand 
eight hundred and thirty-nine as relates to the com- 
mitment of persons to the said Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital, by the Judge of the Municipal Court of the 
City of Boston, and to their discharge therefrom by 
him, is hereby repealed; but all orders of the said 
Judge relating thereto, and rendered prior to the 
time this act shall take effeet, shall remain in full 
force. 

Secr. 5. This act shall take effect from and after 
its passage. 


An Act concerning Rainsford Island. [1839, Ch. 79.] 
[Repealed 1840, Ch. 88.] 


An Act concerning the Harbor of Boston. [1840, 
Ch. 35.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court Assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. The lines hereinafter described, are 
hereby established as the lines of the channel of the 
harbor of Boston, beyond which no wharf or pier 
shall ever hereafter be extended into and over the 
tide water of the Commonwealth. 

Secor. 2. The line between South Boston free 
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bridge and the old South Boston bridge on the north 
side of the channel, begins at the east end of the 
north abutment of the South Boston free bridge, and 
runs westerly to the east corner of Wright’s wharf, at 
the westerly side of said bridge, being forty-six feet 
from the west end of said abutment; thence westerly 
till it meets the northeasterly corner of the first wharf 
belonging to the South Cove Corporation; thence 
southerly by the ends of the wharves of said corpora- 
tion, as now built, to Heath’s wharf, and by the end 
of Heath’s wharf to the southerly corner thereof; 
thence southerly to South Boston old bridge, by a 
line drawn at right angles with said bridge, from a 
point two hundred and ninety-three feet westerly, 
from the westerly side of the draw of said bridge. 
The line on the south side of the channel begins on 
the north side of South Boston old bridge, at a point 
one hundred and seventeen feet easterly, from the 
westerly side of the draw in said bridge, and four 
hundred and seventy-four feet westerly from the 
range line of the westerly side of the brick building 
standing at the corner, on the easterly side of First 
street and northerly side of Fourth street, and four 
hundred and thirty feet from the face of the east 
stone abutment of said bridge ; thence running north- 
erly to the southwesterly corner of Alger’s wharf; 
thence by the end of said wharf to the northerly cor- 
ner of the same; thence northeasterly to the wharf 
belonging to the South Boston Iron Company, thence 
to the end of George C. Thacher’s large wharf, and 
by the same to the northwest corner of said 'Thacher’s. 
small wharf; and thence easterly by said small wharf, 
sixty-four feet to South Boston free bridge, at a point 
forty-three feet northerly, from the south stone abut- 
ment of said bridge ; thence southerly by the westerly 
side of said bridge forty-three feet to the said abut- 
ment ; thence easterly by said abutment to the east 
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end of the same: the said line then extends five 
hundred and twenty feet straight, so as to form an 
angle with said bridge of seventy-five degrees: from 
this point, the line is straight in a northerly direction, 
in such position, that, if it is continued straight, it 
shall not approach within six hundred feet of Arch 
wharf. 

Sect. 3. The line between the Warren Bridge 
and the Boston and Roxbury Mill Dam, on the Bos- 
ton side of the channel, beigns at the easterly end 
of the south abutment of Warren Bridge, and runs 
by the face of said abutment, to the west angle of the 
same. From this the line is straight to the northern 
angle of the solid part of the Boston and Lowell Rail- 
road ground ; the line then continues in the same 
direction, running westerly, till it meets the north- 
easterly side of the bridge of the Boston and Lowell 
Rail-road Corporation, at a point sixty-five feet from 
the south stone abutment of said bridge; thence 
straight to the westerly side of Canal bridge, at the 
southerly side of the pier wharf on which the gymna- 
sium stood, being at a point one hundred and six feet 
southerly, from the southerly side of the draw in 
said Canal bridge; thence to the northeasterly cor- 
ner of the solid wharf, belonging to the Charles River 
Wharf Company, and by the end of said wharf to the 
westerly corner of the same; thence to a ledge of 
rocks, off against the end of Taylor’s wharf, at a 
point, one hundred and eighty feet from said wharf, 
and four hundred and sixty-nine feet from a brick 
house standing at the corner, on the northwesterly 
side of Brighton street, and northerly side of Poplar 
street ; thence straight to the southwesterly corner of 
the pier wharf situate on the southerly side of West 
Boston bridge, crossing the westerly side of. said 
bridge, at a point fourteen feet easterly, from the 
_ draw in said bridge, and one hundred and eighty-eight 
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feet westerly, from a brick building standing at the 
corner, on the easterly side of Charles street, and 
southerly side of Cambridge street ; thence, the line 
is straight in a direction, to a point on the northerly 
side of the Boston and Roxbury Mill Dam, which 
point is eight hundred feet westerly from a_ brick 
building standing at the corner, on the easterly side 
of Charles street, and northerly side of Beacon street, 
and one hundred and twenty-five feet westerly, from 
the sea wall at the easterly end of said Mill Dam, and 
keeping in that direction till it intersects a liné drawn 
parallel with, and two hundred feet from the norther- 
ly side of said dam ; thence westerly by said parallel 
line to the west end of said dam. j 

Sect. 4. The line on the Charlestown side of the 
harbor begins at the southwest corner of the most 
westerly navy yard wharf in Charlestown, and run- 
ning southwesterly about one thousand six hundred 
and fifteen feet, to a timber pier of Charles river 
bridge, which is three hundred and forty feet north- 
erly, from the draw in said bridge, and five hundred 
and ninety-two feet southerly, from the southerly 
corner of a brick store, on the northerly side of Wa- 
ter street, at the junction of Main and Water streets ; 
thence on the same course, to a point, one hundred 
feet from the west side of Charles river bridge, being 
in all one thousand seven hundred and thirty-five 
feet; thence northwesterly, about five hundred and 
twenty feet, crossing Warren bridge, to the southwest 
corner of Thompson’s wharf, which corner is three 
hundred and thirty-eight feet from the southwest rail 
of the Charlestown Branch Rail-road, and two hun- 
dred and seventy-eight feet from the sea wall built 
by the Charlestown Land and Wharf Company ; 
thence northwesterly, about five hundred and fifteen 
feet to the southeast corner of the wharf belonging to 
the Charlestown Land and Wharf Company, nearly 
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opposite a passage way ; thence northwesterly, about 
nine hundred and twenty feet, toa point in range 
with the east side of Fifth street, being two hundred 
and eighty-four feet westerly, from the sea wall, 
measured on a line in range with said east side of 
Fifth street ; thence, northwesterly, about five hun- 
dred and ninety feet, to a point fifteen feet from the 
south corner of wharf B., occupied by Charles Gould, 
as a lime wharf, which point is three hundred and 
twelve feet from the sea wall of the Charlestown Land 
and Wharf Company; thence northwesterly, about 
four hundred feet to Prison Point bridge, at a point 
which is eighty-six feet easterly, from the east side of 
the draw in said bridge, and three hundred twenty- 
three feet southwesterly from the sea wall, measur- 
ing along the southeasterly side of said Prison Point 
bridge. 

Sect. 5. The line on the East Boston side of the 
harbor, commences at a point on the East Boston 
flats, on the northerly side of Bird Island channel, 
which point is denoted by the letter A on the plan of 
the harbor, and is situated on a line, in range with the 
southerly side of Sumner street, in said East Boston, 
and at the distance of eight hundred feet from the 
intersection of the east side of Jeffries street and 
southerly side of Sumner street; thence running 
westerly from said point, about one thousand feet, to 
the point B, situated in the division line between the 
upland lots numbered sixty and sixty-one, produced 
five hundred and seventy-five feet from the south side 
of Marginal street, or about eight hundred and eighty 
feet in said line from the south side of Sumner street ; 
thence, again, westerly, on a straight line, about 
two thousand feet, to the point C, in range with the 
division line between the water lots of Peter Dunbar, 
and Fettyplace and Lamson, at the distance of one 
thousand-one hundred feet from the southwesterly side 
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of Marginal street, and one thousand six hundred and 
ninety feet from the southwesterly side of Sumner 
street ; thence northwesterly by a line, parallel to the 
southwesterly side of Sumner street, nine hundred 
and eighty feet to the point D, in the range of the 
easterly boundary line of the water lot of the Eastern 
Rail-road Company, and one thousand six hundred 
and ninety feet from Sumner street ; thence the line 
runs straight, a northerly course, about two thousand 
six hundred feet, to the point E, situated at the dis- 
tance of five hundred and ten feet from the point F, 
which point F is situate in the division line between 
the water lots of Samuel Aspinwall, and Pratt and 
Cushing; the said point F being one hundred and 
seventy feet northeasterly, from the southwesterly side 
of Sumner street, in the northwesterly side of a street 
forty feet wide, on which street said Samuel Aspin- 
‘well, and Pratt and Cushing are bounded, southeast- 
erly ; the line from E to F (being five hunded and 
ten feet in length,) makes a right angle with the line 
DE; from the point E the Jine is an arc of a circle, 
described from the centre F, with a radius of five, 
hundred and ten feet, to the point Gin the division 
line between the water lots of said Aspinwall, and 
Pratt and Cushing ; thence from the point G the line 
runs straight four hundred and seventy-eight feet, to 
the point H in the southwesterly division line of the 
water lot of the East Bogton Timber Company, and 
in the range line of the northeast side of Maverick 
street, at the distance of seven hundred aud fifty-six 
feet from the west side of Border street. From the 
point H, the line continues straight about five hun- 
dred and seventy feet, to the point I, in the northerly 
division line of flats or water lots of the East Boston 
Timber Company, at the distance of eight hundred- 
and forty-five feet, from the west side of Border 


street. From the point I, the line continues north- 
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erly, a straight course, about three thousand three 
hundred feet to the point K, fixed at the distance of 
one thousand one hundred and seventy feet from the 
intersection of the easterly side of Meridian street, 
and southerly side of Eagle street, measured on a 
right line, running northwesterly from said intersec- 
tion, at an angle of one hundred and forty-six degrees 
and thirty-nine minutes with said Eagle street. 

Sect. 6. No wharf, pier, building, or incumbrance 
of any kind, shall ever hereafter be extended beyond 
the said line into or over the tide water in said har- 
bor, nor shall any wharf or pier which is now erected 
on the inner side of said line, extend further towards 
the said line than such wharf or pier now stands, or 
than the same might have been lawfully enlarged or 
extended before the passing of this act, without leave 
being first obtained from the Legislature. 

Secor. 7. Every person or corporation offending 
against the provisions of this act, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be liable to be pros- 
ecuted therefor, by indictment or-information, in any 
court of competent jurisdiction ; and, on conviction, 
- shall be punished by a fine not less than one thou- 
sand dollars, nor more than five thousand dollars, for 
every offence ; and any erection or obstruction which 
shall be made contrary to the provisions and intent of 
this act, shall be liable to be removed and abated as 
a public nuisance, in the manner heretofore provided 
for the removal and abatement of nuisances on the 
public highway. 

Sect. 8. This act shall take effect from and after 
its passage.

ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CovunNcIL: 


Having been again called, under circumstances 
which demand, as they receive, my most grateful 
acknowledgments, to the station which involves the 
duty of addressing you upon this occasion, I cannot 
forbear, in the outset, to congratulate you upon the 
many blessings which have distinguished the past, 
and the auspicious circumstances which introduce 
the opening year. Through a kind Providence, the 
health of the City has been signally preserved. The 
ravages by fire have been unusually small. The 
peace of the City, though exposed to the dangers in- 
cident to the most excited political struggle that the 
country has ever witnessed, has been almost entirely 
uninterrupted,—a circumstance alike creditable to 
all parties, and one of the surest guarantees of “the 
stability of our free institutions of government. :‘The 
recent census has shown our population to be rapid> 
ly increasing. The opening of steam navigationj — 
during the past year, between Liverpool and Boston; 4 
through the enterprise of the Hon. Samuel Cunard, 
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has been attended with the most triumphant success. 
It has already, and of itself, given to our City a 
commercial importance unknown to her before; and 
when we consider it in connexion with the great in- 
ternal improvement through our own Common- 
wealth, so shortly to be completed, the most impor- 
tant results to our prosperity may justly be antici- 
pated. ‘The period of general depression in the va- 
rious branches of industry and business, seems rap- 
idly giving place to one of activity and success. 
And in all respects, in which, on this occasion, we 
can regard our City, | think it may be truly said, 
that in no period of her history have her prospects 
for the future been so bright and cheering. 

In matters of strictly municipal concern, the past 
year has furnished little that requires extended 
comment. ‘The government has confined itself to a 
careful superintendence of the ordinary aflairs of the 
City, with a view to the just requisitions of the citi- 
zens, and at the same time to a prudent expenditure 
of the public money. ‘The principle which it pro- 
fessed at the outset, of embarking in no new enter- 


prises which should add to the present very conr «~~ 


siderable amount_of the public debt, buit on the con- 
trary, of endeavoring so to manage the interests 
committed to them, as to lead to a gradual reduction 
of that debt, has been faithfully adhered to. And © 
the anticipation then indulged, that such a course 
would meet the approbation of the citizens gener- 
ally, has, I am happy to believe, been fully realized. 
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In consequence of the state of the finances at the 
commencement of the present financial year in May 
Jast,—the payment of a portion of the expenditures. 
of the preceding year having been thrown upon this, 
and the season being one of great pecuniary depres- 
sion;—the City Council deemed it prudent to pro- 
vide in substance only the sum of $21,000, from the 
annual tax and income, toward the reduction of the 
City Debt. By pursuing the course which has been 
stated, however, | am gratified to be able to say, 
that whilst all the departments of the’ government, 
connected with the peace, safety and comfort of the 
citizens, have been satisfactorily provided for, the 
aggregate expenditures in all probability will not ex- 
ceed the appropriations, and that if the income from 
taxes and other sources equals the estimates, which 
there is good reason to think will be the case, the 
close of the present financial year, in April next, will 
show a reduction of the public debt, to the full 
amount of the appropriations for that purpose. 

I look upon this result as but the commencement 
of a course, which I believe it will be for the true 
interest of the City to pursue for many years to 
come. By an economical administration ‘of our 
public affairs, I do not understand a niggardly spirit, — 
that looks upon money as the only good, or that 
would permit any of the matters that concern the 
education of our children, the peace, order, cleanli- 
ness, comfort or safety of the City, to be imperfectly 
provided for, for the mere purpose of saving dollars 
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and cents. ‘So long as we have the means, let am- 
ple provision be made for these matters, in mainte- 
nance of the well established character of our City in 
regard to them. Our citizens have been accustom- 
ed to no less, and will tolerate no less. But at the 
same time, let the income appropriated for the pur- 
pose, together with the taxes assessed each year, be 
made certainly, beyond all question, sufficient under 
prudent management, to meet the current expen- 
ditures of the year, so that each year’s income shall 
without fail pay its expenses, and the debt on no 
consideration be increased from this source. And 
then, by simply forbearing expensive enterprises so 
long as we are considerably in debt, by bringing our 
public lands gradually into the market, and by truly 
and in earnest applying their proceeds, together 
with the other appropriations for that purpose under 
the Ordinance, to the reduction of that debt,—we 
shall soon find our finances wearing an aspect that 
will give us satisfaction, and our City becoming one 
of the most desirable places of residence in the coun- 
try. This is the kind of economy, I believe, that 
our citizens ask at our hands, and it is the one which 
! heartily recommend as the guide of our adminis- 
tration. 

It- should be observed upon this subject, that it 
has been comparatively easy, during the general 
stagnation of the past year, to keep the prudent 
course of avoiding new liabilities. A season of re- 
turning prosperity which seems close at hand, may 
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make it a harder trial to hold back. But our duty, 
I believe, will be unchanged. And however pros- 
perous may be the times that await us, I am satis- 
fied that if they who are heavy debtors, be they in- 
dividuals, Cities, State or Countries, will use the op- 
portunity for the payment or diminution of old debts 
rather than the contracting of new ones, they will 
find it a season of prosperity indeed. 

Connected with the subject of our finances, | would 
suggest the expediency of a change in some respects, 
in the mode of keeping the books and accounts of the 
treasury. It seems to me, that a separate account 
should be kept in that office, with each item of appro- 
priation and of income, and that the receipts and dis- 
bursements for the ordinary and current expenses of 
the City, should be kept wholly distinct from the op- 
erations in relation to the loans,—so that the books 
at all times, and especially the annual accounts of 
the ‘Treasurer, should show distinctly the result of 
the year, as to each item of expenditure and income, 
and as to the public debt. The financial operations 
of our City are certainly of sufficient magnitude to 
justify the most approved and systematic method of 
keeping our accounts. But I am satisfied from per- 
sonal observation, that this is impossible on the part 
of our most laborious and faithful ‘Treasurer, with 
the help at present furnished him. A different ar- 
rangement in this matter, even if it should require 
additional assistance in his office, would, I am con- 
fident, not only be much more satisfactory to the 
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Council and the community, but by permitting a 
greater subdivision of the present very great amount 
of labor in that office, would pay for itself by the in- 
creased amount of collections that could be made. 

In connection also with the subject of our finan- 
ces, | would further suggest that an inconvenient 
and awkward distinction is now made between the 
modes of paying the City and County accounts, and 
that in the management of the Houses at South Bos- 
ton, with the exception of the’ Lunatic Hospital, a 
different mode of expenditure is practised from that 
adopted in other matters,—the income from those 
Houses, excepting the House of Reformation in 
part, not being paid into the City treasury, but ex- 
pended by the Directors in the support of the estab- 7 
lishments. As the City is required by law to pay the: 
expenses of the County, I can see no reason why dif- 
ferent modes should be adopted in the expenditures. 
_ And with the highest respect for the managers of all 
those institutions, and with the most entire confidence 
that every expenditure is properly made, I cannot 
but think, that one uniform system should pervade 
our whole financial department,—that all monies re- 
ceived from any source, on account of the City or 
County, should be paid into the treasury, and that 
all monies expended for any purpose, should be 
drawn from the treasury, through the regular and 
appropriate channels, which should be ‘the same in 
all cases. 

By these two modifications of the existing state of 
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things, which I have ventured to suggest, it seems 
to me, that entire system and uniformity may be in- 
troduced into our financial department,—the vouch- 
ers of all expenditures be submitted to the same 
committee, and kept in the possession of the City,— 
and the books and accounts of the ‘Treasurer be 
made to show the exact expense of each matter of 
public charge. I deem it my duty, therefore, re- 
spectfully to recommend them to your consideration 
in season, in case they should meet your approba- 
tion, to take effect at the commencement of the 
next financial year. 

An exception to the remark that the government 
has confined itself during the past year to the ordi- 
nary affairs of the City, is the disposition which it 
has made of the question of a City Hall. ‘The old 
County Court House on School Street, which be- 
came entirely vacant on the completion of the new 
building for the Probate and Registry Offices, prov- 
ed, upon examination, to be one of the most sub- 
stantial and durable structures in the City. I am 
free to confess my own error in what was stated in 
this place a year since, as to the strength and capa- 
bilities of that building; though what was then ex- 
pressed was, I believe, the general opinion of those 
who thought they were acquainted with the subject. 
After much discussion and deliberation, the Council 
determined to fit it up for a City Hall, and to lay out 
and enclose the grounds in front, and appropriated 
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for these purposes the sum of $14,475. The work, 
though commenced late in the season, has been 
prosecuted with diligence, and will be completed in 
the course of the next month. ‘The result, I believe, 
will surpass all expectation. I am able to state with 
certainty, that the cost will not exceed the appropri- 
ation, that is, will not exceed about a year’s inter- 
est upon the probable expense of a new building. 
When completed, we shall have a City Hall, whose 
external appearance will well compare, to say the 
least, with that of much costler edifices of more 
modern times, and whose internal arrangements will 
accommodate every officer of the government as 
well as could possibly be desired. 

It should also be stated that there is in the build- 
ing an excellent Ward Room, and beneath it a most 
commodious Engine House, the cost of which will 
not exceed §800; whilst that of a new one, includ- 
ing land and building, would be about $4,000. And 
as an offset to the whole expenditure upon the build- 
ing, the apartments at present occupied by the gov- 
ernment, both in this building and Faneuil Hall, can 
~ now be leased, and at a rent, undoubtedly, that will 
not only pay the interest of the whole expenditure, 
but rapidly return the principal. 

It seems to me, therefore, that the question of a 
new City Hall may be considered as put to rest, at 
least till a period when. no one of us will be con- 
cerned in its discussion. And as I believe that the 
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disposition of the matter which has thus been made, 
will be most acceptable to all our citizens, as soon 
as it is fully understood,—and inasmuch as it is 
somewhat the custom to ascribe to the individual 
who holds the office of Mayor the credit or discredit 
of all measures of importance that are adopted under 
his administration, | deem it an act of simple justice 
to say, that whilst I claim for myself and my associ- 
ates upon the Committee the merit of fidelity to the 
trust committed to us, yet that it is to the ingenuity, 
taste, perseverance, and unwearied personal atten- 
tion of Mr. Jonathan Preston, a member of the 
Common Council and of the Committee, that we 
are mainly indebted for this happy result, and that 
to that gentleman the City is bound to feel itself un- 
der special obligation. 

The subject of furnishing the new building has 
been referred by the past to the present Council, 
and I commend it to your earliest attention. 

The new fire-proof building for the Probate 
Office and Registry of Deeds has been completed 
during the last year, and is now occupied. It proves 
itself a model for such kind of structures. ‘The new 
school house on Cooper Street has also been com- 
pleted, and is now filled with scholars. ‘Two new 
wooden buildings are in process of erection at 
South Boston; one designed for a hospital for the 
House of Industry, and the other as a workshop for 
the House of Correction. A piece of land has also 
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been purchased for a new Primary School House at 
the north part of the City, and the appropriate Com- 
mittee authorized to cause the building to be erected 
as soon as spring opens. 

The subject of wooden pavements has attracted 
considerable attention during the past year. While | 
their advantage in point of quiet in great thorough- 
fares cannot be questioned, it must be admitted that 
the evidence from other cities as to their durability, 
and consequent expense, is not very satisfactory. 
The City accordingly has been very cautious in sub- 
stituting them for stone, at the public charge, having 
expended in those cases where they have been used, 
only what would have been required under any cir- 
cumstances, the abutters paying the residue of the 
cost. ‘The subject is certainly worthy of careful in- 
vestigation. But it seems to me that we should con- 
tinue to move cautiously, until the experiment has 
been fairly tried in our own City, and that we may 
reap the benefit of all the improvements which will 
undoubtedly be made. 

Our schools continue in their usually flourishing 
condition. ‘The institutions at South Boston seem 
in general to be fully answering the salutary pur- 
poses for which they were designed. A report how- 
ever upon the House of Reformation for Juvenile 
Offenders, in reference to the subject of having both 
sexes in the same building, together with the organ- 
ization and general operation of that establishment, 
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has been referred to the present Council, and the 
whole matter is one that deserves attention. 

The Fire Department has fully sustained its char- 
acter for efficiency and good discipline, and shown 
itself entitled to the entire confidence of the City. 

The difficult question as to the best disposition of 
the Court House, Jails, and land on Leverett street, 
yet remains unsettled. However desirable it may-be 
in some respects to remove the Jail to South Bos- 
ton, there certainly are serious objections to such a 
course. And if it must remain in the City proper, it 
would seem preferable on every account to contin- 
ue it in the neighborhood now accustomed to it, 
rather than to remove it to a new position. In this 
view the question would be reduced to the best mode 
of setting apart for the purposes of a Jail so much of 
the property as is necessary in the present state of 
things, and disposing of the rest. J cannot but ex- 
press the hope that by this or some better arrange- 
ment, the matter may be adjusted during the present 
year. 

A recent decision of the Supreme Court upon the 
Ordinance in relation to Sewers and Drains, has 
rendered further provisions upon that subject neces- ~ 
sary on the part of the City Council. 

A great deal of complaint, and not altogether un- 
reasonably, is made as to the imperfect condition of 
the Voting Lists of the City. It cannot be denied 
that they are not what they should be. It would 
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needlessly consume your time to enter into the 
causes of the difficulty, or attempt to point out spe- 
cific remedies on this occasion. I am satisfied, how- 
ever, that the difficulty may be ina great measure 
remedied. And as I know of no more important 
duty than that of guarding the elective franchise, | 
most earnestly commend this subjeet to your atten- 
tion, with a view of providing in season the necessa- 
ry means of making the voting lists as correct as 
possible. 

J am not aware, Gentlemen, of having omitted any 
topics which it is important to bring to your notice at 
the present time. We now enter, therefore, under the 
sanction of our oaths, upon the administration of our 
City Government. It would be pleasant and excit- 
ing, | know, to find ourselves furnished with ample 
means, and called upon to embark in large and strik- 
ing enterprises. No one would enjoy such a state 
of things more than myself. Butif I am right in my 
view of the true interest of our City in its present 
condition, the homelier and Jess captivating duty 
awaits us, of husbanding resources and superintend- 

ing details. It is remarked by one of my most distin- 
- guished predecessors, the present President of Har- 
vard College, in his history of that institution just pub- 
lished, that ‘those who limit and economise are 
never so acceptable to mankind, as those who enlarge 
and expend.” And he adds, therefore, that ‘no high- 
er obligation rests upon history, than to do justice to 
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men on whom these unpleasant and unpopular duties 
devolve.”” Let me only add, in conclusion, that 
there is for all of us, whatever may be our station, 
and alike in public and private life, a higher ground 
of reliance than what other men may either think or 
write—the simple consciousness of having done 
what we deem our duty, without reference to the 
question whether it be popular or unpopular.

In City Council, December 24, 1840. 


Tue Joint Special Committee, who were instructed 
‘to consider and report on the situation and con- 
nection of the City of Boston and Rainsford Island, 
and what course it would be proper for the City 
to pursue, taking into consideration all its rela- 
tions under the present law,” and to whom was 
also referred the petition of John Minot, Keeper 
of Rainsford Island, that the City would pay or 
advance a portion of the salary, amounting to 
$104 44, which the Commonwealth has usually 
paid him, but which was not paid the last year,— 
having considered the subjects, ask leave to 


Bets PAO Aor 


As to the property at Rainsford Island,—the Island 
itself, the large Hospital, the Keeper’s House and 
the Boatman’s House belong to the Common- 
wealth,—whilst the small Hospital, the Physician’s 
House and the Store houses are the property of the 
City. The City also built the two wharves. The 
Commonwealth and the City are in this way, there- 
fore, jointly interested in the property. . 

As to the connection between the Commonwealth 
and the City, in the care and management of the 
establishment there, there is much confusion in the 
legislation in regard to it, and it is very difficult to 
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state its precise position. A brief outline of it will 
be submitted. 

By the act of the Legislature, passed June 20th, 
1816, Sec. 6, the Board of Health, (who are now by 
the City Charter, the City Council) were empowered 
to establish and regulate the quarantine to be per- 
formed by all vessels arriving within the harbor of 
Boston. And by Sect. 7, they were authorized and 
required to elect the Physicians, the Island Keeper, 
boatmen and such other officers and servants as 
might be necessary,—to prescribe their duties,—fix 
their salaries or fees,—to have the care of the Island 
and Hospital,—and annually to render to the Com- 
monwealth a statement of the property connected 
with the Hospital establishment, and of all money 
expended thereon. 

All these duties and powers of the Board of Health, 
passed to the City Council, by the Charter, Sect. 17. 
And they were also authorized to execute all their 
powers as a Board of Health, by the appointment of 
Health Commissioners, or in such other manner as 
they thought best. 

The City Council in pursuance of these powers, 
by an Ordinance passed August 10, 1833, placed the 
department of Quarantine, under the Superintend- 
ence of the Mayor and Aldermen,—giving them the 
sole and complete control of Rainsford Island, and 
its appurtenances,—making it their duty to see the 
Ordinances enforced,—the property protected,—and 
also their duty annually to render the account to the 
Commonwealth of the property connected with the 
establishment and of the money expended, as re- 
-quired by the act. 
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The Ordinance, however, provided that the Phy- 
sician and Island Keeper should be chosen by con- 
current vote of the City Council,—who should also 
fix their salaries. By this Ordinance therefore, it 
appears that the City Council vested in the Mayor 
and Aldermen, all the power which the Legislature 
had given it over Rainsford Island, excepting that of 
choosing the Physician and Island Keeper and fixing 
their salaries. 

In this state of things, the Legislature, in 1836, by 
the Revised Statutes, Chap. 11, Sect. 4 and 5, pro- 
vided that the Hospital establishment on Rainsford 
Island, should be under the sole care of the Mayor 
and Aldermen,—authorized them to appoint all such 
officers and servants as they should deem necessary, 
to prescribe their duties and establish their compen- 
sation,—and required them to furnish to the Com- 
monwealth, the annual statement of tke property, 
and expenditures upon the establishment, as afore- 
said. 

“This last act of the Legislature was considered as 
a virtual repeal of the Act of 1816,—and as conse- 
quently superseding the Ordinance of the City based 
upon the law of 1816,—and as giving the whole con- 
trol of the establishment at Rainsford Island, includ- 
ing the appointment of all the officers, to the Mayor 
and Aldermen, and the power they have since ex- 
ercised. 

The Mayor and Aldermen, acting under the pro- 
visions of the Revised Statutes above stated, have 
annually rendered to the Commonwealth an account 
of all the property at the Island, and connected with 
the Hospital establishment, and also of the monies 
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expended thereon. As to this matter of monies ex- 
pended,—until the last year, they confined that ac- 
count to the amount expended in keeping the build- 
ings and boat in repair, and the Commonwealth has 
always refunded to the City that amount. 

In the year 1839, the Legislature passed another 
law, requiring the Treasurer of the City to transmit 
annually in the month of January, an account under 
oath, of all monies which have been expended by the 
City upon the Hospital establishment on Rainsford 
Island, and also of all monies received by him on ac- 
count of said Island,—and if any balance shall be 
found in favor of the City, it is to be so reported by 
the Committee on Accounts. 

Acting upon this new provision, the City ‘Treasur- 
er, in January last, rendered an account, in which 
the Commonwealth was charged, not only with the 
amount of repairs on the buildings, as heretofore, 
but also with the salaries of the Physician, Island 
Keeper and Boatman, on the ground that these were 
properly within the description of ‘‘ monies expended 
upon the Hospital establishment.” 

The Legislature, however, of the last year refused 
to allow the account as thus rendered, or rather the 
Committee on Accounts refused to report in favor of 
it,—but were willing to report in favor of so much 
of it as related to repairs. It was thought best 
for the City not to assent to this, and accordingly 
nothing was done, and nothing was nee by the 
Legislature. 

They immediately, however, repealed the law of 
1839, and thus matters are now thrown back to the 
provisions of the Revised Statutes of 1836. For the 
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convenience of reference to the members of the 
Council, the Committee would state that the provis- 
ions of the Revised Statutes upon which the matter 
now rests, may be found upon page 45, of the Rules 
and Orders of the Council. 

This is an outline of the legislation upon the sub- 
ject of Rainsford Island, and such is the position in 
which it now stands. 

Connected in some degree with this matter, it 
should be stated, that the same Revised Statutes, 
make the City Council the Board of Health for the 
City,—and authorize every Board of Health to ap- 
point a Physician to the Board. And the quarantine 
stations and regulations are made matters within the 
control of each ‘Town and City, each for itself, and 
are not matters of State regulation. 

Your Committee have made this detailed state- 
ment of facts, in order that the Council may see that 
the matter referred to them is involved somewhat in 
confusion. And as this is so, and as the settlement 
of it must be a matter of arrangement between the 
Commonwealth and the City, your Committee think 
it the better disposition of the subject, to refer it to 
the next City Council, who can act upon it in con- 
nection with the Legislature, at its approaching ses- 
sion. ‘They accordingly recommend such a refer- 
ence of it. 

- As to the petition of Mr. Minot, your Committee 
are of opinion, that as the City paid him the salary 
which they fixed on their part, there is no reason 
why they should pay or advance any amount for 
which he has a claim upon the Commonwealth. 
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They therefore report that the petitioner have leave 
to withdraw his petition.

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REPORTS. 


To Jonathan Chapman, Esquire, Mayor, and the 
Aldermen of the City of Boston. 


Tue law having appointed the Judges of Probate, 
and of the Municipal Court, and the Justices of the 
Police Court, to visit the Prisons of the County of 
Suffolk, twice every year, they proceeded to inspect 
the Jail, the House of Correction, the House for the 
Reformation of Juvenile Offenders, and the House 
of Industry, so far as it is used asa prison, on the 
first, second and third days of the present month. 
They inspected every room and avenue within the 
precincts of those prisons, and every building used 
for safe keeping, detention and employment, or as 
dormitories, or hospitals; they conversed with every 
inmate, and endeavoured to satisfy themselves of 
their condition and treatment. ‘The examination 
was thorough, and according to the letter of the law, 
as set forth in former reports, but is not repeated 
in this, for the sake of brevity. The prisoners were 
furnished with pure water in sufficient quantity for 
all purposes. ‘Tlie apartments were generally warm, 
and properly ventilated. The inmates said, that 
they were comfortable both by night and day. 
There were no permanent vaults in any of the rooms. 
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‘The Inspectors did not learn, that there had been, 
since the inspection in June last, any violations of 
law by the officers or others, or any changes in disci- 
pline, or in the means which have been practised for 
sometime, to promote the moral and religious im- 
provement of the prisoners; nor have there been 
any alterations in the methods, or relaxation in the 
rules of any of these prisons, for promoting the 
health, cleanliness, improvement, discipline, or em- 
ployment of the prisoners, or in the accommodation 
and comfort of the buildings, in any respects, other 
than what will be particularly noted under the differ- 
ent branches of this report. 


THE HOUSE OF REFORMATION FOR 
JUVENILE OFFENDERS, 


In the report of Silas Jones, Esquire, the Superin- 
tendent, to the Inspectors, in which he answers va- 
rious questions, and gives a summary of the leading 
rules and requirements for the discipline of the in- 
mates, and the government of this Institution, he’ 
says, that the boys are required to rise at half past 5 
in the morning, and to attend religious services in 
the school room at 6. Between this and half past 6, 
they wash their faces and hands, and comb their 
heads, and submit themselves to inspection. At half 
past 6, they take their breakfast, which occupies 20 
minutes. At 7, the morning school commences, 
which continues until 9. All are required to attend, 
except those employed in the kitchen. From 9 to 
12, they are kept at work; the smaller boys being 
allowed, an interval of a few minutes at half past 10. 
They dine at half past 12. At 1, their work com- 
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mences, at which they are kept until4. From 12 
M. and from 4, all are allowed an interval of half an 
hour for play and relaxation in the yard, under the 
eye of an officer. They take their supper at half- 
past 4; and from 5 until 7, they are kept at school. 
At 7, all are assembled with the officers, who make 
report of delinquences to the Superintendent, who 
hears the cases, and metes to-each delinquent re- 
proof, or punishment as his fault requires. ‘The day 
is closed with a religious service, in which the mas- 
ter reads a portion of the holy scriptures. ‘The In- 
spectors are happy to find, that the Bible is thus 
daily read in this school. ‘The boys are then con- 
ducted to a large hall, where each is provided with 
a sleeping cot, and an officer is required to ‘sleep in 
the same apartment. At all times, by night and by 
day, the boys are under the personal inspection of 
an officer; and they are not allowed to converse to- 
gether, except while at play, nor to leave the school 
or workshop, or to pass into any other part of the 
house without permission. 

This system of discipline and government, and all 
the rules appear to the Inspectors to be judicious ; 
but to be efficacious, and to produce the desired 
reformation, they must be enforced with constancy, 
and require the unceasing vigilance of every officer. 
It was therefore with much regret, that the Inspec- 
tors found, at their visit, which was probably wholly 
unexpected at the time, that there was, for some 
cause, an apparent relaxation of discipline, which 
was accompanied with a perceptible effect on the 
appearance and manners of the boys. They were 
noisy and rude, some of them were dirty and neg- 
lected in their appearance and manners, and their 
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clothes torn; and it was somewhat difficult for the 
Inspectors to speak to them in the workshop, or 
when they were ranged in line in the yard, as they 
had been accustomed. Some of the boys, on in- 
quiry, complained that they had been treated by 
some of the officers, and by one in particular, with 
unusual harshness and personal severity, for slight 
cause. On conversing with the Superintendent and 
with the officer referred to, who had been there for 
five days only, it appeared, that, for some time pre- 
vious to the inspection, a spirit of insubordination 
and misrule had shewn itself to a considerable de- 
gree, and that it had arisen solely from an effort on 
the part of the boys, to throw off the reins of gov- 
ernment upon the recent change of the officers. 
The Inspectors were satisfied, that this was the 
cause of the disorderly appearance of the boys; and 
while it could not fail to lessen the value of their 
complaints, they yet felt it ther duty to urge upon 
the Superintendent and Officers the indispensable ne- 
necessity of vigorous attention to their particular 
duties; and they gave immediate notice to the Di- 
rectors, respectfully recommending to them, to use 
their powerful aid in establishing the authority of the 
immediate government of the house, and in recall- 
ing the boys to their accustomed observance and sub- 
mission. 

The House of Reformation, established and sup- 
ported by the City, at so much pains and ex- 
pense, and deservedly an object of great interest, is 
not a mere school, as some have thought, although 
proper attention is paid to instruct the children in 
_ the elements of good learning. ‘They are taken from 
the streets and wharves of the City, in a vagrant 
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and neglected state; and from parents who have 
either greatly failed in parental duty, or who were 
‘unable to restrain their children from early vicious 
courses. Some of them have committed great 
crimes, and have been saved, by the humanity of the 
law, in consideration of their tender age and apparent- 
ly neglected state, from infamous punishment in a 
penitentiary, and from the company of hardened of- 
fenders there. ‘The Inspectors therefore respectfully 
recommmend, in order that more of these unfortu- 
nate orphans may be recalled from the threshold of 
vice and ruin, with a chance of ‘still becoming use- 
ful and respectable in future life; and in order like- 
wise, that parents may feel their obligation to exer- 
cise at an_ early period good domestic restraint over 
their children—that the reins of discipline in this house 
be strengthened; that the minds of the boys be 
brought to a more perfect observance of the rules of 
the house; and that they be accustomed there con- 
stantly to learn and practice that self government, 
which is essential to good morals, and will afford the 
best hope of their future respectability. 

But the Inspectors also recommend, that it be en- 
joined upon every officer to abstain from personal 
inflictions at the moment of the commission of a fault ; 
that deserved punishment may not seem to be the 
effect of passion, but to flow from necessary dis- 
cipline. The immediate use of corporal punish- 
ment by a subordinate officer, at the time of the 
commission of a fault, and according to his dis- 
cretion, has been found by experience to be very 
injurious to the government of public institutions ; 
but every delinquent should be reported without 
delay to the Superintendent, and should receive the 
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meet recompense of his offence, according to its 
degree and the known rules of the house. 

Many things which are contained in the Superin- 
tendent’s Report, relating to the economy of the 
House, and the profitable employment of the boys, 
properly belong to the department of the Directors, 
and deserve their especial consideration. ‘The good 
discipline among the boys and the diligence of the offi- 
cers, will be most essentially promoted by the weekly 
and daily visits of the Directors, or of individuals of 
their Board. ‘The success of this humane and ad- 
mirable charity depends essentially on the personal 
fidelity and interest taken in it, by all concerned. 

The duties of the Medical Department have been 
successfully performed, to the entire satisfaction of 
Mr. Jones, the Superintendent, whenever the attend- 
ance of a Physician has been required, which has 
been however but rarely necessary.

The Inspectors are of opinion, that boys of com- 

petent age should be apprenticed, as heretofore, to 

useful trades: but as the Institution has suffered from 

the too frequent return of these apprentices for their 

faults, the boys should understand, that where they 

are returned for that cause, they should not be ad- 

mitted to equal privileges with others, as it cannot 

but have an ill effect. ‘They should be sent off as 

soon as possible, on sealing or other long voyages, or 

otherwise again apprenticed, and sent from the In- 

stitution. 
While they regret, that they have not been able to 
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speak of this Institution with unqualified approba- 
tion, as in some former reports; the Inspectors con- 
sider, that the causes of disapprobation are tem- 
porary, and will yield to the mehorating influence of 
time and attention. It is an ornament to the City, 
conservative and restorative in its nature and objects, 
and will not fail to produce much good. 


THE JAIL IN LEVERETT STREET. 


During the mild season of the year, no Jail is 
more comfortable than that in Leverett Street. Al- 
though it is constructed with great regard to strength, 
and it is very safe, yet it is defective by reason of the 
facility with which the prisoners may communicate 
with each other, although confined in different apart- 
ments and stories of the prison. During the severe 
cold season, it is found to be’very difficult to keep the 
cells, the walls and floors of which are of stone, sup- 
plied with heat sufficient to make the prisoners com- 
fortably warm. ‘The building was originally con- 
structed with furnaces in the cellar; but this wholly 
failed to warm the prison. It is now heated by 
stoves placed in the arches, which produce intense 
heat there, without however its penetrating into and 
sufficiently warming the cells in the lower story; so 
that the occupants of some of the rooms are lable to 
suffer in very cold weather. A person was confined 
in one of these rooms, to be held as a witness, for the 
Circuit Court of the United States in May next. 
The Inspectors remonstrated against his confinement 
in such a cold apartment, especially as he had com- 
mitted no offence, but of failing to give security for 
his appearance at that time. If the ends of public 
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justice make it necessary, that witnesses, under such 
circumstances, should be held in close custody, they 
_ should be treated with lenity, and made comfortable, 
as well as paid for their detention. ‘The Inspectors 
informed the Marshal of the District of the exposed 
situation of this prisoner; and they doubt not, that 
_ he was soon after removed to a warm and comforta- 
bie room. | 

The Inspectors observed, that the floors of some 
of the occupied cells were dirty, arising from the of- 
fensive use, by the prisoners, of tobacco.. They ex- 
pressed their surprise at this unusual sight, as it had 
the appearance of neglect. It is required by law, 
‘‘that the Jail be kept in as cleanly and healthful 
condition as may be.” (R. 8. Chap. 143. Sec. 38.) 
They are happy to add, that, with this exception, 
they observed nothing amiss, no dirt on the walls, 
and nothing offensive to. the smell. The prisoners 
made no complaint; but, on the contrary, they ex- 
pressed themselves grateful to the Keeper and his 
Assistants, and well satisfied with the supply of their 
bodily wants. | 

The health of the prisoners has been good since 
the inspection in June last. Whenever medical at- 
tention has been required by individuals, it has been 
promptly rendered by Dr. Otis, the-attending Physi- 
cian.’ It is undoubtedly a defect in the construction 
of this Jail, that it contains no suitable Hospital for 
the sick. The law provides for the temporary re- 
moval and return of prisoners affected with conta- 
gious sickness; but there is no provision for other 
cases ; which is, occasionally, a source of individual 
suffering and of just complaint. ; 

Since the last inspection, no individual has escap- 
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ed from the prison, or made any attempt to escape. 
No punishment has been inflicted on any prisoner for 
any breach of the rules. No spirituous liquors have 
been carried to the prisoners, nor other violations of 
law committed by officers or others.

Since the last inspection, one prisoner committed 
suicide by hanging himself to the grating of his win- 
dow with his handkerchief. He was from the State 
of New Hampshire, and his body was delivered to 
his friends. 

No one has been pardoned by the Governor and 
Council. 

Fifty-three, who were confined for non payment 
of fines and costs, have been discharged by order of 
the Justices of the Police Court. 

The Inspectors have no further information to 
give, or suggestions or improvements to offer for the 
good of this prison. 


THE HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


At the semi-annual visitation of the House of In- 
dustry, on the 2d of June last, three persons only 
were in confinement under sentence of Court.— 
They were sent there by the Police Court, as com- 
mon drunkards. Since that date, twenty-two per- | 
sons have been sent there by judgment of the same 
Court, of whom eight remained in confinement on 
Dec. 3d, 1840, when the Inspectors made their visit ; 
ten had been discharged on the expiration of their 
sentences, three had made their escape, and one was 
discharged by order of Court. 

It is not easy to prevent the males from idsseting, 
if they are disposed to do so; but females are kept 
constantly employed and secure, and are found to be 
useful in the necessary work of the establishment. 
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Partaking of all the advantages of the House, both 
moral and physical, they are treated like other poor 
persons, standing in need of immediate relief, for 
whose use it was establised in the place of the old 
Almshouse. According to the report of D. Chand- 
ler, Esquire, the Superintendent, all those persons 
committed on sentence have enjoyed good health, 
and none have required medical treatment. 

The class of persons usually sent to this House, 
by the Courts, are generally vagabonds, and vagrants, 
and other offenders, who from peculiar circumstan- 
ces, would be both unprofitable and troublesome in 
the House of Correction; such as women with 
young children, or expecting to be confined, cripples, 
and others laboring under any physical disability, 
which make it inconvenient and improper, that they 
should be sent to a place, where they would be con- 
fined to a laborious employment, and subjected to a 
rigorous discipline. Confinement in the House of 
Industry is free from any objection of this kind; and 
makes longer terms of imprisonment consistent with. 
humanity, and beneficial to the public. Very short 
terms of confinement either in the House of Cor- 
rection, or in the House of Industry, are of little 
benefit to the establishment, or to the offenders 
themselves, for it requires time to bring their minds 
to submission, and for them to become able and will- 
ing to work to any advantage. Generally, when 
persons have surrendered themselves to habits of va- 
grancy and dissoluteness, it requires almost a new 
creation to restore them to the love and practice of 
useful labor. 
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THE HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


This establishment may well compare with the 
most celebrated penitentiaries in the United States, 
for the convenience of its structure and internal ac- 
commodations, and for successfully carrying into 
effect the ends of punishment. It seems to have de- 
rived benefit from the destructive fire, to which it 
was subjected on the twenty-second of April last. 
That portion of the establishment which was des- 
troyed, has been rebuilt with some valuable improve- 
ments. It now contains a large and spacious din- 
ing room and kitchen, for the accommodation of the 
master and his family. Also, there has been added 
a bake house, with comfortable lodging apartments 
for the officers of the house. . The Hospital has 
likewise been completed. ‘The main building of 
brick is forty by one hundred feet, and is divided in 
the centre by a partition wall forthe separate use 
of either sex. It contains forty-four rooms for the 
sick, with a room in each division for the accommo- 
dation of the nurse. ‘The rooms for the sick are in 
length nine feet, in width six feet, and in height nine 
feet, seven anda half inches. ‘The rooms for the 
nurses are much larger, and are furnished with fur- 
naces, boilers and all necessary utensils, for provid- 
ing for the immediate wants of the patients. ‘That 
division which is allotted to the males, has been oc- 
cupied by them since the twentieth of last October. 
Judging from the building and the arrangement of 
the rooms, it seems to deserve to be considered as a 
model for similar establishments. 
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A large and commodious workshop has been 
erected for the maie convicts, and is ready for use. 
It contains a foundry for casting brass nails, fifty feet 
by forty, with an elevation of twenty feet; also a 
shop, of one hundred feet by forty, and a like eleva- 
tion, for convicts employed in picking oakum, and as 
shoemakers, tailors, and other branches of mechan- 
ical labor and handicraft. This building contains 
also an office, a barber’s shop and a receiving room. 
The large room in the attic story may be fitted at a 
small expense, if wanted, into shops for mechanics. 
The work on this building and on the Hospital, with: 
the repairs of the building, which was destroyed by 
fire, furnished employment for a large number of the 
male convicts. | 

The establishment would seem to be complete, 
and that nothing more was required from the liberal- 
ity of the City. But the Inspectors are informed by 
the Master, that, during a few months past, the cells 
of the wing occupied by the males, have been filled 
to overflowing; and that he has been compelled to 
furnish beds in the areas for a number, varying 
- from fifteen to thirty, exclusive of the patients in the 
Hospital. ‘This is objectionable in point of health, 
cleanliness, security and discipline. It is under- 
stood also, that the States’ Prison in Charlestown is 
crowded with convicts. ‘The House of Correction 
is intended for vagabonds, common drunkards and 
pilferers, as well as for criminals of a higher grade. 
It is contrary to good policy to punish these offen-. 
ders by imprisonment in the common jail; for there 
they live in idleness, which has been, in most instan- 
ces, the cause of their ruin. It is best for them, as 
well as for the public, that they should be made to 
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engage in some useful labor during their confine- 
ment, even for a short time only. ‘The confinement 
in the House of Correction is deemed less ignomini- 
ous than in the State Prison; and therefore, young 
offenders and all females are sent to this establish- 
ment. If the numbers should continue to increase, 
the City Government will be under the necessity of 
making an additional number of cells for sleeping 
apartments. 

The Inspectors were gratified with the general 
appearance of the convicts, both male and female. 
‘They were diligently engaged in their several occu- 
‘pations, and were healthy, clean, and contented. 
Although inquiry was made of every one as to his 
treatment, and all had an opportunity to state their 
grievances, if they had any; there was but one 
who expressed any dissatisfaction. He wasa healthy 
young man, who had been confined only for a few 
weeks, and expressed a wish for more food; but he 
added, that he had made no complaint to the master, 
or to any officer, and ‘that he was ignorant of the 
rules of the. prison. ‘The Inspectors mentioned his 
case to the Master, who readily promised to attend to 
his wants. The success which has attended the 
management of this house, is owing mainly to the 
excellent talent of the Master, who enjoys the confi- 
dence and liberal support of the Directors. He has 
never been found lax in attention ; and in his inter- 
course with the inmates, he unites personal kindness 
with inflexible firmness. very convict knows that 
he can gain nothing by favor, which he does not de- 
serve; and that he must behave well to insure good 
treatment. 


There was confined in the Hospital, sick with va-

rious complaints, on the day of inspection, fourteen 
persons, viz: Six males and eight females. Dur- 
ing the summer and autumn, the convicts have en- 
joyed general good health. ‘The Inspectors inquired 
in what manner the duties had been performed by 
Dr. Butler, the attending Physician, and as to the 
sufficiency of the medical department. Capt. Rob- 
bins said in reply, “that, as to the department, or 
the manner in which Dr. Butler had done his duty, 
he had no complaint, nor any alteration to suggest. 
It was conducted entirely to his satisfaction.” ‘To 
persons acquainted with the course of things in pen- 
itentiaries, it is known, that the inmates often feign 
sickness to avoid their daily task. It is therefore © 
necessary, that the Physician should pay his earliest 
visit to this house, so as to pass on new cases, and 
to direct who shall be sent to the hospital, and who 
returned to the work shop. It is very desirable, that 
the physician, at the head of the department, should 
enjoy the confidence and support of the eminent 
medical professors of the City; and the Inspectors 
are happy to learn, that on several occasions, Dr. 
Butler has, in the course of the last year, derived 
much advantage in this way, which they consider 
proof of his merit. The Physician must keep up his 
learning by reading and study and often conference 
with his brethren; inasmuch as study is the life of 
the Physician, as well as of all good scholarship. 

Upon the day of this inspection, December 3d, 
1840, there were in confinement 188 males and 133 
females. The causes of their commitment, their oc- 
cupation and employment, and various other partic- 
ulars of much interest, will be found in the annexed 
tabular statements, furnished by the Master. 
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On the third day of June 1840, when the Inspect- 
ors made their former visit, there were in the house 
152 male convicts and 128 females, and from that 
date to December 3d, 1840, the number of males 
committed, was 303, and of females 298. ‘Twen- 
ty-five have been discharged before the expira- 
tion of their sentence; the most of these, being 
of the class of vagabonds, common drunkards, and 
petty thieves, by the Justices of the Police Court, on 
the recommendation of the Directors and Master, and 
-the residue by the Governor and Council. ‘The 
average number of days lost by sickness, has been 
by the males, eight, by the females, nine. Five 
have died, four of whom were males, and one a 
female.

The Boston Lunatic Hospital was originally in- 
corporated ‘for the reception of insane persons not 
furiously mad,” (Act of 1839, Chap. 131,) but by a 
subsequent act, it is delared, ‘“ that any person who 
is Insane, not being furiously mad, and either charge- 
able or likely to become chargeable to the City or 
the State, or who being furiously mad, has his legal 
settlement in and is chargeable to the City,” may, 
on application, and after due inquiry, be commit- 
ted to this Hospital, (Act of 1840, Chapt. 79.) It 
is also made the duty of the Inspectors of Prisons 
for the County of Suffolk, to visit this Hospital, in 
the manner in which they are required by law to 
visit the Prisons of that County. In obedience to 
this law, the Inspectors made their semi-annual visit 
to the Hospital, on the 4th of December, 1840, view- 
ing every apartment, and taking particular notice of. 
the condition of every patient. ‘The course observed 
by them in the inspection, the admirable construc- 
tion of the buildings in all their parts and extent, for 
safe keeping and security, and for health and clean- 
liness, the supply of pure water, and the accommo- 
dations in aid of the skill and attention of the Super- 
intendent and of the Board of Visitors, appointed by 
the City Council, were so fully detailed in their re- 
port of July last, that it is not deemed necessary to 
repeat them. Some defects in the establishment, 
noticed in that report, have been since corrected ;

and some deficiences supplied, with the promptitude 
and liberality which have always distinguished the 
City Government in regard to all its public Institu- 
tions. During the summer, a building has been 
erected at the eastern end of the Hospital, contain- 
ing a barn, woodhouse, washroom and drying room, 
which will add much to its convenience, and will re- 
eve the kitchen from a great incumbrance.. The 
supposed defect in the cooking apparatus has been 
perfectly remedied, without expense, by attention to 
the flues and pipes. ‘The Inspectors found the ap- 
paratus in successful operation, and the kitchen in 
neat order, and as free from smoke and steam, as 
could be desired, or is usually found in any private 
house. ‘The operation of the furnaces for heating 
the wings, is not yet perfectly satisfactory ; but some 
changes are intended to be made, from which bene- 
fit is expected. 

The Board of Directors, consisting of the Mayor 
and Aldermen of the City, have restored perfect or- 
der and harmony to the Institution, which, as inti- 
mated in the last report, was likely to be disturbed 
by conflicting views of duty between the Superin- 
tendent and a subordinate officer. ‘To the Physician, 
who is qualified for the office of Superintendent, 
is properly confided the active government of the 
Hospital. From convenience, he will leave to the 
Steward the charge of carrying into effect the do- 
mestic economy of the place, according to the rules 
and regulations; and, while every officer and assis- 
tant faithfully perform their appropriate duties, it 
may be expected, that the whole system will work 
well. 

The Inspectors report, with satisfaction, that at 
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this visit, they found the Hospital, throughout all 
its divisions and apartments, distinguished for order 
and neatness. The patients seemed to be under 
control, which was more gratifying, as it appeared 
to be both natural and unrestrained, ‘There were 
no furious maniacs in the Hospital, and but one per- 
son only, a colored female, who was confined to her 
apartment as a dangerous lunatic, and not permitted 
at the time to mix in the society of the other in- 
mates. Among the patients were several, who 
were sent some years since to the State Lunatic 
Asylum at Worcester, in a state of raving madness, 
and who have been dismissed from the same as incur- 
able; but owing to the skilful and humane treatment 
observed at that Institution, and which has been suc- 
cessfully followed here, these unfortunate persons 
have been restored to comparative tranquility, and 
-are now permitted to remain, without constraint, 
with other patients. ‘The diseases of the mind, in 
proportion as they have attracted the attention of 
medical professors, have been found to be controla- 
ble by judicious treatment, like other diseases inci- 
dent to the human system. ‘The old methods of in- 
carceration, manacles, and of personal severity, have 
given place, except in extraordinary.cases, of rare 
occurrence, to mild and reasonable applications, 
which are followed by the happiest effects. The pa- 
tient is made to understand, that his disease is men- 
tal, and requires an appropriate treatment. He soon 
learns to repose confidence in his Physician, and to 
feel attachment to him; which adds much to the 
efficacy and success of every moral or medical ap- 
plication used for his relief. 

As soon as the mental delirium, or first paroxysm, 
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is over, and the mind has partially recovered its 
natural state, it is most desirable to furnish the pa- 
tient with occupation, active or sedentary, serious or 
gay, suited to his fancy, calculated to divert his mind 
from brooding over its particular malady, or cause 
of aberration, and to introduce a new train of inter- 
esting thoughts. ‘The skill of the Physician, and the 
benevolence of the Board.of Directors, and of all who 
take an interest in the success of the Institution, will 
be manifested in providing, for this purpose, me- 
chanical and musical instruments, books and other 
objects of interest, suited to attract attention, and to 
furnish amusement to the inmates, according to their 
various disposition and taste. On the subject of em- 
ployment, Dr. Butler says, in his report to the In- 
spectors, ‘‘that among our forty-five female patients, 
fifteen labor every day, whenever occupation for 
them can be found; fifteen others labor part of the 
time, and fifteen do not labor at all. We derive 
great assistance jn the kitchen, laundry, the wash 
room, and the drying room from this part of our 
household. ‘The want of occupation for our male 
patients, is still a serious difficulty with us. We seek 
to occupy or amuse them in every possible manner, 
and hope that another season we shall be enabled in 
some measure to overcome the deficiency in our 
- means of recovery and improvement. ‘This, in con- 
nection with the want of a ‘‘Solitary,’’ a building dis- 
tinct from the Hospital, containing a few strong 
rooms for the temporary confinement of the furious 
and noisy, during those paroxysms of excitement, to 
which many of our patients are liable, makes it ex- 
tremely difficult,-at all times, to preserve in our halls 
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that quietness and good order which is desirable. 
Such a building is every where considered a neces- 
sary appendage of a Lunatic Hospital.” For these 
reasons, so well expressed by the Superintendent, 
and because persons furiously mad, belonging to the 
City, and chargeable to it for support, are liable to be 
sent to this Hospital; the Inspectors doubt not, that 
the construction of such a Solitary will early attract 
the attention of the City Council. One noisy pa- 
tient in each hall, will unavoidably destroy the peace 
of the whole Hospital; and tend to aggravate the 
nervous sensibility of almost every inmate, whether 
he is diseased or not, while their removal to the Soli- 
tary perhaps for a single day, or even the apprehen- 
sion of such removal and confinement, would at once 
restore order. 

It is also to be considered, that the present state of 
the Hospital is the fruit of the experience of one year 
only, during which it has been in operation, under 
some circumstances of disadvantage, which are now 
however happily removed. The Inspectors thus 
speak of the result of their inquiries and of their visit 
with pleasure; but from their brief examination, 
they will not pronounce with absolute confidence, 
although they indulge a strong hope, of the ultimate 
success of the Institution; especially as it enjoys the 
fostering care of the Mayor and Aldermen of the 
City, from whose frequent visits the most beneficial 
effects may be expected to arise. 

The annexed tables, furnished by the Superin- 
ent, will exhibit the number and condition of the pa- 
tients, with the causes and duration of their disease, 
and other matters of interest, from December 11, 
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1839, when the Hospital was opened, to the day of 
the present inspection.

Accordingly in the year 1838, an entire revision was 
made by the Council, and submitted to the citizens, 
but it failed to be adopted, solely, as your Committee 
believe, from its attempting a change in the mode of 
choosing one of the Boards of Officers of the City. 

Your Committee have now examined the revision 
then made, and are of opinion, that by omitting the 
exceptionable part referred to, and taking that which 
has in view only “‘ the removal of doubts, the sup- 
plying of omissions, and the furnishing of more ex- 
plicit directions as to the elections and duties of City 
Officers,”—all can be done that is in their power to 
suggest.

New Draft of City Charter. 


AN ACT 


ESTABLISHING THE CITY OF BOSTON. 


BE it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows: Secr.1. 'The Inhabitants of the City of Boston, for Corporate Pow- 
all purposes for which towns and cities are by law incorporated” 
in this commonwealth, shall continue to be one body politic, in 
fact and in name, under the style and denomination of the City 
of Boston, and as such, shall have, exercise, and enjoy, all the 
rights, immunities, powers, and privileges, and shall be subject 
to all the duties and obligations, now incumbent upon, and ap- 
pertaining to said city, as a municipal corporation. And the 
administration of all the fiscal, prudential, and municipal con- 
cerns of said city, with the conduct and government thereof, 
shall be vested in one principal officer, to be styled the Mayor, 
one select council, consisting of eight persons, to be denomina- 
ted the Board of Aldermen, and one more numerous council to 
consist of forty-eight persons, to be denominated the Common 
Council, (which boards, in their joint capacity, shall be denomi- 
nated the City Council,) and also in such other boards of officers, 
as are hereinafter specified. 
Secr. 2. The annual meeting of citizens for the election of Election of mu- 
Pr : i nicipal officers. 
municipal officers hereinafter mentioned, shall be held on the 
second Monday of December, and the citizens of said city, quali- 
fied to vote in city affairs, shall for the purpose of such election 
then meet together within the wards in which they respectively 
reside, at such hour and place as the Mayor and Aldermen may 
by their warrant direct and appoint. And in order to determine

officers. 
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the result of any election, the whole number of persons who vot- 
ed at such election shall first be ascertained by counting the 
whole number of separate ballots given in; and no person shall 
be deemed or declared to be elected, who shall not have received 
a majority of the whole number of ballots; and in all returns of 
elections, the whole number of ballots given in shall be distinctly 
stated; but blank pieces of paper shall not be counted as bal- 
lots; and if at any election, a greater number of candidates, than 
the number to be elected, shall severally receive a majority of 


the whole number of ballots, a number equal to the number to be 
elected, of such as have the greatest excess over such majority, 


shall be deemed and declared to be elected; but if the whole 
number to be elected cannot be thus completed, by reason of any 
two or more of such candidates having received an equal number 
of ballots, the candidates having such equal number shall be 
deemed not to be elected. 

Sect. 3. The citizens of said city shall at their annual meet- 
ing choose by ballot one Warden and one Clerk, and five Inspec- 
tors of elections for each ward, who shall be resident in said ward, 
who shall hold their offices for one year, and until others shall be 
appointed in their stead. And it shall be the duty of such Ward- 
en to preside at all meetings of the citizens of such ward, to 
preserve order therein; and it shall be the duty of such Clerk to 
make a fair and true record, and keep an exact journal of all the 
acts and votes of the citizens at such ward meetings; and to de- 
liver over such records and journals, together with all other doc- 
uments and papers held by him in his said capacity, to his suc- 
cessor in such office. And if at any meeting, the Warden shall 
be absent, the Clerk, or in case of his absence also, any one of 
the Inspectors of elections shall call the citizens to order and 
preside, until a Warden pro tempore shall be chosen ; which shall 
always be done by nomination and hand vote. And it shall be 
the duty of the Warden and Inspectors, in each ward, to receive, 
sort, and count, and of the Warden to declare all votes at all 
elections within such ward. And the Warden, Clerk, and In- 
spectors, so chosen, shall respectively be under oath, faithfully 
and impartially to discharge their several duties relative to all 
elections; which oath may be administered by the Clerk of such 
ward, to the Warden, and by the Warden to the Clerk and‘In- 
spectors, or to all said officers, by any Justice of the Peace for 
the county of Suffolk ; and a certificate that such oaths have 
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been administered, shall be entered in the record or journal to 
be kept by the Clerk of such ward. And in case of the absence 
of the Clerk or any of the Inspectors from any ward meeting, 
such officers may be chosen pro tempore by hand vote. In case 
no election of Warden, Clerk or Inspectors should be made at 
the annual meeting, adjournments may be had for the purpose 
of effecting such election, in the same manner as is hereinafter 
provided with regard to the election of members of the Common 
Council. 

Secr, 4. The Warden, or other presiding officer of such Towers of 
ward meeting, shall have full power and authority to preserve 
order and decorum and to repress all riotous, tumultuous, and 
disorderly conduct therein, and for that purpose to call to his 
aid, any constable or other peace officer, and also to command 
the aid and assistance of any citizen or citizens, who may be 
present; and any peace officer, or other citizen, neglecting or 
refusing to afford such aid, shall be taken and deemed to be 
guilty of a misdemeanor. And such Warden shall also have 
power and authority, by warrant, under his hand, to cause any 
person or persons who shall be guilty of any riotous, tumultu- 
ous, or disorderly conduct at such meeting, to be taken into 
custody and restrained: Provided, however, That such restraint 
shall not continue after the adjournment or dissolution of such 
meeting: And provided further, That the person, so guilty of 
such disorderly conduct, shall be liable, notwithstanding such 
restraint, to be prosecuted and punished, in the same manner, as 
if such arrest had not been made. 

Secr. 5. The citizens of said city, shall, at their annual nai of 
meeting, be called on to give m their votes for one able and 
discreet person, being an inhabitant of the city, to be Mayor of 
the said city for the term of one year. And all votes so given 
in, in each ward, being sorted and counted by the Warden and 
Inspectors, and declared by the Warden, shall be recorded at 
large, by the Clerk, in open ward meeting: and in making such 
declaration and record, the whole number of votes or ballots, 
given in, shall be distinctly stated, together with the name of 
every person voted for, and the number of votes given for each 
person respectively ; such numbers to be expressed in words at 
length; and a transcript of such record, certified and authenti- 
cated by the Warden, Clerk, and a majority of the Inspectors of 
elections for each ward, shall forthwith be transmitted or deliy- 
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ered by such Ward Clerk, to the City Clerk. And it shall be 
the duty of the City Clerk, forthwith to enter such returns, or a 
plain and intelligible abstract of them, as they are successively 
received, upon the journal of the proceedings of the Mayor and 
Aldermen, or some other book to be kept for that purpose. 
And it shall be the duty of the Mayor and Aldermen to meet 
together within two days after such election, and to examine and 
compare all the said returns, and to ascertain whether any per- 
son has a majority of all the votes given for Mayor; and in case 
a majority is so given, it shall be their duty to give notice there- 
of, in writing, to the person thus elected, and also to make the 
same known to the inhabitants of said city. But if, on such an 
an examination, no person appears to have a majority of all the 
votes given for Mayor, the Mayor and Aldermen for the’ time 
being, shall issue their warrants for meetings of the citizens of 
the respective wards, for the choice of a Mayor, at such time and 
place, as they shall judge most convenient. And the same pro- 
ceedings shall be had in all respects, as are herein before direct- 
ed, until a Mayor shall be chosen by a majority of all the voters 
voting at such elections. And whenever, on examination by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, of the returns of votes given for Mayor at 
the meeting in the wards holden for the purpose of electing that 
officer, last preceding the first Monday of January, no person 
shall appear to have a majority of all the votes given for Mayor, 
the Mayor and Aldermen, by whom such examination is made, 
shall make a record of that fact, an attested copy of which, it 
shall be the duty of the City Clerk to produce and read, on the 
first Monday of January, in the presence of the members return- 
ed to serve as Aldermen and Common Council-men, assembled 
together, at which meeting the senior member chosen to serve 
in the Board of Aldermen shall preside; and thereupon the 
oaths may be administered to the members elect, as is herein- 
after provided; and the Board of Aldermen shall then proceed 
to elect a Chairman, and the Common Council a President, in 
their respective chambers, and being respectively organized, 
shall proceed to business. And the Board of Aldermen shall 
forthwith issue their warrants for meetings of the citizens of the 
respective wards, for the choice of a Mayor, at such time and 
place as they shall judge most convenient; and the same pro- 
ceedings shall be had, in all respects, as are before directed, and

repeated from time to time, until a Mayor be chosen by a ma- 
jority of all the voters voting at such elections. 

Sect. 6. In case any person elected Mayor of said city, Absence or 
shall refuse to accept the office, the same proceedings shall be of Mayor. 
had, in all respects, as are herein before directed in cases 
wherein there has been no choice of Mayor, until a Mayor be : 
chosen by a majority of votes. And in case of the unavoidable ab- 
sence, by sickness or otherwise, of the Mayor elect, on the first 
Monday in January, the City Goverment shall organize itself in 
the mode herein before provided in cases wherein no person 
shall have been elected Mayor at the meeting last preceding 
the first Monday in January, and may proceed to business in 
the same manner as if the Mayor were present. And in case of 
the decease, inability, or absence of the Mayor, and the same 
being declared, and a vote passed by the Aldermen and Common 
Council, respectively, declaring such cause, and the expediency 
of electing a Mayor, for the time being, to supply the vacancy 
thus occasioned, it shall be lawful for the Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council to meet in convention, and elect a Mayor to hold 
the said office until such occasion shall be removed, or until a 
new election. . 

Secr. 7. The citizens of said city, shall, at their annual Plettion of 
meeting, be called upon to give in their votes for eight able and 
discreet persons, being inhabitants of said city, to constitute the 
Board of Aldermen for the ensuing year; and all the votes so 
given in, in each ward, being sorted and counted by the Ward- 
en and Inspectors and declared by the Warden, shall be record- 
ed at large by the Clerk, in open ward meeting; and in making 
such declaration and record, the whole number of ballots given 
in, shall be particularly stated, together with the name of every 
person voted for, the number of votes given for each person, 
and a transcript of such record, certified by the Warden and 
Clerk, and a majority of the Inspectors of each ward, shall, by 
the said Clerk, within two days, be transmitted to the City 
Clerk, whereupon the same proceedings shall be had to ascer- 
tain and determine the- persons chosen as Aldermen, as are here- 
in before directed in regard to the choice of Mayor, and for a 
new election, in case of the whole number required not being 
chosen at the first election. And in case of the death or resig- 
nation of any member of the Board of Aldermen, the same pro- 

‘ceedings shall eg had, for the purpose of filling the vacancy 
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mon. Council, 
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thereby occasioned, as is herein before provided for the annual 
meeting. And each Alderman so chosen, shall be duly notified 
in writing, of his election, by the Mayor and Aldermen for the 
time being. 

Secr. 8. Atthe annual meeting, the citizens of each ward 
shall be called upon to give in their votes for four able and dis- 
creet men, being inhabitants of said ward, to be members of the 
Common Council: and all the ballots so given in, in each ward, 
being sorted and counted by the Warden and Inspectors, and 
declared by the Warden, if it appear that four persons have a 
majority of all the ballots given at such election, a public decla- 
ration thereof, with the names of the persons so chosen, shall be 
made by the Warden, in open ward meeting; and in all cases, 
a record of such proceedings shall be kept by the Clerk, in his 
journal, stating particularly the whole number of ballots given 
in, the number necessary to make a choice, the number actually 
given for each person, the whole to be written in words at 
Iength. In case four persons are not chosen at the first ballot- 
ing in any ward, the meeting of said ward shall be adjourned, by 
the presiding officer, for the purpose of filling the vacancies, to 
a period not less than twenty-four, nor more than seventy-two. 
hours distant, from the hour when the polls were opened at the 
first balloting, the time of adjournment, within such limits, to be 
determined by the hand vote of the citizens of the ward, who may 
be present, when such adjournment is had ; and at such adjourn- 
ed meeting, a balloting shall be opened for a number of Com- 
mon Coucilmen, sufficient to complete the number of four, 
which shall be conducted, and its result be declared and record- 
ed in the same manner, as before prescribed for the first ballot- 
mg. And in case there shall still be vacancies in the number 
of Common Councilmen, in any ward, adjournments of the 
meetings of the citizens thereof, for the purpose of filling the 
same, shall continue to be had in the same manner to periods 
not less than twenty-four, nor more than seventy-two hours 
distant from each other, at all of which, the balloting shall be 
conducted, and the result be declared and recorded in the same 
manner as before prescribed, until the number of four shall be 
duly chosen. And at all such adjournments the polls shall be | 
kept open the same number of hours as were required by the 
original warrant. Provided, however, That if at the close of 
the last legally adjourned meeting of any ward, as aforesaid, — 
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preceding the first Monday of January, there shall still be va- 
cancies in the number of Common Councilmen for any ward, no 
further adjournment shall be had,—but a record of the fact, and 
of the number of such vancancies, shall be made by the Clerk of 
the ward in his journal, signed therein by the Warden, Clerk, 
and a majority of the Inspectors, an attested copy of which rec- 
ord, shall forthwith be delivered by the Clerk of the ward, to 
the City Clerk, whose duty it shall be to lay the same before 
the Mayor and Aldermen, at their first meeting in January: and 
the Mayor and Aldermen shall forthwith issue their warrant for 
a meeting of the citizens of such ward to fill the vacancies in 
the number of Common Councilmen, at such time and place as 
they shall judge most convenient. And the same proceedings 
and adjournments, if necessary, within the same limits, shall be 
had in all respects, under such new warrant, as have been pre- 
scribed, under the former one, until the number of four Com- 
mon Councilmen for such ward, shall be duly chosen. And in 
case of the death or resignation of any member of the Common 
Council, the Mayor and Aldermen, upon receiving official no- 
tice thereof, from the Common Council, shall forthwith issue 
their warrant for a meeting of the citizens of the ward, in which 
such vacancy has occurred, for the purpose of filling the same: 
and the same proceedings: shall be had in all respects, and ad- 
journments, if necessary, within the same limits, under such 
warrant, as have been herein prescribed, for the annual meeting 
for the election of Common Councilmen. Provided, however, 
“That if any such vacancy shall not have been filled at the close 
of the last legally adjourned meeting of any ward, prior to the 
first Monday of January, no further proceedings shall be had, 
but the meeting shall be adjourned without day. And notice 
shall be given of all the adjournments before mentioned in two 
or more of the public newspapers by the Clerk of each ward. 
All persons chosen as members of the Common Council, in each 
ward, shall, within two days of their election, be furnished with 
a certificate thereof, signed by the Warden, Clerk, and a ma- 
jority of the Inspectors of such ward; which certificate shall be 
presumptive evidence of the title of such person to a seat in the 
Common Council; but such Council shall have authority to de- 
cide ultimately upon all questions relative to the qualifications, 
- elections, and returns of its members. 
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Secr. 9. The citizens of each ward, shall be called upon, at 
their annual meeting, to give in their votes for two able and dis« 
creet men, being inhabitants of said ward, to be members of the 
School Committee, and thereupon the same proceedings shall be 
had as are before directed in the election of members of the 
Common Council. And each of the persons so chosen as a 
member of the School Committee, in each ward, shall, within 
two days of his election, be furnished with a certificate thereof, 
signed by the Warden, Clerk, and a majority of the Inspectors 
of such ward; which certificate shall be presumptive evidence of 
the title of such person to a seat in the said board, but said Com- 
mittee, shall have authority to decide ultimately upon all ques- 
tions relative to the qualifications, elections, and returns of its 
members. 

Secr. 10. The citizens of each ward shall be called upon, at 
their annual meeting, to give in their votes for one person, to be 
an Overseer of the Poor. And the persons thus chosen shall 
together constitute the Board of Overseers for said City, and 
shall continue to have all the powers and be subject to all the 
duties, now by law appertaining to the Overseers of the Poor of 
the City of Boston, until the same shall be altered or qualified by 
the Legislature. 

Secr. 11. Every male citizen of twenty-one years of age and 
upwards, excepting paupers, and persons under guardianship, 
who shall have resided within the Commonwealth one year, and 
within the City six months next preceding any meeting of citi+ 
zens, either in wards, or in general meeting, for municipal pur- 
poses, and who shall have paid by himself or his parent, master, 
or guardian, any state or county tax, which, within two years 
next preceding such meeting, shall have been assessed upon him, 
in any town or district in this Commonwealth, and also’ every 
citizen who shall be, by-law, exempted from taxation, and who | 
shall be in all other respects qualified as above mentioned, shall 
have a right to vote at such meeting, and no other person shall 
be-entitled to vote at such meeting. 

Secr. 12. The Mayor, Aldermen and Commen Council men, 
chosen as aforesaid, shall enter on the duties of their respective 
offices on the first Monday in' January, in each year; and_ be- 
fore entering on the duties of their offices, shall respectively be 


‘sworn by taking the oath of allegiance and oath of office, pre- 


scribed in the Constitution of this Commonwealth, and an oath to 
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support the Constitution of the United States. And such oaths 
may be administered to the Mayor elect, by any one of the Jus- 
tices of the Supreme Judicial Court, or any Judge of any court 
of record, commissioned to hold any such tourt, within the said 
City, or by any Justice of the Peace for the county of Suffolk. 
And such oaths shall and may be administered to the Aldermen 
and members of the Common Council, by the Mayor, if present, 
being himself first sworn as aforesaid; and in case he is absent, 
or no Mayor shall have been chosen, then by either of the Jus- 
tices aforesaid; and a certificate that such oaths have been taken 
shall be entered in the journal of the Mayor and Aldermen, and 
of the Common Council respectively, by their respective clerks. 

Sect. 13. The Mayor and Aldermen, thus chosen and quali- es 
fied, shall compose one board, and shall sit and act together as "°° 
one body, at all meetings of which, the Mayor, if present, shall 
preside; but in his absence, the board may elect a chairman, for 
the time being. All meetings of the Mayor and Aldermen, when 
they are not engaged in executive business shall be public. 

Sect. 14. The Mayor and Aldermen, together with the Com- Election and du- 
mon Council, in convention, shall choose a Clerk, fer the term iocke os 
of one year, and until another person is duly chosen to succeed 
him, who shall be sworn to the faithful discharge of the duties of 
his office, and shall be removable at the pleasure of the Mayor 
and Aldermen. He shall be denominated the City Clerk, and it 
shall be his duty to keep a journal of the acts and proceedings of 
the said board, composed of the Mayor and Aldermen; to sign 
all warrants issued by them, and to do such other acts in his said 
capacity, as may lawfully and reasonably be required of him; and 
to deliver over all journals, books, papers, and documents, en- 
trusted to him as such Clerk, to his successor in office, immedi- 
ately upon such successor being chosen and qualified as afore- 
said, or whenever he may be thereunto required by the Mayor 
and Aldermen. And the City Clerk thus chosen and qualified, 
shall continue to have all the powers, and perform all the duties 
now by law belonging to him. 

Secr. 15. ‘The persons so chosen and qualified, as members Meeting of Com- 
of the Common Council of the said City, shall sit and act togeth- "°°" 
er as a separate body, distinct from that of the Mayor and Alder- 
men, except in those cases in which the two bodies are to meet 
in. convention; and the said Council shall have power, from 
time to time, to choose one of their own members to preside over 
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their deliberations, and to preserve order, whio shall be denomin- 
ated the President of the Common Council, and also to choose a 
Clerk, who shall be under oath faithfully to discharge the duties 
of his office, who shall hold such office during the pleasure of 
said Council, and whose duty it shall be to attend said Council, 
when the same is in session, to keep a journal of its acts, votes 
and proceedings, and to perform such other services in said ca- 
pacity, as said Council may require. All sittings of the Common 
Council shall be public; and twenty-five members shall consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Secr. 16. The Mayor of the said City, thus chosen and 
qualified, shall be taken and deemed to be the chief executive 
officer of said corporation; and he shall be compensated for his 
Services by a salary, to be fixed by the board of Aldermen and 
Common Council, in City Council assembled, payable at stated 
periods ; which salary shall not exceed the sum of five thousand 
dollars annually, and he shall receive no other compensation or 
emoluments whatever; and no regulations enlarging or diminish- 
ing such compensation shall be made, to take effect until the ex- 
piration of the year, for which the Mayor then in office, shall 
have been elected. And it shall be the duty of the Mayor to be 
vigilant and active at all times, in causing the laws for the gov- 
ernment of said City to be duly executed and put in force; to 
inspect the conduct of all subordinate officers of the government 
thereof, and as far as may be in his power, to cause all negli- 
gence, carelessness, and positive violation of duty, to be duly 
prosecuted and punished. He shall have power, whenever in his 
judgment, the good of said city may require it, to summon meet- 
ings of the Board of Aldermen and Common Council, or either 
of them, although the meetings of said boards may stand adourn- 
ed to a more distant day. And it shall be the duty of the Mayor, 
from time to time, to communicate to both branches of the City 
Council all such information, and recommend all such measures 
as may tend to the improvement of the finances, the police, 
health, security, cleanliness, comfort, and ornament of the said 
City. 

Sect. 17. ‘The administration of police, together with the 
executive powers of the said corporation generally, and all the 
powers formerly vested in the selectmen of the town of Boston, 
either by the general laws of this Commonwealth, by particular 
laws relative to to the powers and duties of said selectmen, or by 
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the usages, votes, or by-laws of said town, and all the powers sub- 
sequently vested in the Mayor and Aldermen of said City, shall be Police. 
and hereby are vested in the Mayor and Aldermen, as hereby 
constituted, as fully and amply as if the same were herein spe- 
cially enumerated. 

Secr. 18. The said Mayor and Aldermen shall continue to aden eae 
have full and exclusive power to grant licenses to innholders, lers, & retailers. 
victuallers, and retailers, within the said city, in all cases wherein 
they are now authorized to grant such licenses; and in grant- 
ing such licenses, it shall be lawful for the said Mayor and Al- 
dermen to annex thereto such resonable conditions in regard to 
time, place, and other circumstances, under which such license 
shall be acted upon, as in their judgment, the peace, quiet, and 
good order of the city may require. Also to take bonds of all 
persons so licensed, in reasonable sums, and with sufficient sure- 
ties, conditioned for a faithful compliance with the terms of their 
said licenses, and of all laws and regulations respecting 
sch licensed houses. And said Mayor and Aldermen, after the 
granting of any such license, shall have power to revoke or sus- 
pend the same, if in their judgment the order and welfare of said 
city require it. And any person or persons who shall presume to 
exercise either of the said employments, within said city, with- 
out having first obtained a license therefor, or in any mauner 
contrary to the terms of said license, or after the same shall have 
been revoked or suspended, shall be liable to the same penalties 
and forfeitures, to be prosecuted for in the same manner as now 
by law provided, in case of exercising either of said employ- 
ments without a license; and shall also be taken and deemed to 
have forfeited their bonds, respectively given as aforesaid, upon 
which suits may be instituted against such licensed persons or their 
sureties, at the discretion of the said Mayor and Aldermen, and 
in such maner as they may direct, for the purpose of enforcing 
such forfeitures: Provided, however, 'That all innholders, retail- 
ers, and victuallers shall, on being licensed as aforesaid, pay the 
same sum now required by law; which sum shall be accounted 
for in the same way and manner as is now required by law. 

Sect. 19. The Mayor and Aldermen shall have power to Licenses to the- 
license all theatrical exhibitions, and all public shows, and all exhibitions. 
exhibitions of whatever name or nature, to which admission is 
obtained on payment of money, on such terms and conditions as 
to them may seem just and reasonable; and to regulate the same 
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from time to time, in such manner as to them may appear neces- 
sary to preserve order and decorum, and to prevent the interrup- 
tion of peace and quiet. And any person or persons who shall 
set forth, establish, or promote any such exhibition or show, or 
publish, or advertise the same, or otherwise aid or assist therein, 
without a license so obtained as aforesaid, or contrary to the 
terms or conditions of such license, or whilst the same is sus- 
pended, or after the same is revoked by said Mayor and Alder- 
men, shall be liable to such forfeiture, as the City Council may, 
by any by-law made for that purpose prescribe. 

Secr. 20. All other powers, heretofore by law vested in the 
town of Boston, or in the inhabitants thereof, as a municipal 
corporation, or in the City Council of the City of Boston, shall 
be, and hereby are continued to be vested in the Mayor and 
Aldermen, and Common Council of the said City, to be exercis- 
ed by concurrent vote, each board, as hereby constituted, having 
a negative upon the proceedings of the other. More especially 
they shall have power to make all such needful and salutary by- 
laws or ordinances, as towns by the laws of this Commonwealth 
have power to make and establish, and to annex penalties not 
exceeding fifty dollars for the breach thereof, which’ by-laws and 
ordinances shall take effect and be in force from and after the 
time therein respectively limited, without the sanction or confir- 
mation of any court, or other authority whatsoever; Provided, 
That such by-laws and ordinances shall not be repugnant to the 
constitution and laws of the Commonwealth: And provided also, 
That the same shall be liable to be annulled by the Legislature 
thereof. 

Sect. 21. The said City Council shall also have power, from 
time to time, to lay and asses taxes for all purposes for which 
towns are by law required or authorized to assess and grant 
money, and also for all purposes for which county taxes may be 
levied and assessed; Provided, however, 'That in the assessment 
and apportionment of all such taxes upon the polls and estates of 
all persons liable to contribute thereto, the same rules and regu- 
lations shall be observed as are now established by the laws of 
this Commonwealth, or may be hereafter enacted, relative to the 
assessment and apportionment of town taxes. The said City 
Council shall also have power to provide for the assessment and 
collection of such taxes, and to make appropriations of all public 
moneys, and provide for the disbursement thereof, and take suit- 
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able measures to ensure a just and prompt account thereof; and 
for these purposes, may either elect such Assessors and Assistant 
Assessors as may be needful, or provide for the appointment or 
election of the same, or any of them, by the Mayor and Alder- 
men, or by the citizens, as in their judgment may be most con- 
ducive to the public good, and may also require of all persons 
entrusted with the collection, custody, or disbursement of public 
moneys, such bonds, with such conditions and such sureties, as 
the case may in their judgment require. 
Secr. 22. The said City Council shall have power, and they Appointment of 
are hereby authorised to provide for the appointment or. election 
of all necessary officers, for the good government of said City, 
not otherwise provided for; to prescribe their duties, and fix their 
compensation, and to choose a Register of Deeds, whenever the 
City shall be one county. 
Secr. 23. The City Council also shall have the care and Public buildings. 
superintendence of the public buildings, and the care, custody, 
and management of the property of the City, with power to lease 
or sell the same, except the Common and Faneuil Hall. And 
the said City Council shall have power also to purchase prop- 
erty, real or personal, in the name, and for the use of the City, 
whenever its interest or convenience may, in their judgment, 
require it. 
Sect. 24. All the power and authority now by law vested in Quarantine. 
the City Council relative to the preservation of the public health 
and the quarantine of vessels, shall continue to be vested in the 
said City Council, to be carried into execution by the appoint- Public health. 
ment of Health Commissioners, or in such other manner as the 
health, cleanliness, comfort, and order of the City may, in their 
judgment, require, subject to such alterations as the Legislature 
may from time to time adopt. 
Sect. 25, ‘The said City Council shall have power, if they als of 
see fit, to elect the Mayor and Aldermen to be Surveyors of high- 
ways for said City. 
Secor. 26. ‘The Mayor and Aldermen of said City, and the said City Treasurer. 
Common Council shall, as soon as conveniently may be, after 
their annual organization, meet together in convention, and elect 
some suitable and trustworthy person to be the Treasurer of 
said City. 
Secr. 27. All boards, and Officers, acting under the authority / Accountability

money, shall be accountable therefor to the City Council in such 
manner as they may direct. And it shall be the duty of the 
City Council to publish and distribute, annually, for the infor-— 
mation of the citizens, a particular statement of the receipts and 

expenditures of all public moneys, and a particular statement of 

all city property. 

Sect. 28. In all cases in which appointments to office are 
directed to be made by the Mayor and Aldermen, the Mayor 
shall have the exclusive power of nomination; such nomination, 
however, being subject to be confirmed or rejected by the Board 
of Aldermen. 

Sect. 29. No person shall be eligible to any office, the sal- 
ary of which is payable out of the city treasury, who at the time 
of his appointment, shall be a member of either the Board of Al- 
dermen or Common Council; and neither the Mayor nor any 
Alderman, or member of the Common Council, shall, at the same 
time, hold any other office under the city government. 

Secr. 30. The School Committee shall consist of the Mayor 
of the City, the President of the Common Council, and of the 
twenty-four persons, chosen as is prescribed in the ninth section 
of this act. And at all meetings of the Board the Mayor, if 
present, shall preside. 

Sect. 31. The said Committee shall have the care and man- 
agement of the Public Schools, and may elect all such imstruc- 
ters as they deem proper and remove the same whenever they 
consider it expedient. And they are also empowered to distrib- 
ute the sum, which shall be annually appropriated by the City 
Council, among the instructers in the Public Schools, so fixing the 
amount of the salary of each instructer, however, as that in no 
case shall the aggregate amount of all said salaries, exceed the 
whole sum that shall have been so appropriated by the said 
Council. And generally they shall have all the powers, in re- 
lation to the care and management of the Public Schools, which 
the Selectmen of Towns or School Committees, are authorised 
by the laws of this Commonwealth to exercise. | 

Sect. 32. It shall be the duty of the two branches of the 
City Council, in the month of October in each year, to meet in 
convention, and determine the number of Representatives, which 
it may be expedient for the corporation to send to the General 
Court in the ensuing year, within its constitutional limits, and to 
publish such determination, which shall be conclusive; and the 
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number thus determined shall be specified in the warrant calling 
a meeting for the election of Representatives. 

Secr. 33. All elections for Governor, Lieutenant Governor, 
Senators, Representatives, Representatives to Congress, and all 
other officers, who are to be chosen and voted for by the people, 
shall be held at meetings of the citizens qualified to vote in such 
elections in the wards in which they respectively reside, at the 
time fixed by law for those elections respectively. And at such 
meetings, all the votes given in, being collected, sorted and 
counted by the Warden and Inspectors, and declared by the 
Warden, in each ward, it shall be the duty of the Clerk of such 
ward to make a true record of the same, specifying therein the 
whole number of ballots given in, the name of each person 
voted for, and the number of votes for each, expressed in 
words at lencth. And a transcript of such record, certified by 
the Warden, Clerk, and a majority of the Inspectors of elections 
in such ward, shall forthwith be transmitted or delivered by each 
Ward Clerk to the City Clerk. It shall be the duty of the City 
Clerk forthwith to enter such returns, or a plain-and intelligible 
abstract of them, as they are successively received, in the jour- 
nals of the proceedimgs of the Mayor and Aldermen, or in some 
other book kept for that purpose. And it shall be the duty of 
the Mayor and Aldermen to meet together within two days after 
every such election, and examine and compare all the said re- 
turns, and thereupon to make out a certificate of the result of 
such election, to be signed by the Mayor and a majority of the 
Aldermen, and also by the City Clerk, which shall be transmit- 
ted, delivered, or returned, in the same manner as similar returns 
are now by law directed to be made, and such certificates and 
returns shall have the same force and effect in all respects, as like 
returns of similar elections made by the Selectmen of towns. In 
all elections for Representatives to the General Court, in case - 
the whole number proposed to be elected shall not be chosen by 
a majority of the votes legally returned, the Mayor and Alder- 
men shall forthwith issue their warrant for a new election, and 
the same proceedings shall be had in all respects as are herein 
before directed, until the whole number shall be elected. 

Sect. 34. It shall be the duty of the Mayor and Aldermen, 
prior to every election of City officers, or of any officer or offi- 
cers under the government of the United States, or of this Com- 
monwealth, to make out lists of all the citizens of each ward, 
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' qualified to vote in such election, in the manner in which Selects 
men and Assessors of towns are required to make out similar 
lists of voters: and for that purpose they shall have free access to 
the Assessors books and lists, and be entitled to the aid and as- 
sistance of all Assessors, Assistant Assessors and other officers 
of said City. And it shall be the duty of said Mayor and Alder- 
men to deliver such list of voters in each ward, so prepared and 
corrected, to the Clerk of said ward, to be used by the Warden 
and Inspectors thereof at such election; and no person shall be 
entitled to vote at such election, whose name is not borne on 
such list. And to prevent all frauds and mistakes in such elec- 
tion, it shall be the duty of the Inspectors in each ward, to take 
care that no person shall vote at such election, whose name is 
not so borne on the list of voters, and to cause a mark to be 
placed against the name of each voter on such list, at the time of 
giving in his vote. And the City Council shall have authority to 
establish such rules and regulations, as to making out, publish- 
ing, and using such lists of qualified voters, as they shall deem 
proper, not inconsistent with the constitution and laws of the 
Commonwealth. 

pineal meet- Sect. 35. General meetings of the citizens, qualified to vote 
in City affairs, may from time to time be held to consult upon 
the common good, to give instructions to their representatives, 
and to take all lawful measures to obtain a redress of any griev« 
ances, according to the right secured to the people by the con- 
stitution of this Commonwealth. And such meetings shall and 
may be duly warned by the Mayor and Aldermen, upon the re- 
quisition of fifty qualified voters of said City. 

Warrants for Sect. 36. All warrants for the meetings of citizens, for 

aaa i loci oi municipal purposes, to be had either in general meetings or in 
wards, shall be issued by the Mayor and Aldermen, and in such 
form, and be served, executed, and returned at such time, and in 
such manner, as the City Council may, by any by-law or ordi- 
nance, direct and appoint. 

Division into Sect. 37. It shall be the duty of the City Council, and they 

wards. 
are empowered, during the year 1850 and also whenever they 
deem it expedient, nor oftener however than once in ten years, 
to cause a new division of the City to be made into wards not 
exceeding twelve in number, in such manner as to include an 
equal number of inhabitants in each ward, as nearly as conve- 
niently may be, consistently with well defined limits to each ward ; 
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including, in such computation of number of inhabitants, persons 
of all descriptions, and taking the last census, made under the 
authority of the United States, or the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, as a basis for such computation. 

Sect. 38. Nothing in this act contained shall be so constru- 
ed as to restrain or prevent the Legislature from amending or 
altering the same, whenever they shall deem it expedient. 

Secor. 39. The act entitled an act establishing the City of 
Boston, passed Feb. 23, 1822 and all acts in addition thereto, are 
hereby repealed. | 

Sect. 40. No act which has been heretofore repealed, shall Repeal. 
be revived by the repeal of the acts mentioned in the preceding 
section. 

Sect. 41. This act shall be void, unless the inhabitants of 
the City of Boston, at a legal meeting, called for that purpose, 
shall by a written vote determine to adopt the same. 


Amendments. 


STATEMENT 


Of the material changes in the preceding revision of 
the City Charter, with the reasons therefor. 


I. ELECTION OF MUNICIPAL OFFICERS. 
New Draft. 


Secr. 2. The annual mecting of citizens for the election of 
municipal officers hereinafter mentioned, shall be held on the 
second Monday of December, and the citizens of said city qual- 
ified to vote in city affairs, shall for the purpose of such election 
then meet together within their respective wards, at such hour 
and place as the Mayor and Aldermen may by their warrant di- 
rect and appoint. And in order to determine the result of any 
election, the whole number of persons who voted at such elec- 
tion shall first be ascertained by counting the whole number of 
separate ballots given in; and no person shall be deemed or de- 
clared to be elected, who shall not have received a majority of 
the whole number of ballots: and in all returns of elections, the 
whole number of ballots given in shall be distinctly stated; but 
blank pieces of paper shall not be counted as ballots; and if 
at any election, a greater number of candidates than the number 
to be elected, shall severally receive a majority of the whole 
number of ballots, a number equal to the number to be elected, 
of such as have the greatest excess over such majority, shall be 
deemed and declared to be elected; but if the whole number to 
be elected cannot be thus completed, by reason of any two or 
more of such candidates having received an equal number of bal- 
lots, the candidates having such equal number shall be deemed 
not to be elected. 


This section is entirely new, and contemplates two 
objects. 
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1. To make one general provision as to the time 
of holding the annual meeting for the choice of city 
officers, instead of repeating it in providing for the 
choice of each officer, as is the case in the present 
charter. 

2. ‘To incorporate into the Charter, the general 
provision of the Revised Statutes of the Common- 
wealth, as to the mode of counting ballots. ‘This is 
done verbatim. And the object of inserting it in the 
Charter is, that the ward officers may have easier 
access to so important a provision,—than if com- 
pelled to return to the Revised Statutes. 


Il. ELECTION OF WARD OFFICERS. 


Present Charter. 


~Secr. 3. Be it further enacted, That on the second Monday 
of December, annually, the citizens of said city, qualified to vote 
in city affairs, shall meet together within their respective wards, 
at such time and place as the Mayor and Aldermen may, by 
their warrant direct and appoint, and the said citizens shall then 
choose by ballot, one Warden and one Clerk, who shall be resi- 
dent in said ward, who shall hold their offices for one year, and 
until others shall be appointed in their stead. And it shall be 
the duty of such Warden to preside at all meetings of the citizens 
of such ward, to preserve order therein ; and it shall be the duty 
of such Clerk to make a fair and true record, and keep an exact 
journal of all the acts and votes of the citizens, at such ward 
meetings; to deliver over such records and journals, together 
with all other documents and papers held by him, in his said 


| capacity, to his successor in such office. And if, at the opening 


of any annual meeting, the Warden of such ward should not be 
present, the Clerk of such ward shall call the citizens to. order, 
and preside at such meeting, until a Warden shall be chosen by 
ballot. And if, at any other meeting, the Warden shall be 
absent, the Clerk, in such case, shall so preside, until a Modera- 
tor, or Warden pro tempore shall be chosen, which may be done 
by nomination and hand-vote, if the Clerk so direct. At such 
meeting also, five Inspectors of Elections shall be chosen for 
such ward, being resident therein, by ballots, to hold their offices 
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for one year.. And it shall be the duty of the Warden and In- 
spectors, in each ward, to receive, sort, count and declare all 
votes, at all elections within such ward. And the Warden, 
Clerk, and Inspectors, so chosen, shall respectively be under 
oath, faithfully and impartially to discharge their several duties 
relative to all elections; which oath may be administered by the 
Clerk of such ward to the Wardens, and by the latter to the 
Clerk and Inspectors, or by any Justice of the Peace of the 
county of Suffolk ; and a certificate of such oath’s having been 
administered, shall be entered in the record or journal to be kept 
by the Clerk of such ward. 


Amended Draft. 


Sect. 3. The citizens of said city shall at their annual 
meeting choose by ballot one Warden and one Clerk, and five In- 
spectors of Elections for each ward, who shall be resident in 
said ward, who shall hold their offices for one year, and until 
others shall be appointed in their stead. And it shall be the 
duty of such Warden to preside at all meetings of the citizens 
of such ward, and to preserve order therein; and it shall be the 
duty of such Clerk to make a fair and true record, and keep an 
exact journal of all the acts and votes of the citizens at such 
ward meetings; and to deliver over such records and journals, 
together with all other documents and papers held by him in his 
said capacity, to his successor in such office. And if at any 
meeting, the Warden shall be absent, the Clerk, or in case of 
his absence also, any one of the Inspectors shall call the citi- 
zens to order and preside, until a Warden pro fempore shall be 
chosen; which shall always be done by nomination and hand 
vote. And it shall be the duty of the Warden and Inspectors, 
in each ward, to receive, sort, and count, and of the Warden to 
declare all votes at all elections within such ward. And the 
Warden, Clerk, and Inspectors, so chosen, shall respectively be 
under oath, faithfully and impartially to discharge their several 
duties relative to all elections; which oath may be administered 
by the Clerk of such ward, to the Warden, and by the Warden 
to the Clerk and Inspectors, or to all said officers, by any Jus- 
tice of the Peace for the county of Suffolk; and a certificate 
that such oaths have been administered, shall be entered in the 
record or journal to be kept by the Clerk of such ward, and in 
case of the absence of the Clerk or any of the Inspectors from 
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any ward meeting, such officers may be chosen pro tempore by 
hand vote. In case no election of Warden, Clerk or Inspectors 
should be made at the annual meeting, adjournments may be had 
for the purpose of effecting such election, in the same manner 
as is hereinafter provided with regard to the election of mem- 
bers of the Common Council. 


The substantial alterations proposed by the pre- 
ceding amendment, are in three particulars.’ 

1. The present Charter provides, that if the 
Warden of any Ward is absent from any annual 
meeting, a Warden pro tempore shall be chosen by 
ballot,—but if absent from any other than an annual 
meeting, such choice may be made by hand vote. 

There seeming to be no occasion for this differ- 
ence in the two cases, and, as being easily over- 
looked, it might lead to difficulty, it is by the pro- 
posed draft abolished, and provision is made, that zn 
all cases of the absence of the Warden, a Warden 
pro tempore may be chosen by hand vote. 

2. By the present Charter, no provision is made 
for the temporary absence of the Clerk, or any of 
' the Inspectors, from any ward meeting. This 
omission is supplied in the new draft, by a pro- 
vision, that in case of any such absence, a Clerk or 
Inspectors pro tempore may be chosen by hand vote. 

3. By the present Charter, no provision is made 
for the case of a failure to elect any of the ward offi- 
cers at the annual meeting, and no adjournment 
therefor is in terms allowed. ‘This defect it is pro- 
posed to supply, by providing, that in case of such 
failure to elect any of the ward officers at the annual 
meeting, adjournments may be had to complete such 
elections, in the same manner as afterwards provided

Ill. ELECTION OF COMMON COUNCILMEN. 


Present Charter. 


Sect. 7. Beit further enacted, 'That the citizens of each 
ward, qualified to vote as aforesaid, at their respective ward 
meetings, to be held on the second Monday of December annu- 
ally, shall be called upon to give in their votes for four able and 
discreet men, being inhabitants of said ward, to be members of 
the Common Council; and all the votes given in as aforesaid, 
in each ward, and being sorted, counted, and declared by the 
Warden and Inspectors, if it appear that four persons have a 
majority of all the votes given at such election, a public declara- 
tion thereof, with the names of the persons so chosen, shall. be 
made in open ward meeting, and the same shall be entered at 
large, by the Clerk of such ward, in his journal, stating partic- 
ularly the whole number of votes given in, the number necessa- 
ry to make a choice, and the number actually given for each of 
the persons, so declared to be chosen. But, in case four per- 
sons are not chosen at the first ballot, a new ballot shall be 
be opened for a number of Common Councilmen to complete 
the number of four, and the same proceedings shall be had 
as before directed, until the number of four shall be duly 
chosen: Provided however, 'That if the said elections cannot 
conveniently be completed on such day, the same may be ad- 
journed to another day, for that purpose, not longer distant than 
three days. And each of the persons so chosen as a member of 
the Common Council, in each ward, shall, within two days. of 
his election, be furnished with a certificate thereof, signed by 
the Warden, Clerk, and a majority of the Inspectors of such 
ward; which certificate shall be presumptive evidence of the 
title of such person to a seat in the Common Council; but such 
Council, however, shall have authority to decide ultimately upon 
all questions relative to the qualifications, elections, and returns 
of its members. 


Amended Draft. 


Sect. 8. At the annual meeting, the citizens of each ward 
shall be called upon to give in their votes for four able and dis- 
creet men, being inhabitants of said ward, to be members of the 
Common Council: and all the ballots so given in, in each ward, 
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being sorted and counted by the Warden and Inspectors, and 
declared by the Warden, if it appear that four persons have a 
majority of all the ballots given at such election, a public decla- 
ration thereof, with the names of the persons so chosen, shall be 
made by the Warden, in open ward meeting ; and in all cases, a 
record of such proceeding shall be kept by the Clerk, in his 
journal, stating particularly the whole number of ballots given in, 
the number necessary to make a choice, the number actually 
given for each person,—the whole to be written in words at 
length. In case four persons are not chosen at the first ballot- 
ing in any ward, the meeting of said ward shall be adjourned, by 
the presiding officer, for the purpose of filling the vacancies, to 
a period, not less than twenty-four, nor more than seventy-two 
hours distant, from the hour when the polls were opened at the 
first balloting, the time of adjournment, within such limits, to be 
determined by the hand vote of the citizens of the ward, who 
may be present, when.such adjournment is had; and at such ad- 
journed meeting, a balloting shall be opened for a number of 
Common Councilmen, sufficient to complete the number of four 
which shall be conducted, and its result be declared and record- 
ed in the same manner, as before prescribed for the first ballot- 
ing. And in case there shall be still vacancies in the number of 
Common Councilmen,.in any ward, adjournments of the meet- 
ings of the citizens thereof, for the purpose of filling the same, 
shall continue to be had in the same manner to periods not less 
than twenty-four, nor more than seventy-two hours distant from 
each other, at all of which, the balloting shall be conducted, and 
the result be declared and recorded in the same manner as be- 
fore prescribed, until the number of four shall be duly chosen. 
And at all such adjournments the polls shall. be kept open the 
same number of hours as were required by the original warrant. 
Provided, however, That if at the close of the last legally ad- 
journed meeting of any ward, as aforesaid, preceding the first 
Monday of January, there shall still be vacancies in the number 
of Common Councilmen for any ward, no further adjournment 
shall be had,—but arecord of the fact, and of the number of such 
vacancies, shall be made by the Clerk of the ward in his journal, 
signed therein by the Warden, Clerk, and a majority of the In- 
spectors, an attested copy of which record, shall forthwith be 
delivered by the Clerk of the ward to the City Clerk, whose 
duty it shall be to lay the same before the Mayor and Aldermen, 
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at their first meeting in January: and the Mayor and Aldermen 
shall forthwith issue their warrant for a meeting of the citizens of 
such ward to fill the vacancies in the number of Common Coun- 
cilmen, at such time and place as they shall judge most con- 
venient. And the same proceedings, and adjournments, if neces- 
sary, within the same limits, shall be had in all respects, under 
such new warrant, as have been prescribed, under the former one, 
until the number of four Common Councilmen for such ward, 
shall be duly chosen. And in case of the death or resignation 
of any member of the Common Council, the Mayor and Alder- 
men, upon receiving official notice thereof, from the Common 
Council, shall forthwith issue their warrant for a meeting of the 
citizens of the ward, in which such vacancy has occurred, for 
the purpose of filling the same: and the same proceedings shall 
be had in all respects, and adjournments, if necessary, ‘within the 
same limits, under such warrant, as have been herein prescribed, 
for the annual meeting for the election of Common Councilmen. 
Provided, however, That if any such vacancies shall not have 
been filled at the close of the last legally adjourned meeting of any 
ward, prior to the first Monday of January, no further proceed- 
ings shall be had, but the meeting shall be adjourned without day. 
And notice shall be given of all the adjournments before men- 
tioned in two or more of the public newspapers by the Clerk of 
each ward. All persons chosen as members of the Common 
Council, in each ward, shall, within two days of their election, 
be furnished with a certificate thereof, signed by the Warden, 
Clerk, and a majority of the Inspectors of such ward; which 
certificate shall be presumptive evidence of the title of such per- 
son to a-seat in the Common Council; but such Council shall 
have authority to decide ultimately upon all questions relative to 
the qualifications, elections, and returns of its members. 


Section 8th of the new draft, is an entire revision 
of Section 7 of the present Charter. 

The present provision, as to the election of Com- 
mon Councilmen, has been found to be very imper- 
fect, and its phraseology of doubtful meaning. Much 
difficulty has arisen, in acting under it, and it is 
believed that all the contested elections, since the 
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establishment of the City, have been caused by the 
loose language, admitting of various constructions, 
employed in this section. It also omits to meet many 
important contingencies. 

Its defects have been found in practice, to be the 
following :— 

1. Jt leaves it uncertain in what mode adjourn- 
ments shall be had. 

2. It does not distinctly provide how many ad- 
journments may be had, whether only one, or more. 

3. While it fixes a limit to the time of adjourn- 
ment, on one side, that it shall not exceed three days, 
it establishes none on the other, as to the shortest 
period, to which an adjournment, may be had. 

4. It makes no provision, as to the time which 
the polls shall be kept open, at any adjourned meet- 
ing. 
5. It does not provide for the contingency of not 
completing the election of Common Councilmen, at 
the close of the official existence of the Board that 
issues the warrant, which, as the elections commence 
in December, may sometimes occur. 

6. It omits to provide for filling such vacancies 

in the Common Council, as may occur during the 
year, from death or resignation. 

7. No provisionas made for giving notice to the 
citizens of the adjournments that may be had. 

To remove these doubts and difficulties, and to 
make the whole matter distinct and definite, the pro- 
posed amendment provides, in case of a failure to 
elect the whole number of Common Councilmen at 
the first meeting,—following the order observed in 
naming the objections to the present provisions,— 
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1. That the meeting “ shall be adjourned by the 
presiding officer;”—thereby making it his peremptory 
duty to declare such mecting adjourned, without the 
necessity of taking any vote upon the subject. 

2. ‘That adjournments shall positively continue 
to be had, until the whole number shall be chosen, 
and this, not only through the month of December, 
when the elections begin, but through the whole of 
the succeeding year, if necessary. 

3. ‘That such adjournments shall always be toa 
period “not less than twenty-four, nor mere than sev- 
enty-two hours distant from the hour when the polls 
were opened at the first balloting ;’’—thereby, on the 
one hand, preventing such short adjournments, as: 
would be inconsistent with fair notice to the citizens. 
interested, and with their having an opportunity to 
vote,—and on the other, forbidding such long or 
indefinite adjournments, as would amount to depriv- 
ing any ward of its proper representation in the coun- 
cil. It will be observed, that while the adjournments 
are peremptorily ordered to be made by the presiding 
officer, without taking any vote,—yet that the time 
of the adjournments, within the above named limits, 
is ‘¢ to be determined by the hand vote of the citizens of 
the ward who may be present, when such adjournment 
is had.”” So that while no vote*of the citizens is to 
be taken as to whether an adjournment shall be had 
or not—which would be wholly useless, where an 
adjournment is positively directed,—yet that as to the 
time of adjournment, within the pUnseniene limits they 
have a discretion. 

4. That at every adjourned meeting, “ the polls 
shall be kept open the same number of hours, as were 
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required by the original warrant”—thereby prevent- 
ing an immediate close cf the polls, and securing to 
every. citizen a fair opportunity to vote. 

5. ‘That in case there shall still be vacancies in 
the number of Common Councilmen for any ward, 
at the close of the official existence of the Board 
that issued the warrant—the fact shall be properly 
certified to the new Board, who shall issue a new 
warrant, under which the ballotings shall be con- 

- tinued. 

6. A distinct direction as to filling vacancies 
-caused by death or resignation. 

7. That notice of all adjournments, ‘shall be 
gwen by the Clerk in at least two newspapers,” thereby 
securing proper notice to all interested. 


IV. ELECTION OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 
New Draft. 


Secr. 9. The citizens of each ward, shall be called upon, at 
their annual meeting, to give in their votes for two able and, dis- 
creet men, being inhabitants of said ward, to be members of the 
School Committee, and thereupon the same proceedings shall be 
had as are before directed in the election of members of the Com- 
mon Council. And each of the persons so chosen as a member 
of the School Committee, in each ward, shall, within two days 
of his election, be furnished with a certificate thereof, signed by 
the Warden, Clerk, and a majority of the Inspectors of such 
ward; which certificate shall be presumptive evidence of the title 
of such person to a seat in the said board, but said Committee, 
shall have authority to decide ultimately upon all questions rela- 
tive to the qualifications, elections, and returns of its members. 


The object of this section, which is an addition 
to the Charter is, 
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1. To provide more specifially for the election of 
the School Committee, than is done in the Act of the 
Legislature of April 7, 1835, not altering, however, 
in any way, the constitution of that body. 

2. To give to the School Committee “ authority 
to decide ultimately upon all questions relative to the 
qualifications, elections and returns of its members’ — 
which authority, by the present Charter, is vested 
no where, but which it is deemed proper, that the 
School Committee itself should possess. 


V. POWERS OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Secr. 31. The said Committee shall have the care and man- 
agement of the Public Schools, and may elect all such instructers 
as they deem proper and remove the same whenever they con- 
sider it expedient. And they are also empowered to distribute 
the sum, which shall be annually appropriated by the City Coun- 
cil among the instructers in the Public Schools, so fixing the 
amount of the salary of each instructer, however, as that in no 
case shall the aggregate amount of all said salaries, exceed the 
whole sum that shall have been so appropriated by the said 
Council. And. generally they shall have all the powers, in rela- 
tion to the care and management of the Public Schools, which 
the Selectmen of Towns or School Committees, are authorised 
by the laws of the Commonwealth to exercise. 


This Section merely incorporates into the City 
‘Charter, the provisions of two City Ordinances passed, 
one of them March 24, 1822, and the other March 
23, 1830, and under which the School Committee 
have acted, since the passage of the Ordinances. 
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VI. LISTS OF QUALIFIED VOTERS. 
Present Charter. 


Sect. 24. Beit further enacted, 'That prior to every elec- 
tion of City officers, or of any officer or officers under the 
government of the United States or of this Commonwealth, it 
shall be the duty of said Mayor and Aldermen to make out lists 
of all the citizens of each ward, qualified to vote in such election, 
(in the manner in which Selectmen and Assessors of towns are 
required to make out similar lists of voters,) and for that purpose - 
they shall have free access to the Assessors’ books and lists, and 
be entitled to the aid and assistance of all Assessors, Assistant 
Assessors, and other officers of said City. And it shall be the 
duty of said Mayor and Aldermen to deliver such lists of voters 
in each ward, so prepared and corrected, to the clerk of said 
ward, to be used by the Warden and Inspectors thereof at such 
election; and no person shall be entitled to vote at such election, 
whose name is not borne on such list. And to prevent all frauds 
and mistakes in such elections, it shall be the duty of the Inspec- 
tors, in each ward, to take care that no person shall vote at such 
election, whose name is not so borne on the list of voters, and to 
cause a mark to be placed against the name of each voter on 
such list, at the time of giving in his vote. 


New Draft. 


The new draft simply adds the provision, 


“ And the City Council shall have authority to establish such 
rules and regulations, as to making out, publishing and using 
such lists of qualified voters, as they shall deem proper, not in- 
consistent with the constitution and laws of the Commonwealth.” 


And the object of-this is to give the City Council 
power, from time to time, as experience shall sug- 
gest, to make such provisions, as shall best secure 
the greatest accuracy in this important matter, with- 
out being obliged to trouble the Icgislature upon the 
subject.

To the Committee of the City Council upon the Houses 
at South Boston. 


GENTLEMEN, 


Conformably to your request, communicated by 
your Chairman, in his letter of the 27th ultimo, the 
Directors of the House of Reformation respentnyy 
report as follows :— 

First. ‘As to the present condition and operation 
of the House,” the Directors freely avow, that in re- 
gard to cleanliness and discipline, it has not been at 
all times during the last three months, such as they 
desire it shall be. 

The House, however, and the inmates are now, 
and have been for some weeks, as cleanly as they 
have been in years past; but even this may be im- 
proved upon. 

The discipline of the House has suffered recently, 
and from obvious causes, but is at this moment 
essentially re-established. Even in this respect, 
however, the evils which have been noticed lie upon 
the surface, and are perceptible by the casual visi- 
tor; the excellencies are in the system, and all its 
good effects are not apparent at first sight. 

The present Superintendent laid it down as his 
maxim on his entrance into office, three months ago, 
that it was essential to the success of his efforts at 
reformation, for him to gain the affection and the 
entire confidence of the boys; and we believe he 
has succeeded with a great majority of them. All 
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put the hardened veterans of the House, who have 
become indurated by long residence in it, do regard 
him with affection, and are governed principally by 
‘moral suasion. 

Short as has been Mr. Jones’ residence in the 
Institution, we believe he has gained the confidence 
and respect of a very large portion of his pupils. 

But in effecting this desirable end, he has exer- 
cised so much benevolence, and has been so slow in 
bringing down the screws of discipline, that advan- 
tage has been taken by the oldest and most unman- 
ageable boys, and some insubordination has ensued. 
This has been openly manifested however only in 
three cases, as we believe, the first on the very day 
of Mr. Jones’ inauguration, when his predecessor 
had hardly made his exit over the threshold, and in 
execution of a previously formed plan; the second 
was on the occasion of the visit of the Inspectors; 
and the third, of the visit of the Committee of the 
Council. 

It is to be remarked however, that in none.of these 
disorders, and in no cases of individual complaint, 
have any feelings of ill-will or disrespect to the Super- 
intendent personally, been manifested by the pupils. 
It has been to his officers, all of whom were inexpe- 
rienced persons, and by those old offenders whom 
nothing but severity and extreme vigilance can keep 
in control. But further, even than this; we would 
not shift the least blame from our own shoulders or 
from those who ought to bear it, to Mr. Jones; nor 
can we forbear to state some of the circumstances 
which have attended his administration. 

When he entered on the duties of his office, his 
predecessor left the House immediately, accompanied 
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by his assistant, and Mr. Jones was left with only one 
assistant, an entirely inexperienced person, in charge 
of boys who were manifestly in a relaxed state of dis- 
cipline, and had been so during several weeks. ‘This 
had arisen from the fact that his predecessor had 
unfortunately been deprived of his principal assistant 
for some time. Mr. Jones was left with but one 
assistant during four weeks, when an appointment 
was made. But this proved to be an untoward 
event ; for such was the inexperience of this assist- 
ant, that it prevented him from aiding the Superin- 
tendent in establishing good order, and good feel- 
ing. 

It is true that the Superintendent is responsible 
for the choice and conduct of his assistants ; but if 
in this case he made an error in his nomination, it 
was an error which any one similarly situated would 
have been been very liable to make. 

After the dismissal of this second officer, the 
House was again left two weeks without any one to 
fill this place—because the compensation which the 
Superintendent was allowed to offer, was too small 
to attract applicants of much force of character. 
Added to these causes, is perhaps the fact that the 
schoolmaster who entered with Mr. Jones, soon de- 
cided not to remain permanently. All these causes 
have conduced to continue the little confusion which 
is almost necessarily attendant upon the transition of 
the charge of the Institution from one person to 
another; and their successive operation has prevent- 
ed the troubled waters from settling down to their 
usual quiet. 

We have the utmost confidence in the purity of 
Mr. Jones’ motives ; we believe him to be well qual- 
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ified to carry out the great objects of the Institution ; 
and, should he be supported by experienced and 
efficient officers, we trust he will maintain a rigid 
and wholesome discipline. 

We have said above that the present minor evils 
lie upon the surface, and are perceptible by the cas- 
ual visiter, while the excellencies are in the system, 
and can be seen only by close observers. Many 
are so hawk-eyed as to espy a cobweb, who cannot 
see a principle; and a misplaced foot-fall in the 
lock-step of a squad of marching boys, will be noticed 
and remembered by some, who do not ask or care 
whether love or fear is the ruling motive in the boys’ 
obedience. ‘Their ‘“‘ microscopic eyes” see the less 
as if it were the greater, but cannot see the great at 
all. 

The condition of the School, and the intellectual 
training of the inmates has not been better, if it has 
been as good, for years past, as it is at present; we 
mean to say with regard to the interest which the 
boys take in their lessons, and the exercise of their 
own faculties. 

These things we deem to be of great consequence, 
although they seem to have escaped the observation 
of most of our Visitors, and even of some individuals, 
who perhaps visit mainly to censure. We are not 
aware of any examination, or any enquiries which 
have been made into essentials of moral and intel- 
lectual discipline either by the Honorable Judges, 
the Inspectors, or even some of those who have 
loudly denounced little irregularities of deportment. 
We have yet to learn that the only requisites for good 
education, are silence and immobility in school ; and 
that the test of the excellence of an educator, and 
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reformer, is his power to convert live boys into mere 
machines, which move only as he touches the springs. 
If the administration of the House is to be con- 
demned, we trust it will be so only after an examina- 
tion into its principles, and its moral effects, and not 
upon such a hasty inspection of the external appear- 
ance and deportment of the pupils as is made at a 
military muster. | 
Finally, with regard to the present condition, and 
operation of the Institution, the Directors believe 
that in all the great essentials, it is as good as it gen- 
erally has been heretofore, when it has received the 
unqualified approbation of visitors, and that a few 
weeks will suffice to bring it to such a state of visi- 
ble discipline, as will satisfy the most fastidious. 
Second, ‘‘as to having both sexes in the House” ; 
the Directors the last year did express the wish that 
no more girls should be admitted, and the wish has 
been complied with. ‘he reasons for that measure 
were partly set forth in a report made to the City 
Government. Some of the objections then existing 
have been remedied by the very measure of not ad- 
mitting girls; others have been removed ;—for in- 
stance, the fact that lascivious and notoriously bad 
girls had been admitted, spread moral contagion in 
the community which it seemed impossible to eradi- 
cate. ‘The disease was propagated from one to 
another; so that removing the causes, did not 
remove the effects, and it was only by removing 
every one, and commencing anew, that a fair experi- 
ment could be made. ‘This evil has been removed ; 
so that we can now begin with clean premises. 
Another objection was in the disposition of the 
Superintendent, who honestly believed that the ad- 
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mission of girls was wrong in principle. The Direc- 
tors of the Institution are responsible for the princi- 
ples of its administration, it is true, as the Superin- 
tendent is for the details and the execution; but no 
liberal Board could expect very hearty and effectual 
efforts on the part of a Superintendent, to carry out 
principles which he does not approve; the officer 
who will be a passive tool, to work out ends by means 
which he does not approve, is little worth. 

The former Superintendent was a man of so many 
excellent qualities, and was animated by such disin- 
terested zeal, that the Directors were inclined to 
yield to his wishes as much as possible ; and although 
his wish was not by any means the sole cause of 
their ceasing to receive females, it had considerable 
weight. 

The present Superintendent takes a different view 
of the subject, and thinks he can reform boys and 
girls too in the same House. 

It was thought possible that if girls were not ad- 
mitted to the House with the boys, some other means 
would be provided for their reformation. ‘This ex- 
pectation has not been fulfilled. 

All these circumstances incline the Directors to go 
back to the old system and preparations will be made 
for it immediately. , 

But great precautions should be used in the admis- 
sion, and the retention of girls, or all the evils for- 
merly existing will be renewed. 

The Board will not be disposed to receive any 
girls over twelve years of age, nor even those 
younger than that, if they have been associated with 
lascivious companions ; or if, in their opinion, or in 
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that of the Superintendent, they are unfit subjects for 
the House. 

In this connexion the Board will take the opportu- 
nity of expressing its views with regard to the powers 
and duties of the Superintendent. 

There is no one subject under the jurisdiction of | 
the City or State, which is more important in its 
principles, or more interesting in its results, than the 
system of reformation for juvenile offenders. Our 
Penitentiaries are confessedly only corrective in their 
nature ; their warmest advocates must admit that but 
a small proportion of the estranged children of soci- 
ety are ever returned to its bosom by means of pris- 
on discipline. Our alms-houses, for the most part, 
give an entrance only to worn out pilgrims whose 
exit from them is to the grave. Even our Lunatic 
Asylums are for the cure of a mental alienation, 
which is less dreadful than the moral alienation of 
those youths who are fit subjects of a House of Re- 
formation. A Superintendent of such a House, has 
committed to his charge interests of a loftier charac- 
ter than any officer of the City; the responsibility of 
the Mayor or ‘Treasurer, sinks, in comparison with 
his; for they have the charge of material interests ; 
he has the charge of immortal beings. ‘The respon- 
sibility of the schoolmaster even is less; for his du- 
ties end with the end of the school, and he commits 
his precious charge to a parent’s care; but the 
Superintendent,—he must be parent, and teacher, 
and friend, and spiritual guide. Not only are the . 
very highest intellectual and moral qualifications 
requisite in a Superintendent, but these are required 
to be in constant operation ; for his duties finish not 
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with the going down of the sun, nor with the ending 
of the week ; for he must be constantly on his post, 
he must work by day, and watch by night. 

Any man who is qualified for Superintendent is of 
course qualified to take charge of one of our public 
schools, but out of a hundred good schoolmasters 
perhaps not one good Superintendent could be found, 
and yet the City pays the schoolmaster 1,500 dollars, 
for working six hours a day during 230 days of the 
year, while it is willing to pay the Superintendent 
only 1,000 dollars, and his board, for working all the 
time, 365 days, and the odd hours besides. 

It will be said that the Superintendent has his 
usher, and his assistant, but they are not, and cannot 
be expected to be, persons who can take the great 
care and responsibility from him a moment; he is 
allowed to pay only six hundred dollars as the annual 
salary for both of them; and it is unreasonable to 
expect that for this scanty pittance he can command 
men of intelligence and mental energy. ‘These ob- 
servations are not made with any view of increasing 
the salary of the Superintendent, for none such is 
entertained; nevertheless for consistency’s sake, the 
Board suggest that the limitation of the salary to 
one thousand dollars for Superintendent and Chap- 
Jain united, should be removed ; and that the Board 
be allowed to pay a salary at its own discretion. 

The City arrests these children in the commence- 
ment of the career of vice ; it does not do so to pun- 
ish, but to protect them; it assumes to become to 
them, a father, and teacher, and friend; and we ask 
each member of the Council to put the case to him- 
self, and suppose that his son or relative were to be 


sent to a place of Reformation, and then to say 
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whether he would not wish those officers to whom 
his whole destiny is committed should be men of the 
highest order of mind, and of the best qualifications 
that money can command. 

It will be said that former officers have been good 
men, and been paid no more, and that much of the 
duty is performed by the Directors. 

But here is the rub, and here is the secret of much 
of the evil, about which so much complaint is made. 

The former Superintendents have been so intense- 
ly occupied by attention to.minute details of the ad- 
ministration of the House, that they have been una- 
ble to devote their time to the great ulterior ends of 
the Institution—some of these have been promoted 
by the Directors; and others, the Board hesitate not 
to say, have been too much neglected, as shall be 
shown directly. 

In the first place, as to the character of those who 
are sent to the House, great caution should be taken 
not to admit any who are manifestly incorrigible ; 
‘any who are imbecile; any who are laboring under 
incurable diseases; any who have great bodily in- 
firmities; or any, in fine, who would never be re- 
ceived as apprentices into decent families. 

The House has become burdened with many such 
cases, and is converted from its legitimate purpose 
into an Asylum. It is true, that the Directors have 
the discretionary power of refusing admission to im- 
proper subjects ; but if this power was ever exercised 
it has fallen into desuetude. Indeed it could hardly 
be expected that members of the Board should at- 
tend in Court, and examine the boys ;—this should 
be the duty of ‘a salaried officer, and the Superin- 
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tendent should be so situated as to be able to leave 
the House, and perform it. 

But, secondly, although the boys are committed to 
the charge of the Institution until they shall be twen- 
ty-one years of age, yet they are by no means to be 
kept in the House till that time; on the contrary, 
they are to be provided with good places, and ap- 
prenticed out as soon as possible. We would have 
the House merely a place of deposit and transit. 

Now it has always devolved upon the Directors to 
find places, and to apprentice out the boys, and (we 
speak of our predecessors) they have performed the 
duty even better than could be expected of men who 
receive no salary, and who are engaged in active 
business. 

They laid it down as a maxim, not to apprentice 
boys in the City. ‘This wise measure increased their 
difficulty, and they were obliged to make great ef- 
forts to find places in the country; and for many 
whom no family would receive, they were obliged to 
procure places on board of ships, and even for this 
latter, they were obliged to ask it as a personal favor. 
It is due to one of the members of the present Board 
of Directors to state, that very many boys have been 
disposed of in this way by his personal eflorts, and 
influence, who could not have been disposed in any 
other way. 

The characters, nay! the very name of the Insti- 
tution, prevents some persons from applying to it 
for apprentices; and of most of them who do apply, 
the Directors could have no other knowledge than 
that supplied by the certificate of the Selectmen of 
their respective towns, that they are proper persons 
to bring upachild. And how much is this worth? 
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‘To how many heads of families, and voters, in a vil- 
lage, would the Selectmen refuse such a general cer- 
tificate ? 

The Directors would urge strongly that the Super- 
intendent should make it his business to find out the 
proper persons, to whom boys should be apprenticed. 

But the duties end not here; the responsibility for 
the good treatment and the proper education of the 
boy, still rests with the Board, and how does it know 
that the boy is not neglected or abused? Why, the 
master 1s required to write, and the boy is told he. 
may write to the Board. But the shghtest knowl- 
edge of human nature would show beforehand, what 
the abundance of experience of the House has prov- 
ed, that the tyrranical master would not, and an 
abused boy could not write; and that he would be 
spoiled by ill usage, or run away from his master in 
desperation, and resort to his old haunts. 

This very last summer the Directors wished to 
send the Superintendent upon a tour to visit the 
boys at their respective places; but it was only upon 
urgent solicitation, and after months of delay, that he 
could make arrangements to be absent upon a flying 
visit ; and short as was his absence it was at the ex- 
pense of the order and discipline of the House. 

The Board therefore suggest that such salaries 
may be paid to the officers, as will command enough 
of mental energy in the assistants to spare the Su- 
perintendent, so that he may be in Court to see every 
one who is to be sent to the House, and to decide 
whether or not he be a fit subject ;- also to make it a 
part of his business to find proper families to whom 
to apprentice boys; and finally to be able from time 
to time to visit every boy, and to continue a parental 
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“watchfulness over his welfare. In this way the 
Directors believe that the number of inmates may be 
lessened, and kept down; that the boys will have a 
greater chance of reformation, and that great ex- 
pense to the City will be saved. 

With regard to ‘alterations in the construction of 
the building” the Directors think that some are ab- 
solutely essential in view of the proposed admission 
of girls. ‘They will be of such a nature, however, as 
will not call for much outlay of money ; probably 
about $300, but certainly not exceeding $500. No 
increased appropriation, therefore will be required 
from the City Council. 

Lastly, in reply to the question, whether any ac- 
tion is necessary on the part of the Council or Legis- 
lature in order to make the Institution more success- 
ful, the Board would suggest that in view of consid- 
erations urged above, the restriction of salary be 
removed, and the whole amount of the appropriation 
be put at its disposal, and it will pledge itself to carry 
out, if possible, more effectually than has ever been 
done, the ends of the Institution. 

As to any legislative action the Board suggests 
that the name of the Institution may be changed to 
some one which may be less- objectionable. 

With regard to the mode of admission of the pu- 
pils, the Directors are aware that some change is de- 
sirable ; but they will not lengthen this document by 
any consideration touching this point—they prefer to 
leave the subject in the hands, and to the wisdom of 
the Council. 

Finally, the Board has not availed itself of the in- 
vitation of the Committee to express its views fully 
on all subjects, which it deems important for the in- 
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terests of the Institution ;” because this would in- 
volve some subjects connected with historical details, 
and would anticipate the full report which is now in 
progress of preparation, and which will be soon sub- 
mitted to the City Council.

CITY CHARTER. 


In Common Council, February 25th, 1841. 


The revised draft of the City Charter was read 
and adopted with the following amendments to wit : 

By striking out in the seventh section from A to 
B and inserting in lieu the words “ Any vacancy in 
the Board of Aldermen caused by death, resignation, 
or otherwise,” and by striking out in the eighth sec- 
tion from A to B and inserting in lieu the words 
“ Any vacancy in the Common Council caused by 
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death, resignation, or otherwise,” and, by adding in 
continuation of the ninth section these words ‘+ And 
in case of any vacancy arising from any cause in the 
School Committee. ‘The Mayor and Aldermen upon 
receiving official notice thereof from the School 
Committee shall forthwith issue their warrant for a 
meeting of the citizens of the ward in which such 
vacancy has occurred, for the purpose of filling the 
same.” And by striking out in the tenth section 
from A to B and inserting in lieu the words “ able 
and discreet person being an inhabitant of said ward 
to be an Overseer of the Poor, and thereupon the 
same proceedings shall be had as are before directed 
in the election of members of the Common Council. 
And the person so chosen as an Overseer of the 
Poor in each ward shall, within two days of his elec- 
tion, be furnished with a certificate thereof, signed 
by the Warden, Clerk, and a majority of the Inspec- . 
tors of such ward, which certificate shall be presump- 
tive evidence of the title of said person to a seat in 
the Board of Overseers, but said Board shall have 
authority to decide ultimately upon all questions rel- 
ative to the qualifications, elections and returns of 
its members.” .And by adding in continuation of 
the same section the words ‘‘ And in case of any 
vacancy arising from any cause in the Board of 
Overseers, the Mayor and Aldermen upon receiving 
official notice thereof, shall forthwith issue their war- 
rant for a meeting of the citizens of the ward, in 
which such vacancy has occurred for the. purpose. of 
filling the same.” And by inserting after the word 
‘¢ reside ”’ in the thirty-third section the words ‘“ And 
no person shall be entitled to vote in any other ward 
than the one in which he resides,” And. by adding 
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in continuation of the thirty-ninth section the words, 
‘¢ Provided, however, that the repeal of the said acts 
shall not affect any act done, or any right accruing 
or accrued, or established, or any suit or proceeding 
had or commenced in any civil case, before the time 
when such repeal shall take effect. And that no 
offence committed, and no penalty or forfeiture in- 
curred under the acts hereby repealed, and before 
the time when such repeal shall take effect, shall be 
affected by the repeal. And that no suit or prosecu- 
tion pending at the time of the said repeal for any 
offence committed, or for the recovery of any penalty 
or forfeiture incurred under the acts hereby repealed, 
shall be affected by such repeal; and provided also 
that all persons who at the time when the said repeal 
shall take effect, shall hold any office under the said 
acts shall continue to hold the same according to the 
tenure thereof. And provided, also, that all the By- 
laws and Ordinances of the City of Boston, which 
shall be in force at the time when the said repeal 
shall take effect, shall continue in force, until the 
same are repealed by the City Council.” 

And it was thereupon ordered, that the Mayor be 
authorized and requested to make application to the 
present Legislature for the passage of an Act in 
. conformity with the foregoing draft as passed and 
adopted by this Board.

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ADDRESS OF THE MAYOR 


TO THE 


CITY COUNCIL OF BOSTON, 


ON THEIR FIRST TAKING POSSESSION 


OF THE 


NEW CITY HALL IN SCHOOL STREET, 


MARCI 18, 1841. 
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ADDEHESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE City CounNcIL: 


Tue event of our first meeting in this building, 
which has just been fitted up as a City Hall, has beer 
deemed of sufficient importance to be noticed by the 
City Government. ‘The two branches have accord- 
ingly assembled together, and in compliance with 
what has been expressed to me to be the general 
wish, though without formal invitation, I venture to 
address you in a few hurried and discursive remarks, 
which, from the very short notice that I have had, 
of your desire in this respect, are all that it is in my 
power to offer. 

The event which we now notice, can lay no claim 
to being what is called a great one. It presents 
nothing to inspire enthusiasm or enkindle eloquence. 
When in the year 1830, the government removed 
from the few rooms which it had occupied in this 
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building, then appropriated mainly for the purpose 
of a County Court House, to the apartments which 
we have just left, it moved from common to sacred 
ground. ‘The distingushed individual whose lot it 
was to speak upon that occasion, in addition to his 
own native and wonderful power of ornamenting by 
his eloquence, every theme that he touched, found 
himself amidst associations of the most inspiring 
character. He stood upon a spot identified with the 
darkest and the brightest periods of the revolution. 
The spirits of his own distinguished ancestors were 
around him. And as he contrasted in his mind the 
growing, enlightened, and free city, of which he was 
to sit in that place as the Chief Magistrate—with the 
comparatively small British town, guarded by a for- 
eign soldiery one of whose most memorable exploits 
was achieved on the ground just underneath the win- 
dow behind his chair—had he not a theme worthy 
even of his powers? But all is different with us. 
The orator, the scene and the associations are want- 
ing. We have left the site of the Old Town Hall 
and the Old State House, and the spirit that guards 
it, true to its ancient home, refuses to follow us to 
this modern structure. I am left, therefore, alone, 
with the dull and prosy and unsentimental present. 
I cannot call upon the past to aid me in meeting 
your expectations on this occasion, for it bade me 
farewell, as I left the old spot. It whispered to me, 
that as, like many of my generation, I had exchang- 
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ed the venerable for the convenient, | must hence- 
forth make my way without its aid. 

And yet it may be well to notice this event. It 
serves as an era in the history of the government, 
which we are called to administer. Like the birth- 
days of individuals, we can make it a fresh starting 
point for good. Public servants, as we are, we can- 
not, on the one hand, too often be reminded of our 
responsibleness to our constituents, and every cir- 
cumstance which leads us to pause but for a moment, 
and reflect upon the important interests entrusted to 
our charge, may most profitably be employed for that 
purpose. Andon the other, when, as I sincerely 
believe is the case with the event which has brought 
us together now, a difficult and perplexing matter of 
public interest has been settled in a manner at least 
satisfactory to almost every citizen—when the result 
and all the circumstances attending it, alike command 
so general approbation—we may well be permitted 
to felicitate ourselves upon our success. And J am 
confident that I express the general feeling of all 
who have been instrumental in this result, when I 
say that their richest reward is in the public approba- 
tion which attends their efforts. 

The building which is now to be devoted to the 
purposes of a City Hall, was erected in the years 
1809-10, fora County Court House. It was planned 
and erected under the superintendence of Charles 
Bulfinch, Esq. ; and as | mention his name, I believe 
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we shall all gladly avail ourselves of this opportunity 
to pay a tribute of respect to one of the oldest and 
most faithful public servants now living amongst 
us. For a series of years, the Chairman of the Se- 
lectmen of the town, he devoted himself with all dil- 
igence and fidelity, to the numerous and important 
duties devolving upon that office. Simple in his 
manners, zealous and persevering in the discharge 
of his duties—ardent in his attachment to the best 
interests of the town that so often honored him with 
its confidence, he deserves a grateful remembrance 
by all who come after him. And certainly in this 
building, which has called him to our minds, what- 
ever ideas may heretofore have been current in re- 
gard to it—we have a proof in its architecture, that 
he was not far behind the more modern times, and 
in its strength and durability, that whatever he did 
was well done. And he, in return, will find satisfac- 
tion in his old age, in seeing his work, after being 
once shored up for support, again able to stand alone, 
and renewing its youth in a shape that is likely to 
perpetuate it at least for many years. 

After having been used as a Court House for 
about 25 years, for_reasons which it is difficult now 
fully to gather or understand, but undoubtedly satis- 
factory to our predecessors, it was deemed necessary 
to erect a new building for the Courts, and the Court 
House now standing in rear of this building was the 
result. Upon the removal of the Courts to that 
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building, nothing remained in this but the Probate 
Office and Registry of Deeds. And upon the com- . 
pletion, early in 1840, of the new fire proof building 
for these offices, this became entirely vacant. 

In view of this event, the subject of erecting a new 
City Hall, had for some years occupied the attention 
of the City Government. The exceedingly incon- 
venient accommodations for many of the officers, in 
the building we have just left—the exposure of the 
papers and documents to fire—together with the very 
great inconvenience of having departments that are 
intimately connected together located in different 
places, had been manifest to all. These inconven- 
iences naturally increased with the increasing busi- 
ness of the city. In the year 1839 accordingly, some 
steps were taken in view of taking down this build- 
ing, as soon as it should be entirely vacated, and 
erecting a new City Hall on its site, together with 
some of the adjoining estates, which had been. pur- 
chased for that purpose. 

Before, however, any great progress had been 
made beyond purchasing these adjoining estates, the 
City Government of 1640, at its commencement, 
deemed it unwise to enter upon.the erection of a 
new building, and turned its attention to the subject 
of fitting up this building as a City Hall. It com- 
menced amid much doubt and difference of opinion 
—many of the government entertaining the idea as to 
the unsoundness of the structure, which had become 
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so prevalent. But after a very thorough examina- 
tion of the whole subject, and after many plans had 
been presented, the Council at length entrusted the 
matter to the Joint Committee on Public Buildings, 
with an appropriation based upon estimates procur- 
ed by them, of $14,475. ‘The work was commenc- 
ed in the month of August last, and has steadily pro- 
gressed. ‘The present Council has appropriated the 
sum of $6,000 for furnishing the building. And 
under the general superintendence of the Committee, 
but more especially that of Mr. Jonathan Preston,— 
to whose ingenuity and taste in the plan, and whose 
indefatigable attention to the work throughout, | 
most gladly avail myself of this most appropriate op- 
portunity renewedly to express the deep obligation 
of the City,—we have the result which we see before 
us. Though an entire settlement has not yet been 
had, | am authorised to express the confident belief 
that the whole work has been done within the appro- 
priations. So that we are permitted to say, that the 
whole outlay for the fitting up and furnishing the 
new City Hall is only about $20,000. 

Not only in this a comparatively small sum of 
money, to what a new building would have cost, but 
it seems to me that we have got a great deal for it. 
We have now rooms sufficiently spacious for every 
department and officer of the Government. What 
is of great importance, also, we have now, for the 
first time, all the officers of the Government under 
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one roof—a circumstance not only important to the 
despatch of business, but valuable as bringing all the 
officers into more frequent intercourse, and exciting 
feelings of entire unity and harmony amongst them. 
We are all now inacentral yet quiet spot. Every 
thing, both within and around, seems all that a reas- 
onable being could desire or ask. And being thus 
furnished by our constituents with adequate means, 
it remains only that we faithfully devote both them 
and ourselves to the important interests entrusted 
to us. 

This building is henceforth to be devoted to the 
City’s service, and to be known as the City Hall. 
We dedicate it, therefore, to the cause of good gov- 
ernment,—that government which acknowledging 
religion, morality and education to be the only pil- 
lars of freedom, feels a solemn obligation to do its 
utmost to defend and support them,—that govern- 
ment, which recognizing all men as free and equal 
in rights, knows no distinctions of party, or sect, or 
opinion in its administration, but adapts its impartial 
measures to the just claims and best interests of all 
alike,—that government, which regardless of all per- 
sonal consequences, is fearless and independent in 
the discharge of what it deems its duty,—that gov- 
ernment, in fine, which looking upon its powers as 
solemn trusts, and not possessions, feels always its 
accountableness to God and its constituents, and 


seeking only to be able to render a good account of 
2 
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its stewardship, is ready to render it at a moment’s 
warning. We dedicate it to sound and equal legis- 
lation, and to a firm and just execution of the laws. 
We dedicate it to a liberal policy upon all the sub- 
jects connected with the well being of our citizens, 
and to a wise economy in the expenditure of the 
public money. We dedicate it, in a word, to the 
great cause for which it has been erected, and we 
empowered,—the promotion of the peace, order, 
intelligence and yirtue of the community in which 
we live. 

This building, gentlemen, has hitherto been a 
temple of justice. Let it be so still—of justice to 
our constituents—of justice to each other—of justice 
to ourselves. We meet here to-night with mutual 
congratulations, and amidst pleasant associations. 
May nothing ever occur to mar or disturb them. 
We shall continue to assemble here for a season, in 
the interesting and important relations which we 
now sustain towards each other. May our mutual 
duties here be so discharged, that always henceforth, 
whether in or out of office, we can turn towards this 
building, with the same pleasant feelings which ani- 
mate us to-night. Others will shortly take our 
places ; for besides the uncertainties of human life, 
our terms of office are wisely short. May our ex- 
ample here be such, that we shall not blush to own, 
nor our successors hesitate to follow it. And, above 


all, whoever may occupy our seats, may the interests 
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of our beloved City never be harmed—the lustre of 
her name never dimmed—or her true prosperity 
hindered or checked. We inscribe on this building 
the motto of our City, that God may be with us, as 
he was with our fathers; and we add, that he may 
be with our City always. And, long after we shall 
have passed away—long after this durable structure 
shall have crumbled to dust, so that not one stone 
shall be left upon another—may our City still stand, 
preéminent for the freedom and wisdom of its insti- 
tutions, and the intelligence and virtue of its citizens.

2 SALARIES. [ April, 


An order establishing the Saiaries for the Officers of 
the City of Boston, and the County of Suffolk. 


Ordered, by the Mayor and Aldermen, and Common 
Council assembled, ‘That the Salaries of the sev- 
eral City and County Officers, for the year begin- 
ning on the first day of April, one thousand eight 
hundred and forty-one, and ending on the thirty- 
first day of March, one thousand eight hundred 
and forty-two, be as is hereinafter mentioned, and 
that the said Salaries be paid quarter yearly. 

Sect. 1. The salary of the Mayor, at the rate 
of two thousand and five hundred dollars per annum. 

Sect. 2 The salary of the City Treasurer and 
Collector, for performing the duties of the City and 
County Treasurer and Collector, at the rate of 
eighteen hundred dollars per annum; and there shall 
be allowed him for Clerk hire, the further sum of 
eight hundred dollars; and said Officer shall account 
for all fees and commissions he may receive. 

_Secr. 3 The salary of the City Clerk, at the 

rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum; and there 
shall be allowed him for Clerk hire, the further sum 
of six hundred dollars, and also, one half part of all 
the fees received by him for recording mortgages of 
personal property, after deducting the expense of 
extra Clerk hire in recording said mortgages; and 
he shall account for all other fees, and other sums of 
money which he may receive in said capacity. 

Sect. 4 The salary of the Auditor of Accounts, 
at the rate of fifteen hundred dollars per annum ; and 
he shall account for all sums of money received by 
him in said capacity. 
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Sect. 5. The salary of each of the principal As- 
sesors, at the rate of twelve hundred dollars per an- 
num, including the allowance provided for by the 
Revised Statutes of the Commonwealth; and there 
shall be allowed the Board of Assessors, the sum of 
four hundred dollars for Clerk hire ; and this shall be 
in full for all services which may be required of them. 

Sect. 6. The salary of the Superintendent of 
Streets, at the rate of eleven hundred dollars per an- 
num. 

Sect. 7. The salary of the City Solicitor, at the 
rate of ten hundred dollars per annum. 

Secr. 8. The salary of the City Attorney, at the 
rate of five hundred dollars per annum. 

Secr. 9. The salary of the Superintendent of 
Burial Grounds and Cemeteries, at the rate of one 
thousand dollars per annum ; and he shall account for 
all fees and forfeitures he may receive. 

Sect. 10. The salary of the City Marshal, at the 
rate of one thousand dollars per annum. 

Secr. 11. The salary of the Superintendent of 
Sewers and Drains, at the rate of one thousand dol- 
lars per annum. 

Sect. 12 ‘The salary of the Master of the House 
of Correction, at the rate of one thousand dollars 
per annum; and he shall be allowed sufficient house 
room in said building, rent free, and his board; but 
no other fees or perquisites shall be allowed him. 

Sect. 13. The salary of the Superintendent of 
the House of Industry, at the rate of one thousand 
dollars per annum ; and he shall be allowed sufficient 
house-room in said building, rent free, and his board ; 
but no other perquisites shall be allowed him. 

Secr. 14. The salary of the Clerk of Faneuil 
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Hall Market, at the rate of nine hundred dollars per 
annum ; and he shall account for all sums of money 
he may receive in said capacity. 

Sect. 15. The salary of the Clerk of the Com- 
mon Council, at the rate of eight hundred dollars per 
annum. | 

Secr. 16. The salary of the Superintendent of 
the House of Reformation, at the rate of eight hun- 
dred do!lars per annum ; and he shall be allowed suf- 
ficient house room in said building, rent free, and his 
board ; but no other perquisites shall be allowed him. 
And this shall.be in full for services as Superinten- 
dent and Chaplain. 

Sect. 17... ‘The salary of baghi of the two Deputy 
City Marshals, at the rate of seven hundred dollars 
per annum. 

Sect. 18. The salary of the Messenger of the 
City Council, at the rate of eight hundred dollars per

The salary of the Clerk of the:Board, 
of Overseers of the House of Correction, at the rate 
of seven hundred dollars per annum.

‘Sect. 22. The salary of the Superintendent of 
the the Boston South Bridge, at the rate of two hun- 
dred dollars per annum ; and he shall be allowed the 
use of the house and shop on said bridge, free of 
rent ; said compensation and privilege to be in full 
for all services of himself and assistants. 

Sect. 23. The salary of the Chief Engineer of 
the Fire Department, at the rate of one thousand 
dollars per annum ; the assistant Engineers, at the 
rate of one hundred and fifty dollars each per annum.

And 
all the other members of said companies, at the rate 
of fifty dollars each, per annum ;—and the salaries 
granted by this section, except those of the Chief 
Engineer, and the Secretary of the Board of Engin- 
eers, shall be payable semi-annually. 

Sect. 24. The salary of the Superintenpent of 
Public Lands and Public Buildings, at the rate of 
one thousand dollars per annum. 

Secr. 25. The salary of the Judge of the Muni- 
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cipal Court, at the rate of seven hundred and fifty 
dollars per annum, in addition to such salary as may 
be allowed him by the Commonwealth. 

Secr. 26. ‘The salary of each of the Justices of 
the Police Court, at the rate of fifteen hundred dol- 
lars per annum. 

Sect. 27. The salary of the Clerk of the Police 
Court, at the rate of fourteen hundred dollars per 
annum. 

Sect. 28. The salary of the Assistant Clerk of 
the Police Court, at the rate of nine hundred dollars

Sect. 29. The salary of the Physician of the 
Insane Hospital, and the other public Institutions at 
South Boston, at the rate of one thousand two hun- 
dred dollars per annum ; and also he shall be allowed 
sufficient house room in said Hospital, rent free, and 
his board.

The Joint Committee to whom was referred the 
Auditor’s estimate of the amounts of money 
necessary to be raised under the several heads 
of appropriation, to meet the expenses of the 
City for the ensuing finacial year, have attended 
to the subjet, and ask leave to 


REPORT: 


That of the appropriations for the ordinary ex- 
penses of the City, they have increased the following 
items in the amounts set against them respectively, 
beyond those of the last year, namely, — 

Salaries of Instructers of Grammar Schools, $3,000 


Expenses of Primary Schools, 2,000 
Repairs, fuel, &c. for Schools, 2,000 
Burial Grounds, &c., 500 
City Watch, 4,,000 
Lamps, Oil, and Gas, 4,000 


That the appropriation for Sewers and Drains, 
though nominally placed at $12,000, is offset in 
part by the estimate of $6,500 income from that 
source. 

That the appropriations for the Overseers of the 
Poor, and the Houses of Industry and Correction, 
though nominally increased, are yet in fact the same, 
by the offset of the amounts stated as income from 
them respectively. ‘This change is made in conform- 
ity with the change of system sanctioned by the 
Council, by which all income is to be paid into the 
City ‘Treasury, and all monies paid, are to be drawn 
from the ‘Treasury. | 
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The same remark applies to the item for Courts 
and Jails. And it will be observed, that this item 
and that for the House of Correction are now kept 
distinct, instead of being blended together as former- 
ly under the head of « County of Suffolk,” &c. 

The three following items have been reduced, viz. 

Reservoirs, $1,000,—it being thought sufficient to 
provide for but two the present year. 

FHlouse of Reformation, $1,000,—as by the state- 
ment of the Directors. 

Incidental expenses, $1,000. 

The following new items have been introduced, 
Viz. 

Hospital at House of Industry, to make 

good unexpended balance, $2,500 ~ 
Furnishing do. 1,000 
Purchasing land and making passage- 

way east of City Hall, per order of the 

City Council, offset however, by esti- 

mated proceeds of sale of remainder of 

Rowe Estate, stated in income ac- | 

count at $10,000, 16,700 

The appropriation provided for reduction of City 
Debt, is raised to $50,000, in conformity with the 
Ordinance upon that subject. And the Reserved 
Fund is kept at $30,000, to meet any calls for addi- 
tional School Houses. 

These are all the changes which have been made 
from the appropriations of last year. Sundry items 
of the bill of last year, however, have been entirely 
omitted, as the objects of them have been accom- 
plished. That for the erection of Primary Schools 
has been restored to the usual sum of $12,500. 

The aggregate of the proposed appropriations 
as $747,450. 
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The amount of income is shewn to be $155,450 
increased beyond that of former years in conse- 
quence of the change of the system before referred 
to, by which all moneys received are to be paid into 
_ the ‘Treasury. 

There remains, of course, the sum of $592,000 to 
be provided for. And your Committee are unani- 
mously and strongly of opinion, that this should be 
met by the taxes. They are entirely opposed to 
borrowing money and adding to the debt to meet 
current expenses. And in raising money by taxes, 
they think the amount proposed to be raised, should 
be made certain. Instead, therefore, of the usual 
allowance of $5,000 only for abatements and non- 
collections, they propose to make an allowance of 
$18,000. ‘They are therefore of opinion that the 


sum assessed should be $610,000 
And then allowing for abatements and 
non-collections, 18,000 
There will be furnished the necessary 
amount of 592,000 


This will be an increase upon the taxation of last 
year of $70,000. But it must be borne in mind, 
that this results from two causes. ; 

Ist. A determination to make the appropriations 


in the outset adequate to the requisitions of the 
citizens. 


2d. A determination, that the amount required 
by Ordinance shall actually and positively be applied 
towards reducing the City debt.

COMMON SEWERS.

The following Report with the accompanying Or- 
dinance were read, the Ordinance passed to a sec- 
ond reading and ordered to be printed for the use of 
the Council.

The Joint Standing Committee of the City Council 
who were instructed “to consider and report 
what alteration is necessary in the present Ordi- 
nances relating to Common Sewers,” have at- 
tended to the same and offer the following 


REPORT: 


That the only alteration, which they are aware of, 
as being absolutely necessary, is in the part relating 
to the mode of apportioning the assessment; the 
present Ordinances providing that the basis of such 
apportionment, should be the aggregate value of the 
land, buildings and other improvements on estates 
benefitted by the Sewer; and the Supreme Court 
having decided, that the value of the land alone 
ought to be considered. ‘The Committee therefore 
propose such an alteration and it is contained in the 
tenth section of the Ordinance now submitted. ‘The 
provision is general, in fixing the basis, as seems to 
be necessary; and thus leaves to the Mayor and 
Aldermen the power of adopting equitable rules for 
ascertaining the relative value of the lands in each 
case, the assessments being subject to their sanction, 
after being made out by the Superintendent. ‘The 
Committee also propose to insert in the Ordinance, 
a provision for the payment of a fee where new 
entries are made, and it is intended to apply to per- 
sons who have not paid their proportion of the ex- 
pense of the Sewers, as is now done under an order 
of the Board of Aldermen. ‘They also propose that 
a fee should be paid, in all cases, where vaults are 
connected with the Sewers. 

In making these alterations, the Committee have 
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deemed, that it would be a great convenience to the 
Council, to have all the present Ordinances taken 
into a new draft; and they have therefore so report- 
ed. 

It will be observed that the law, passed at the last 
session, does not affect the powers of the City Coun- 
cil as heretofore exercised, it expressly recognises 
the right of the City to make and own the Sewers 
and to assess the expense on persons benefitted, and 
also creates a lien on estates for the payment. The 
Committee have therefore omitted, in the new Or- 
dinance, such parts of former ones, as are declared 
to be a general law, by the act refered to, and have 
retained the provision for assessments on Sewers 
heretofore made, though the act itself is prospective, 
leaving those assessments to be made anew on the 
basis which the Court decided would be legal.

CITY OF BOSTON. 


An Ordinance in relation to Common Sewers and 
Drains. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. All Common Sewers which shall be 
2 considered necessary by the Mayor and Alder- 
3men, in any street or highway, shall be laid as 
4, nearly as possible in the centre of such street or 
5 highway, and shall be built of such materials, and 
6 of such dimensions, as the Mayor and Aldermen 
7 shall direct. And where it is practicable, they 
8 shall always be of a sufficient size to be entered 
9 and cleaned without disturbing the pavement 
10 above. 
Secr. 2. All particular drains which shall 
2 hereafter enter into such Common Sewer shall 
3 be built of such materials as the Mayor and Al- 
4.dermen shall direct; and shall be laid under the 
5 direction of the said Mayor and Aldermen; and 
6 they shall be laid in such direction, of such size, 
7 and with such descent, and (where required) with 
8 such strainers as they shall require; and shall, 
9 if practicable, be of a size sufficient to be cleared 
10 from the Common Sewer without disturbing the 
1] pavement above. 
Sect. 3. The Mayor and Aldermen shall have 
2 power in all cases where there is any Common 
3 Sewer in any street or highway, to cause every 
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4. owner of land adjoining such street or highway 
5 his agent or tenant, to make a sufficient drain 
6 from his house, yard or lot, whenever in their 
7 opinion, the same shall be necessary, and shall 
6 thereupon give such owner, agent, or tenant, 
9 notice in writing, specifying the time ‘within 
10 which such drain shall be completed ; and in case 
11 the said owner, agent or tenant, shall neglect to 
12 complete the same within the time specified, the 
13 Mayor and Aldermen shall cause the same to be 
14, done; and shall recover the whole amount of the 
15 expense thereof, together with ten per cent dam- 
16 ages, by an. action of the case, to be brought by 
17 the Mayor and Aldermen, in the name and be- 
18 half of the City of Boston, before any court prop- 
19 er to try the same; provided, however, that in no 
20 case shall ten per cent claimed by way of damage, 
21 exceed the sum of twenty dollars. 
Sect. 4. It shall be lawful for all persons hav- 
_ 2ing the care of any buildings, at their own ex- 
3 pense, to carry the rain water from the roofs of 
4, said buildings, into any Common Sewers, free of 
5 any charge from the City; provided that the same 
6 be done by tight water spouts and tubes under 
7 ground and under the direction of the Mayor and 
8 Aldermen. 
Secr. 5. Every person entering his or her 
2 particular drain into any Common Sewer without 
3a permit in writing from the Mayor and Alder- 
4men, or Superintendent of Common Sewers here- 
3 inafter mentioned, shall forfeit and pay the sum 
6 of twenty dollars, and shall also be liable to pay 
7 all such damage by way of indemnification as the 
8 Mayor and Aldermen shall deem just and reason- 
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9 able. And all persons to whom the said permits 
10 shall be granted, shall pay therefor, a sum not 
11 less than ten dollars, as the Mayor and Aldermen 
12 may fix and determine. 

Sect. 6 Any person who shall hereafter con- 

2 nect his vault or privy with any Common Sewer 

3 or Drain according to the provisions of an ordi- 

4. nance, prescribing Rules and Regulations relative 

5 to nuisances, scources of filth and causes of sick- 

6 ness within the City of Boston, passed October 

7 7, 1833, shall pay therefor such sum, not less than 

8 ten dollars, as the Mayor and Aldermen may 

9 direct. 

Sect. 7. There shall be appointed annually, 

2 in the month of May or June, by concurrent vote 

3 of the City Council, a Superintendent of Com- 

44mon Sewers, who shall hold his office until re- 

5 moved, (or a successor be appointed,) who shall 

6 receive such compensation as the City Council 

7 shall determine, and who shall be removeable at 

8 the pleasure of the City Council, and in case said 

9 office shall at any time become vacant, the same 
10 shall be filled in the maner before prescribed. 

Secr. 8. ‘The said Superintendent shall; under 

2 direction of the Mayor and Aldermen, take the 

3 general supervision of all Common Sewers, which 

4, now are, or hereafter may be built and owned by 

5 the City, or which may be permitted to be built 

6 or opened by its authority, and he shall take 

7 charge of the building and repairs of the same, 

8 and make all contracts for the supply of labor 

9 and materials therefor. 

Secr. 9. The said Superintendent, whenever 
2any Common Sewer is ordered to be built or 
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3 repaired, shall ascertain its depth, breadth, mode 
4, of construction and general direction, and take 
5 the plan thereof, and insert the same, with all 
6 those particulars in a book, to be kept for that 
7 purpose, and forthwith ascertain and insert on 
8 said plan all entries made into such Sewer. 
Sect. 10. The said Superintendent shall keep 
2 an accurate account of the expense of construct- 
3 ing and repairing each Common Sewer, and, 
4, after deducting one quarter part of the said ex- 
5 pense, shall assess the remainder upon persons 
6 and estates deriving benefit therefrom and appor- 
7 tioning the said assessment upon the value of the 
8 lands thus benefitted, independently of any build- 
9 ing thereon. 
Sect. 11. It shall be the duty of the said Su- 
2 perintendent after having completed the said as- 
3 sessment to report the same to the Mayor and 
4: Aldermen, and if sanctioned by them, he shall 
5 enter the same in books, to be kept for that pur- 
6 pose, and shall forthwith make out bills for the 
7 said assessments againsts all persons whose drains 
8 have entered the Common Sewer, or who have 
J been by more remote means benefitted thereby, 
10 and deliver the same to the City Treasurer for 
11 collection; and the said Treasurer shall forth- 
12 with present the same for payment: and all bills 
13 or dues under this Ordinance, which shall remain 
14 unpaid at the expiration of sixty days, shall be 
15 handed to the City Solicitor, and forthwith be 
16 put in suit. 
Sec. 12. The said Superintendent shall pro- 
2 ceed forthwith to make all assessments for Com- 
3 mon Sewers heretofore constructed by the City, 
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4,the expenses of which have not already been 
5 assessed and collected, in the same manner as he 
6 is by this Ordinance directed to proceed in rela- 
7 tion to those which may hereafter be constructed. 
Sect. 13. An Ordinance relative to Drains and 
2 Sewers, passed Feb. 13, 1834, and an Ordinance 
3 to establish the office of Superintendent of Com- 
4;mon Sewers, passed June 6th, 1837, are hereby 
5 repealed, provided, however, that the sections of 
6 the Ordinance first mentioned, which were repeal- 
7 ed by the one last mentioned, shall not be revived 
8 by the repeal of the latter,—And provided further, 
9 that the officer appointed under the latter Ordin- 
10 ance shall continue to hold his office and that all 
11 acts by him done, and all rights which have ac- 
12 crued by virtue of the said Ordinances, shall not 
13 be affected by the repeal of the same.

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ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


DIRECTORS OF THE HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


APRIL, 1841. 


To the Mayor and Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston. 


Tue Directors of the House of Industry, in com- 
pliance with law and usage, herewith present state- 
ments of the Expenditures and Receipts on account 
of that Institution, for the financial year ending 
March 3lst, 1841, a statement of provisions and 
other property on hand, and tables shewing the num- 
ber, condition, and employment of the inmates 

During the last year there has been little of novel- 
ty in the history of the establishment. ‘The number 
of inmates has somewhat increased, but by compar- 
ing the present number with that of former years it 
will be seen that the increase is far less in proportion 
than the addition to the population of the City. 

On the first of April, 1831 the number of paupers 
supported in the House of Industry was 586. In ten 
years the ingress has been 9,234 and the egress 9,214 
leaving in the House April 1, 1841, 606. Less than 
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fifty of the inmates of 1831 now remain in the Insti- 
tution, and only twenty that came from the old alms- 
house in Leverett Street, which was discontinued 
sixteen years ago. Of the present residents, perhaps 
two hundred, or about one third, may be regarded 
as permanent, they may be expected to pass the re- 
sidue of their lives in the House. ‘These are aged, 
blind, maimed and sickly, or mentally inefficient. 
A second class, of about the same number, it is sup- 
posed will leave sooner or later, as they recover from 
their disabilities, or have friends enabled to provide 
for them, and their places will be filled by other oc- 
casional paupers. ‘The third class are children, near- 
ly all of whom will go out in a few years, either on 
discharge to their relatives and friends, or by being 
indented to farmers and mechanics in the country. 

Erroneous views and expectations in regard to the 
House of Industry seem to be entertained by many 
in the community, occasioned by the name it bears. 
It should be understood that the establishment is in 
fact simply the almshouse of a large City ; that its in- 
mates, with few exceptions, are not able-bodied or 
capable of much labor; and that it is constantly re- 
ceiving sick and helpless persons of all descriptions, 
suffering under the worst effects of poverty, infirmity 
and vice. Many come direct from hospitals, infirm- 
aries and prisons, or from the care of the Dispensary 
Physicians, bringing incurable diseases, and the bill 
of mortality is always principally made from recent 
admissions. Nearly all, except mothers who go in 
on account of young children, are sick when admit- 
ted. Such as recover in any good degree are, in 
general, soon discharged, so that it is often difficult, 
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from the paucity of effective laborers to perform the 
ordinary in-door and out-door work. It is intended 
however to make the institution emphatically an 
House of Industry to all who are of competent health 
to labor. ‘The nursing and care of the sick and 
of young children—the scrubbing and house clean- 
ing—the washing and ironing—and the making and 
care of clothing for a family of six hundred furnish 
abundant employment for females, and the farm, 
garden, and oakum room aflord full occupation to 
the men. Agricultural labor is healthy and produc- 
tive, and there is a small profit on oakum picking. 
The Directors refer with satisfaction to the Juve- 
nile Department of the Institution, called the Boylston 
Asylum. It contains more than one hundred and 
fifty children, mostly between the ages of four and 
twelve years. ‘They are well fed, clothed and pro- 
vided for, and are daily receiving instruction design- 
ed to prepare them for future usefulness and respec- 
tability. The building for their accommodation, 
erected in 1854, supposed at the time to be abund- 
antly capacious, has latterly been so much crowded 
that the Superintendent has been obliged to provide 
for a portion of the children in another and incon- 
venient building which is needed for other purposes. 
Boys, at ten to fourteen years of age, are indented 
to farmers and mechanics to be suitably supported, 
educated and employed until of age, then to receive 
in addition to a respectable fitting out of clothing, 
the sum of one hundred dollars, the latter condition 
being uniform except in cases where a mechanical 
trade requiring skill and long practice is given as an 
equivalent. ‘This pecuniary encouragement is gen- 
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erally considered as highly beneficial both to the 
master and apprentice, the latter being much more 
likely to remain in his place and acquire habits of 
stability and industry than he would be otherwise. 
Girls are indented at an earlier age than boys to 
serve until eighteen years of age. In some instances 
children are indented or discharged much younger, 
and are received and adopted in families where they 
enjoy all the privileges of the most favored youth. 

When the new Hospital, now in progress under 
the direction of the City Council, shall have been 
completed, the main establishment will be reheved 
of patients suffering from contagious diseases, and it 
is hoped less evils will be experienced from the in- 
troduction and spread of ophthalmia, small pox and 
other disorders than of late. 

It may be worthy of special remark, but a small 
portion of the persons supported in the House of In- 
dustry as paupers are of American origin,—still less 
are natives of Boston or children of Bostonians. 
The admissions to the House during the last three 


months have been, of City paupers, —- - 21 
Belonging elsewhere in Massachusetts, = - 18 
From other American States, - - - 22 
Foreigners, - - - - - - 78 
Born in this country of foreign parentage, 37

From this statement, which may be taken as no 
unfair specimen of the origin of paupers in this City 
for years past, an inference favorable to the morals 
and thrift of our native population may be drawn. 
Few, very few, that have fully availed themselves in 
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youth of the advantages of Boston free schools be- 
come burdensome paupers. 

By far the greater part of European immigrants 
doubtless benefit themselves by removal, and are 
beneficial to this country, especially such as seek 
employment and plenty in the western states. But 
there is another class, not inconsiderable in numbers, 
who seem determined to remain in the atlantic cities 
and large towns, where their labor is not needed and 
where of course they cannot all find employment. 
Too many bring with them inveterate habits of indo- 
lence, beggary and intemperance. ‘The profusion 
and cheapness of intoxicating liquors aggravate their 
evils. They seek, and congregate in old and un- 
healthy tenements, which they crowd from cellar to 
garret, and establish a multitude of unlicensed dens 
of moral pestilence. It is from such buildings and 
such tenants, forming clans and neighborhoods too 
much resembling the population of the worst districts 
in European cities, that recruits are found to crowd. 
our penal and charitable establishments. In propor- 
tion as the present efforts for the promotion of tem- 
perance shall be successful, will crimes and pauper- 
ism with their attendant evils be diminished and the 
public happiness and prosperity enhanced. Perhaps 
there is at the present time no prospect more cheer- 
ing to the philanthropic mind, than that afforded by 
the remarkable movement in large classes of the less 
favored part of the community, to save themselves 
and their families, from the ruinous effects of intem- 
perance. 

In conclusion, the Directors beg leave to refer to 
the lamented death of their late associate and chair- 
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man, Richards Child, Esq., who for more than four- 
teen years devoted his best energies to his official 
duties, with a constancy and fidelity rarely exhibited.

HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


In Common Council, May 6, 1841. 


The following Orders having been read, passed to 
a second reading, and, together with the Report and 
accompanying Documents, were ordered to be print- 
ed for the use of the Council.

The Committees on the Houses at South Bos- 
ton, to whom was referred, by order of January 
6th last, the Report of the Committee on the sub- 
ject of sending girls to the House of Reformation, 
‘‘with instructions to consider the whole subject 
matter relating to the House of Reformation, and 
whether any change is expedient in the law estab- 
lishing said Institution, and to report by Ordinance 
or otherwise,” having attended to the subject, ask 
leave to 


REPORT: 


In regard to the particular subject of the admis- 
sion of girls to the House, the course which the Com- 
mittee propose to recommend as to the general ar- 
rangements of the House, renders it unnecessary to 
say any thing at present. 

The Committee, under their instructions have con- 
sidered the whole subject of the House of Reforma- 
tion. It does not seem to have worked well of late, 
and the Committee have endeavored to ascertain 
the causes, if possible, with a view to proposing such 
a course as would best advance the end for which 
the House was established. 

The number of children sent to the House has 
been gradually diminishing. Girls, as is well known 
have almost entirely ceased to be sent there, and the 
whole number of boys committed during the last three 
months, as stated in the last quarterly report of the 
Directors, is seven. During the same period, fifteen 
were indented and put out to trades, and fourteen dis- 
charged by order of Court, leaving siaty-two inmates 
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on the 3d of April last. Here is the fact of the 
small number of commitments, and the consequent 
dwindling of the Institution. And this cannot arise 
from a diminution in the City of idle and neglected 
children, for, as the Directors truly say in a com- 
munication to your Committee which accompanies 
this report, there probably were never more of 
them. 

Aside from all consideration of the wisdom and 
practicalness of the management of the Institution, 
it seems to have grown out of favor. Its exclu- 
sively criminal character, both in name and in the 
process of commitment, hinders its success. Par- 
ents who would gladly submit unruly and truant 
children to wholesome discipline, are yet unwilling 
to complain of them as criminals to the Police 
Court. The Court is very strict in its requisitions 
of evidence, and reluctant to stamp as criminals the 
children who are brought before it. And thus indi- 
viduals are discouraged from bringing children be- 
fore the Court. This criminal character of the 
House, moreover, operates against indenting the 
children, after they are admitted. And in regard to 
very many who are committed under the provision 
of Revised Statutes as to “‘ rogues, vagabonds, &c.” 
it is wrong, that they should be stamped as criminals, 
when the difficulty more properly arises from the 
- neglect of their natural guardians. 

There are doubtless other causes which it is diffi- 
cult to trace, of the present feeling towards the 
House. But being thus situated, diminishing in the 
numbers sent to it, out of favor and languishing, the 
great question is, what is to be done. To give up 
providing a place where the young who are aban- 
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doned by their proper protectors, and who are on 
the way to crime, or have taken their first step in it, 
can be received and put under proper influences, 
until they can be placed in suitable families and oc- 
cupations, cannot of course be thought of. Your 
Committee have most anxiously asked the question, 
what is to be done. And after much deliberation, they 
believe the only course is gradually to get rid of the 
present inmates of the House,—to clear the House 
of boys, as it already is of girls, and then to open it 
anew upon a somewhat different organization, the 
nucleus of which is already in operation. 

There is connected with the House of Industry, 
an institution for children known by the name of the 
Boylston Asylum. It is composed of the children 
who find their way into the House of Industry, eith- 
er through permits from the Directors, or by com- 
mitment by the Police Court. This institution 1s 
free from the criminal character, which seems so ob- 
jectionable, as applied to children, in the present 
House of Reformation,—whilst there is nothing to 
hinder its arrangements and discipline from being 
adapted to the reformation of the inmates, as fully as 
if the word ‘“ Reformation” were made part of its’ 
title. Indeed the circumstances of a majority of the 
children who get into the House of Reformation are 
the same as those of these inmates of the House of 
Industry. And under whatever circumstances you 
get together a collection of children to be taken care 
of at the public charge, the great end of reformation 
and moral improvement is always and alike to be 
kept in view, and substantially the same means adopt- 
ed to secure it. 

It is accordingly proposed by your Committee that 
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this institution, should be removed to the building 
now occupied by the House of Reformation,—should 
be under the charge of the Directors of the House of 
Industry,—and in its new location, should be the re- 
ceptacle of all the children thrown upon the City. 
By this means, as your Committee think, an institu- 
tion will be formed, which will unite the advantages 
of both those now in existence. ‘The mode of ad- 
mission to it, like that to the House of Industry now 
will be two fold,—by permit from the Directors, and 
by commitment of Court. ‘Thus, the stamping the 
children as criminals in the outset, with all the con- 
sequent disadvantages to themselves and the City, 
may be avoided, whilst commitments by Court may 
be made, if necessary. 

As to the management of the inmates, after they 
are thus admitted, as before remarked, there can be 
but one course in all such institutions, and that is, to 
subject the children to the best influences, whilst in 
the House, and to get them into good families as 
soon as possible. And finally, as to binding them 
out, there will be greater facility in doing it, from 
the proposed institution, than from the present House 
of Reformation. 

By this arrangement, as it appears to your Com- 
mittee, all the changes that are desirable, can be ef- 
fected, without legislative action. And it should be 
observed, that it certainly can do no harm to try the 
experiment. If it should fail, the law establishing 
the House of Reformation is not changed, and the 
building still stands, so that a return can easily be 
made to the present system, if it is thought best. 

Although the great consideration on this subject, 
is how to do the greatest good to the greatest num- 
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ber of children, who are in the road to crime and 
ruin, yet it may be added,—that by the proposed ar- 
rangement, the land now connected with the House 
of Reformation, can be added to the farm of the 
House of Industry, and thus be made more available, 
and also that the grcat inconvenience of the present 
location of the Asylum of the House of Industry and 
the association of the children with adult paupers 
will be entirely remedied. And there will be then 
no need of a further purchase of land for the House 
of Industry. 

Your Committee are accordingly unanimous in 
the opinion, that the proposed experiment should be 
tried. They would add that they have consulted 
with the Directors of the House of Industry, and 
with the Superintendent,—who are all of opinion 
that the proposed plan is feasible, and will be produc- 
tive of good. 

As the majority of the Directors of the House of 
Reformation have resigned, as appears by the docu- 
ment referred to your Committee, and as the propos- 
ed institution is to be under the management of the 
Directors of the House of Industry, your Committee 
propose that the City Council under its authority by 
law ‘to appoint Directors,” should at once appoint 
| the Directors of the House of Industry to be also the 
Directors of the House of Reformation, with the au- 
thority specified in the accompanying Orders. 

Your Committee have therefore, in conclusion, 
only to recommend the passage of the Orders.

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Ordered, That the Directors of the House of In- 
dustry be and they hereby are appointed Directors 
of the House of Reformation, with authority to take 
such steps as may be necessary to unite the same 
with the Boylston Asylum now under their charge, 
and henceforward to use the building for the new 
institution which shall be called the Boylston School 
and House of Reformation,—but shall be a part of 
the House of Industry,—and which is hereby declar- 
ed to be also the institution for the reception, instruc- 
tion, employment, and reformation of juvenile offen- 
ders, under the act passed March 4th, 1826. 


Ordered, 'That the said Directors shall have all the 
rights and powers of the Directors of the House of 
Reformation, as to all children who have been here- 
tofore indented from the said House,—and as to 
protecting the rights, and superintending the welfare 
of said children, and enforcing the provisions of said 
indentures.

GENTLEMEN, | 


Agreeably to the request of some members of your 
Board, expressed at the conference on Friday last, 
between your Board and the Committees of the City 
Council, on the subject of the House of Reforma- 
tion,—and in conformity with a vote subsequently 
passed by those Committees, I hereby submit a sug- 
gestion which has been made relating to a change of 
system in providing for the boys and girls, that are 
thrown upon the City’s care, and which involves a 
change in the House under your charge. 

The House of Reformation, as at present organ- 
ized, does not appear to the Committees to work 
well. Amongst other difficulties, a prominent one 
seems to be the criminal character stamped upon the 
inmates at the outset, by the name of the Institution, 
and by the only method of placing them there, being 
the sentence of a criminal court. Though some 
who now get there are guilty of serious crimes, yet 
a very considerable majority are rather unfortunate 
than criminal. And in regard to these, every consid- 
eration connected with their moral welfare, and the 
facility of placing them in the best position, viz. in 
families under indentures, seem to require that the 
stigma of crime should be removed. | 

There is connected with the House of Industry 
another institution for children, now containing many 
inmates. ‘There appears to be but little, if any, dif- 
ference in the circumstances of these and those of a 
majority in the House of Reformation. This insti- 
tution connected with the House of Industry is free 
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from the criminal character of the House of Refor- 
mation, both in name and mode of admisson. 

It is proposed, therefore, after getting rid of those 
boys now in the House of Reformation, who are un- 
suitable for the other institution, to remove the latter 
to the building now occupied by the former—to have 
it continued, as at present, a part of the House of 
Industry,—to place it under such a discipline as best 
to secure the improvement and reformation of the 
children whilst there, and their being bound out as 
rapidly as possible. 

It is thought that by such a plan, greater good can 
be done to a greater number of children, than under 
the present system—that is, that all the good now ac- 
complished, can be extended to a greater number, 
and many of the present evils avoided. 

As to those, of whom there will of course be some, 
who from age or crime, will be unfit for the proposed 
institution, it-is thought they are equally improper 
associates for the better majority now in the House 
of Reformation ;—and even if it should be necessary 
to send them to the House of Correction, it would 
be a far less evil, than mingling them with the young- 
er and better class, either in the present or the pro- 
posed institution. 

The particular details of discipline cannot of 
course be yet stated, but the discipline of all places 
where boys are gathered, such as will be here, must 
be substantially the same. ‘The children being re- 
ceived as unfortunate, rather than criminal in the 
outset, the object will be to put them under the best 
influences while in the house, and bind them out as 
fast as practicable. 

As the desire was expressed by members of your 
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Board, that they should express their views in writing, 
—and as the Committees seek all possible light,— 
they will be glad of your views as early as conven- 
ient.

Fo the Directors of the 
House of Reformation. 
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To the Committee of the Crty Council on the House 
of Reformation. 


GENTLEMEN, 


The undersigned, Directors of the House of Re- 
formation, have received from your Chairman a 
communication which contains a suggestion and a 
plan for a change in the treatment of juvenile offend- 
ers, and an invitation for us to express our views 
upon it. . 

We have given to the subject that attentive con- 
sideration which its importance demands at the hands 
of every citizen; and applied to it the light which 
many years of experience in our office has enabled 
us to gain, and we feel bound after due deliberation 
to enter a respectful, but most earnest protest against 
the proposed change. 

We do so because it is virtually a proposal to aban- 
don the long cherished plan of reformation of juve- 
nile offenders, as a distinct and prominent object; 
and, under color of merging it in the Boylston 
School, to annihilate the House. 

The proposal seems to us so pregnant with evil, 
that we must be allowed to speak freely upon it, and 
to speak so fully as to be clearly understood. 

The only reason assigned for the proposed change, 
is “that the House as at present organized does not 
appear to work well.” ‘This sentence is ambiguous: 
it may refer to the internal or the external organiza- 
tion of the House; it may refer to its remote or its 
recent history. We propose therefore to show that 
as far as regards the House itself, this is not true in 
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any sense: that if it were true the proposed change 
would be killing the patient not curing the disease: 
and that the remedy for the present evils should be 
applied to other parts of the machinery of Reforma- 
tion than to the House itself; which is only one 
point of a great system in which the evil and judic- 
lary functionaries have a duty to perform as well as 
the immediate Directors of the Institution. 

The remark ‘that the House as at present organ- 
ized does not work well,” it is clear cannot apply to 
former years ; this appears from the statistics of the 
Establishment, from the reports of the Inspectors, 
from the fact of the system being adopted and cher- 
ished by the City ; but above all it appears in the 
lives and conduct of hundreds’ of young men and 
women now respectable members of society, who by 
its means have been snatched from moral corruption 
and arrested in their career to the convict’s cell, or 
the gallows. 

The past history of this Institution shows a great 
fluctuation in the number of subjects committed to 
its care from year to year: whether this is attributa- 
ble to a variation in the number of subjects brought 
before the Courts, or to a fluctuation in the feelings 
of the Courts towards the House itself, does not be- 
hoove us now to inquire. 

Be this as it may, certain it 1s that at some peri- 
ods the House has received a large supply of in- 
mates and been in full operation, enjoying general 
confidence : at other times its supply of pupils has di- 
minished, its sphere of usefulness been limited, and its 
utility even been disputed: but it has lived on through 
sunshine and through storm, and was, the last year, 
pronounced by the Inspectors, to be ‘an ornament 
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to the City, and conservative and restorative in its 
nature.” 

It is not long since the Inspectors, after lauding 
Directors and- Superintendent, formally reported, 
“that it is regarded by the Inspectors and by the 
citizens generally as highly useful in the restraint, 
the punishment, and the reformation of many va- 
grant children who infest this populous and busy 
city.” 

The past then, is secure; that great good has been 
effected has been admitted and cannot now be de- 
nied. If by the assertion, that as at present organ- 
ized the House does not work well, it is meant that 
the policy marked out by the present Directors and 
followed by the Superintendent is unsound in prin- 
ciple, or unsatisfactory in operation, we dissent from 
it entirely. 

It is true that we have in some minor respects 
departed from the policy followed in former years; 
and adopted some new principles; but we adopted 
these deliberately. 

Of course the House never was intended or used 
as a place for retributive justice: nor do we admit 
the principle of punishing a boy after he comes into 
the house for any offence committed before his com- 
mittal; we strive only to make him an honest and 
good man. We therefore neither address nor treat 
him as a criminal, but as an unfortunate and erring 
youth, who may, by kindness be brought back to vir- 
tue: and this policy, carried out even more fully than 
formerly, has not only induced us to modify in 
some particulars the old methods of management, 
but perhaps has caused us to forfeit the approval of 
some whose age, station, and merits entitle them to 
our esteem. 
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We fear that in this may be found one cause, not 
why ‘the House does not work well,’”? but why it 
has not had sufficient material to work upon. 

The greatest change which has been recently in- 
troduced in the policy of the House, however, is that 
which leads us to apprenticing out the boys ata 
much earlier period after their committal than for- 
merly. We believe that the best possible place for 
the Reformation of an erring boy is in the bosom of 
a virtuous family in the country; and we strive to 
find him such a place, as soon as an acquaintance 
with his disposition enables us to make a proper se- 
lection. It is not even deemed necessary to retain 
him, with special reference to the state of his educa- 
tion but we make arrangements that this shall be at- 
tended to, in his new home. 

This policy has caused us to adopt a rule which 
seems to us wise and proper: to apprentice boys to 
farmers without requiring in all cases the payment of 
$100 at their majority: we have done this because 
we believe that occupation upon a farm is one of the 
best means of effecting and confirming the reforma- 
tion of a vicious boy, and because it is an induce- 
ment to some farmers to apply at the House for boys, 
who otherwise would not seek them at all. 

We believe therefore, that this will not diminish 
the applications for boys, at other city-establishments; 
but even if it had this effect, we should still deem the 
measure a wise one; for surely the boys of the Elouse 
of Reformation have a claim upon the City para- 
mount to those of any other establishment ; and this 
for reasons too obvious to mention. 

These are the only departures from the principles 
which governed the House of Reformation in former 
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times, and if by saying that under its present organi- 
zation the House does not work well, the Committee 
allude to its present administration, it must condemn 
these views, which however we maintain to be sound. 

But we assert that the House itself under its pre- 
sent organization, does work well; and we appeal to 
statistics and to facts to prove it. 

The average number of committals to the House 
during ten years preceding 1840 was 43 6-10; the 
average number of pupils apprenticed or otherwise 
disposed of from the House was 42 6-10; now in the 
year expiring on the 15th instant, the number of 
committals was 27 and the number of pupils disposed 
of as above 69: hence we have reduced the number 
in the House during the last year by 42; of whom 
35 were boys. It is objected that the present num- 
ber of boys is small, and that a great establishment 
at a great ‘expense is kept up for a few pupils; but 
gentlemen, the number of inmates 1s small, because 
the work of apprenticing them out has gone on rap- 
idly ; the establishment does comparatively little be- 
cause it has done much, and has many pupils appren- 
ticed out where they are of no charge to the City. 

We maintain, notwithstanding an opinion that has 
gone abroad to the contrary, and notwithstanding 
the Report of the Inspectors and others whose visits 
were made at a period when temporary derangement 
had been produced in the operations of the House, 
we maintain that in point of discipline, instruction 
and mutual confidence between officers and pupils, 
the House is now working well—very well. One 
fact will speak much for the kind and parental gov- 
ernment of the Institution; during the last winter 
months thirty-one different boys were permitted to go 
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to the City upon their parole of honor, unattended 
and unwatched, and every one of them came back 
punctually. 

In no sense is it true that the House itself, does 
not work well :—but gentlemen, there are other parts 
of the Machinery of Reformation besides the House 
so called, and without harmonious action, through 
the whole, the work cannot be perfect. ‘The House 
requires the countenance and the smiles of the City 
functionaries and the courts. ‘There must be a well- 
grounded faith in the feasibility of reforming Juvenile 
Offenders, and a hearty disposition to effect it on 
the part of all who are concerned directly or indi- 
rectly with the subject; the House needs the coun- 
tenance and the hearty good will of the City Govern- 
ment, or it will droop as surely as a plant in the 
shade. 

Finally, there is but one sense in which we can 
admit the House itself does not work well, and that 
is in the amount of good which it has done, and is 
doing, in regard to numbers. It ought to receive 
and dispose of more boys; but surely the House 
should not be blamed for reforming only a few sub- 
jects, when only a few are sent into it. 

The House is capable of doing the work of Refor- 
mation, and there is much of it to be done; never 
was there a time when more boys were roaming at 
large or in the House of Correction who ought to be 
restrained than at this moment, when the House 
which is capable of containing 150, has only 61 pu- 
pils. 

- But there is only one entrance to the House, it is 
through the courts, and if this be blocked up, the 
House is useless; or even if this avenue be not 
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blocked up, but only neglected or obstructed, the 
same effects will follow, and we are sorry to say that 
in some way or other, the great subject of Reforma- 
tion seems to be at some times lost sight of. 

How else is it that there are boys of twelve or 
thirteen years, sent to the House of Correction, 
among hardened old convicts, and afterwards, on 
their second offence, to the House of Reformation? 
How is it that at this moment, there are some boys 
in the House of Correction, who are fit subjects for 
the House of Reformation ? | 

It is a fact as melancholy as it is certain, that the 
House does not, and has not enjoyed the hearty sym- 
pathy and good will of all whose opinions and whose 
influence are to it the very breath of life, and for this 
we must seek a cause ;—it cannot be any unsound- 
ness in its principles ; it cannot be from want of dili- 
gence or fidelity in its administration; and since we 
cannot imagine any other cause, we are obliged to 
infer that it may possibly be a want of confidence in 
the wisdom of our Board, and in the tact and discre- 
tion of those to whom we commit its immediate di- 
rection. 

Our consciousness tells us there is no reason for 
this want of confidence, nevertheless if it exists it is 
just as great an evil to the House being unfounded, 
as if it were well founded, we therefore propose to 
remove it entirely; and simultaneously ‘with this 
communication to your Committee, we shall make 
another to the City Council resigning the charge of 
the House, so far as the undersigned are concerned, 
and notifying it of the resignation of the Superin- 
tendent. 


But though we are about to resign all official con- 
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nexion with this most interesting establishment, we 
cannot resign our interest in its welfare, or abandon 
our hopes that it will be saved from the present dan- 
gers which threaten it as it has been preserved from 
similar ones before. 

That interest and those hopes induce us to protest 
solemnly against the change proposed in the letter of 
of your Chairman, and to give the reasons of our 
protest. 

It is proposed to merge the present House of Re- 
formation in the Boylston School, and to make it 
a part of the House of Industry; this 1s to be done 
in the words of your communication ‘by first get- 
ting rid of the boys now in the House who are unfit 
for the other Institution, by removing the latter to 
the House now occupied by the former, and to have 
it continued as at present a part of the House of In- 
dustry.” 

First, we object to this proposed change because 
it violates a vital principle in the reformation of the 
vicious, viz. to subdivide and separate them as 
much as possible. Now by this plan the number 
associated together will be doubled. 

Second, we object to it, because it will be a very 
great detriment to the children in the Boylston 
School, who are not culprits, but only children of 
poverty and misfortune. It seems to us cruel and 
unjust to those poor orphans who are thrown upon 
the City’s generous care, to contaminate by amalga- 
mation with a large number of boys who have made 
considerable advance in crime. } 

The two classes of boys will either be mingled 
together, or they will not; if they are mingled, great 
wrong will be done to the poor orphans by their new 
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associates; if they are not to be mingled, then 
why disturb the present arrangement at all. 

It is most unreasonable to hope that the two class- 
es will be kept separate ; for the slightest experience 
in such establishments, shows how strong is the ten- 
dency to abolish classifications. ‘To say nothing of 
the inducement which will be offered to Directors to 
economise by dispensing with separate officers, it 1s 
obvious that subordinates cannot be expected to ap- 
preciate the importance of a division of the classes, 
and they will be continually tempted to violate the 
principles of the establishment to save their own 
time and labor, whether actuated by proper or im- 
proper motives. 

Thirdly, we protest against this plan, because it 
will condemn to the House of Correction, and to 
hopeless ruin a large class of boys who may be saved 
by a House of Reformation arranged as the present 
one is. 

From this conclusion we hold that there is no 
escape by means of the saving clause in the words 
of your communication which is as follows ;—“ as to 
those of whom there will of course be some, who 
from age or crime will be unfit for the proposed in- 
stitution, it is thought they are equally improper as- 
sociates with the better majority now in the House of 
Reformation; and even if it should be necessary to 
send them to the House of Correction, it would be a 
far less evil than mingling them with the younger 
and better class either in the present or the proposed 
Institution.” 

Here is an explicit avowal of sending to the House 
of Correction, a large class of boys who are unfit 
subjects for Reformation, and the only justification 
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of it is, “‘ that they are unfit associates for the mem- 
bers of the proposed House as well as the present 
one.” But gentlemen, this blow is aimed at the 
House for an alleged abuse which, if real, may be 
easily remedied ; for the justification is utterly worth- 
less unless founded upon the assumption that an im- 
proper class of boys have been admitted to the pre- 
sent House. If they have been admitted, the abuse 
should be corrected. Let the Courts use their dis- 
crimination and do not destroy the House of Refor- 
mation because improper subjects have been admit- 
ted to it. 

Finally, we protest against the proposed change 
because it will be a virtual abandonment of the prin- 
ciple of reformation of young offenders: because it 
will merge the House of Reformation in another 
establishment and appropriate the building and the 
premises prepared at so much cost, to a different 
purpose; and because the reformation of culprits 
will be made secondary to the other ends, or, at 
least, the amount of it will be diminished by the at- 
tention of the Directors and Officers being distracted 
by other duties and objects. 

It will be said that by a peculiar arrangement of 
the proposed establishment it may reform offenders, 
as well as nurture innocent orphans and poor child- 
ren; but we have no confidence in the feasibility of 
effecting this double purpose in one House, and un- 
der one administration. 

The two classes of children are different: the du- 
ty of the City to each is different, the end to be kept 
in view in their treatment is different, and the whole 
establishment should be different. 

The reformation of juvenile offenders is an object 
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of the very highest importance: there is no duty of 
the City Government paramount in importance to 
this; and there is no responsibility resting upon the 
Government so awful as the moral welfare of this 
class of boys; in comparison with which material 
and financial interests sink into insignificance. All 
experience and all reason show that this class of 
children needs a peculiar and specific treatment. 

The citizens of Boston have provided for this pur- 
pose a noble edifice ; they are we believe willing to 
continue in it a distinct and specific establishment of 
officers and teachers: and we implore the Commit- 
tee not to recommend its destruction because it 
has not at all times effected as much good as could 
be desired. 

Lay not, we beseech you, the axe to the root of 
this goodly tree ; but have patience with it, and see 
if a little more care and a little more nurture on the 
part of the civic and judiciary authorities, may not 
double and treble the amount of blessed fruit which 
it has every year confessedly borne to the City and 
to humanity.

Lo the Honorable City Council. 


GENTLEMEN, 


The undersigned, Directors of the House of Re- 
formation for Juvenile Offenders respectfully tender 
their resignation; and give notice of the resigna- 
tion of the Superintendent. 

The reasons for this act are set forth at large in a 
communication addressed this day to the Mayor as 
Chairman ‘“‘of a Committee of the City Council on 
the subject of the House of Reformation.” 

To that document we respectfully refer you, be- 
lieving that it contains some views of importance to 
the welfare of the House. 

We may be permitted, however, to state briefly, 
that we are confident we leave the House in as 
sound and healthy a state as it has ever been: that 
during the last year many more boys have been ap- 
- prenticed, and as much good done, as in any year 
for eleven years past: that we have a feeling of grat- 
ification which nothing can remove, in the certainty 
of having been the instruments of effecting great 
good: and that we have the fullest confidence in the 
capacities of the establishment, for performing in fu- 
ture all that its noble founders could ever have con- 
templated. ‘ 

We resign because it seems clear that the good 
will of many civic functionaries is estranged from 
the House: because the Courts seem disinclined to 
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commit to our charge all the subjects whom we 
think should be so committed; and because there is 
a proposal, made by a Committee of your body and 
seconded by men whose influence makes it serious, 
to merge the House of Reformation in the House of 
Industry; and virtually to lose sight of the reforma- 
tion of juvenile offenders as a distinct and specific 
object. 

We have labored long and diligently at our posts, 
but it has been a labor of love, for our warmest af- 
fections are enlisted in this noble establishment ; and 
we have long been pained to perceive a coldness to- 
wards the House on the part of those without whose 
smiles it can never flourish. 

We have sought in vain for the cause of this cold- 
ness: we cannot find it in the nature of the establish- 
ment; we cannot find it in the state of the commu- 
nity, for never were more boys running at large, or 
confined in the House of Correction who should be 
in the House of Reformation. We cannot find it in 
the principles of our administration, though others 
may, for we believe them to be sound; and we are 
forced therefore to conclude, that there must be 
some objection to the personal composition of this 
Board or of the corps of officers which it has ap- 
pointed. We therefore hope to remove the possibil- 
ity of such an objection by our present act so far as 
we ourselves are personally concerned. 

We shall be happy to serve until our successors 
are appointed; and we would perform our last duty 
to the House by earnestly imploring the Council not 
to listen to any plan which may merge the Institu- 
tion in any other, or take from it its definite and 
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specific character of an Institution for the Reforma- 
tion of Juvenile Offenders.

An Ordinance in relation to Common Sewers and 
Drains. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled, as follows : 


Secr. 1. All Common Sewers which shall be 
2 considered necessary by the Mayor and Alder- 
3 men, in any street or highway, shall be laid as 
4; nearly as possible in the centre of such street or 
5 highway, and shall be built of such materials, and 
6 of such dimensions, as the Mayor and Aldermen 
7 shall direct. And where it is practicable, they 
8 shall always be of a sufficient size to be entered 
9 and cleaned without disturbing the pavement 
10 above. 
Sect. 2. All particular drains which shall 
2 hereafter enter into such Common Sewer shall 
3 be built of such materials as the Mayor and Al- 
4, dermen shall direct; and shall be laid under the 
5 direction of the said Mayor and Aldermen; and 
6 they shall be laid in such direction, of such size, 
7 and with such descent, and (where required) with 
8 such strainers as they shall require; and shall, if 
9 practicable, be of a size sufficient to be cleared 
10 from the Common sewer without disturbing the 
11 pavement above. 
Secr. 3. The Mayor and Aldermen shall have 
2 power in all cases where there is any Common 
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3 Sewer in any street or highway, to cause every 
4 owner of land adjoining such street or highway 
5 his agent or tenant, to make a sufficient drain 
6 from his house, yard-or lot, whenever in their 
7 opinion the same shall be necessary, and shall 
8 thereupon give such owner, agent, or tenant, 
9 notice in writing, specifying the time within 
10 which such drain shall be completed ; and in case 
11 the said owner, agent, or tenant, shall neglect to 
12 complete the same within the time specified, the 
13 Mayor and Aldermen shall cause the same to be 
14 done; and shall recover the whole amount of the 
15 expense thereof, together with ten per cent dam- 
16 ages, by an action of the case, to be brought in 
17 the name of the City of Boston before any court 
18 proper to try the same; provided, however, that 
19 in no case shall ten per cent claimed by way of 
20 damage, exceed the sum of twenty dollars. 
Secr. 4. It shall be lawful for all persons hav- 
2 ing the care of any buildings, at their own expense, 
3 to carry the rain water from the roofs of said 
4, buildings, into any Common Sewers, free of any 
5 charge from the City ; provided, that the same be 
6 done by tight water spouts and tubes under 
7 ground and under the direction of the Mayor and 
8 Aldermen. 
Sect. 5. Every person entering his or her 
2 particular drain into any Common Sewer without 
3apermit in writing from the Mayor and Alder- 
4. men, or Superintendent of Common Sewers here- 
5 inafter mention, shall forfeit and pay the sum of 
6 twenty dollars, and shall also be liable to pay all 
7 such damage by way of indemnification as the 
8 Mayor and Aldermen shall deem just and reason- 
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J able. And all persons to whom the said permits 
10 shall be granted, shall pay therefor, a sum not 
11 less than ten dollars, as the Mayor and Aldermen 
12 may fix and determine. 

Secr. 6. Any person who shall hereafter con- 

2 nect his vault or privy with any Common Sewer 

3 or Drain according to the provisions of an Ordi- 

4, nance, prescribing Rulesand Regulations relative 

5 to nuisances, sources of filth and causes of sick- 

6 ness within the City of Boston, passed October 7, 

7 1833, shall pay therefor such sum, not less than 

8 ten dollars, as the Mayor and Aldermen may 

9 direct. 

Sect. 7. ‘There shall be appointed annually, 

2 in the month of May or June, by concurrent vote 

3 of the City Council, a Superintendent of Com- 

4, mon Sewers, who shall hold his office until re- 

5 moved, (or a successor be appointed,) who shall 

6 receive such compensation as the City Council 

7 shall determine, and who shall be removeable at 

8 the pleasure of the City Council, and in case said 

9 office shall at any time become vacant, the same 
10 shall be filled in the manner before prescribed. 

Sect. 8. ‘The said Superintendent shall, under 

2 direction of the Mayor and Aldermen, take the 

3 general supervision of all Common Sewers, which 

4, now are, or hereafter may be built and owned by 

5 the City, or which may be permitted to be built 

6 or opened by its authority, and he shall take 

7 charge of the building and repairs of the same, 

8 and make all contracts for the supply of labor 

9 and materials therefor. 

Sect. 9. The said Superintendent, whenever 

2 any Common Sewer is ordered to be built or 
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3 repaired, shall ascertain its depth, breadth, mode 
4of construction and general direction, and take 
5 the plan thereof, and insert the same, with all 
6 those particulars in a book, to be kept for that 
7 purpose, and forthwith ascertain and insert on 
8 said plan all entries made into such Sewer. 
Sect. 10. The said Superintendent shall keep 
2 an accurate account of the expense of construct- 
3 ing and repairing each Common Sewer, and shall 
4, report the same to the Mayor and Aldermen, to- 
5 gether with a list of the persons and estates de- 
6 riving benefit therefrom, and an estimate of the 
7 value of the lands, upon which said expense ought 
8 to be assessed,—the value of such lands to be esti- 
9 mated independently of any buildings or improve- 
10 ments thereon. 
Secr. 11. It shall be the duty of the Mayor 
2 and Aldermen, after deducting one quarter part 
3 of the expense of constructing or repairing any 
4, Common Sewer, to assess the remainder thereof 
5 upon the persons and estates deriving benefit from 
6 such Common Sewer, either by the entry of their 
7 particular drains thereinto or by any more remote 
8 means,—apportioning the assessment according 
9 to the value of the lands thus benefitted, independ- 
10 ently of any buildings or improvements thereon. 
Sect. 12. The said Superintendent shall en- 
2 ter in books, to be kept for that purpose, all such 
3 assessments made by the Mayor and Aldermen, 
4.and shall forthwith make out bills for the same, 
5 and deliver them to the City Treasurer for col- 
6 lection; and the said Treasurer shall forthwith 
7 demand payment in writing of the said bills in 
8 the manner prescribed by law; and in case any 
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9 bills or dues under this Ordinance shall remain 
10 unpaid at the expiration of three months after 
11 demand of payment as aforesaid, the said Treas- 
12 urer shall cause the same to be collected, by a 
13 resort to the proper legal process. 

Secr. 13. It shall also be the duty of the Mayor 

2 and Aldermen to make assessments for all Com- 
3 mon Sewers heretofore constructed by the City, 
4, the expenses of which have not already been as- 
5 sessed and collected, in the same manner as it is - 
6 made their duty by this Ordinance to make as- 
7 sessments for those which may hereafter be con- 

8 structed ; and the said Superintendent shall ren- 
9 der all the services, and perform all the duties, in 
10 regard to the Common Sewers heretofore con- 
11 structed, the expenses of which have not already 
12 been assessed and collected, which he is herein 
13 required to render and perform in regard to those 
14 hereafter to be constructed. 

Sect. 14. An Ordinance relative to Drains and 

2 Sewers, passed Feb. 13, 1834, and an Ordinance 
3 to establish the office of Superintendent of Com- 
44mon Sewers, passed June 6th, 1837, are hereby 
5 repealed, provided, however, that the sections of 
6 the Ordinance first mentioned, which were re- 
7 pealed by the one last mentioned, shall not be re-

2 QUARANTINE. [May, 


In City Council, May 13, 1841. 


The Joint Special Committee who were ordered to 
consider and report what alterations are necessary 
in the Ordinance relating to Quarantine, and the 
care of Rainsford Island, have attended to that 
duty, and 


REPORT: 


By the second section of an Ordinance regulating 
the Quarantine of vessels, passed August 10, 1833, 
it is provided that a Resident Physician shall be cho- 
sen, whose duty it shall be to reside at Rainsford 
Island, from the first day of June, to the first day of 
October, in each year, and at such other times, as 
the Mayor and Aldermen may direct; to visit every 
vessel arriving liable to Quarantine, to direct in what 
manner she shall be cleansed, what articles from her 
shall be landed, washed, buried, or destroyed; to 
direct the care and attendance of the sick, for whom 
he shall prescribe, according to his best skill. And, 
by the sixth Section of the same Ordinance it is pro- 
vided that a Quarantine shall be had of all vessels, 
their officers, and crews, passengers and cargoes, 
that come within the harbor of Boston, on board of 
which any person shall, or may have been sick of. 
any contagious, infectious, or malignant disease dur- 
ing the passage to Boston, or which are foul, or 
infected after their arrival; or which are from, or 
have brought their present cargo, or part thereof, 
from any port, or place where any infectious, conta- 
gious, or malignant disease doth prevail, or recently 
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hath prevailed. And by the seventh Section of the 
aforesaid Ordinance, it is provided that the Quaran- 
tine, before mentioned, shall be had and performed 
at an anchorage ground, near Rainsford Island, un- 
der the direction of the Resident Physician, and 
shall continue on every such vessei until the master 
shall receive a certificate from the Resident Physi- 
cian that he may be discharged. 

The Committee find that the number of vessels 
which have performed Quarantine at Rainsford Island, 
in conformity to the before named Ordinance, has 
been gradually diminishing for the last seven years ; 
and that but three were anchored there during the 
last year by the direction of Resident Physician, no 
one of which was detained more than 14 hours; 
although many were boarded by said Physician and 
suffered at once to proceed. 

The Physician found it unnecessary to pass as 
much of his time at the Island, during the last year 
as at some former periods. From the first of June 
to the first of October he usually remained on the 
Island during the night, but passed the principal part 
of the day time in the City, where, in his judgment, 
and in the opinion of the Quarantine Committee, he 
could perform a more valuable service. 

The diminution in the number of vessels which 
have of late been ordered into Quarantine, has been 
caused, in part, at least, as the Committee believe, 
by the better condition in which vessels have lately 
arrived from foreign ports; owing to recent im- 
provements in the health police in other countries ; 
and, perhaps, to the fact that the Resident Physician 
has been able to exercise a freer judgment, as the 
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laws which regulate disease are better understood 
by the public. 

The Committee are of opinion that but little good 
would accrue to our City from a continued and rigid 
enforcement of the present Ordinance relating to 
Quarantine, even should they admit the contagion, 
or infection of all those diseases which have here- 
tofore been classed, by a majority of the medical 
profession, as such. 

The facility and rapidity of intercommunication 
between all the great Cities of the United States, 
and the British provinces, by land, renders our City 
liable to all the diseased influences introduced into 
any port, by the arrival at such port, of any vessel 
on board of which any infection, or contagion may 
exist. 

But the Committee have reason to believe that 
most of the diseases which in certain periods, have 
been deemed contagious are merely epidemic, and 
cannot be generated out of the diseased atmosphere 
which produced them ; and in support of this opin- 
ion, they ask leave to submit, as a part of their report, 
the opinion of the Board of Consulting Physicians, 
which report has been referred to this Committee. 

The Committee after an examination of all the 
evidence in their possession, in relation to this sub- 
ject, are of opinion that the Quarantine Ordinance 
should be essentially modified:—That no vessels 
should be stopped at the Quarantine ground, but 
that when any vessel may arrive within the harbor of 
Boston, which is foul and infected, or whose crews, 
or passengers, are sick with any malignant disease, 
the Port Physician shall report the same to the May- 
or and Aldermen, and, if directed by them, cause 
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such vessel to be removed to Rainsford Island, to be 
cleansed and purified; and the passengers, or crew 
who may be diseased, to be provided for in the Hos- 
pital on said Island. And that it should be the duty 
of the Port Physician to examine skins, furs, rags, 
&c., arriving from any port within the Straits of Gib- 
ralter, and from some other places, and to cause the 
same if foul, or infected to be purified before landing. 

The Committee are of opinion that the establish- 
ment at Rainsford Island should be retained under 
certain modifications, one of which they think may 
be the reduction of the expense heretofore incurred ; 
and that this should be done not only for the pur- 
poses before named, but for the benefit of the poor 
of the City, who may be laboring under contagious 
disease, and who may be desirous of availing them- 
selves, during their illness, of the greater advantages 
which the Hospital may afford them. 

The Committee submit the following Ordinance.

An Ordinance to establish the office of Port Phy- 
sician. 


Be tt ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in Caty? Council 
assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. There shall be appointed in the month 
2 of May or June annually, by concurrent vote of 
3 the City Council a Port Physician, who shall be 
4, removeable by the said Council, and shall hold his - 
5 office until another is appointed in his place ; and 
6 who shall receive such salary, as the said Council 
7 may from time'to time fix and determine,—And 
8 in case of any vacancy occurring in the said of- 
9 fice the same shall be forthwith filled, in manner 

10 before stated. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the said Physi- 
2 cian to examine into all nuisances, sources of 
3 filth and causes of sickness which may be on 
4. board of any vessel within the Harbor of Boston, 
5 or which may have been landed from any vessel, 
6 on any wharf or other place; and under the di- 
7 rection of the Mayor and Aldermen, to cause the 
8 same to be removed or discharged. 

Secr. 3. There shall be provided, by the City 
2 Council in the City Hall, or some other con- 
3 venient place, a suitable apartment for the said 
4, Physician free of expense to himself, and it shall 
5 be his duty to attend there, at such times as the 
6 Mayor and Aldermen may direct, and there to 
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7 vaccinate all persons, who may apply for that pur- 
8 pose, without charge—and he shall keep a cor- 
9 rect record of all cases of vaccination by him per- 
10 formed at that place or elsewhere, and make a 
1] regular return of the same to the City Council as 
12 often as once in three months. 
Sect. 4. The said Physician shall always have 
2 on hand, as far as is practicable, a sufficient quan- 
3 tity of vaccine matter, and he shall supply the Phy- 
4, sicians residing in the City, with the same, without 
5 expense to them. 
Sect. 5. Whenever any vessel shall arrive in 
2 the Harbor of Boston which is foul and infected, 
3 or whose cargo is foul and affected with any ma- 
4, lignant or contagious disease, or any of whose 
5 crew or passengers are sick with any malignant 
6 or contagious disease, it shall be the duty of the 
7 Port Physician, forthwith to report the same, to 
@ the Mayor and Aldermen, and if directed by them, 
9 to cause the said vessel, her cargo and crew or 
10 either or any part thereof to be removed, to the 
11 anchorage ground at Rainsford Island, and the 
12 said vessel and cargo to be thoroughly cleansed 
13 and purified at the expense and charge of the 
14, owners, consignees or possessors of the same. 
15 And also, when directed as aforesaid, to cause all 
16 or any persons arriving in such vessel, who are 
17 sick of any malignant or contagious disease to be 
18 removed to the Hospital on the said Island, and 
19 all expenses incurred on account of such persons 
20 shall be paid by themselves. 
Sect. 6. Whenever any vessel shall be removed 
2 to Rainsford Island, as is mentioned in the pre- 
3 ceding section, a Quarantine shall be had of the 
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4, same, and the Port Physician shall deliver a copy 
5 of these regulations, to the master and a flag to 
6 be carried by his vessel; he shall direct in what 
7 manner she shall be cleansed, and what articles 
8 shall be landed, washed, buried or destroyed, he 
9 shall direct the care and attendance of the sick, 
10 for whom he shall prescribe and supply medi- 
11 cine, and report to the Mayor and Aldermen, 
12 every day, the situation of every sick person. 
Sect. 7. Whenever any skins, furs, rags, hair 
2 wool, carpets and goods of woolen or cotton fab- 
3 ric and feathers shall arrive at the Port of this 
4, City, from any place within the Straits of Gibral- 
5 ter, or any place on the Atlantic coast of Africa, 
6 or the eastern coast of South America, the same 
7 shall not be landed in this City, or be removed 
8 from the vessel, in which either of them shall be 
9 brought, before the same have been examined, 
10 by the Port Physician, and purified in such man- 
11 ner as he shall direct, and a permit granted by 
12 him for the same. 
Sect. 8. All vessels which shall be removed to 
2 Rainsford Island, in manner before provided, 
3 shall remain there until the master shall receive a 
4. certificate from the Port Physician, that he may 
5 be discharged. And no person shall go on board 
6 thereof without a permit from the said Physician, 
7 and in case of an unreasonable delay, by the said 
8 Physician, in granting such certificate, the Mayor 
9 and Aldermen may issuse the same. 
Sect. 9. The master of every vessel discharged 
2 as aforesaid, from quarantine, shall within twenty 
3 four hours after such discharge, deliver at the 
4, Mayor’s Office the certificate and flag he shall

5 have received from the Port Physician, and pay 
6 the sum of ten dollars. 
Sect. 10. Any person offending against any of 
2 the provisions of this Ordinance, shall pay a sum 
3 not less than three, nor more than twenty dollars, 
4, to be recovered by complaint before the Justices 
5 of the Police Court, and, in addition thereto, 
6 shall be liable to all the penalties, provided by 
7 the several acts of the Commonwealth, ‘to em- 
8 power the Town of Boston to choose a Board of 
9 Health and to prescribe their power and duty,” and 
10 also “an act concerning the regulation of the 
11 House of Correction in the City of Boston, and 
12 concerning the form of actions commenced under 
13 the by-laws of said City, and for filling vacancies 
14 an the Board of Aldermen. 
Sect. 1]. An Ordinance establishing and reg- 
2 ulating the Quarantine of vessels, passed August 
3 10, 1833, and all other Ordinances and By-laws 
4, on the subject are hereby repealed. 
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To the Committee of the Board of Aldermen on 
External Health. 


GENTLEMEN, 


The Consulting Physicians of the City have re- 
ceived from your Board a request, that agreeably to 
a vote of the Board of Aldermen, they would state 
their opinion of “the necessity or utility of any 
Quarantine regulations or a Quarantine establish- 
ment as a means of preventing, or arresting the pro- 
' gress of, contagious or infectious diseases.” 

The importance of this subject has induced the 
Board of Consulting Physicians not to return an im- 
mediate answer to the application, but to take time 
sufficient for a deliberate and cautious survey of the 
facts on which their opinion is to be based. They 
are fully aware that great diversity of sentiment has 
existed and still exists, in regard to the matters in- 
volved in the question; and they do not expect to 
be able to give a reply which will be universally 
satisfactory. 

Quarantine establishments were erected at a re- 
mote period, when the laws which regulate the dif- 
fusion of malignant epidemics were less understood 
than they now are. A dread of the sweeping mor- 
tality which these diseases bring with them, naturally 
led to the introduction of every possible measure 
supposed to be adapted to prevent their dissemina- 
tion. 

The scrutinizing spirit, which of late years has 
been applied to the investigation of facts connected 
with this subject, has wrought a great change in the 
minds of medical men and even of the whole com- 
munity in regard to it. 
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In consequence of very careful researches, some 
of the formidable diseases, reputed to be contagious, 
have been found, according to the opinions of most 
physicians, not to be so, such as the Yellow Fever, 
Cholera, Leprosy, &c.: others, whose non-contagious 
character is not so well settled have been discovered 
to be contagious only in particular localities, where 
an epidemic disposition existed; such as some of 
the forms of Typhus Fever. 

The facts, from which the conclusions alluded to 
have been derived, are too numerous to be cited 
here ; but we can refer you to documents, in which 
they may be found. 

Furthermore, we must notice that the diseases 
generally believed to be communicable by contact, 
that is by the touch, as small-pox, measles, &c., are 
more frequently introduced by land than by sea ; and 
that, to oppose an effectual barrier to these diseases 
we must establish a cordon around the City, and 
wholly cut off our communication with places, where 
these diseases exist. 

Whether even these means, if adopted, would be 
effectual, we consider to be most doubtful. 

Contagious or infectious disease in order to be 
propagated, requires the co-existence of two circum- 
stances. 

1. .The existence of a contagious or infectious 
principle. 

2. <A disposition to disease, or predisposition in 
the subject. 

The principle of contagion or infection, has its 
seat, so far as we know, in the atmosphere, and is 
either generated in the infected spot, or carried to 
it from a distance, through the air. Now it is per- 
fectly obvious that Sanitory Cordons and Quaran- 
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tines can have no efficacy in resisting the trans- 
mission of a noxious principle through the atmos- 
pheric air. 

The terms Contagion and Infection have been 
employed above as synonimous in conformity with 
common usage. ‘Their meaning, in a strict medical 
sense, is however essentially different ; and this dif- 
ference should be clearly understood in order to pre- 
vent confusion. 

A contagious disease, in the sense we use it, 1s one 
propagated by contact of the skin of one person with 
that of another. An infectious disease is one trans- 
missible through the ar from the person of one indi- 
vidual to the respiratory organs of another. 

Strictly speaking, there are no contagious diseas- 
es: that is, none which are propagated by svmple 
contact. ‘The Author of Nature has kindly provided 
the body with a covering, which prohibits the admis- 
sion of any morbid matter, while the skin remains 
entire, and when the contact is of momentary du- 
ration. If the skin should be broken, or the poison 
long applied to it, absorption may take place. 

A careful analysis of the mode of transmission of 
the most frightful epidemics, such as plague, yellow 
fever, and cholera, shows that they never are com- 
municated by contact, either with animate or inani- 
mate substances. Even those diseases, which, with 
certain conditions, can be made to enter the human 
body through the skin, as small-pox, &c., are not 
imbibed by mere contact, but require friction or a 
prolonged application to penetrate into the system. 

The itch must be placed on a different footing from other diseases propa- 
gated by contact, since it is probably communicated by the transmission of the 
itch insect or acarus. ‘This animal seems to require time and convenient cir- 


cumstances to effect a lodgement, for we find physicians and others daily han- 
dle itch patients without getting the disease.

It will be understood that we mean to say that the 
common cuticle or Epidermis is a general protection 
against morbid poisons. But where this covering is 
thin, as in the lips, eyes, lungs, &c., a poison may 
be imbibed. The abundant mucus of the membranes 
lining the alimentary canal or some other cause se- 
cures them from the absorption of these substances. 
Hence the saliva of the mad dog and other morbid 
poisons have been swallowed with impunity. 

The statements, bricfly made above, are not 
founded on vague suspicions and popular prejudices. 
They are derived from the careful and laborious ob- 
servation of the course of disease and the result of 
experiments, especially instituted to settle the doubt- 
ful questions connected with this subject. Accord- 
ing to the best of our knowledge they will, we be- 
heve, authorize the following conclusions. 

1. That the great Epidemics against which Quar- 
antines and Sanitary Cordons have been established, 
the Plague, Yellow Fever and Cholera, are neither 
contagious nor infectious. 

2. That Typhus Fever is not contagious; and 
not infectious out of its proper or Epidemic atmos- 
phere. 

3. That the diseases commonly believed to be 
contagious, such as small-pox, measles, &c., are not 
generally contagious. ‘They are infectious. ‘That 
is, they are not diffused through the community by 
personal contact; but are transmitted through the 
atmosphere from an infectious living body and re- 
ceived through the lungs by the infected person. 

The considerations above stated are we conceive 
conclusive against ‘‘the necessity or utility of a 
quarantine establishment as a means of preventing 
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or arresting the progress of contagious or infectious 
diseases.” : 

_ The total abolition of the present system of quar- 
antine regulations seems to us therefore to be de- 
manded by the public good. 

If the Quarantine Establishment should be given 
up, we think it would be necessary to have a proper 
Hospital for the reception of the poor affected with 
small pox and for those arriving by ship-board, who 
may be visited with alarming and loathsome diseases. 
Also there should, we think, be a City Physician to 
attend this hospital; to vaccinate the poor and to 
keep a watchful eye on such sources of impurity in 
the atmosphere, as are constantly arising in a large 
city. 

It might be a question, whether it would not be 
judicious to maintain some form of quarantine, in 
order to satisfy the public feeling in regard to the 
introduction of supposed infectious disease from 
abroad. | | 

~ To this question we should reply in the negative. 
Such a measure it is obvious would keep up the 
ancient prejudice in regard to contagion and thus 
cherish in the public mind a groundless and danger- 
ous apprehension. Nothing is better known than 
that fear is one of the most powerful auxiliary pre- 
disposing causes to the reception of infectious ep- 
idemics. When a disease of this kind prevails, those 
who are the most alarmed, are the most likely to be- 
come its victims: while others who fearlessly expose 
themselves to its attacks, remain unhurt amidst the 
widely spreading destruction.- To this cause we 
must attribute the comparative immunity of physi- 
cians, who deriving security from the habit of seeing 
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disease, are thought to suffer in a smaller proportion 
from these calamities, than others less exposed to 
them. 

We are happy in the belief that our community is 
too well informed to require to be amused by ficti- 
tious appearances and unnecessary regulations. 

The best protection we are able to obtain against 
the ravages of those tremendous visitations, which 
are now and then sent to scourge our race, is to be 
found neither in Cordons nor Quarantines: but in 
the removal, as much as possible, of substances which 
vitiate the atmosphere; in the preservation of per- 
sonal cleanliness; in the cultivation of temperate hab- 
its of living; in a fearless performance of our duties 
whenever they may call us; and in a perfect confi- 
dence in an all-wise overruling power.

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ORATION. 


Tue age for declamation upon the American 
Revolution has passed away. Five and sixty years 
have come and gone, since our ancestors made 
themselves free by a Declaration, followed by a sev- 
en years’ war to establish its propositions and realize 
its theories. On each successive anniversary of the 
day when that paper protest became the act of the 
American people, all over the land—in city and 
town and village, the growing millions have been 
wont to listen to its great truths, to discussion of 
its principles, its doctrines and the doings of its after- 
day of strife and sacrifice and blood and triumph 
and final peace. ‘The whole American mind, for 
more than half a century, with its native intensity 
and enthusiasm, has turned itself, periodically, to the 
associated recollections of this day; and has availed 
itself of all that they can bestow in the way of public 
speech,—Could we, indeed, divest ourselves of all 
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that repetition has thus effected upon the mind, and 
invest the moral day with a new interest, making it 
hike nature’s day, which dawns successively just like 
the preceeding, but is yet ever novel and fresh to 
the craving sense of novelty, its topics might not 
pall upon the wearied ear. But this is now impossi- 
ble. We cannot 


Roam the same old shore at will, 


In the fond faith that we are children still. 


And perhaps this exhaustion of the topic, for the pur- 
poses of public address, is owing in part to its very 
nature. ‘There are indeed depths in the soul of 
man, which may be sounded constantly and forever, 
and they will still give forth the response of intense 
emotion and undying interest. But the topics which 
can thus from age to age never exhaust or be ex- 
hausted, do not concern the temporal inierests of 
his being. ‘They belong not to history—not to the 
doings of his ancestors in field or senate—not to the 
revolutions of government—not even to the great 
ideal of Liberty, which the struggling patriot, of all 
ages, worships amid chains and beneath the very heel 
of despotism. They are of interests, which stretch 
far away from the concerns of his political to the 
realms of his spiritual existence ; and perhaps these 
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are the only topics, which, from age to age, can, m 


the way of stated public address, claim and excite 
the untired attention of mankind. 

There are other subjects and other occasions of 
oratory, which admit of the highest interest, and 
the result of which lives after them. ‘These how- 
ever are the occasions, when the immediate and mo- 
mentous interests of the present time demand and 
create high excitement. ‘The orations of Demosthe- 
nes have come down to us and to all civilized men, 
not merely because they are clothed in that indes- 
tructible tongue, which has been styled ‘shrine of 
the genius of the old world,” but mainly because a 
real business and purpose in hand, to be effected by 


speech, gave that speech a winged energy that has 


wafted it over the space of ages, and now wakes in 
the modern breast a living sympathy with those whose 
affairs were the occasion of its utterance. Such were 
the occasions of all the great remnants of oratory that 
have come to us from any age or tongue. Such 
are the great uses of public speech. When, in the 
Market-Place, the Senate, or the Forum, crowds are 
hanging upon those words which are to make or 
mar great interests; when some great politic doc- 
trine is to be laid as a corner stone deep in the 
foundations of a state, then it is, that the divine fac- 
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ulty which is in man may so utter itself, that the ut- 
terance shall live—live in the event which it creates. 
First creating, and then becoming part and sub- 
stance of the event itself, it shall be known to all 
coming time, to which the knowledge of that event 
shall reach. 

But of that lower department of oratory, devoted 
to the mere purposes of eulogium and declamation, 
little that is substantial can be predicated, among 
any people, and it soon reaches its utmost results. 
Hence, also it is, in part, that the commemoration 
of this day, by public addresses, loses its interest as 
society becomes more cultivated. 

We are not met, however, to read lectures upon 
rhetoric. But I notice these things, in passing, as 
leading naturally and appropriately to the topic 
about to be spoken of. ‘There is a decline in the 
interest with which the public ear listens to these 
addresses. But because I notice and remind you of 
this, let me not be supposed—do not suppose your- 
selyes—to be wanting in true American feeling, or 
a due share of patriotism. Who can ever feel, of 
and on this day, in any other than a spirit of deep 
gratitude to the God of Nations, that in the wisdom 
of his Providence, he permitted the meridian of a 
mid-summer’s sun to blaze down upon that immortal 


ifistrument, which the brave and great dared to enact 
in the face of day, and then to publish to the world ? 
Who can fail to exult, to praise, to bless, that he has 
caused such momentous consequences to human 
happiness to flow from that single act; that he pros- 
pered the work of those courageous men; that he 
suffered them to escape the risks and reap the glory, 
and then to go down to honored graves, leaving 
their histories embalmed in the affections of a nation, 
as, of old, the Kings of Egypt went to the stately 
chambers of their pyramid, and there lie, in their 
mortal preservation, for the reverential visits of 
many thousand years. 

We have done all that we can well do, with this 
mode of treating our history and commemorating its 
events. Yet, do I propose to forget the past? 
Would I cut loose from the great sheet-anchor of 
our destiny, and send the political and social system 
to drift over the wide waters of a boundless future, 
or on the turbulent waves of the present, careless of 
the great dead, their principles, their deeds, their re- 
nown, their example, their splendid illustration of 
the great truths of man’s political and social state ? 
Ah no—midst the hot haste and din of the present, 


‘¢ The voices of the dead 
Sound like the distant torrent’s fall.’’ 
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So far am I from depreciating history, that I main- 
tain this void which we now feel in our capacity 
to be stirred by oratorical commemoration of its 
events, to be a state of progress and _ transition 
towards a better use of all that has gone before 
us. <A far other and better thing is presently to be 
done, by and for the American people, by Ameri- 
can scholars, with the history of their country. That 
history is to be written—written in all the forms 
and for all the varied uses, in and for which the 
literature of a country chronicles the teachings of 
its life experience. ‘The laborious historian—they 
are now at their work, groping among archives 
‘“‘where the worm feedeth sweetly on treasuses 
covered by the dust of time”—he who grasps the 
remote origin and deep principles of a nation’s prog- 
ress, and with just estimate of the true impor- 
tance of minute details to the illustration of great 
events, works out the gorgeous tapestry that is to 
adorn the chambers of national glory ;—the more 
-humble compiler, whose epitome performs a useful 
office for childhood, before it is led into the greater 
halls where hang the panoramas of its country’s 
destiny ;—the faithful biographer, who portrays, with 
affectionate zeal, the action and the influence of 
some one mind, that played its noble part in the 
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great drama of the past; these and the works of 
these are to furnish the material, the stimulus and 
impulse of American historic patriotism. 

This history is to be written—it is also to be read. 
In the place of vague traditions and impressions de- 
rived from the glowing gencralities of some popular 
orator, there may be a degree of exactness of knowl- 
edge, a familarity with the doings and characters of 
our fathers, which the combined powers of the press 
and of universal education can hardly fail to achieve. 
And not for ourselves alone, is the great problem of 
our Revolution to be written out in durable historic 
form. ‘The world will be glad to knowit. Already, 
what has been done has enabled a gifted foreign 
statesman, with the instinctive appreciation that be- 
longs to the highest order of minds, to carve the 
moral features of our Washington in a gem of chaste 
and exact simplicity—as the cameo preserves the 
likeness of the greater portrait; and already by in- 
definite multiplication into other lands, it is given to 
millions to be held in the mind’s eye, and worn in 
their heart of hearts. 

Looking then upon the present state of the public 
feeling and taste, in respect of this day, as a state ol! 
transition, it will not be inappropriate to the occa- 


sion, to ask you to consider with me, in some of its 
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aspects, the true uses of American Revolutionary 
History. 

The history of a people bears the same relation to 
their present condition, tone, character and future 
destiny, as that of the individual bears to his. Of 
the single human soul, how much its present state 
and future course are shaped by what it has passed 
through, from earliest childhood to the present hour, 
is an observation familiar to all reflection and lying 
en the very surface of human life. All that it has 
done and suffered; opportunity wasted or gloriously 
improved ;_ difficulties overcome, great achieve- 
ments, wise lessons, deep joys, deeper pains; the 
long forgotten but ever influential teachings of ex- 
perience, the great teacher,—these have made the 
man, as he is and is to be, far more than any innate 
qualities. So may we image the general heart and 
mind and present state of a whole nation. It looks 
back upon noble efforts and lofty deeds; great 
maxims laid at the foundation of its institutions; 
mighty truths, reclaimed by its wise and brave, for 
it and for all mankind, from the domains of error ; 
victories on land and sea; the tribulation of its days 
of sorrow ; the councils, the teachings, the example 
of its mighty dead—heroes and sages who achieved 
for it all that it prizes as its own; and these shed a 
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light, an illustration upon its actual condition, and 
guide it to the true perception of its duty and des- 
tiny. ‘They do more,—they are essential to the right 
appreciation and true theory of its institutions. 
The institutions of no country, severed from its 
history, and taken in their actual state of the mere 
present, can ever be rightly understood, or lead to 
happy issues. If they are free, what are the limits 
of that freedom, as prescribed at their formation and 
settled by usage? If they are despotic, whence came 
the principle of oppression with which they are taint- 
ed? If they were gained by battle and victory of the 
sword, who were the men that fought that great fight 
of freedom, what did they propose to themselves, 
what did they do, what did they abstain from doing? 
Such are the inquiries to be made familiarly by men, 
who are to administer for themselves the great boon 
of public liberty, transmitted by those whose work 
is done and who now rest, in Heaven, from their 
toils. 

Hence, too, is drawn—as applied to political truth, 
the true philosophy of precedent; that high moral 
obligation to adhere to what the wise established of 
old, until what is wiser is found in the new. Hence 
the duty of looking back upon history, that inasmuch 
as the whole state of man, here on this earth, indi- 
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vidually, politically, nationally, should be one of real 
improvement, and is one of necessary connection 
with what has gone before, as well as with what is 
to come after him, while he stretches forth one hand 
to the future, he may with the other lean upon the 
past. 

All this 1s eminently true, and this use is eminent- 
ly important, with such a history as that of our 
Revolution. It is not on what was actually and 
merely done, on the fourth of July 1776, that the chief 
slory of even our exultation centres. It is not 
merely that our fathers, then and there, in the city 
of Philadelphia, hurled defiance at their sovereign, 
and demonstrated to him and the world that their 
duty of allegiance was at an end. It is not that 
they took up arms and fought bravely, and finally 
triumphed, after years of doubt and occasional de- 
feat. 

The principles upon which they proceeded, and 
which they established for future ages; their person- 
al characters and example; the objects which they 
sought; the basis whereon they placed the liberties 
for which they fought; are all subjects of inquiry as 
glorious, and far more important, than their mere 
actual deeds. Whatever, in the period of revolu- 
tionary history, illustrates these inquiries, is most 
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important to posterity. We are wont to speak of 
this day as the national birth day—the point of time, 
from which, when severed from foreign rule and 
liberated from that condition which has ever been 
the effect of proconsular governments, in all history, 
the people, their institutions, their moral, social and 
commercial conditions put on the garb and port and 
separate existeiice of a new nation. But it is not to 
be forgotten that this period was the period of a 
revolution in government; that in one and a very 
important sense, it was almost confined to a change 
in rulers—the removal of one form of government 
and the creation, for ourselves, of another. Starting 
from. the full grown pride and power and independ- 
ence of our present national existence, and tracing 
back the course of time, less than a century has 
elapsed, since in these very streets where we now 
walk in the security of our own sovereignty, a 
foreign government was seen and acknowledged in 
all the daily transactions of life, and the proud au- 
thority of this Republic was an unknown name upon 
the earth. Still farther back from this period, we 
trace our origin to the bosom of that mixed Saxon 
and Norman race, which had enthroned itself in the 
British Isles, and there we are at the national home 
of childhood. The letters, the history, the glory 
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of England—the great body of its law which cen- 
turies had built up with the fabric of its institutions, 
and which its emigrant children bore with them to 
the farthest bounds of their pilgrimage and planted 
on the remotest soil—are all ours. From the days 
of Alfred, forward through more than seven cen- 
turies, institutions, laws and customs had their origin 
in England, which are now spread over the states 
of this Union, wrought into the habits and interests 
of the people. ‘The Revolution is therefore obvious- 
ly to be regarded in two aspects. In one view, the 
period was the period of a sudden disrupture of the 
colonial from the parent state. It 1s most obviously 
important, therefore, to mark, in the history and do- 
ings of that time, how much of all that constituted 
the political and social condition, was torn away with 
that revulsion; to discriminate between mere Revo- 
lution in the forms of government and an overthrow 
of the main structure of society; in short, to note 
how much was spared, while much was removed. 
Now it is notorious, that our fathers conducted this 
Revolution, against the king’s government and not 
against the institutions of the country. They tore 
up no ancient landmarks, except those which de- 
noted the state of colonial bondage. ‘They proceed- 
ed with the machinery of society as they found it. 
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The provincial and continental authorities displaced 
those of the crown, and went on to arm the country 
for civil war, without loosening any of the bonds 
which held society together. Without resorting to 
the fiction under which the Parliament of Charles I. 
made war upon the king in the king’s name, they 
took up arms for an independent government of 
their own, and not to eradicate the spirit or institu- 
tions of that civilization which they had derived from 
home. When in the Declaration of Independence 
they set forth the whole substance of the controversy 
and the objects at which they aimed; moving on 
some of the most solid principles of the British Con- 
stitution, as well as the inalienable rights of man, 
they clearly demonstrated that their design was to 
‘institute new government ;” but not to go beyond 
what the abolition of the old forms required. 

It will be asked, what is the import of this to the 
present time ? 

Not to give it any practical bearing upon any 
modern subject, I cannot but think that this forbear- 
ance, whether it was the purpose of a wise forecast, 
or the happy tendency of the national temper, or the 
result of circumstances, was most fortunate for the 
country. _ [I cannot but think that we owe to it, as 
much as to the lucky accidents of our position and our 
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vast physical resources, what the country has become. 
Certain and manifest it is, that we owe to it the fact, 
that when the country was freed by the final accom- 
plishment of Revolution, society did not have to be 
reconstructed from its foundation; that only a form 
of government had to be framed; and that immedi- 
ately and, as if from a goal on the race course, the 
young giant started on his career. Let us suppose 
—not that our fathers, from the imperious necessity 
of their position, or from a depraved appetite for 
destruction and overthrow, had uprooted the whole 
foundations of the social state—but that with an aim 
to be thorough in their work, stimulated by some 
degree of political hatred, they had banished all that 
they could, of British origin, save their language 
and their blood. ‘To narrow the hypothesis to a 
single iljustration, let us imagine that when the last 
band of British soldiery left the shore, the American 
people had cast after them into the sea the whole 
body of the Law of England: and had then turned 
to construct for themselves, out of nothing, a juris- 
prudence, upon which to found the social and politi- 
cal relations of the country. ‘Think you, that in less 
than three quarters of a century, this country could 
have reached its present height? Think you, that 
without history to draw from, without precedent and 
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ancient usage, without an unwritten law from the 
expansive principles of which public and _ private 
rights could derive definition and adjustment, you 
would have scen this harmonious developement of 
society that is now going on? ‘Think you that the 
public and international relations of the country 
could have acquired that dignity which now belongs 
to them, and that the new Republic, of a little more 
than sixty years standing among nations, could have 
spoken—as it has lately spoken—to the parent state, 
in terms of an absolute equality and with a moral 
power which may supersede the use of arms ? 

But this topic, more abstract than perhaps befits 
the occasion, would lead to remote speculations. 
Suffice it to say, that in viewing the revolutionary 
history of the country, it is equally important and 
interesting to note what was carefully preserved, as 
well as to exult over what was bravely overthrown. 

The other aspect in which this period of our his- 
tory is to be viewed is, of course, as the period of 
assuming a separate national existence and charac- 
ter. It has been somewhat fashionable, of late 
years, especially with orators on this anniversary, to 
bring the period when the idea of absolute independ- 
ence and separation from Great Britain began to be 


entertained, down to very near the eve of the Decla- 
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ration. In straining this point, we have overlooked 
important facts in the constitutional history of the 
country. Doubtless, Independence had not become 
the fixed determination of the people, for any con- 
siderable time before it was enacted by them through 
their Representatives. When James Otis argued, for 
the inhabitants of this town, the great cause against 
writs of assistance, fifteen years before the Declara- 
tion, perhaps neither he nor any others of the lead- 
ing men of that day, entertained the project of 
separation from England. ‘There existed, too, we 
know, among all classes, after all, a deep affection 
for the mother country, which made them reluctant 
to sever ancient ties; an affection for the old original 
stock of the British blood in the British people ; of 
which Jefferson and his coadjutors—drafting the De- 
claration—felt it necessary to say, ‘‘ we must endea- 
vor to forget our former love for them, and to hold 
them as we hold the rest of mankind, enemies in 
war, in peace friends.” Still, the whole constitution- 
al position of the American people, as having rights 
and liberties independent of the will of king, parlia- 
ment, or people of England, had been matter of pub- 
lic discussion long before the first overt acts of inde- 
pendence. It had been broached in the discussions 
srowing out of the Charters: and still later, if we 
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may trust what has survived to us of Otis’s celebrat- 
ed argument, it was as fully and completely claimed 
by him, as it was afterwards in the Declaration. Of 
that memorable oration, although little more has 
reached us than tradition of an immense energy, en- 
riched by vast learning and stimulated by a courage 
fearless of all consequences, enough is preserved to 
show, that the idea of rights inherent in the people 
of America as a distinct people, was familiar to his 
mind. The whole argument drawn from the law of 
nature with a force and vehemence which it had 
never known before; the planting of these colonies 
by their founders—or, as he magnificently phrased 
it, the ‘“‘disforesting bare creation’’—by the sweat 
of their own brows, at the hazard of their own lives, 
without aid or comfort from the Government of 
England, or from England itself, as a nation; the 
broad distinctions recognized from time to time in 
charters and statutes between the people of the colo- 
nies and the people of the realm; above all, the 
tyranny of taxation without representation, a maxim 
caught from fis lips and rung through the land; 
were all pressed by him to the service of his posi- 
tions, and show that he looked upon his countrymen 
as of right entitled to a separate national existence. 

Henry too in Virginia, with less of scholarship than 
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his accomplished northern contemporary, but with 
the same patriotic purpose and with a fire of soul all 
his own, had been accustomed to treat the relations 
between the people of America and the people of 
England in the same manner, and to declare the 
same principles. So had Jefferson and the rest of 
the great band; and when they went into council, 
to concentrate the energies of their country, for the 
struggle, however reluctantly on some accounts they 
might have taken the step, they went possessed of 
the whole argument, and spoke as the representa- 
tives of a people already sovereign. ‘There is in their 
language a full tone of nationality, founded on im- 
pregnable positions of law and justice, which renders 
it impossible to regard the Declaration as the scheme 
of men who had suddenly resolved on the overthrow 
of existing forms of government. 

It might indeed have cost them an effort and a 
pang. We may well credit all the accounts that have 
reached us of the contending emotions which agitat- 
ed their hearts. Bitter tears may have flowed; 
doubts may have wrestled with their souls; dim 
visions of the scaffold may have loomed in the hori- 
son of the future; and it may have needed all the 
eloquence of the grand impetuous Virginian, to 
sweep them on to their purpose. But all this only 
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shows that they were men of principle, whose pur- 
posed enterprise was full of dangers which they 
might well dread, but to which they were impelled 
by the highest law that can govern human nature— 
a law, which alone in all the realities of existence 
realizes the ancient fiction of destiny—the law of 
duty. ‘That enterprise was to declare, by solemn en- 
actment, what this whole people already felt in its 
inmost consciousness, the sovereign rights and char- 
acter of an independent nation. Declaring these 
things, they spoke of deep and immutable rights; 
of the most transcendant interests of man’s temporal 
existence; of fundamental laws, to which, in civil 
society, he is rarely driven, but by the intolerable 
abuses to which it sometimes gives birth. ‘They 
had been more than human, or they had been dis- 
honest men, not to have been moved. ‘The mere 
conspirator, seeking personal agrandizement in rev- 
olution, rarely deals much with principles. A few 
catch-words, thrown among the multitude whose 
passions are his most powerful machinery, are all the 
resources of an intellectual kind of which he has 
need. Hence, a degree of coolness in his proceed- 
ings, and a calmness in approaching danger, un- 
known to men who appeal heartily to the under- 
standings of mankind—who stir in themselves and 
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others the depths of human reason, and with its 
reason the strongest emotions of the human heart. 
The grand principle illustrated in the assumption 
by our ancestors of a separate national existence, 
the grand doctrine in political science then estab- 
lished, was the right in mankind to change or abol- 
ish the government over them. ‘This right seems to 
us, of this day, one of the plainest of all truths. Ac- 
customed to the direct action of the popular will upon 
the administrators of government, accustomed even 
to changes in fundamental laws by the action of ma- 
jorities, we may be disposed to marvel at the doubts 
which honest patriots have entertained, and to sneer, 
in our haughty democracy, at the pretensions 
which kings and rulers of the earth have set up. 
Yet you shall take this abstract question and sit 
down in the closet, to debate it in the seriousness of 
an honest heart, and you will find that there are few 
questions in moral or political science more difficult 
of solution, and when solved, few more difficult of 
application to circumstances. ‘That governments, 
existing, have a right to exist; that it is their duty 
to preserve their powers and to continue to govern; 
that loyalty, like the principle of gallantry in man to 
woman, though kept alive by a sentiment, is found- 
ed in something deeper than a sentiment: and that 
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revolution must ever be a state of rights conflicting 
with rights, to end, by God’s blessing, with the tri- 
umph of the greater rights of mankind; are all pro- 
positions to which your inquiries and convictions will 
be led. On the other hand, you will meet the obvi- 
ous fact, that governments exist for the advantage of 
mankind, and that when they cease to perform their 
proper functions of promoting justice and happiness, 
there must be a right to remove them. ‘This seems 
to be the whole substance of the matter. But hav- 
ing arrived at this, there are vast difficulties in the 
application. Where to draw the line ; when to de- 
eide that a greater wrong is done by submission than 
would be done by resistance: and to see clearly the 
guiding object of human happiness and right, that is 
to be set on high, as the pillar of fire—have tasked 
the powers and tried the souls of patriots and mar- 
tyrs in all past time, who have gained any point of 
human liberty, or left to it the blessing of their ex- 
ample. 

Difficult and weighty as was this question, it was 
settled by the American Revolution. It was then 
tried and settled for the first time, upon discussion, 
principle and argument, before the wager of battle 
into which the issue was merged. There is no 
other country, with the exception of England, in 
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whose history prior to the same period, there is 
found any analogous proceeding. Even in Eng- 
land, until the Revolution which dethroned the first 
Charles Stuart, there does not begin to be any so- 
lution of this question, and it needs but a glance 
into history, to see that a parallel question was not 
then raised. ‘The Parliament, at first, proceeded 
against the King, without any at least open design 
of overthrowing his government. A civil war fol- 
lowed; but before it was concluded and before the 
- question of a fundamental change in the government 
could be fairly raised before the people and decided 
by the people, a military despotism had in fact fast- 
ened itself upon the country. ‘The trial and execu- 
tion of the King, against some of the plainest prin- 
ciples of the constitution, is no more an illustration 
of the nght to institute new government, than any 
other judicial murder which stains the pages of his- 
tory. ‘The King being dead, a government followed, 
which can in no sense be regarded as the deliberate 
enactment or creation of the people. 

Nor was there any discussion of this direct ques- 
tion, which really amounts to a fair issue upon the 
subject. Pamphlets were produced on both sides, 
for and against the divine right of Kings; but the 
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question of deliberately remodelling their govern- 
ment was never fairly before the people. 

It is needless to say that the Revolution which 
placed William and Mary upon the throne, did 
not settle this question. Nothing more was then 
done, than to change the succession; a proceeding 
not unknown in monarchies before, partially recog- 
nised at the time, as was supposed, in the British 
Constitution, but constituting a case clearly dis- 
tinguishable from a total abolition of the form of 
the government itself. 

It was reserved for that portion of the British 
_race seated on this continent and who had then be- 
come the American people, to propound, illustrate 
and establish this right, before the world. ‘The cir- 
cumstances in which they were placed tested the 
question to its fullest extent. ‘They were colonies— 
a portion of empire, which, in all theories of govern- 
ment, ancient and modern, had been held in a state 
of political servitude. Imperial Rome had set its 
foot upon the necks of its provincial subjects; and 
the modern nations of Europe, until a very recent 
time, seem to have shaped their colonial systems 
upon the same model of proud, but mistaken policy. 
On the other hand, our ancestors were a people 


who had proceeded from the fréest country on earth. 
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English liberty, as it had been gained in the success- 
ive struggles of many ages, was their birthright.. 
The common law—which, divested of some of its 
feudal principles, is the very nursing fountain of 
freedom—with all the jealous sanctity in which it 
clothes individual rights, and with all the vigilance 
and bold outline with which it defines the several 
powers and functions of the state, had accompanied 
and entrenched them in their new country. To 
that country they had come, not by direction, or 
even sanction of the parent state, to enlarge the 
bounds of empire, but upon their own enterprise, for 
their own purposes. Here, they had grown to a 
numerous and great people, and here they prepared, 
on the grandest scale, to try a high question of hu- 
man right, to stand in history as a precedent for all 
‘ after times. 

But now mark how the manner, in which this 
great right of revolution was claimed and exercised, 
defines, for future guidance, its limits and occasions, 
and distinguishes public virtue from public crime. 
The proceeding, by which the form and authority 
of the government were abrogated, was the pro- 
ceeding of a whole people, not of sections or fac- 
tions. The eminent men, who played the great 
parts of that drama, were not leaders, ambitious of 
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whatever a new order of things would bring to 
them, of gain, or office, or distinction. ‘They were 
rather the exponents and representatives of their 
time and country, the instruments raised up for the 
wants of their age. No man, or set of men, in any 
part of the world, no writer, of any subsequent time, 
has charged them with sinister designs. ‘They 
stand acquitted of this, before mankind. ‘The act of 
revolution was the act of a nation: first ascertaining 
upon deliberate inquiry, that it had the right of self- 
government, and that government by others was in- 
tolerable, because happiness and justice where set at 
nought, and then proceeding manfully to the battle 
for the right. Right, too, and principle, of the high- 
est grade, were the motives on which they fought, 
for we all remember that the actual and immediate 
grievance was less injurious than the violation of 
principles which it involved. 

This is the case, and this alone, which can justify 
revolution, civil war and their attendant evils. A 
mere ambition to be great, in individuals, or in 
masses; a passion to fill a large space on the theatre 
of the world, can never assume the lofty claims and 
secure the solid results of liberty. What is that 
Liberty for which men have fought in the field— 
about which they have speculated} in the closet, and 
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which they sometimes hail as did the Ephesians, call- 
ing on their goddess of the free and stirring chase. 
Liberty, they cry, great is Liberty! oh Liberty, in 
thy name have not men done great deeds? Have 
they not dethroned kings and cast out tyrants and 
done many wonderful works? Shall not thy ample 
portion be our inheritance? Shall we not be thy 
sons? who shall gain say us? And when the cry is 
loudest, there comes from the far centre of everlast- 
ing Truth an oracle for their instruction. Liberty, it 
answers, is my ordination. It is based on principle 
—on law, whose ‘voice is the harmony of the world 
and whose seat is in the bosom of God.’ It is not 
your will—not your passion for glory. It is not in 
the voices of majorities—not in democracy, not in 
oligarchy. It is in Justice—ordained before major- 
ities were counted; attainable by the pure unbiassed 
reason of mankind, but existing independent of that 
reason, and so not lost, when men have lost the high 
perception of its truths. 

One of the chief characteristics of the revolution- 
ary period, to be studied and prized by us of this 
generation—by all generations—was the nationality 
of its patriotism. ‘There were unquestionably local 
interests to be conciliated and local claims to be 
considered, in the civil and military arrangements of 
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the time. But this intensity of zeal for sectional in- 
terests is a thing of modern growth. You may look 
into the history of the Revolution, and although you 
recognize there occasionally what were then as now 
the peculiarities of our political and geographical 
situation, you no where find an impracticable dog- 
matism in the assertion of local claims. One wide 
general spirit of national feeling absorbed the inter- 
ests of the whole country. It may be said that a 
common danger, a common object against a com- 
mon enemy, united all sections in one effort; and 
that therefore the public spirit displayed in the con- 
duct of individuals wears more the appearance of a 
wider patriotism, than seems to belong to public 
conduct in these “‘piping times of peace.” Let this 
be admitted, to some extent. Still you may find in 
the patriotism of that time, an elevation, a spirit of 
self sacrifice, a broad national feeling, which the 
pressure of common dangers will not alone account 
for, and which must be taken as the evidence of a 
loftier public tone of action and feeling, than is, 
sometimes, since exhibited. How clearly it shines | 
forth in the writings of Washington ; who, from the 
time when he denied all communication from the 
British officers, until they addressed him as the Com- 
mander in Chief of the armies of America, down to 
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that graceful and wise Farewell with which he turn- 
ed away to the shades of Mount Vernon, never 
ceased to embrace his whole country in his great 
paternal heart. 

But lest it be said that Washington, in his military 
life, had practical need to unite the country by the 
cultivation of national feeling, or that in both his 
military and civil life he towers, as an example, 
above the level of all other men in history, let me 
remind you that something of the same spirit was 
not wanting in the general character of his time. 
Others, of lesser note, were animated by it, as you 
well know: and I have not rightly read such of the 
history of this land as I know, if it was not a charac- 
teristic of the revolutionary age. 

But whether we look for it to the general spirit of 
the time, or to the great exemplars of the age, it is 
the cultivation of that spirit which is to saye this vast 
republic from falling into speedy dissolution—from 
crumbling into magnificent fragments of empire, to 
lie strewn across a continent that now owns its wide 
and free dominion. It is impossible to look abroad 
upon public affairs, without seeing causes at work 
which may divide this country into parts. The in- 
tensity with which peculiar interests are pursued, 
and the consequent creation of counter interests and

a supposed necessary rivalry; the ambition of those 
who play upon sectional feeling as if it were 


‘<¢ A pipe for fortune’s finger, 


To sound what stop she please ; ”’ 


the indiscretion which pushes interference where 
the passions and rights of others—the most formida- 
ble union on earth—are instantly roused ; are some 
of the causes which threaten the national stability 
and peace. Nothing can stay these causes from 
quickly producing their effect, but the spint of mod- 
eration, of compromise, and that elevated states- 
manship in the ambitious, which is both able and 
willing to serve the whole country. For the cultiva- 
tion of this spirit, the people at large are responsible. 
They are responsible, because they can make their 
interests conform to its requisitions. ‘They are re- 
sponsible ; because they can make their servants 
obey its dictates. If men will seek public station 
and responsibility, let them be made to feel that a 
wide and national, not a narrow and sectional patri- 
otism is the price which they are to pay for distine- 
tion; and let them be dismissed to disgrace and 
obscurity, if they are unequal to this high tone of 
character. 

Such, oh countrymen, seem to me to be some of 
the lessons to be read on that instructive page, 
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whereon is recorded the history of the Revolution. 
The theme grows upon us as we advance in it, and 
far exceeds the limits of such an occasion as this. 
Called, in accordance with a long established usage, 
to speak of what might be appropriate to this anni- 
versary, | could not entertain you with that general 
declamation which has merely tended to inflate the 
national vanity. I repeat the assertion, that the time 
for this manner of treating our history has passed 
away. ‘Lhe mind craves a deeper insight, a more 
exact knowledge, a more conscientious appreciation 
and application of the past, than mere oratory can 
reach. Happy is it, if oratory can stimulate to some 
such uses of the past, in the intensely absorbed and 
apparently forgetful present. History, that ‘ philo- 
sophy teaching by example,” appeals to us with a 
persuasive authority to be true to the destiny shaped 
for us in this great beginning. Looking back then 
upon the past and forward to the future, trusting that 
what began in glory may issue in honor—that what 
was so deeply founded in principle, in reason, in love 
of country, in the highest interests of human nature, 
may endure through whatever perils it shall meet, so 
that it shall accomplish its full and perfect work for 
all of the family of man within our borders—let us 
take counsel of Hope. Behold her, as she stands— 
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the firm, brave, but gentle spirit—leaning on that 
anchor, the emblem of her soul, with her calm eye 
reading in the depths of the upper Heaven what it 
has ordained for man. 

Hazard not, she says, the existence of those insti- 
tutions, in the perpetuity of which, alone, is the only 
chance of Freedom for those who are not already 
free. ‘Trust in the gradual expansion and _ perfec- 
tion of socicty, in the light of religion, letters, truth 
and law. ‘Trust in God. Be content with that in- 
stumentality, in the cause of human improvement, 
which he assigns to the men of a single age. Grasp 
not at his prerogative, by aiming to monopolize the 
whole work. Remember that never yet has there 
been an evil, to which the learning, the power and 
resources of a people have addressed themselves with 
faith and patience and calmness of endeavor, and in 
the true spirit of their institutions, which He has 
not removed. Be faithful—be patient. Ages may 
roll away, before the work is perfected, but it will 
be done. Hear the warning voices of your fathers, 
as they bend from their seats on high— 


Trust Him, as we trusted, 


Then rest, as we rest. 
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REPORTS. 


To the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Boston. 


The Judge of Probate, the Judge of the Municipal 
Court, and the Justices of the Police Court, being 
constituted by the 143 Chap. of the Revised Statutes 
Inspectors of Prisons for the County of Suffolk, have 
during the present month of June, in obedience to 
the 30th section of said statutes, ‘visited and in- 
spected the Jail, the House of Correction and all 
other places of imprisonment and confinement estab- 
lished by law, in the City of Boston.” 

The Deputy Keeper of the Jail, Master of the 
House of Correction and the Superintendents of the 
House of Industry, of the Boston Lunatic Hospital, 
and of the House for Juvenile Offenders, have sever- 
ally made returns to the Inspectors of the manage- 
ment and condition of the Institutions, over which 
they preside, since the last inspection. ‘The provi- 
sions of law for the government of the several insti- 
tutions appear to the Inspectors to have been faith- 
fully observed, and they have discovered no neglect 
or violations of law. 

The Inspectors respectfully submit the following 
detailed reports of their inspection of the several 
places of confinement, visited by them within the 
City. 


A REPORT ON PRISONS. [ June, 


THE COMMONWEALTH’S JAIL. 


On the first day of June instant, the Inspectors vis- 
ited the Jail. Nathaniel Cooledge is Deputy Keep- 
er, under the Sheriff; Isaac A. Cooledge, ‘Turnkey ; 
James M. Pike, Cook; Nabby Hiscock, Washer and 
Ironer, and George A. Cooledge, Whitewasher and 
Labourer. ‘The Inspectors conversed with each 
prisoner, apart from the keepers, and carefully ex- 
amined the arches, passage-ways, cells, kitchen and 
yard. Entire satisfaction was expressed by every 
prisoner with the quantity and quality of his food, 
and with the treatment he received from the Keeper 
and other Officers. The arches and cells occupied 
are all whitewashed once a month, and were as clean 
and neat, as is practicable, where there is a con- 
stant succession of prisoners, who are taken from the 
filthiest residences in the City. The health of the 
prisoners has been generally good, since the last in- 
spection. Some have been committed, who were 
diseased; but were soon transferred to the House of 
Correction and other penitentiaries. Two prisoners 
viz. William Turner and Patrick Riley died, soon af- 
ter they were committed, from the effects of habitual 
intemperance. 

The prisoners are furnished with a sufficient quan- 
tity of wholesome food, well cooked, three times a 
day; with clean water for drink and washing; with 
necessary beds and bedding; with clean shirts and 
towels, once a week and oftener if necessary; with 
apparartus for shaving and with a bucket and cover 
to be emptied into a vault in the yard. No insane 
person has been committed. No wet clothes are 
dried within the prison. Males and females and 
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debtors and criminals are kept separate. Only one 
criminal is kept in a room, except when charged 
with minor offences ‘and there is a want of cells for 
separate confinement. No spirituous liquors. have 
been introduced, into the Jail. Each prisonor is fur- 
nished with a bible. Strict subordination and obedi- 
ence to the law and the rules of the prison have pre- 
vailed, since the last inspection. 

Since the last inspection, a great improvement has 
been introduced, by the substitution of iron bedsteads 
for the wooden bunks heretofore used. ‘They are 
similar to those in the House of Correction, differing 
only in the substitution of iron bands, instead of a 
sacking. ‘They are said by the prisoners to be much 
easier to lie on, than those previously in use. It is, 
now, easier to keep the cells clean and exclude ver- 
min. ‘hey are more elevated, than the old dormito- 
ries, and give the prisoner a better air, while in bed.

December 1841, and this inspection on the Ist of

HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


On the 2d of June instant, the Inspectors visited 
and inspected this Institution. Three persons only 
were in confinement under sentence of Court ;. all of 
them females, two of whom had nursing children. 
They expressed entire satisfaction with their treat- 
ment. Only such persons, as are unable to work 
from age or bodily infirmity, or females with nursing 
children, are sent to this institution. 

Fifteen persons have been confined there under 
sentence of the Courts, since the last inspection. All 
of them, with the exception of one or two, were una- 
ble to work, or take care of themselves, and were a 
burden to the establishment. As regards discipline, 
cleanliness, employment and improvement, food and 
clothing, they have been treated in the same manner, 
as those, who have been admitted as paupers. 

The inspectors are happy to learn from the Super- 
intendent, that at this season and under the present 
circumstances of the establishment, all, who are able 
to work, can be beneficially and productively em- 
ployed. ‘The general good order and efficiency of 
the institution were apparent to the inspectors.

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HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


On the second day of June inst., the Inspectors 
visited the House of Correction. ‘They carefully in- 
spected all the apartments in each building, the dor- 
mitories, kitchen, bakery, laundry, hospital and work- 
shops; and the yard and garden. They conversed 
with each prisoner, apart from the Master and other 
officers, touching their condition, and gave them op- 
portunity and leave to make any representations re- 
specting the treatment they received, which they 
deemed cause of complaint. Some of the males de- 
sired a greater quantity of food, especially of meat; 
but the Inspectors were satisfied, that the rations they 
received, were the same in quantity and quality, which 
had, for a long time, been furnished to the prisoners, 
and that they were sufficient, not only for the preser- 
vation, but the improvement of health. The Physi- 
cian, Dr. Butler, as well as the Master, has an eye 
constantly to the health of the prisoners and the means 
of preserving and improving it. ‘lwo of the stone 
cutters complained of punishment, by the applica- 
tion of the shower bath. Both admitted a cause for 
the infliction, but thought it insufficient to merit the 
punishment. ‘The inspectors, on ascertaining the 
circumstances, were satisfied the punishment was de- 
served, and necessary for the preservation of order 
and for enforcing prompt obedience. 

The same means referred to in former reports, 
are continued for the moral and religious improve- 
ment of the inmates. ‘lhe Chaplain, Rev. Charles 
Cleaveland, conducts the religious services of the 
Chapel on the Sabbath, and the Rev. Louis Dwight 
has charge of the Sunday School. ‘This Institution 
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seems to the inspectors to be faultless, in all its de- 
partments. It has uniformly been the subject of ad- 
miration and eulogy, not only by the inspectors, but 
by all, who have visited it. ‘To particularise would 
be to repeat our expressions of approbation, contain- 
ed in former reports. Every part of the Institution, 
as well as the persons and deportment of the prison- 
ers, gave proof of the constant attention of the 
Directors and Master, to cleanliness, health, order 
and discipline, and to the selection of employments 
most conducive to the health, comfort and improve- 
ment of the prisoners and benefit of the institution. 
The Hospital now completed and occupied, as a 
part of the establishment, is probably not equalled 
by any in the country for convenience, neatness and 
comfort. 

The Master of the House has made a return of 
the prisoners and the government and employment 
of them, since the last inspection. We give the fol- 
lowing details, which the statutes of the Common- 
wealth have made it our duty to ascertain and re- 
port. 


HEALTH. 


The Inspectors are happy to state, that general 
health has prevailed, since the last inspection. ‘There 
are now confined in the Hospital 4 males and 9 fe- 
males, whose complaints are, as follows,

The average number of days lost by sickness, has 
been, by the males 7, by the females 10. The preva- 
lent diseases are such, as are the natural result of 
habits of intemperance and debauchery. ‘That por- 
tion of the new Hospital, intended for females, is of 
the same size and construction, as that of the males; 
and has, since our last report, been finished and fur- 
nished, and is now occupied. ‘The Physician visits 
the patients once each day and as much oftener, as 
occasion requires. Every prisoner is daily furnished - 
with pure water for drinking. ‘The apartments are 
heated, when the weather requires it. Beds and 
bedding are constantly supplied, sufficient to render 
all comfortable. Wet clothes are never hung in any 
room used for other purposes. 


CLEANLINESS. 


The apartments and prisoners were clean and 
neat. ‘Thorough personal cleanliness is required of 
every prisoner, and the laws and regulations of the 
institution, named in our previous reports, are duly 
observed and enforced for its preservation. ‘There 
is a supply of clean water for washing ; and a change 
' of linen once a week; and an observance of the law 
in relation to vaults and buckets. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


The employments are the same, as have been 
heretofore pursued and reported by us. ‘The erec- 
tion of a Hospital to be connected with the House 
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of Industry, has furnished employment, since Jan- 
uary last, for nearly all the carpenters, as well as 
several other mechanics and many laborers. 

A new shop and office for the House of Correc- 
tion have been furnished, since our last inspection.

DISCIPLINE. 


No change has taken place, in this respect, since 
our last report. ‘The shower bath is still administer- 
ed with due care and caution, and is found effectual 
to secure performance of duty and prompt submis- 
sion to the regulations of the institution. No other 
corporal punishment is inflicted. In no instance, is 
more, than one person, confined in the same apart- 
ment. No spirituous liquor is brought into the pri- 
son, except as a medicine and by order of the Phy- 
sician.

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BOSTON LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


The Inspectors made their semi annual visit to 
this Institution, on the third day of June instant. 
They examined all the apartments, enclosures and 
dependencies belonging to the establishment; and 
conversed with the Superintendent, Steward, and 
Matron, on the condition of the Institution and its 
inmates at that time, and since the last inspection. 
They also saw all the inmates, and conversed with 
those, who were in a state of mind to render it 
proper. 

The Inspectors were most favourably impressed 
with the cleanliness, neatness and order, which pre- 
vailed throughout the premises; and with the zeal 
and unanimity of the Superintendent, Steward and 
Matron, in the discharge of their delicate and im- 
portant trusts. ‘The institution seems to be in suc- 
cessful action for the cure, relief or mitigation of one 
of the greatest maladies, which afflict the human 
race. Of its claims on the community for sympathy 
and, support, the Inspectors have spoken at some 
length in former reports, and need not enlarge on 
the subject now. It has become an established and 
prosperous institution. By the annexed tables it ap- 
pears, that since the last inspection, on 4th of De- 
cember last, twenty three insane patients have been 
admited to the Hospital; of whom twelve had been 
insane less than one year, and eleven for more than 
one year. During the same period thirteen have 
been discharged ; of whom seven had recovered, one 
improved, and one not improved, three died and one 
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had eloped. The whole number now in the Hos- 
pital is one hundred and seven, viz. Males, fifty 
seven, Females, fifty. Of these, twelve are cases of 
a duration less, than one year. ‘The excess of ad- 
mission over discharges is ten, giving that number of 
inmates more, than they were at the inspection in 
December. 

There have been three deaths; two by chronic 
disease of long standing; and one suicide, by stran- 
gulation; the only case of suicide, which has oc- 
cured in the Hospital. The general health of the 
inmates has been good; but few cases of illness 
having occurred, and those of short duration. 

In reviewing the history of the Hospital for the 
last six months, the fact, which would probably alone 
attract the notice of the casual observer, is, that in 
an institution established mainly for the safe keeping 
of incurables, seven cases of recent insanity have 
been discharged, recovered; and twelve cases have 
been received of a duration less, than a year, and 
consequently within the reach of medical treatment. 
When we consider the crowded condition of the 
Hospital and the necesities of an increasing com- 
munity, the importance of this demonstration of the 
utility of the Hospital is evident. But there is an- 
other result, less evident to the many, which at- 
tracted the attention of the Inspectors, and is no less 
important in its beneficial results; namely, the con- 
tinued improvement of the incurable patients. It 
has been too often forgotten, in the treatment of this 
disease, that it is a duty and worthy of the highest effort 
of the medical faculty, to sooth and relieve the men- 
tal sufferings of the patient, where the hope of cure 


is extinct. To relieve the mind of the lunatic of his 
4 
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false and terrific imaginings, and dissipate his fear- 
ful forebodings by the magic of a few kind and 
cheering words, is the office of the highest benev- 
olence. We should see in the Lunatic not the ‘ in- 
curable pauper,” as some have termed them; but 
the sick, who if not diseased, would ask of us no 
charity. The error still prevails to some extent, that 
nothing in medical or moral treatment is available to 
the acknowledged incurable. ‘These views the Su- 
perintendent has endeavoured to apply and illustrate 
in his practice. ‘The beneficial results are, we think, 
apparent in the diminution of excitability and irri- 
tability ; and in the increase of quietness and willing 
ness to submit to control. Hence injury to the build- 
ing or furniture, destruction of garments, breaking 
of glass or crockery are events of rare occurence. 
The application of restraints of any kind are more 
and more brief and unusual. ‘Thus the willingness 
and capacity of the patients to assist, in the domestic, 
and other duties of the House, are increased; and 
the result brought to bear beneficially on those re- 
cently committed, by the force of sympathy and ex- 
ample. ‘Thus they become powerful auxiliaries to 
remedial measures. | 
On the day of inspection, of one hundred and 
seven patients, supposed to be as insane and difficult 
of control as any in New England or elsewhere, 
three only were under restraint, one confined to her 
room, one with the straps loosely applied, and one 
with the apron with continuous sleeves. Evidence of 
the docility of the patients is found in the fact, 
that all the making and mending of the male and fe- 
male clothing is done by the patients, with the aid 
and supervision of a single seamstress and the occa- 
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sional assistance of one of the female attendants; and 
that all the washing and ironing of the family is done 
by one female patient under the direction of a single, 
Laundress. The grading and finishing of the grounds 
the cultivation of the garden, the erection of out 
houses and sawing of wood furnish, at present, ample 
occupation for the available labour of the males. 

The superintendent states, in his return, ‘Of the 
influence of the religious services on the Sabbath and 
week days, I have before spoken freely. Every 
day’s experience convinces me, more and more, of 
the correctness of the views, then expressed, consid- 
ered simply, as a remedial measure, and as a col- 
lateral aid in enforcing self control. I would on no 
account consent to their discontinuance.” ‘The 
Board of Visitors have directed the spacious room in 
the centre building, left vacant, to be finished and 
furnished for a chapel; an accomodation, which the 
increasing number of attendants on worship renders 
very desirable. 

The washing and ironing rooms are found to be a 
great convenience. ‘The cooking apparatus, in the 
kitchen, now works admirably well. It is compact, 
efficient, and economical. 

The urgent necessity of a ‘solitary, ’’ explained in 
our last report, was forcibly illustrated, at the time of 
our visit. A female patient had had a succession of 
Epileptic fits, of unusual severity. She became 
much excited and her screams and exclamations for 
several days, and at the time of our visit, disturbed 
the household exceedingly, more or less exciting 
every patient in that wing of the Hospital. Every ef- 
fort becomes necessary on such an occurrence, to pre- 
serve quiet and good order. ‘The restoration of a

recent and curable patient has, not unfrequently, 
been retarded and endangered by such an occurence. 

With a view to amusement and improvement, the 
Matron on Thursday, of every other week, has a 
party of the female patients in the parlours of the 
Superintendent. ‘Those are invited, who by in- 
dustry and regular deportment have recommended 
themselves to favor. About twenty five are usually 
assembled, who with the members of the family make 
a pleasant social circle. Needle and knitting work 
is prepared for each ; some interesting story is read ; 
simple refreshment offered; and these with music 
and occasional dancing, make the party eagerly an- 
ticipated by all. 

Thanks are due to several gentlemen for valuable 
donations of books for the use of the Hospital. The 
books are in demand by the patients. The Inspec- 
tors are of opinion, that care and judgement should 
be used in the selection of books for the use of the 
inmates. ‘They ought to be of a tranquilizing and 
soothing rather than of an exciting character. 

‘The Garden this season furnishes a pleasant resort 
for the patients. ‘Thanks are due to the friends of 
the Institution, especially to the Messrs. Winship of 
Brighton, and J. W. Boot, Esq. of the City, from 
whom numerous varieties of rare and beautiful shrubs 
and flowers have been received for the Garden.

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HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


The Inspectors, on the fourteenth of June, inst., 
made their semi annual visit to the House, establish- 
ed by the Legislature, by an act passed 4th March, 
1826, “for the reception, instruction, employment 
and reformation of Juvenile Offenders.” ‘They in- 
spected the institution by making a careful examina- 
tion of all the apartments within the House, of the 
work shop, the yard, garden and other dependencies ; 
and by visiting the inmates, at their several employ- 
ments, and by conversing with each of them assem- 
bled in their school room. 

Every part of the premises presented to the obser- 
vation of the Inspectors evidence of cleanliness, 
neatness, order and domestic economy. ‘The per- 
sons of the inmates were clean and neat, and their 
deportment indicative of order, industry and entire 
subordination. ‘The Inspectors conversed with each 
of the inmates, apart from the superintendent and 
other persons employed in the institution, and gave 
them leave to make representation of any supposed 
grievances. No complaints were made, and appar- 
ent satisfaction pervaded the establishment. ‘The 
Superintendent, Silas Jones, Esq., furnished all the 
information sought for, respecting the government, 
deportment and condition of the inmates, since the 
last inspection; and has since made a detailed and 
elaborate return of the condition and management 
of the House for the last six months, and of his views 
of the objects of the institution, the means of ef- 
fecting those objects, and the benefits, which might 
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be expected to result therefrom, to the inmates and 
the community. 

At the visit in December last, a degree of insurb- 
ordination, and the evils necessarily attendant there- 
on, were observable in the institution. ‘The Inspec- 
tors felt it their duty to notice, and report them to the 
Mayor and Aldermen. ‘They considered them tem- 
porary, and the result of an unfortunate concurrence 
of circumstances. Mr. Jones had recently taken the 
Superintendence of the institution, and the subordi- 
nate officers were equally unacquainted with the in- 
mates and the regulations of the House, as himself. 
It was anticipated, that Mr. Jones’s vigilance and 
faithfulness would soon remove the existing evils and 
restore order. ‘That anticipation has been realised, 
and no institution can be more orderly, than this ap- 
peared to be, at the last inspection. 

The act of the Legislature of 4th March, 1826, 
authorised the City Council to erect a building in 
the City of Boston for the reception, &c. of Juvenile 
Offenders, to be sent there as provided in the act; 
or to use for these purposes the House of Industry or 
Correction, at South Boston, or any other House or 
building belonging to the City, which the Council 
might appropriate to these uses. ‘This act also 
created the Directors of the House of Industry, or 
such other persons, as the City Council should ap- 
point, Directors of the House for the reception, &c. 
of Juvenile Offenders, investing said Directors with 
the discretionary power of receiving, or refusing to 
receive, such Juvenile Offenders as should be con- 
victed of criminal offences by the Courts within the 
City, and by said Courts adjudged “ proper objects 
for said House.” This gave to the Directors a nega- 
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tive on the opinion of the Courts, that a Juvenile 
convict was a “ proper object for said House.” The 
Inspectors know of no instance, however, in which 
the Directors have differed with the Courts. This 
act 1s not tmperative on the City, but permissive. It 
does not enjoin on the City the establishment of the 
Institution, but merely authorises it. ‘The City gov- 
ernment, availing itself of this authority, appropriated 
ample grounds at South Boston, and built an expen- 
sive and commodious House and out houses, and 
appointed Directors, other than the Directors of ‘the 
House of Industry, and a Superintendent and Assist- 
ants, to carry into effect the provisions and objects 
of this act. Since that period, more than seven hun- 
dred children, as the Inspectors are informed, have 
been sent to the institution, and ultimately indented 
as apprentices, or otherwise disposed of in the coun- 
try; where they were not exposed to allurements to 
vice and idleness. Of this number, it is believed, 
that 70 per cent. have been reclaimed and establish- 
ed in habits of industry and virtue. ‘The class of 
children, intended to be saved by this institution, is 
to be found in every populous City. They are sur- 
rounded by malign influences, which make it mor- 
ally certain, they will become habitual offenders and 
tenants of our Penitentiaries; unless arrested in 
their career, taken from the midst of temptation and 
placed under the influence of virtuous examples. 
The ordinary punishment inflicted on offenders, 
such as imprisonment for a few weeks or months in 
a Jail or House of Correction, has little tendency to 
reform these Juvenile Offenders. ‘They return to 
their old haunts and idle and vicious companions, 
destitute of the means of subsistence, their parents 


a 
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dead, or, if living, from drunkenness or other vices, 
indifferent and regardless of their childrens’ welfare. 
The House of Reformation seems to furnish the 
only means of rescue from vice, and restoration to 
virtue, for the young offender, provided in our 
criminal code. ‘The amount of good, which it has 
actually effected in this community, is not likely to 
be overrated. It has, however, been effected at 
heavy expense to the City, and any new arrange- 
ment, by which that expense may be diminished, and 
the beneficial effects of the Institution not prejudiced, 
will be worthy of the action of the City Council. 

It is understood, that the City Council has ap- 
pointed the Directors of the House of Industry, 
Directors of the House of Reformation, with author- 
ity to take such steps, as may be necessary to unite 
the same with the Boylston Asylum, now under their 
charge, and to use the building erected and _ hereto- 
fore used exclusively, as the House of Reformation, 
for the joint use of both institutions; and that the 
same shall be called ‘‘ the Boylston School and 
House of Reformation.” ‘The Inspectors presume, 
that the City Government had in view, in effecting 
this union, the promotion of economy, without in- 
tending to discontinue, or diminish the usefulness of, 
the House for Juvenile Offenders. It has already 
been remarked, that the act of the legislature is per- 
missive, and not imperative. If the City Council 
avail themselves of this permission, they must act in 
conformity to its provisions. ‘The change of Direc- 
tors is only the exercise of a choice, expressly given 
to the City Council. The legislative act has not 
given a name to the institution; but has merely de- 
scribed the object of the act, stating that it is for 
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‘the reception, introduction, employment and refor- 
mation of Juvenile Offenders.” Any designation, 
therefore, sufficiently descriptive of its object, to 
identify it, as the Institution authorised by the legis- 
lative act, would be sufficient. ‘* House of Refor- 
mation” is the name, which has ordinarily been used. 
This the City Council have retained, coupling with 
the name, ‘ Boylston School,” to express the con- 
nection of the two institutions. ‘The Inspectors are 
Visitors of the House of Reformation, not of the 
Boylston Asylum. ‘They have no jurisdiction over 
the latter institution. And its union with the former 
can never impose on the Inspectors any duty, unless 
it be found to interfere with the governing of the 
House of Reformation, according to the provisions of 
the act of the 4th of March, 1826. Whether this 
union will give any ground of complaint, on behalf 
of the children of the Boylston Asylum, who are ob- 
jects of public charity merely, is not a question for 
the consideration of the Inspectors. It is presumed, 
that such arrangement will be made by the City 
Council and the Directors, as the rights and best in- 
terests of the children of these united institutions 
shall require. ‘The Inspectors were informed at the 
time of their visit, that Mr. Jones, the Superintend- 
ent, had resigned his office, and that his resignation 
was to take effect on the first of July. 

In answer to the standing interrogations, with 
which the inspectors have furnished the Superin- 
tendent, on the subjects of health, cleanliness, disci- 
pline, improvement, &c., Mr. Jones has given such 
an ample and detailed account of the government 
and condition of the Institution and its inmates for 
for the last six months, as is calculated strongly te 
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impress the Inspectors with the zeal, faithfulness and 
practical good sense, with which Mr. Jones has con- 
ducted the institution. ‘The Inspectors are only re- 
quired to visit the institution twice a year; and such 
visits can only furnish them with a knowledge of the 
apparent condition of the institution and its inmates, 
at the time. ‘They have to rely on the oral examina- 
tion, which they make on these occasions, of the in- 
mates, and of the Superintendent and subordinate 
officers; but principally, on the written return made 
to the Inspectors by the Superintendent, in conform- 
ity to the requisitions of the statutes of the Common- 
wealth. 

The Inspectors are therefore of opinion, that they 
cannot better subserve the interests of the House of 
Reformation, do justice to Mr. Jones, the Superin- 
tendent, and more accurately inform the Mayor and 
Aldermen, than by giving Mr. Jones’s statements un- 
der the several heads before indicated, in his own 
language in his return to the Inspectors. 


HEALTH. 


The health of the establishment, since the last in- 
spection, has been unusually good. No inmate has 
been sick of any protracted disease. Seldom have 
they required medical aid. One boy has recently, 
however, indicated the developement of disease at 
the lungs; but is still about house and attends his 
reading classes. ‘The accommodations for the sick . 
are good, remaining as at former inspections. 


CLEANLINESS. 


The personal cleanliness of the children is atten- 
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ed to regularly. They wash face and hands every 
morning, noon and night; and in cold weather, they 
wash their entire persons once each week, in a tepid 
bath. At this season, they enjoy sea bathing twice a 
week. ‘The domestic work of the establishment con- 
tinues to be done principally by the boys, especially 
the keeping the house clean. After months exper- 
ience of myself and officers, we succeeded in get- 
ting this work done pretty well. And by great per- 
severance and close supervision, we have succeeded 
in keeping the establishment clean and in good or- 
der, as good at all times as when viewed by your- 
selves. But since we have reduced our number of 
large boys so meterially, taking constantly from those 
we have selected for valuable and confidential situa- 
tions in the domestic work, and filling vacancies from 
those unaccustomed to this work, we have had very 
great difficulty in keeping our domestic work along. 
I am fully of opinion now, as heretofore expressed, 
that the principal part of the domestic work should 
be done by domestic servants. When this course is 
adopted, greater economy can be practised, a better 
discipline established, and maintained ; and the house 
may then, at all times, appear in a condition of neat- 
ness to compare favorably with the other establish- 
ments. In the course of six months, it has been ne- 
cessary to change boys, having charge of sleeping 
apartments, six times; dining room, cellar and kitch- 
en as often; all in consequence of boys leaving the 
house. ‘lhe number employed at domestic work are 
usually about fifteen, these would earn in regular 
shops twelve and a half cents each daily; and five 
domestic, would fully supply their places. When the 
policy adopted was, to retain boys of a large size 
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much longer at the house, than is now deemed pro- 
per, this evil was not so severely felt. But then there 
were girls at the house, who did much of this work. 
The clothes of the children are all changed, as often, 
as once a week. ‘Those at domestic work, and a part 
of those at the nail making and farming, change twice 
a week. 


DISCIPLINE. 


This, as | remarked in my last report, I suppose 
will properly embrace— 

Ist. The rules for the government of the House. 

2nd. ‘The punishments inflicted to secure obedi- 
ence to them, and good order. » 

3d. The punishments and privileges awarded in 
reference to their moral training and improvement. 

Ath. The actual state of subjection and obedi- 
ence, and their actual progressive improvement and 
reformation. 

For a general summary of the rules, I have to re- 
fer you to my last return; the changes since, being 
such only, as are rendered necessary by change of 
season. ‘The boys are all lodged in our large hall, 
as heretofore, in single cots under the charge of 
two officers, who sleep in the same hall. I consider 
this mode of lodging large boys very favorable to 
health, so far as it secures for them a good supply of 
pure air in circulation. Were the mode of ventila- 
tion slightly changed or improved, the air would al- 
ways be good. ‘The ventilation is now, only into the 
attic. It should be carried either directly out, or 
their should be a ventilation from the attic. ‘There 
are windows there, which can be raised in fair 
weather, but this is not likely to be well attended to, 
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and will not answer in bad weather. ‘This mode of 
lodging is not favorable to moral improvement. ‘To 
my mind there are strong and controlling objections 
to it, where there are boys. ‘The practice of mas- 
turbation, so destructive to health and morals, is di- 
rectly encouraged by it. The presence of officers 
sleeping in the room does not remedy the evil. 
Again, plans of escape have been plotted and execu- 
ted from that room, while officers were a sleep. 
Keys have been stolen from the pillow of an officer. 
I think it far better, that nearly all should, all the 
year, sleep in well ventilated seperate cells under 
lock and key. 

The system of discipline, as to punishments and. 
privileges for moral eflect, 1s substantially, as last re- 
ported, slightly modified, as [ have further matured it. 
Each Officer and monitor is required to keep an ac- 
count daily of the conduct and particularly of the 
faults of the boys, faling under their notice in the 
discharge of duty. A Court is held every night by the 
Superintendent, the officers all being present. All 
the faults recorded, during the day, are called, and the 
cases are silently admitted, or investigated and set- 
tled. If the fault be aggravated and such, as indi- 
cates, that the boy is ina bad state of feeling and 
dangerous to the good order of the other boys, his 
punishment is awarded on the spot at the time. For 
such cases the solitary is used. ‘The boy is locked 
up, thathe may not injure the others, and to give him 
time for reflection and penitence. I seldom assign 
any definite period of solitude, at the time of locking 
up; but attending on him daily, once at least, to see 
how he feels, and to cut him off from all sympathy 
from others. He is never taken out, until he asks to 
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be taken out. I have, in one instance, kept a boy 
thus, seven days, and in another, six days; often, 
three days. ‘They are, however, led out to be wash- 
ed, &c. if necessary. They, in such cases, know, 
that they can be sooner released, if they man- 
ifest the proper feelings and wishes. I sometimes 
apply the shower bath, effectually. This mode of 
punishment is objected to by some, and much ap- 
plauded by others. I find it of little use, if frequently 
resorted to. But, as a mode of punishment to adopt 
for variety, and to be used with discretion, with 
those, not of the most stubborn character, I find it 
very useful. It is a severe punishment, in cold 
weather, and much dreaded. But nothing subdues, 
humbles and leads to penitent reflection, those of a 
quiet, stubborn, sullen cast of mind so effectually, as 
a solitary cell. Yet this | regard, as injurious to 
health, especially in the warm season. Iam not so 
entirely modern, as to lay aside, entirely and under 
all circumstances, the use of stripes. Nor will I shun 
the responsibility of so doing, by avoiding to report 
the fact. But I do mean carefully to avoid the fre- 
quent or severe use of this punishment. And when 
I resort to it, I endeavor to do it after cool delibera- 
tion and with the expression of regret. If its effects 
be not favorable and only excite temper, I desist and 
substitue solitude. Slight faults, occurring daily, are 
entered in a book, kept and settled at the end of the 
week. In the same book, meritorious conduct is re- 
corded ; adopting numerals to designate degrees of 
each, one being the smallest. For the weekly set- 
tlement of this class of cases, a system of punishment, 
consisting of restraint and deprivation of play, is 
adopted. Those sentenced to it are required to stand 
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during play hours in line, in charge of an officer. If 
they are in need of exercise for health, they are re- 
quired to run, under the restraint of perfect regularity 
of movement, distance, &c. In addition to all this, 
I have, for moral effect, adopted a system awarding 
written testimonials of character every three months. 
I make the giving out of them a matter of some 
‘ceremony. ‘Those deserving full bills being arrang- 
ed in line in Chapel in front of the others, and being 
addressed on the subject. ‘Those, the records against 
whom are such, as that they cannot get a full clean 
bill, are allowed as good characters, as they deserv- 
ed; the rest being erased by black lines. If they 
decline such an one, they can wait and try for a 
clean bill at the end of the next three months. 
The effect of this is further increased, in several 
ways. ‘Their clean character bill is to be present- 
ed to their friends, at the quarterly visit. As all 
through hfe a good character is a necessary pass- 
port to preferment, so I make their character bill 
a pasport to preferment at the house. ‘Those, who 
have clean characters, are to be prefered for monitor- 
ships, and may ask to be allowed to visit their friend 
on their parole of honor. ‘They are also to be shewn 
to gentlemen, who visit to select boys for places. 
Here we sce, that on good conduct and the regular 
certified evidence of it, almost all they most think of 
and value depends. One of the leading defects of 
this class of children is, that they have not had op- 
portunities to learn nor been made to regard the 
value of character, nor have they any proper concep- 
tions, of what particular traits a good character is con- 
stituted. ‘The system works beautifully. It is sim- 


ple, certain, practical and efficient. 
6 
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The religous instruction is of the same kind and 
to the same extent, as last reported. In the last 
seven months chapel services have been performed, 
twice every sabbath, by the Superintendent or by 
others assisting him, who have been regular clergy- 
men inalmost every instance. ‘The Bible and ‘Testa- 
ment are not only put into their hands, but the- 
scriptures are read to them twice every day in con- 
nection with religious services. ‘The daily school 
instruction is placed in the more particular charge of 
the assistant. But the Superindendent usually hears 
full half of the whole number read and spell twice 
daily, giving from three to four hours time to this 
service. He finds it an excellent opportunity to 
study carefully the disposition and talents of each 
boy. ‘The classification is, as formerly, having four 
principal classes in reference to scholarship. But 
we hear recitations in such classes, as we find most 
convenient in reference to studies. ‘The improve- 
ment of the children, morally and intellectually, has 
been quite as great, as I could have anticipated. 1 
fear, that, of late years, the public mind has been lo- 
sing sight of Juvenile reform, or doubting its practi- 
bility, as an enterprise to be carried forward at pub- 
lic charge. I shall therefore, at this my only remain- 
ing opportunity, express fully my views on this most 
important subject. I[ have studied most anxiously 
the whole subject for some time past, and I have 
carefully studied the natural dispositions of the boys 
in my charge, as also their habits and the course of 
life they had been accustomed to pursue; and I have 
come to this general conclusion, that the class of boys 
usually sent to this house are not, with a few excep- 
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tions, worse by nature, than those, who, brought up 
under favorabie circumstances, escape crime, and 
grow safely up to respectable manhood. But they 
are worthless boys, who from neglect or want of pa- 
rental protection and control are in a run down, 
neglected, ignorant, vicious state, with propensities 
excessively active and by habit tending to criminal 
indulgence. ‘They are nearly all addicted to profan- 
ity, lying, pilfering or stealing, disobedience, impu- 
dence, idleness and vagrancy. ‘Their minds are filled 
with images of all the corrupting spectacles to be 
met with in the vicious haunts of the city. But 
being dragged down by influences, under neglect of 
parental control, they are less hopeless, than would 
be, if evil disposed in spite of parential control. 
They have been dragged down, and may be lifted up. 
They have been corrupted, by bad external influ- 
ences, and they may be purified again by good ones. 
This is but counteracting man’s work. It is not 
changing what the Creator has constituted. Itisa 
fact, that, of the children now at the House, not 
more than eight have both parents living; still fewer 
have parents, living together in a family state. And 
scarcely one can be said to have been under efficient 
judicious parental control. 

Of this description of children, there are now great 
numbers scattered about the wharves, alleys and 
market places of the city; and in the streets, in- 
habited by the poorer classes. How much is the 
City bound to do for this class? Shall it undertake 
to keep them at the public charge, year after year? 
or shall it regard them as juvenile moral patients to 
be sent to a place for employment, instruction and 
reformatory discipline ; there to be treated, and so far 
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improved or reformed, as that they may beplaced out 
in the Country under favorable influences, until past 
the dangerous period of youth? or shall we give up 
all idea of effort at reform, and punish them, as we 
do adults, at the House of Correction. ‘This latter 
opinion seems of late to have gained advocates. 
Perhaps former opinions were in favor of attempting 
too much, and this is the result of reaction. It 1s 
extremely difficult to adopt a medium, rational course, 
which shall give general satisfaction. And after all, 
what is best to be done, with a particular boy,—how 
long he is to be retained in the house, how treated 
there, where placed, with what kind ofa master, and | 
at what trade or occupation, or whether to be restored 
to his parents, these are questions to be decided, on 
their special circumstances, in the exercise of a sound 
discrestion. Generally speaking, if a boy be sent to 
the House, after he be twelve years old, he should 
not be retained more, than ay ear anda half. This 
is long enough for reformation, long enough for 
punishment, and long enough to remain at the City’s 
expense. Boys, who are sent, at the tender age of 
seven, eight or nine, should not be retained, until 
they can be indented. The House is an excellent 
place for moral patients, as a hospital is for the phys- 
-ically diseased, but neither are adapted to those, who 
are in a perfectly sound, healthy state. So soon, as 
a boy is so far recovered from his run down condi- 
tion, as to bear removal, he should be removed. 

You would not keep a man in a hospital, who had 
recovered his health, for fear that he would be sick 
again, if he left it. ‘There are a class of boys, em- 
bracing those quite young, those having infirmities 
&c &c., that are in a condition, which makes them 
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fit subjects to be sent to this house; but when here, 
they were liable to remain, year after year, because 
no disposition could be made of them. ‘The ques- 
tion, what is to be done with them, is not easily 
answered. IJfound nearly one third of the inmates of 
this house, of this description. ‘They were the ac- 
cumulation of several years. ‘There were eight very 
young boys, three deaf, two with chronic diseased . 
heads, one non compos. Besides these, were twelve, 
that had been a long period at the house, say from 
three and a half, to eight and a half years. I recom- 
mended many for discharge and return to their 
friends, others I recommended for voyages, others 
to be placed out on trial, others again to be placed 
at the House of Industry. ‘These last were wholly 
without parental protection, and either very young 
or deaf or otherwise hopeless cases. For them, in 
pursuance of a vote of the Board, respectful applica- 
tion was made to the Directors of the House of In- 
dustry, and they were declined. ‘The business of 
clearing the house of long resident inmates, has been 
pursued with zeal and the most hearty cooperation 
of the Directors, and with what success, the statistics 
will show. It has opperated to reduce greatly. the 
numbers at the house, although an unusual number 
have been sent to it from the Courts and returned 
upon it from among former inmates. Fifty seven 
have departed. ‘Thirty: four have been received, 
since the Jast inspection. Has the House the prop- 
er appliances and the functions for improving and 
reforming vicious and run down children, denomina- 
ted juvenile delinquents. A referance to facts will 
shew, that the house has these functions. But it is 
easy to deny, that those boys, who conduct well, were 
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ever rundown. And those, who are greatly improved 
and not thoroughly reformed, it may be said, are 
failures. But let us examine the means used for the 
improvement and reform of bad boys. Some would 
wish to send boys here without a sentence of Court. 
Aside from the unconstitutionality of such a proceed- 
ure, in most cases, it would be dispensing with a 
very impressive and efficient means of reform. ‘The 
fact that boys are sentenced here, as a place of con- 
finement, though mortifying and humiliating, and 
attendant with publicity and recorded proofs, some- 
times inconvenient, often operates powerfully, in the 
way of bringing a stubborn child to the sense of his 
danger. It impresses upon him a truth, which he 
ought to know, viz; that he is a young offender, that. 
he has transgressed and that the ways of transgress- 
ors are hard and humiliating. 

Employment, when regular and of a suitable kind 
and under suitable supervision, is itself an excellent 
means of reformation. It occupies both mind and 
body, and accustoms them to and induces periodicity. 
It breaks up the habits of idleness and vagrancy, and 
it allows time and opportunity to forget old impres- 
sions, while new and better ones are taking their 
place. ‘The importance of regular employment, in 
a moral bearing, seems not to be thought of, in other 
juvenile establishments of the City. None is provid- 
ed at the Boylston Asylum. And, except in the farm- 
ing season, none at the Farm School. Here, every 
boy in health is daily, rigidly and regularly employ- 
ed, in charge of an officer, six hours in winter, and 
seven insummer. Asa place of school instruction 
in the elementary principles of good learning, the In- 
stitution is very valuable. While under instruction, 
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their minds are brought in contact, with other and 
better minds. ‘This is a great consideration. It is 
_ a great engine of reform. Children are exceedingly 
imitative and casily impressed. ‘The teacher should 
give them customary school instruction, and seize this 
oportunity, as if by stealth, to study their peculiar 
state of mind and moral habits; and mouid them into 
correct habits of thought and attention. I hear more 
than thirty read and spell daily, with these great ob- 
jects in view. When through, I interrogate each one, 
whether he has told an untruth, through the day; 
whether he has been angry, &c. &c. I sometimes 
ask every one, who has ever stolen any thing, to 
raise his hand. All would raise their hands. I 
would then ask them, who would steal now, to raise 
their hands. All hands down. ‘Then I would talk 
to them, of the wickedness of stealing, &c. &c. 

The amount actually learned, though in the ag- 
sregate often considerable, is not the greatest good 
gained by the school; and too much should not be 
expected. ‘The strictness of discipline, to which the 
boys are continually subject, operates as a check to 
what is commonly noticed, as school emulation. 
And the intellectual and moral condition of these 
children, when sent to the House, is generally 
wretchedly unfavorable to study and fixed attention 
They have never learned to think ; their minds are 
accustomed to wander, and they are alive to every 
object of sense. Many have long been truants, with 
an utter aversion to books. Our whole number is 
made up of just those, who would be denominated, 
the backward, the inattentive, the unambitious, of all 
the primary and common schools of the City. No 
teacher has ever gained credit, by the forward condi- 
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tion of this school. ‘The feeling is, first play, next 
work, and last school. ‘They are indeed much bet- 
ter workers, than scholars. ‘They may, with ease, be 
carried forward in reading, spelling and writing. 
They learn the elementary rules of Arithmetic, some- 
thing of Geography and a little of Grammar. In all 
these branches, there has been, since the last inspec- 
tion, a decided improvement. So many have left, 
since the last inspection, from among the best schol- 
ars, that the school, as such, if compared with it 
then, will not show so great an advance, as it other- 
wise would. But of the thirty two remaining, who 
were here at the last inspection, together with those, 
who have come since, a decided improvement can 
be seen. A school is kept open about four hours, 
daily, and most of the boys are kept in attendance 
during that period. A few however are detained 
away at domestic employments, and are only in 
school part of each session. ) 

The house, as a place of confinement, is valuable. 
It is one of the means of reform, of no small impor- 
tance. ‘This is the stern and frowning aspect of the 
establishment, giving efficacy and real effect to dis- 
cipline. It makes the seperation of the child from 
his friends and companions, a matter of potent re- 
ality. It makes him feel his weakness; it lays at 
the foundation of obedience. ‘The reflection “ I am 
in confinement and cannot get away without being 
pursued and taken as a prisoner and punished se- 
verely,” comes constantly as a check to his restless 
love of liberty, and brings him to sober reflection 
upon his condition. ‘This is necessary for boys un- 
accustomed to obedience. ew boys, taken up 
fresh from our streets, and wharves and. alleys, and 
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thence sent immediately into the country, or after 
being lodged a few days only at the house, as a 
place of deposit, and as a mere stage in the journey, 
would remain with a master, if placed with one. 
The change is too great and. sudden and coupled 
with too many privations of accustomed amusements 
and indulgencies, to be at once’ snbmitted to by a 
disobedient, unruly boy. The boy must have been 
at the House of Reformation long enough to feel 
strongly his confinement there, and to desire to get 
and keep away. And a year or year and a half will 
be long enough to serve this purpose. He will go 
then to his master habituated to obedience, prompt, 
active and cheerful. And this is a great point gain- 
ed, towards the reform of a bad boy. ‘This isa 
function belonging to this establishment, and not to 
the juvenile department of the House of Industry. 
If boys do not like to remain there, they run away ; 
and, when out of the stockade, they are safe, and 
they know it. If this establishment should be placed 
on the same footing, as that, the potency of its disci- 
pline would be lost, and effects of reform would be 
powerless. 

But the establishment is important to the young 
offender, as a provision for him of an efficient gov- 
ernment, parental in its character. We have al- 
ready noticed how many of the inmates are deprived 
of the parental relation, and that nearly all are of the 
requisite parental contract. ‘They are, first children 
of misfortune, and then of crime. The law thus 
regards them. It forgives them their offences, and 
supplies to them the best substitute it can, for the 
loss they have sustained. ‘The child looks first to 


the Superintendent, as a substituted father, and to 
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the Directors, as guardian protectors. In the suita- 
bleness of the Superintendent to discharge the duties 
of this relationship, and the enlighted and active zeal 
of the Directors sustaining them, rests much of the 
success of efforts at reform. Mature years, sound 
judgment, mildness, firmness, fondness for children, 
laborious habits, impressiveness of manners and puri- 
ty of life—all these enter into qualifications, neces- 
sary to success in the reform of juvenile delinquents. 
The teacher, matron and other officers should be 
persons of no ordinary qualifications. 

The peculiar discipline of the House, in reference 
to moral improvement, has already been noticed. 
In this establishment, it becomes a prominent fea- 
ture, bearing directly on results sought to be obtained. 
In mere schools, discipline is used, merely, to assist 
in keeping up good order, for the time being, while 
imparting instruction. Food, clothing and shelter 
are ends sought in pauper establishments. Punish- 
ment, in Houses of Correction and other prisons.

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The preceding tables present a succinct account 
of the progress and condition of the Boston Lunatic 
Hospital, not only for the past year but from the 
period of its opening. The first Table shows that 
from July 1, 1840, to June 30, 1841, the whole num- 
ber of patients in the Hospital has been one hundred 
and thirty six, of whom seventy four were males and 
sixty two were females, of these, eighty seven were 
in the Hospital at the beginning of the year, forty 
nine have been admitted during the year, and one 
hundred and eight remain at its close. Of the one 
hundred and thirty six who have been inmates of the 
Hospital during the year, thirty have been recent 
cases (of less duration than one year,) and one hun- 
dred and six have been old cases (of longer duration 
than one year.) Of those in the Hospital at the 
commencement of the year five were recent and 
eighty two were old cases. Of those since admitted, 
twenty five were recent and twenty four were old 
cases, and there now remain in our wards, twelve 
recent and ninety six old cases. 

The second ‘Table shows that the number of dis- 
charges during the year has been twenty eight. Of 
these fourteen had recovered, two improved, four 
not improved, one eloped and seven died. Of the 
six improved and unimproved, four were sent to 
their friends or to towns liable for their support, and 
two were admitted to the House of Industry. Eigh- 
teen were recent cases of whom thirteen had _ recoy- 
ered, one improved, one eloped and three died. 
The remaining ten were old cases of whom one 
recovered, one improved, four not improved and 
four died. i 

From the third and fourth Tables, presenting the 
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number of admissions and discharges and the aver- 
age of each month, we see that the number of our 
inmates has been regularly increasing, while the 
average for the year, (ninety seven,) has been equal 
to the supposed capacity of the Hospital. 

The fifth Table presents a melancholy picture 
whose dark shades will for a long time cast a gloom 
over our Hails. Of the ninety six old cases, there 
are very few for whom the hope of recovery can be 
indulged. ‘The results of the experience of Lu- 
natic Hospitals justify the assertion, that under the 
present system of treatment the great majority of 
those now doomed to live in hopeless insanity «and 
dependence, would have been restored to sanity, the 
privileges and enjoyments of society and the capaci- 
ty of self support. 

Of the causes of Insanity as shown in the seventh 
Table, it will be seen that they are stated to be “ un- 
known” in nearly one half. Of most of the old 
cases no accurate history of the cause had been pre- 
served or could be obtained, and the character of 
the class of patients committed to this Institution, 
renders it difficult to obtain a history of the cases, 
upon which dependence can be placed, 

The eighth ‘Table is more comprehensive, giving 
twenty eight different occupations for almost two- 
thirds of our inmates. 

The ninth Table, giving but seven deaths among 
so many old and debilitated patients, is a more favor- 
able result than could have been reasonably expect- 
ed; for though to many life may be a burden with- 
out any alleviation or enjoyment, and death be look- 
ed upon as a messenger of glad tidings, the pre- 
valence of such health is good evidence of the adapt- 
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edness of the arrangements of the Hospital to pro- 
mote the comfort of those past recovery, and the re- 
storation of others less unfortunate. So small a per 
centage of deaths can hardly be expected to continue. 

The tenth Table, shows the civil state of all ad- 
mitted, without any peculiar deviation from ordinary 
results. 

The eleventh Table is one of more interest; we 
have here the statistics of the Hospital from the date 
of the admission of the first patient, Dec. 11, 1839, 
to the present time. ‘The whole number admitted 
is one hundred and fifty three, cighty five males and 
sixty eight females. ‘The whole number discharged 
is forty five, thirty males and fifteen females, of 
whom nineteen had recovered, three improved, 
twelve not improved, nine died and two eloped. 
Thirty five recent cases have been admitted, of 
these, seventeen have been discharged recovered, 
one improved, four died, one eloped and twelve 
remain. Of those remaining, eight have been 
admitted during the last quarter, and several have 
nearly recovered. 

Of the one hundred and eighteen old cases ad- 
mitted, two have been discharged recovered, one 
improved, twelve not improved, one eloped, four 
have died, and ninety six remain. 

It is obvious that there is no department of public — 
beneficence which at the present time attracts more 
attention, and wherein happier consequences are re- 
sulting, than that which embraces the Lunatic within 
its sphere. Insanity has ever been found even in 
the most retired and quiet walks of life; lke other 
physical diseases, it has always had its share of vic- 


tims, but until within a few years, since the days of 
3

Him who taught us to “love our neighbour as our= 
self,” and who, in dispensing the blessings of his 
healing power, appears to have singled out the Luna-: 
tic with comparative frequency, as apparently the 
most needy of human sufferers, the insane have been 
under the ban of society; the shelter of the gaols 
was oiten times denied them and they were driven 
from among men, with no one to befriend them but 
Him whose clouds were their only shelter. 

The change that has been wrought is one of those 
sound and vigorous actions of public sentiment which 
gives proof of its progressively healthy condition, 
and is a singularly happy evidence, that though so- 
ciety may be for a long time blinded to the existence 
of great social evils, it is ever ready, when aroused to 
a realization of their existence, to apply the necessary 
corrective with vigour and efficiency. 

A Lunatic Hospital is one of those public charities 
to which the frequent objection of the political econ- 
omist does not apply; here, ample provision can in 
no manner increase the requirement. Insanity is a 
disease which will hardly be feigned to obtain an 
abiding place in its wards, nor will the provisions 
for its inmates, however generously they may be 
made, be lable to induce such abuses as may, in 
some countries, have grown upon other chari- 
ties. It is universally conceded by those familar 
with the subject, that the insane cannot be prop- 
erly provided for out of the wards of a Hospital, con- 
structed with reference to their peculiar condition. 
Every sentiment of justice and humanity demands 
that the incurable insane shall no longer: suffer, but, 
that leaving his removal from those wards which he 
so often embarrasses, to the operation of natural 
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causes, he should in the mean while, be kindly cared 
for, while in regard to the recent and generally cura- 
ble cases, economy alone. (setting aside, if the sup- 
position can be for a moment allowed, all higher and 
better motives,) imperiously demands that means be 
applied for their restoration: for the results of expert- 
ence have demonstrated that an earlier adoption of. 
more enlightened remedial, as well as economical 
views, would have effectually prevented this accumu- 
lation of incurable patients which burdens all our 
Lunatic Hospitals. | 

In presenting the Second Annual Report of this 
Institution, it is due to those who are responsible for 
its good management and results, briefly to reca- 
pitulate those circumstances of its position which 
were fully detailed in the First Report, for without 
their consideration, it would be manifestly unjust to 
institute a comparison between this and others. This 
Institution is intended solely for the reception, and the 
kind and safe keeping, of the pauper Lunatics of the 
City of Boston; many cases had accumulated upon 
the City, tothe great embarrassment of the Houses 
of Industry and Correction and to considerable ex- 
pense elsewhere ; the evil was a great and increasing 
one, and every motive of sound and enlightened poli- 
cy urged the establishment of a distinct Institution : 
when first undertaken it was not expected that any or 
but very few recent cases would apply for admission, 
but that its wards would be occupied by the incurable 
alone. Results have shown that the imperious neces- 
sities of the City could not be thus limited. The 
Hospital was opened on the 11th of December, 1839, 
and within thirty days seventy three old cases were 
committed ; the first recent case came in, in January, 
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and only eight recent cases were admitted during 
the first six months, while out of twenty six admitted 
during the last six months, fifteen have been recent 
cases, and while ninety six old cases remain, out of 
thirty five recent cases but twelve only are left, and 
most of those it is confidently hoped will be ultimate- 
ly discharged. 

The character of the old cases will thus be readily 
understood, as well as the reason why we have not the 
opportunity that other hospitals improve, of remov- 
ing old and incurable cases to make room for more 
recent ones, and when it is remembered that a con- 
siderable proportion of our recent cases come from 
among the foreign portion of our population, and 
are therefore from various causes less within the 
reach of moral treatment, &c., and that all come 
to us, under the least favorable circumstances, the 
difficulties of our position will be correctly appre- 
ciated. 

While the recovery of the recent cases is the most 
prominent consequence of our operations, the great 
improvement in the old cases, though of compara- 
tively less importance, is one which we think as 
clearly and fully demonstrates the well-working of 
our system of treatment. During the year, there 
has been a surprising diminution of excitability, and 
a corresponding increase of quietness and of cheer- 
ful, ready acquiescence in the necessary regulations 
of our Halls. Our patients have been better able to 
appreciate and enjoy the benefits conferred upon 
them, their readiness and capacity to assist in the 
domestic duties of the Hospital have been sensibly 
increased, the influence of their example over more 
recent cases has been less detrimental, and it is now, 
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comparatively, an event of rare occurrence to find 
their garments destroyed, or the furniture, &c. of 
their rooms injured. Restraints are resorted to, 
when persuasion fails to induce self-control, but they 
are now rarely necessary and of the mildest kinds— 
the wrist straps, the continuous sleeve, with seclusion, 
we find sufficient. We have lately resorted to the 
use of the shower-bath with the happiest effects, and 
not having the conveniences for its application in 
the ordinary way, we have substitued the common 
- garden watering pot with entire efficiency. ‘The 
washing and ironing of our whole family is done by 
our female patients under the direction of a laun- 
dress, and the making and mending of the clothes of 
our male and female patients is also done by them, 
under the supervision of a sempstress with the occa- 
sional aid of an attendant! ‘The cultivation of our 
garden, the grading of our grounds, the erection of 
out-buildings, and the preparation of wood and coal 
for our furnaces, &c. have, during the present season 
furnished sufficient occupation for such of our male 
patients as could be induced to labor. Aware how 
much depended upon sufficient employment and 
amusement, we have made every effort to remedy 
the deficiency under which we at first labored. Cir- 
cumstances have favored us in regard to occupation, 
which, together with the walking parties, and games 
of various kinds, (the most pleasant of which, espe- 
cially during the winter, we have found in the fine 
bowling alleys afforded us by our attic dormitories, ) 
have enabled us to relieve much of the tedium of our 
Halls. Within a few months we have introduced a 
pleasant means of recreation and improvement in 
the sewing party of our Matron which meets on the 
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afternoons of the first and third Thursdays of every 
month, by special invitation of the most quiet and 
industrious of our patients; we assemble from our 
Halls and our more immediate family quite a numer- 
ous and pleasant social circle, which we endeavor to 
render a source of improvement and gratification by 
a variety of occupations and amusements. 

The extended experience of the year has abundant- 
ly confirmed all that was stated in the last Report, in 
respect to the influence of religious services. Sim- 
ply considered as remedial and disciplinary measures, 
J would on no consideration dispense with their assis- 
tance; we trust they have a higher and more exten- 
sive influence. ‘The expression of grateful obliga- 
tion which has come to us from many of our inmates, 
is due to those clergyman to whose acceptable ser- 
vices, gratuitously performed, we have owed the 
privilege of listening for nearly every Sabbath of the 
year to the preaching of the Gospel. To the Rev. 
Charles Cleavland, Rev. Louis Dwight, Rev. William 
Crowell, our especial thanks are due, not only for 
these, but for many other kind offices. 

The spacious room in the fourth story of the east- 
tern building, which has been vacant, is now being 
prepared for a chapel; an excellent accommodation 
that the increased number of our attendants on pub- 
lic worship renders very desirable. 

It is here our pleasant duty, which we cheerfully 
perform, to render our hearty thanks to those of our 
friends, who have, during the year, conferred so 
many substantial kindnesses and benefits upon our 
patients, and who, while so doing, may not have 
been sensible of the cheering and grateful influence 
which such tokens of their approval and good will 
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have afforded those on whom the burden of care and 
responsibility rests. 

- We acknowledge the donation of a fine toned 
piano, of books, shrubbery, plants, and many other 
evidences of generous interest from George Parkman, 
M.D. Of Bibles for the supply of all our rooms from 
the Massachusetts Bible Society: of legislative and 
other documents from J. P. Bigelow, Esq. of numer- 
ous volumes of valuable miscellaneous works, &c. 
from Samuel May, Esq. Henry Colman, Esq. Rev. 
-D. 8S. King, and Messrs. S. G. Simpkins, Little & 
Brown, Crocker & Brewster, C. C. Dean, B. H. 
Green, James Munroe & Co. James Loring, O. C. 
Greenleaf, B. B. Mussey, C. Stimpson, Perkins & 
Marvin, George W. Light, Joseph H. Francis, and 
others. ‘The Missionary Herald, Christian Watchman, 
Witness and Advocate, Christian Register, New Eng- 
Jand Puritan, and Zion’s Herald, have been kindly 
furnished us by their proprietors. ‘The pleasantness 
of our garden, the favorite resort of our patients, 
has been greatly increased by liberal donations, of 
shrubs and flowering plants from J. W. Boott, Esq. 
and from the Messrs. Winships of Brighton, and 
other of our friends. 

The building erected at the eastern end of the 
Hospital, for a barn, wood-house, washing room, &c. 
affords us accommodation greatly needed. Other 
additions have been made in and about the Hospital, 
which have improved its appearance, and added to 
its conveniences. A further addition is greatly need- 
ed in the erection of a Solitary, for the occasional 
confinement of those who, during their paroxisms of 
excitement, cannot be controlled, and who ought 
therefore to be secluded where their outcries, their 
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offensive language, &c. cannot disturb and annoy 
our household. As we are now situated one such 
patient in each wing, can for the time effectually de- 
stroy the quiet and good order of the whole Hospital. 

In conclusion | desire to express my obligations to 
the Steward and Matron, Mr. and Mrs. Crosby, for 
the hearty cooperation and efficient assistance they 
have rendered me in the management of the Institu- 
tion; and also my gratification at the satisfactory 
manner in which the attendants and assistants have 
discharged their arduous and responsible duties. 

We trust that the Government which has so liberal- 
ly sustained the Hospital, and all who are interested 
in the successful operations, of one of our most in- 
teresting charities, will find in the results thus pre- 
sented to them, causes of congratulation and satis- 
factory evidence of its adaptation to the wants of the 
City, and of the soundness of the principles upon 
which it is based. 

These results are open to all, for as publicity and 
freedom of access are the best securities against 
abuses, so are they the best methods of securing 
public confidence and support. 
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The two preceding Tables show the number, &c. 
of the sick in the Hospital of the Houses of Industry 
and Correction, during the past year. ‘These, to- 
gether with the Lunatics, make the whole number 
of patients who have been under my charge profes- 
sionally and otherwise, fourteen hundred and sev- 
enty one.

The undersigned, late Auditor of Accounts of the 
City of Boston, considering that it would be difficult 
for his successor in office to make the Annual Re- 
port, from the bills and accounts of the last financial 
year, with which he could not be supposed to be 
conversant, has devoted what little time he could 
spare from another arduous vocation, to the prepara- 
tion of that Report. 

Though his official relations with the City Gov- 
ernment have ceased, he trusts that the City Coun- 
ceil will be willing to receive this Report from his 
hands—and he now begs leave to submit to the 
City Council, the twenty ninth Annual Report of 
the Receipts and Expenditures of the City of Boston 
and the County of Suffolk, for the financial year 
which closed on the thirtieth day of April last. 

The accompanying documents are in the usual 
order. That marked A. contains a Statement of 
all the Appropriations that were granted by the. 
City Council, for the service of that financial year, 
with the changes that were made in those Appropri- 
ations within the year. The document marked B, 
is a Statement of the entire Income of the City, 
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within that year. The document marked C, isa 
full statement of the Exprenpirures, ranged under 
the! respective heads of Appropriation. The doc- 
uments marked D. and E., relate to the Pusuic 
Dest of the City—the one shews the changes that 
have taken place in the Debt, within the last finan- 
cial year—and the other, the character of the Debt, 
as it stood on the first day of May last, the com- 
mencement of the present financial year.

dn School Commitiee, Sept. 28, 1841. 


Ordered, That the following extracts from the 
Reports of the Committees appointed to make the 
annual examination of the several English Grammar 
Schools and Writing Schools of the City, be printed 
together with the Resolves of the Board passed at 
their meeting held this day, and that a copy of the 
same be furnished to each of the masters, ushers, and 
teachers of the several English Grammar Schools 
and writing Schools under the care of this Board. 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT. 


Your Committee, having thus briefly presented 
their views as to the condition of each school sepa- 
rately, would ask your attention to a few general 
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suggestions and observations. 'To the discharge of 
the duty assigned to them, they have devoted the ut- 
most amount of time, consistent with their other en- 
gagements. ‘They spent a whole day in each of the 
schools, with the exception of the Smith and the Ly- 
man Schools, to each of which a half day was devot- 
ed, and it is believed that they have examined every 
scholar in every branch studied by him or her. They 
have not attempted to arrange the schools in any 
scale of rank, founded upon their comparative ap- 
pearance; because, in the first place, they doubted 
the expediency of such a course, and because, also, 
in order to do it properly, amore minute and ex- 
tended examination, even, than that which they 
gave, would be requisite. There are, of course, dif- 
ferences in the schools; but the superiority of those 
which deserve the highest rank is due, im a great 
measure, to those natural qualifications of tempera- 
ment, organization and mental structure in the 
teachers, which are direct gifts of heaven; for a 
considerable portion of the requisites of a perfect 
teacher are as much inborn and native, as the power 
of excelling in music and painting, and can never be 
wholly supplied by the most conscientious efforts. 
The presence or absence of this native capacity in a 
teacher can be perceived almost upon the first en- 
trance into a school. We have no hesitation in say- 
ing that we found in all the schools, the evidence of 
a faithful attention to their duties on the part of the 
teachers and a conscientious effort to inform their 
pupils. 

Among the suggestions and recommendations 
which we would venture to make, is the importance 
of a more thorough and exact instruction, even ifa 
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less amount of ground be gone over. There is too 
prevalent a wish to measure the progress of the 
scholar by an apparent, and not a real standard; by 
the number of pages passed over, and not by the 
amount of knowledge conveyed. It is a very obvi- 
ous truism that it is much better to know a little 
thoroughly than much, superficially; but though it is 
so obvious a truism, it is constantly overlooked or 
violated in the business of education, and the habit 
of mind produced by this violation is very injurious. 
In this respect, almost all our schools are susceptible 
of improvement. 

In history and geography, we would recommend 
a more careful attention to our own country. ‘These 
are of primary importance. A boy or girl should be 
taught thoroughly the history and geography of his 
or her own country, before going beyond any thing 
more than the outlines of those of other countries. 
In most of the schools, this rule is not observed with 
sufficient care. We, especially, found it difficult to 
obtain correct answers to questions about the con- 
stitution and government of our own country. One 
can listen with no satisfaction to hear a boy mention 
the rivers in China or the mountains in Sweden, 
after he has been found ignorant of the mode of 
electing the president and senators of the United 
States. 

The danger of tasking the memory rather than 
the understanding, should be strongly urged upon 
our teachers. Though it is sometimes unavoidable 
that children should commit to memory what they 
do not understand, especially in large schools, yet it 
should be considered an evil, and guarded against, 
accordingly, as much as possible. We often found 
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this to be the case, and that a scholar would lose 
himself the moment he wandered from the beaten 
track of the printed page. We deem it an evil that 
scholars should read aloud a piece of prose or poet- 
ry which they do not comprehend. We are assured 
that this cannot be helped, and that there is not time 
to explain allusions, illustrations, &c.; and it may be 
so; and if so, the proper assistance should be afford- 
ed by the reading book itself, for the task of teach- 
ing a boy to read what he does not understand, is an 
occupation resembling in kind that of teaching a 
parrot to talk. The Committee may, in this connex- 
ion, be allowed to remark that there is great room 
for improvement in the text books used in our 
schools, with very few exceptions. 

We have noticed too great a disparity between the 
extreme portions of the schools, not only between 
the first and the lowest classes, but between the 
highest and lowest members of each class. The at- 
tention does not seem to be fairly divided. ‘The 
bright and intelligent scholars, who need it least, re- 
ceive the most care. There appears to be too great 
a difference, as a general rule, between the first di- 
vision of the first class and the rest of the school. 
The interests of the rank and file are somewhat neg- 
lected for the sake of a few leaders. ‘This is perhaps 
an inevitable result of schools so large as ours, and 
that system of emulation and that high pressure prin- 
ciple on which they are managed, and which your 
Committee would respectfully suggest is carried 
quite too far. 

A general defect in the schools, with a few excep- 
tions, is the want of a distinct articulation and a clear 
utterance. The vocal organs are not properly train- 
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ed and the words are not distinctly pronounced. A 
mumbled and confused utterance is frequently heard, 
and the reading is very apt to be too rapid.. We 
make proper allowance for the embarrasment which 
the scholars feel in the presence of the Committee, 
but still, after this, we are confident that there is 
room for improvement in this respect. ‘The pleasure 
with which one listens to the common conversation 
even of one whose words fall from his lips, distinctly 
uttered and correctly enunciated, like coins from a 
mint, and the difficulty of correcting bad habits 
formed in early life, make it worth while to devote 
considerable attention to this subject, while the or- 
gans are young and flexible. 

We make these remarks, not in any spirit of cen- 
sure, but as hints for the improvement of the schools, 
offered for the consideration of the teachers. We 
are aware that they are evils, to which schools, so 
numerously attended as ours and conducted upon 
their system, are almost unavoidably exposed, and 
are not likely to be entirely removed until some 
essential, and not very probable, changes are intro- 
duced into them. 

Your Committee deem it their duty, before closing 
their report, to call your attention to the defective 
arrangements and inferior accommodations of our 
school houses, which are behind the spirit of our 
times and unworthy of so wealthy and intelligent a 
city as ours. A great evil is felt in the want of reci- 
tation rooms. From two hundred to two hundred 
and fifty children are crowded together into one 
large room, in which two or three sections are, con- 
stantly or for a large part of the time, engaged in 
recitation, producing a hubbub and confusion, which 
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distract the attention, are irritating to a nervous 
tempcrament and highly injurious to good order. 
From the same deficiency, results a loss of time to 
every school, the aggregate of which is very con- 
siderable. In addition to this, the schools are too 
crowded and the seats are not properly constructed. 
There is not a single school, which has come under 
the observation of your Committee in which the 
seats are adapted, as they ought to be, to the young 
and growing frame. Especially, do the girls suffer 
from this cause, from their greater delicacy of organ- 
ization and less hardy habits of exercise. Such seats 
cannot be viewed without pain by any one acquaint- 
ed with the principles of physiology. ‘Their inevita- 
ble tendency is to produce diseases of the spine and 
chest, and to lay the foundation of chronic com- 
plaints, which will embitter life, if they do not short- 
en it. Public attention is not called to this subject, 
because the connexion is not perceived between the 
cause and the effect, but if the community could 
only realize the extent of the evil, and have brought 
before their senses in some perceptible form, the 
consequences of this violation of the natural laws, 
we believe that a reform would be insisted upon, and 
that no considerations of economy would be allowed. 
to stand in the way of it. Indeed, a truly enlighten- 
ed economy, no less than higher motives, would 
make the health of our children a matter of the first 
importance, and remove or alter every thing that 
operated unfavorably upon it. 


All of which is respectfully submitted per order of 
the Annual Committee for the Grammar Department.

The Committee, appointed ‘‘to visit the several 
Writing Schools and critically examine the pupils 
in all the branches taught therein, in order to 
ascertain the condition of said schools,” have at- 
tended to that duty and beg leave to make the 
following 

REPORT: 


The Committee, in order to comply with the or- 
der, under which they were appointed, visited all the 
large schools twice and every pupil was examined. 
They were received in all of the schools with great 
attention, and every teacher seemed disposed to pro- 
mote the objects of the examination. ‘The ordinary 
exercises were suspended and no exertion was spar- 
ed by the teachers to aid the Committee in their ex- 
amination. 

The Committee take great pleasure in reporting 
generally, that they were highly gratified with the 
different writing-masters and their assistants, and as 
evidence of their qualifications, the schools without 
an exception were in good order, and in no instance 
was there manifested any unavoidable confusion. 
The Committee are thus general in their remarks 
upon this important subject, because the pupils in all 
the schools, evinced that ready and prompt attention 
to their duties, which shows the good discipline of 
the schools, and is of primary importance in accom- 
plishing the objects designed by them. ‘Though the 
schools as to that particular are alike, the Committee 
found, as was to be expected, a great inequality as 
to the proficiency which has been attained in the 
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different schools. As the girls remain longer than 
the boys, it was found that in most of the schools the 
girls were more advanced than the boys. The 
course pursued by the Committee, in order to deter- 
mine the real progress of the pupils, was to require 
them to solve questions assigned in oral and written 
arithmetic and in the advanced studies, according to 
the proficiency of the classes (assigning as nearly as 
possible, the same questions in all the schools) and 
afterwards, all the pupils in the upper classes were 
examined orally as to the rules and modes of opera- 
tion. In most of the schools it was found that the 
pupils had been required to learn the rules and defi- 
nitions of the different branches of study; and the ex- 
amination generally was satisfactory. In some 
schools, though the scholars could with their books 
and slates find the proper answers to the questions as- 
signed to them; yet they were unable to repeat the 
rules, under which they had proceeded; and some 
teachers seemed to consider such a requisition 
inexpedient. 

To say that it is an act of the memory is no objec- 
tion to requiring a recitation of the rules. Regarded 
as such, it is not without importance—but the view 
of the Committee is this. The pupils, commencing 
with the most simple parts of Arithmetic, are gradu- 
ally carried to the most difficult, each step in the ad- 
vance involving a constant application of the princi- 
ples and rules, which preceded. ‘The elementary 
rules are applied, too, in various ways and the in- 
struction is given in many divisions of knowledge, 
each of which is important. The pupils, as they 
proceed, should keep distinctly in mind the elements 
of the different departments and the respective 
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rules; and without reference to books, the scholars 
should be able, having performed questions under 
different branches of mathematical knowledge, to ex- 
press intelligibly their elements and state the rules 
of solution. ‘This can only be accomplished by re- 
quiring a recitation of them, and frequent examina- 
tion by the teachers. It cannot be objected that 
such learning will be by rote only, because as it is 
confined to principles and rules, which are constant- 
ly applied, the pupils must use their understanding to 
comprehend what is repeated. And it is no justifica- 
tion for advanced classes, when found deficient in 
some elementary knowledge to offer as an excuse, 
that they had not for a long time studied it, because 
they should be kept familiar with every part, which 
had been studied—and this object can be attained 
by requiring an explanation of the different parts 
of long operations, which involve many of the 
elementary rules and principles. And it is very un- 
satisfactory at an examination to find scholars using 
rules and principles, and unable to define and state 
them. 


PENMANSHIP. 


In the preceding account given of the condition 
of the schools, but little has been said about penman- 
ship, as the Committee wished to make it a distinct 
branch of their report. They have been much 
pleased with the proficiency, which has been attain- 
ed in this department and the great neatness which 
was generally found in the writing books of the 
various pupils. The writing at the Hancock and 
Eliot schools particularly attracted the attention of 
the Committee, but they must add in justice to the 
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‘other schools, that the writing in all of them gave 
satisfaction. 

In the annual report, made in 1837, a decided 
preference was expressed in favor of providing that 

the classes should not receive instruction at all in 

large or round hand, until a cousiderable time had 

been spent in acquiring a fine or running hand. 

Your Committee are aware that such a change 
was attempted in some schools ;—and in their opin- - 
ion it is better that the schools should be instructed, 
as all now are, upon the old system: and they would 
advise that in any system, which may be adopted, 
the first elements of writing should be taught upon 
the principle of requiring that single letters and large 
hand should be written, before joining and fine hand 
writing is taught. 

The Committee ascertained that there is great di- 
versity in the slips and copy-books, used in teaching 
writing. For teaching the lower classes there are 
used the Boston copy slips—Bascom’s slips and Fos- 
ter’s writing books. In six schools a set of slips is 
used, which were prepared a few years ago by the 
writing-masters of the Adams and Wells schools, 
who devoted one vacation to preparing slips, which 
were engraved at their own expense. In other 
schools the teachers set copies for the younger 


classes. | 
In the upper classes of some schools, Bascom’s 


and ‘Towndrow’s slips are used, and in others, copies 
are set by the teachers. ‘The masters of the Adams 
and Wells schools have not prepared slips, which are 
calculated for the higher classes. There would 
seem to be a defect in the present system, of teach- 
ing boys and girls the same style of penmanship. 
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The Committee consider this to be an important 
subject, and though they would not advise requiring 
the teachers to pursue an invariable course with all 
pupils, it would not seem expedient to allow such a 
latitude, as is now permitted in this department. © In 
all other branches the course and mode of instruc- 
tion are prescribed and no deviation is permitted. 
Some expression of preference, at least might be of- 
fered by the Board as to the best copy-books to be 
used. 


“KEYS.” 


The attention of the Committee has been drawn 
to the use by the pupils of “ Keys to Arithmetic and 
Algebra,” containing the answers to all the questions 
and the solution of many of them. It was not in- 
tended by Mr. Emerson, that the ‘ Keys’ prepared 
by him, should be used by the scholars, and in his 
opinion “such use would generally be injurious,” 
and he endeavored to guard against the general use 
of them. It has been found that the scholars have 
access to the ‘“ Keys” and your Committee think it 
would be expedient to provide, that they should not. 
be used by the scholars; and authorize the teachers 
to regard the violation of such a provision as subject- 
ing offenders to the loss of rank, or other punish- 
ment. A provision is made as to the “ Latin Gram- 
mar school,” that no translations ‘of the Latin and 
Greek authors studied, nor any interpretations, Krys 
or orders of construction shall be allowed.” ‘There 
would seem to be the same reason for providing that 
‘¢no Keys” to the questions in Arithmetic and Alge- 
bra should be allowed in the Writing Department. 
Your Committee think it better that the scholars 
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should undertake to solve the questions, without pre- 
viously knowing the answers ;—but the chief objec- 
tion to the “ Keys” is, that they contain the solution 
of the most difficult questions, which the pupils 
should certainly try to solve without such aid. 


BOOK-KEEPING. 


According to the regulations, book-keeping is re- 
quired to be taught in the rirst classes. ‘This is at- 
tended to generally, but there are some schools in 
which it is omitted. ‘The Committee consider it 
highly important, that book-keeping should be taught 
to every first class. Independent of the important 
practical information obtained by a knowledge of 
book-keeping even by single entry, it is an excellent 
practice in penmanship and more agreeable for the 
advanced classes, than the continued use of the ordi- 
nary copy-books. 

The mode of classifying the schools, as prescribed 
in the regulations, is not always pursued, and your 
Committee have found a want of conformity upon 
this subject, which should be avoided, by requiring 
that all the schools should be classityed alike. And 
your Committee would suggest that it is best for the 
classes, when called for recitation, to be arranged 
upon the platforms, rather than heard from the seats 
of the pupils, as is practised in some schools. 
Wherever practicable, recitation rooms should be 
used, and if possible, two such rooms should be pro- 
vided for each department, so that the recitations of 
the classes may be attended to, without interruption.

RULES 


OF THE 


BOARD OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Establishment of the Public Schools. 


By a special enactment of the Legislature of the Common- 
wealth, passed in the year 1835, twenty-four persons are an- 
nually elected, two in each Ward of the City, who, with the 
Mayor and President of the Common Council, constitute the 
School Committee, and have the superintendence of the Public 
Schools. These are, one Latin Graimmar School, one English 
High School, thirteen Grammar and Writing Schools, and 
ninety-five Primary Schools, in which instruction is freely giv- 
en to children of both sexes, who reside in the City, commenc- 
ing at the age of four years. 


CHAPTER LI. 


Organization of the Board. 


Sect. 1. The first meeting of the Board shall be held early 
in January. The Mayor shall be Chairman. A Secretary 
shall be chosen by the Board ; a visiting Committee for each 
School, consisting of five for the Latin and English High 
Schools respectively, and of three for each of the other schools ; 
a Committee on Books, consisting of five members; a Com- 
mittee on Music, consisting of three members; anda Com- 
mittee of Conference with the Primary School Committee, con- 
sisting of three members, 
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Secor. 2. Stated quarterly meetings of the Board shall be 
held on the first Tuesday of February, May, August, and No- 
vember, at 4 o’clock, P. M. at such place as the Chairman 
may direct; and special meetings may be held whenever ne- 
cessary. No meeting shall be called, however, upon less no- 
tice than twenty-four hours. 

Secr. 38. A majority of the Board is requisite to consti- 
tute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

Sect. 4. In January, annually, this Board shall nominate 
and appoint a suitable number of gentlemen, whose duty shall 
be to provide instruction for children between four and seven 
years of age, by means of the Primary Schools, and shall au- 
thorize the Committee of these schools to organize their body 
and regulate their proceedings as they may deem most conve- 
nient, and to fill all vacancies occurring in the same, during 
the year; and this Board will respectfully receive from them 
such communications as they may please occasionally to make 
on the subject of those schools. 


Appointment of Instructers. 


Sect. 5. In August annually, all the instructers in the 
public schools shall be elected, and their salaries voted; and no 
alteration in the amount of salary of any instructer shall be 
made at any other time. 

Secr. 6. The masters of the several schools shall be elect- 
ed by ballot ; the other instructers shall be elected by nomina- 
tion of their respective Sub-Committees, after they shall have 
conferred with the masters with whom said assistant instruc- 
ters are to be associated. 

Sect. 7. The instructers shall hold their offices for one 
year, unless sooner removed by vote of the Board. 


CHAPTER II. 


Rights and Duties of the Chairman. 


Secr. 1. The Chairman shail take the chair precisely at 
the hour appointed for the meeting of the Board; he shall call 
the members to order, and on the appearance of a quorum, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding meeting to be read, 
and proceed to business. In the absence of the Chairman, the 
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President of the Common Council shall take the chair; and in 
the absence of both, the Board shall choose a Chairman pro 
tempore. 

Secr. 2. The Chairman shall call a special meeting of the 
Board whenever he may deem it necessary, or at the request 
of any two members in writing: and he shall be the organ of 
communication with the other branches of the City Govern- 
ment, relative to any votes or doings of this body, which may 
have respect to a cooperation with them in the transaction of 
business. 

Secr. 3. He shall preserve decorum and order in the 
meetings; he may speak to points of order in preference to 
other members, and shall decide all questions of order, subject 
to an appeal to the Board, on motion of any member, regular- 
ly seconded. 

Sect. 4. He shall declare all votes; but if any member 
doubt the vote, the Chairman, without further debate upon the 
question, shall require the members voting in the aflirmative 
and negative, to rise and stand until they are counted, and he 
shall declare the result. 

Sect. 5. He shall rise to address the Board, or to put a 
question, but may read sitting. 

Secr. 6. The Chairman may call any member to the chair; 
provided such substitution shall not continue longer than one 
meeting. When the Board shall determine:to go into Com- 
mittee of the Whole, the Cheirman shall appoint the member 
who shall take the chair. The Chairman may express his 
opinion on any subiect under debate; but in such case, he 
shall leave the chair, and appoint some other member to take 
it; and he shall not resume the chair while the same question 
is pending. But the Chairman may state facts, and give his 
opinion on questions of order, without teaving his place. 

Sect. 7. Whenany member shall require a question to 
be taken by Yeas and Nays, the Chairman shall take the sense 
of the Board in that manner, provided one third of the mem- 
bers present are in favor of it. 

Secr. 8. He shall propound all questions in the order in 
which they are moved, unless the subsequent motion sliall be 
previous in its nature; except that in naming sums and fixing 
times, the largest sum, and the longest time, shall be put first. 

Sect. 9. After a motion is seconded, and stated by the 
Chairman, it shall be disposed of by vote of the Board, unless 
the mover withdraw it before a decision or an amendment. 

Secr. 10. The Chairman shall considera motion to ad- 
journ, as always in order, unless a member has possession of 
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the floor, or any question has been put and not decided; and 
it shall be decided without debate. 

Sect. 11. He shall put the previous question in the fol- 
lowing form: “Shall the main question be now put ?”’—and 
all amendments or further debate of the main question shall be 
suspended, until the previous question be decided; and the 
previous question shall not be put, unless a majority of the 
members present are in favor of it. 

Sect. 12. When two or more members happen to rise at 
the same time, the Chairman shall name the member who is 
first to speak. 

Secr. 13. All Committees shall be nominated by the 
Chairman, unless otherwise ordered, 


CHAPTER III. 
Rights and Duties of Members. 


Secr. 1. When any member is about to speak in debate, 
or deliver any matter to the Board, he shall rise in his place, 
and respectfully address the Chairman ; shall confine himself 
to the question under debate, and avoid personality. He shall 
sit down as soon as he has done speaking. 

Sect. 2. No member, in debate, shall mention another 
member by his name; but may describe him by the ward he 
represents, the place he sits in, or such other designation as 
may be intelligible and respectful. 

Sect. 8. No member speaking, shall be interrupted by 
another, but by rising to call to order, or to correct a mistake, 
But if any member in speaking, or otherwise, transgress the 
Rules of the Board, the Chairman shalé, or any member ma af 
call to order; in Lp case, the amkey so called to order, 
shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain ; and 
the Board, if appealed to, shall decide on the case, but without 
debate. 

Sect. 4. Ifa member violate any of the Rules and Olan 
of the Board, and the Board shall determine that he has so 
transgressed, he shall not be allowed to speak, unless by way 
of excuse for the same, until he has made satisfaction for the 
same. 

Sect. 5. No member shall speak more than twice to the 
same question, without first obtaining leave of the Board ; nor 
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more than once, until all other members, choosing to speak, 
shall have spoken. 

Secr. 6. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be 
considered by the Board, and not otherwise; and no member 
shall be permitted to submit a motion in writing, until he has 
read the same in his place, and it has been seconded. 

Sect. 7. Whena question is under debate, no motion shall 
be received but to adjourn; to lie on the table; for the pre- 
vious question; to postpone to a day certain; to commit; or 
to amend ; or to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions 
shall have precedence, in the order in which they stand ar- 
ranged. 

Secr. 8. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if the 
Chairman direct, or any member of the Board request it. 

Secr. 9. Whena motion has once been made, and carried 
in the affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for any mem- 
ber to move for a reconsideration, and if such motion is second- 
ed, it shall be open to debate, and be disposed of by the Board. 
And in case the motion be made at the same meeting, it shall 
be competent for a majority of the members present to pass a 
vote of reconsideration :—but if it be made ata subsequent 
meeting, the subject shall not be reconsidered unless a majority 
of all the members of the Board shall vote therefor. But no 
more than one motion for the reconsideration of any vote shall 
be permitted. 

Sect. 10. No member shall be permitted to stand up, to 
the interruption of another, whilst any member is speaking ; ‘or 
to pass unnecessarily between the Chairman and the person 
speaking. 

Sect. 11. Every member who shall be present when a 
question is put, shall give his vote, unless the Board, for special 
reasons, excuse him. 

Secor. 12. On the ‘previous question,’ no member shall 
speak more than once without leave. 

Sect. 13. A motion for commitment, until it is decided, 
shall preclude all amendment of the main question. 

Sect. 14. All motions and reports may be committed or 
recommitted, at the pleasure of the Board. 

Sect. 15. The division of a question may be called for, 
when the sense will admit of it. 

Sect. 16. When the reading of a paper is called for, and 
the same is objected to by any member, it shall be determined 
by a vote of the Board. 

Sect. 17. The consent of three-fourths of the members 
present at any meeting of the Board, shall be requisite for the 
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repeal, amendment, or suspension of any standing Rule of the 
Board, or Regulation of the schools, unless the proposal for the 
same shall have lain upon the table for one week. 


CHAPTER IV. 


Duties of the Secretary. 


Secr. 1. The Secretary shall have charge of the records 
of the Beard, and of all papers directed by them to be kept on 
his files ; he shall keep a fair and full record of all the proceed- 
ings of the Board; he shall notify all stated and special meet- 
ings; he shall notify the Chairman of every Committee ap- 
pointed, stating the commission, and the names of the mem- 
bers ; he shall notify the meetings of all Committees when re- 
quested by their Chairman; he shall notify the instructers of 
their appointments; and shall give such other notices as the 
Board may require. 

Secor. 2. He shall prepare the annual report required by 
the statute of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 3. At the quarterly meetings, in February and Au- 
cust, he shall present to the Board an abstract of the semi-an- 
nual returns of the Grammar and Writing Schools, and a sche- 
dule showing the number of teachers then employed in each 
school, and the number to which each school is entitled ac- 
cording to the provision contained in the School Regulations. 


Duties of Sub-Committees. 


_ Sect. 4. The Sub-Committees shall examine the classes in 
their respective schools, at least once each quarter of the year ; 
and, according to the provisions of the statute, shall visit them 
not less than once each month, without giving previous notice 
to the instructers. : 
Secr. 5. The Chairman, or some member of each Sub- 
Committee, shall, at each quarterly meeting of the Board, make 
a report in writing, of their examination and its results, of any 
occurrences affecting the standing or usefulness of the schools, 
and of any accommodations or indulgences they may have 
granted to any instructer, or any alterations they may have au- 
thorized in their particular school. And at each quarterly 
meeting, the Chairman, or any member of cach Sub-Commit- 
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tee, who may be present, shail be called upon for such report ; 
and in case of omission to make it, the Loard shall pass a vote, 
enjoining the Sub-Committee to proceed without delay in the 
performance of their duty, and shal! adjourn to receive their 
report. 

Sect. 6. The Sub-Committees. shall determine on the 
scholars who are to receive the medals in their respective 
schvo]s, and return the names to the Secretary, at least four 
days previous to the exhibition. It shall also be their duty, on 
the day of exhibition, to present the medals. 

Sect. 7. The number of medals to be awarded in each 
school, that is full or nearly full, shall be siz. But, in any 
school where the number of scholars is comparatively small, 
the number.of medals awarded shall be proportionably less ; 
and they shall never exceed one third of the number of can- 
didates examined. In any school where there are no scholars 
much advanced in improvement, no medals shall be awarded. 

Sect. 8. General scholarship shall be taken into consider- 
ation in awarding the medals; and, in order that a just assign- 
ment may be made, the Sub-Committee shall critically exam- 
ine the candidates, and inspect the class-bill. 

Secr. 9. The Sub-Committees shall give their advice to 
the instructers on any emergency ; and take cognizance of any 
difficulty which may have occurred between the instructers 
aud parents of pupils, or between the instructers themselves, 
relative to the government or instruction of the school. An 
appeal however to the whole Board is not hereby denied to 
any citizen or Instructer. 

Sect. 10. In case of a vacancy in any school, in the place 
of either of the instructers, the Sub-Committee of the school, 
may, if they think proper, appoint an instructer pro tempore, 
and shall give notice of such vacancy to the Board, in order 
that it may be filled by election. 

Szcr. 1l. The Sub-Committee of any school may, in their 
discretion, admit to the school under their care, the children of 
non-residents who do business and pay taxes in the city. 

Secr. 12. In addition to these specific duties of the Sub- 
Committees, it shall be their duty, generally, to make any tem- 
porary arrangement they may find necessary, relative to the 
discipline and instruction of their schools or the convenience 
of the instructers, in cases not provided for by the general reg- 
ulations. 

Secr. 13. All the official acts of Sub-Committees shall be 
done in meetings of the same, duly notified by their Chairman, 
and shall, in every instance, be expressive of the sense of a 
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majority of any such Committee, and when reported to the 
Board, shall be submitted in writing. 

Secr. 14. Although the interest of the schools demand 
Sub-Committees of the Board, each member shall consider 
it his duty to watch over all the public schools in the City, to 
attend their visitations, exhibitions, and examinations, and to 
visit them at other times according to his ability. 

Secr. 15. At the quarterly meeting in May, two examin- 
ing Committees shall be annually appointed, consisting each of 
three members, one for the English Grammar Schools, and the 
other for the Writing Schools; each of which Committess shall 
be joined by as many other members of the Board as can con- 
veniently attend. ‘These Committees shall, in May, June, or 
July, visit all the schools for which they are appointed, and 
critically examine the pupils in all the branches taught therein, 
in order to ascertain the condition of the schools; and _ shall 
report previously to the annual election of the instructers ; that 
the appointments of the Board on that occasion may be judi- 
ciously made. A similar annual and critical exatnination shall 
be made in May, June, or July, of the Latin School, and of the 
English High School, by the respective Visiting Committees 
of those schools; anda similar report for the same purpose, 
and embracing the same gbiccs, shall be made by each of 
these Committees. 

Secr. 16. In the month of August, the Committee on Mu- 
sic shall contract with a Master of Music, to provide Teachers 
of Singing and superintend the same, in the several Grammar 
and Writing Schools, for one year. The expense shall not 
exceed one hundred and thirty dollars per school, including 
the use of instruments and apparatus. 


REGULATIONS 


OF 


THE PUBLIC SCHOOLS. 


CHAPTER I. 


Regulations common to all the Public Schools under the im- 
mediale superintendence of the School Committee. 


Sect. 1. The instructersshall punctually observe the hours: 
appointed for opening and dismissing the schools ; and during 
school hours, shall faithfully devote themselves to the public 
service. 

Sect. 2. It is recommended by the Board, that the morn- 
ing exercises of all the schools commence with reading the 
Scripture and Prayer. 

Secr. 3. In the relation existing between the instructers, 
the masters shall hold priority of rank; and their direction 
shall be followed by the other instructers, in the business of 
the schools. 

Sect. 4. [very master shall keep a register of his school, 
in which he shall record the names, ages, dates of admission, 
and places of residence of his scholars. In addition to this 
register, class-bills shall be kept, in which shall be entered, the 
daily absences of the scholars, and such notes of their class ex- 
ercises, as may exhibit a view of their advancement and 
standing. 

Secr. 5. The masters shall make to the Secretary of the 
Board semi-annual returns, on the first weeks of February and 
August, of the number of pupils then actually belonging to 
their schools, conformably to the blanks prepared for this 
purpose. 

Secr. 6. The instructers shall practice such discipline in 
the schools as would be exercised by a kind, judicious parent 
in his family ; and shall avoid corporal punishment in all cases 
where good order can be preserved by milder measures. 

Secr. 7. For violent or pointed opposition to his authority 
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in any particular instance, a master may exclude a child from 
school, for the time being, and thereupon shall inform the par- 
ent or guardian of the measure, and shall apply to the &ub- 
Committee for advice and direction. 

Sect. 8. When the example of any pupil is very injurious, 
and in all cases where reformation appears hopeless, it shall be 
the duty of any master, with the approbation of the Sub-Com- 
mittee, to suspend or expel such pupil from the school. But any 
child, under this public censure, who shall have expressed to the 
master his regret for his folly or indiscretion, as openly and ex- 
plicitly as the nature of the case may require, and shall have 
given evidence of amendment, shall, with the previous con- 
sent of said Committee, be reinstated in the privileges of the 
school. 

Secr. 9. To promote the well-being of their pupils, it shall 
be the duty of the instructers, as far as is practicable, to exer- 
cise a general inspection over them, as well out of school as 
within its walls; and on all suitable occasions to inculcate upon 
them the principles of truth and virtue. 

Secr. 10. In cases of difficulty in the discharge of their 
official duties, or when any temporary dispensation in their fa- 
vor is desired, the instructers shall apply to the Sub-Committees 
of their respective schools for advice and direction. 

Secr. 11. It shall be the duty of the masters to give vigi- 
lant attention to the ventilation and temperature of the school- 
rooms. <A regular system of ventilation shall be practised, as 
well in winter as in summer, by which the air in the rooms 
shall be effectually changed, at the end of each school-time, be- 
fore the house shall be closed. 

Secr. 12. No instructer in the public schools shall be al- 
lowed to keep a private school of any description whatever, or 
to attend to the instruction of any private pupils, before 6 
o'clock P. M., except on Wednesday and Saturday afternoons. 

Secr. 13. The instructers shall not award medals or other 
prizes, to the pupils under their charge. 

Secr. 14. No subscription or contribution, for any purpose 
whatever, shall be introduced into any public school: 

Secor. 15. The books used, and the studies pursucd, in all 
the public schools, shall be such, and such only as may be au- 
thorized by the Board. 

Sect. 16. No pupils shall be allowed to retain their con- 
nection with any of the public schools, unless they are furnish- 
ed with the books and utensils regularly required to be used in 
the schools respectively, except by permission of the Sub- 
Committee. 
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Sect. 17. There shall be a recess of from five to ten 
minutes for every pupil each half day; that the children may 
not be injured by too long confinement. 

Sect. 18. No pupil shall be allowed to depart before the 
appointed hours of leaving school, except in case of sickness or 
some pressing emergency ; and the master’s consent must be 
first obtained. 

Sect. 19. No pupil shall be admitted to the privileges of 
one school who has been expelled from another, or while under 
sentence of suspension; unless by a vote of the Board. 

_ Sect. 20. Children going from the public Grammar and 
Writing Schools to the my or English High School, shall 
carry certificates from the masters of the school they leave, 
setting forth their character and qualifications, without which 
they shall not be admitted. 

Sect. 21. No child shall be admitted into any of the pub- 
lic schools, without a certificate from a physician, that he or 
she has been vaccinated, or otherwise secured against the small 
pox; but this certificate shall not be required ef pupils who go 
from one public school to another. 

Secr. 22. There shall be, annually,an Exhibition of all the 
schools, on Wednesday, two weeks before the last Wednesday 
in August, when the Franklin Medals shall be bestowed upon 
the boys, and the City Medals upon the girls. The hours for 
the Exhibition of the several schools shall be arranged by the 
Chairman of the Board. 

Sect. 23. The following holydays and vacations shall be 
granted alike to all the schools; vizi—Kvery Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoon throughout the year; Christmas day and 
Fast day; Thanksgiving week; one day in each year for the 
general training, when in Boston; the fourth of July; two 
weeks commencing on the Monday next preceding the last 
Wednesday in May; the remainder of the week after the ex- 
hibition of the schools in August, and the three succeeding 
weeks; and the Chairman of the Board is authorized to sus- 
pend the schools on such public occasions as he may think 
proper, not exceeding three days in the year. No other holy- 
days shall be allowed, except by special vote of the Board. 

Sect. 24. In addition to these holy-days, the Latin School 
and English High School shall be entitled to the three ays of 
public exhibition at Harvard University. 
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CHAPTER II. 


Regulations of the English Grammar and Writing Schools. 


Sect. 1. These schools are the second in order in the sys- 
tem of public education established in this City. The follow- 
ing are their names, situation and date of establishment.

Sect. 2. In these schools are taught, the common branches 
of an English education. In the several buildings, where the 
arrangement is complete, there are two large halls, occupied 
by two Departments, one of which is a Grammar School, and 
the other a Writing School. The scholars are organized in 
two divisions. While one division attends to Grammar School, 
the other attends the Writing School: thus the two masters 
exchange scholars half-daily. In the Grammar department, 
the pupils are taught chiefly, Spelling, Reading, English Gram- 
mar, and Geography : ; in the Writing department, they are 
taught Writing, Arithmetic, and Book-keeping. To these 
schools apply the following regulations, in addition to those laid 
down in the preceding chapter. 

Sect. 3. In the schools for boys exclusively, each depart- 
ment shall be instructed by a master, an usher, and a female 
assistant. In the schools for girls exclusively, each department 
shall be instructed by a master and three female assistants. In 
the schools for both sexes, each department shall be instructed 
either by a master, an usher, and one female assistant, or, by a 
master and three female assistants, at the option of the Sub- 
Committee. 

Sect. 4. The Lyman School, not yet being complete in its 
arrangement, shall be instructed by a master and such assistant 
teachers as the Board may determine. 

Sect. 5. Tor every fifty scholars more than an average at- 
tendance of two hundred in a department, an additional female 
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assistant shall be employed; and for every fifty scholars less 
than two hundred, one female assistant shall be withdrawn. 

Secr. 6. Children may be admitted into the Grammar and 
Writing Schools at the age of seven years who can read easy 
prose. ‘They shall be examined by the grammar master. 
Children above seven years of age, although not possessing the 
necessary qualifications, may be admitted by a special permit 
from the Sub-Committee of the school. 

Sect. 7. In case any applicant shall be’ rejected by the 
master, an appeal may be made to the Sub-Committee of the 
school. 

Sect. 8. New pupils shall be admitted into these schools 
on the first Mondays of the calendar months, only; but trans- 
fers may be made at any time. 

Sect. 9. [very pupil, who shall be transferred from one 
school to another, shall be the bearer of a certificate from both 
the masters of the school he leaves, expressing his standing and 
character, which shall be demanded of him, as a condition of 
his admission, by the master to whom he applies for that pur- 
pose. In this case no examination of qualifications shall be 
required. 

Secr. 10. Boys shall not be permitted to retain their pla- 
ces in these schools beyond the day of the next annual exhibi- 
bition, after they shall have arrived at fourteen years of age, 
unless by special leave from the Sub-Committee. Girls shall 
be allowed to attend these schools until the next annual exhi- 
bition, efter they shall have arrived at the age of sixteen. 

Sect. 11. No pupil shall be allowed to give his general or 
exclusive attendance in one department of the school without 
a special permit from the Sub-Committee. 

Secr. 12. From the first Monday in April, to the first Mon- 
day in October, annually, the hours for keeping these schools 
shall be from 8 o’clock, A. M. until 11, and from 2 o’clock, P. 
M. until 5; and from the first Monday in October, to the first 
Monday in April, from 9 to 12, and from 2 to half-past 4. 

Sect. 13. The scholars in the Grammar department shall 
take their recess at the expiration of one half of each school 
time, and those of the Writing department a quarter of an 
hour later. 

Sect. 14. Tardiness beyond five minutes shall be consider- 
ed a violation of school hours, and shall subject the delinquent 
to such penalty as the nature of the case may require. 

Secr. 15. Each department of these schools shall be di- 
vided into four classes, subject to such sub-divisions as the mas- 
ter may judge expedient. # 
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Sect. 16. The order of attendance in the schools where 
both sexes attend, shall be as follows :—On the first week after 
the August vacation, the boys shall attend the Grammar 
School and the girls the Writing School in the morning; and 
the boys shall attend the Writing School, and the girls the © 
Grammar School in the afternoon. The week following the 
order shall be reversed, and this alteration shall continue 
through the year; the weeks of vacation not being counted. 

Secr. 17. In the schools where only one sex attends, each 
of the four classes shall be divided into two divisions, nearly 
equal in numbers, and the order of attendance shall be as fol- 
Jows :—On the first weck after the August vacation, the first 
divisions shall attend the Grammar School, and the second 
divisions the Writing School in the morning; and the second 
divisions shall attend the Grammar School, and the first divi- 
sions the Writing School in the afternoon. The week follow- 
ing the order shall be reversed, and this alteration shall be 
continued through the year, the weeks of vacation not being 
counted. 

Sect. 18. In the Grammar department the books and ex- 
ercises shall be as follows.

Tower’s Gradual Reader. 

Cuass III. No.1 continued. 8. Murray’s English Gram- 
mar, abridged by Alger, or Parker and f'ox’s Progressive Exer- 
eises in English Grammar. 

Pierpont’s American 
First Class Book, or the National Reader. 5. Field’s or Wor- 
cester’s Geography and Atlas. 6. Frost’s Exercises in’ Pars- 
ing. ‘The two higher ‘classes in each school will be allowed, 
and the upper class required to use Worcester’s or Walker’s 
Dictionary. 

Cuass I. Nos. 1. 3. continued. ‘7. Worcester’s Geogra- 
phy and Atlas. 8. Pierpont’s American First Class Book. 
9. Goodrich’s History of the United States. 10. Exercises 
in Composition and Declamation. On Mondays, this class 
shall read in the Bible. 

Secr. 19. The following studies and books may be intro- 
duced at the discretion of the master. i 

Smellie’s Philosophy of Natural History, Ware’s edition. © 
Parker’s Compendium of Natural and Experimental Philosophy, 
stereotyped edition. Worcester’s Elements of General History. 
Parker’s Exercises in English Composition. 

Secr. 20. In the Writing department the books and exer- 
cises shall be as follows. 
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Crass IV. No.1. Writing. 2. Emerson’s North Ameri- 
can Arithmetic, Part First. 

Cuass III. No. 1 continued. 3. Oral Exercises in the 
North American Arithmetic, Part Second. 

Cuass II. No.1 and 3 continued. 4. Written exercises 
in the North American Arithmetic, Part Second. 5. Pen- 
making. 

Cuass I. Nos. 1 and 5 continued. 6. The North Ameri- 
can Arithmetic, Part Third. 7. Robinson’s Book-keeping. 

Secr. 21. Members of the first class who shall have nearly 
completed the course of exercises in Arithmetic, may be in- 
structed in Algebra and Geometry. Text Books, Bailey’s 
First Lessons in Algebra and Grund’s Geometry. 

Secor. 22. Every scholar shall be instructed in Writing, 
and in Arithmetic or Mathematics, daily, excepting cases in 
which the sub-committee shall think proper to grant a tempo- 
rary dispensation ; and the masters shall prohibit the use, by 
their pupils, of Keys to Arithmetic and Algebra. 

Sect. 23. The members of the first and second classes 
shall be assembled in one room to receive instruction in sing- 
ing for half an hour, twice in each week, on such days and at 
such hours in each school, as shall be appointed by the Com- 
mittee on Music, with the approbation of the Board. 

Sect. 24. The singing shall be taught in the Grammar 
room during the first half of the calendar year, and in the Writ- 
ing room during the last half. The instruction shall be given 
by a special teacher, but the master of the room shall be pre- 
sent and govern the scholars. 


CHAPTER III. 


Regulations of the Smith School. 


Secr. 1. This school is situated in Belknap street. It was 
instituted in 1812, and designed for the instruction of colored 
children of both sexes. Some part of the expenses of the 
school is defrayed by the income of a legacy from the late 
Abiel Smith, Esq. 

Sect. 2. The colored population in the city not being suf- 
ficiently numerous to require more than one school, it has been 
thought proper to provide in this, the means of instruction in 
all the branches of learning which appertain to the several or- 
ders of schools for white children. 

3 
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Sect. 3. The instructers in this school shall be a Master, 
who shall have been educated at some respectable college, and 
two Female Assistants. 

Sect. 4. The books employed shall be the same which are 
adopted for the other public schools ; and the division of the 
school into classes, and the arrangement of the studies shall be 
left to the discretion of the master, subject to the control of 
the sub-committee. No scholar, however, shall be permitted 
to begin the sudies pursued in the Latin, or High school, until 
he is well versed in the studies pursued in the Grammar and 
Writing schools. 

Secor. 5. At the exhibition in August, such awards shall 
be bestowed upon the more deserving scholars as the sub-com- 
mittee may judge proper. 


CHAPTER IV. 


Regulations of the English High School. 


Sect. 1. This school is situated in Pinckney street. It was 
instituted in 1821, with the design of furnishing the young men 
of this city, who are not intended for a collegiate course of 
study, and who have enjoyed the usual advantages of the other 
public schools, with the means of completing a good English 
education. Here is given instruction in the elements of mathe- 
matics and natural philosophy, with their application to the 
sciences and the arts, in grammar, rhetoric, and belles letters, 
in moral philosophy, in history natural and civil, and in the 
French language. ‘This institution is furnished with a valuable 
mathematical and philosophical apparatus, for the purpose of 
experiment and ‘illustration. To this school apply the follow- 
ing regulations, in addition to those common to all the schools. 

Sect. 2. The instructers in this school shall be, a master, a 
' sub-master, and so many assistants as shall give one instructer 
to every thirty-five pupils, but no additional assistant shall be 
allowed for any increase less than twenty-one. It shall be a 
necessary qualification in all these instructers, that they have 
been educated at some respectable college, and they shall be 
competent to instruct in the French language. 

Sect. 38. No boy shall be admitted as a member of this 
school, under the age of twelve years; and the master shall re- 
quire of every candidate for admission, previously to examina- 
tion a certificate from his parent or guardian that he is of 
the age required. 


Cuap. IV. REGULATIONS. 19 


Sect. 4. Boys shall be examined for admission into this 
school only once a year, viz. on the Thursday and Friday next 
succeeding the exhibition of the school in August. 

Sect. 5. Candidates for admission shall produce from the 
masters of the schools they last attended, certificates of good 
moral character and presumed qualifications for admission into 
the school. It shall however be the duty of the master to ex- 
amine them in Spelling, Reading, Writing, English Grammar, 
Modern Geography and Arithmetic, of which a_ thorough 
knowledge shall be indispensable to admission. 

Sect. 6. The pupils shall be arranged in divisions, corres- 
ponding to their respective degrees of proficiency. It shall be 
the duty of the master to examine each division as often as may 
be consistent with the attentiun due to those under his imme- 
diate instruction. | 

Secr. 7. Individuals shall be advanced according to their 
scholarship and no faster ; and none shall be permitted to re- 
main members of the school longer than three years. 

Sect. 8. Each class or section shall occasionally be review- 
ed in its appropriate studies; and once a quarter, there shall be 
a general review of all the previous studies. 

Sect. 9. From the first Monday in April, to the first Mon- 
day in October annually, this school shall begin at 8 o’clock, 
A. M. and end at 11 o’clock, A. M.; and from the first Mon- 
day in October to the first Monday in April, it shall begin at 9 
A. M. and end at 12. 

From the first Monday in April, to the first Monday in Oc- 
tober, it shall begin at 3 P. M. and end at 6; and from the 
first Monday in October, to the first Monday in April, it shall 
bezin at half past 2 P. M. and end at half past 4; except that 
in the months of March and October, it shall begin at 3, P. M. 
and end at 5. 

Sect. 10. Tardiness beyond five minutes shall be consid- 
ered a violation of school hours, and shall subject the delin- 
quent to such penalty as the nature of the case may require. - 
No boy shall be absent from the school, except on account of 
sickness or other very urgent reasons. 

Secr.11. The course of study and instruction in_ this 
school, is the following : 

No. 1. Reviews of the preparatory studies, in the text- 
books authorized to be used in the Grammar and Writing 
Schools. 2. Ancient Geography, (Worcester’s.) 3. Wor- 
cester’s General History and History of the United States. 4. 
Sherwin’s Algebra. 5. Legendre’s Geometry. 6. Book- 
keeping. 7. Blair’s Rhetoric. 8. Paley’s Moral Philoso- 
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phy. 9. Chemistry. 10. Trigonometry, with its application 
to Surveying, Navigation, Mensuration, Astronomical Cal- 
culations, &c. 11. Constitution of the United States. 12. 
Natural Philosophy. 13. Linear Drawing. 14. Paley’s Natural 
Theology. 15. Paley’s Evidences of Christianity. 16. Elements 
of Astronomy. 17. Logic. 18. Intellectual Philosophy. 

The several divisions shall also receive instruction in Spell- 
ing, Reading, Writing, English Grammar, Declamation, Com- 
position, and the French Language. 


CHAPTER V. 
Regulations for the Latin Grammar School. 


Secr. 1. This school is situated in School street. It was 
instituted about the middle of the 17th century. The Latin 
Grammar School and the English High School complete the 
system of public education, enjoyed alike by all classes in this 
city. 

Sect. 2. In the Latin Grammar School the rudiments of 
the Latin and Greek languages are taught, and scholars are 
fully qualified for the most respectable colleges. Instruction is 
also given in Mathematics, Geography, History, Declamation, 
and nglish composition. ‘To this school apply the following 
regulations, in addition to those common to all the schools. 

Sect. 3. The insitructers in this school shall be a master, a 
sub-master, and so many assistants as shall give one instructer 
to every thirty-five pupils, but no additional assistant shall be 
allowed for any increase less than twenty-one. 

Secr. 4. It shall be a necessary qualification in all the in- 
structers of this school that they have been educated at some 
respectable college. 

Secr. 5. Boys to be admitted into this school shall be at 
least ten years old. 

Sect. 6. Boys shall be examined for admission into this 
school only once a year, viz: on the Thursday and Friday next 
succeeding the exhibition of the school in August. 

Sect. 7. Candidates for admission shall produce, from the 
masters of the schools they last attended, certificates of good 
moral character. They shall be able to read common English 
authors correctly and fluently, to write a running hand, shall 
understand mental arithmetic and the simple rules of written 
arithmetic, and be able to answer the map questions of Wor- 
cester’s modern Geography, and shall have a sufficient knowl- 
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edge of English grammar to parse common sentences in prose. 
A knowledge of Latin grammar shall be considered equivalent 
to that of English. 

Sect. 8. The regular course of instruction shall continue 
five years, and no scholar shall enjoy the privileges of this 
school beyond that term, unless by leave of the sub-committee. 

Sect. 9. From the first Monday in Apnil, to the first Mon- 
day in October, annually, this school shall begin at 3 o’clock, 
A. M. and end at 11 o’clock, A. M.; and from the first Mon- 
day in October to the first Monday in April, it shall begin at 9 
A. M. and end at half-past 12. 

From the first Monday in April, to the first Monday in Octo- 
ber, the school shall begin at 3 P. M. and end at 6; and from 
the first Monday in October, to the first Monday in April, it 
shall begin at 3 P. M. and end at 5, or, as near 5 as the ap- 
proach of night will permit. The three lowest classes may be 
dismissed from the school each day at 11 o’clock, A. M. from 
April to October. 

Sect. 10. Tardiness beyond five minutes shall be consider- 
ed a violation of school hours, and shall subject the delinquent 
to such penalty as the nature of the case may require. 

Sect. 11. The school shall be divided into five classes, 
with such sub-divisions as the master may think advisable, sub- 
ject to the approbation of the sub-committee of the school. 

Sect. 12. The master shall give his services occasionally to 
each portion of the school, and shall once a month carefully 
examine the pupils in the different departments in all the stu- 
dies to which they have attended since his last examination. 

Sect. 13. The books and exercises required during the 
course of instruction in this school, are the following :

Secr. 14. It being however understood, that there must 
necessarily be different degrees of proficiency among so many 
pupils, especially in the highest class, the following studies, viz. 
Geometry and Trigonometry, Xenophon’s Anabasis, Juvenal, 
Horace, Uomer, Stansbury’s Catechism, and Paley’s Natural 
Theology, are allowed to be introduced at the discretion of the 
master, but are not absolutely required. 

Sect. 15. No translations of the foregoing Latin and Greek 
authors, are allowed in the school, nor any Interpretations, 
Keys, or Orders of Construction. { 

Sect. 16. The several classes shall receive instruction in 
penmanship.

AN ORDINANCE 


PREVENTING AND EXTINGUISHING FIRES, 


AND 


ESTABLISHING A FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City Council as- 
sembled, as follows: That the Fire Department shall consist 
of a Chief Engineer and as many other Engineers, not less than 
eight, and of as many Firemen, Enginemen, Hosemen, and 
Hook and Ladder men to be divided into Companies, as the 
number of Engines and the number and quantity of other Fire 
Apparatus belonging to the City, shall from time to time require 
or make expedient: and the said Engineers shall be annually 
chosen according to law, for one year, and until others shall be 
chosen in their place: Provided, That vacancies may be filled 
at any time, and the said Chief and other Engineers shall on his 
or their appointment receive a written or printed certificate or 
warrant in the words following, viz: ‘ This certifies that A. B. 
is appointed an Engineer (or Chief Engineer) of the Fire De- 
partment of the City of Boston, and is entitled to all the immu- 
nities belonging to said office. 

“¢ Given under my hand, this day of 
A. D. 18 

Mayor. 
City Clerk.” 
And the respective rank of the Engineers shall be determined 
by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 2. The Engineers so chosen, shall meet and organize 
themselves into a Board of Engineers, a majority of whom shall 
form a quorum, and of which, in the absence of the Chief En-

gineer, the senior Engineer present shall be presiding officer : 
and they may appoint such Secretary or other officers and 
make such rules and regulations for their own government as 
they may see fit, and such Secretary shall receive such com- 
pensation as the City Council may deem expedient. ‘They 
shall at all times have the superintendence and control of all 
the Engine and other houses used for the purposes of the Fire 
Department, and of all furniture and apparatus thereto belong- 
ing ; and of the Engines and all other Fire Apparatus belong- 
ing to the City, and over the Officers and members of the 
several companies attached to the Fire Department, and over 
all persons present at Fires, and may make such rules and regu- 
lations for the better government, discipline and good order of 
the department, and for the extinguishment of Fires, as they 
may from time to time think expedient, the same not being re- 
pugnant to the laws of this Commonwealth, and being subject 
to the approbation of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of said Engineers, whenever 
a Fire shall break out in the City, to repair forthwith to, or 
near the place where the Fire may be; to take proper measures 
that the several Engines and other apparatus be arranged in the 
most advantageous situations, and duly worked for the effectual 
extinguishment of the Fire; to require and compel assistance 
from all persons as well members of the Fire Department, as 
others, in extinguishing the Fire, removing furniture, goods, or 
other merchandise from any building on Fire, or in danger 
thereof, and to appoint guards to secure the same ; and also in 
pulling down or demolishing any house or building if occasion 
require, and further to suppress all tumults and disorders. It 
shall also be their duty to cause order to be preserved in going 
to, working at, or returning from Fires, and at all other times 
when Companies attached to the Department are on duty: 
Provided however, That when any Fire occurs in either of the 
adjoining towns, it shall be the duty of only such, and so many 
of said Engineers to repair to such towns as shall have been 
previously designated for said purpose by said Board of En- 
gineers. 
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Seer. 4. The Chief Engineer shall have the sole command 
at Fires, over all the other Engineers, all Members of the Fire 
Department, and all other persons who may be present at 
fires,—and shall direct all proper measures for the extinguish- 
ment of fires, protection of property, preservation of order, and 
observance of the Fire Laws, Ordinances and Regulations ; and 
it shall be the duty of said Chief Engineer to examine into the 
condition of the Buckets and all other Fire Apparatus, and of 
the Engine and other Houses belonging to the City and used 
for the purposes of the Fire Department—and of the Com- 
panies attached to the said Department as often as circum- 
stances may render it expedient, or whenever directed so to 
do by the Mayor and Aldermen, or by the Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen on the Fire Department, and annually 
to report the same to the Mayor and Aldermen, and oftener if 
thereunto requested ; also to cause a full description of the 
same together with the names of the officers and members of 
the Fire Department to be published annually in such manner 
as the Mayor and Aldermen shall direct, and whenever the En- 
gines or other Fire Apparatus, Engine or other houses used by 
the Fire Department require alterations, additions, or repairs, 
the Chief Engineer under the direction of the Board of .Alder- 
men, or of the Committee on the Fire Department, shall cause 
the same to be made. And it shall be moreover the duty of 
the Chief Engineer to receive and transmit to the Board of Al- 
dermen all returns of officers, members, and Fire Apparatus, 
made by the respective Companies as hereinafter prescribed, 
and all other communications relating to the affairs of the Fire 
Department: ‘To keep fair and exact Rolls of the respective 
Companies, specifying the time of admission and discharge, and 
the age of each member ; to report in writing to the City Clerk, 
who shall keep a record of the same, once in each year, or 
oftener if directed so to do by the Mayor and Aldermen, all ac- 
cidents by Fire which may happen within the City, with the 
causes thereof as well as can be ascertained, and the number 
and description of the buildings destroyed or injured, together 
with the names of the owners or occupants. 
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Srecr. 5. In case of the absence of the Chief Engineer, the 
Engineer next in rank who may be present, shall execute the 
duties of his office, with full powers. 

Sect. 6. As many Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder and 
Fire Companies shall from time to time be formed by the Mayor 
and Aldermen as they shall deem expedient, and each of said 
Companies shall consist of as many men as said Mayor and Al- 
dermen may appoint, not exceeding to each Engine Company 
seventy-five, to each Hose and Hook and Ladder Company, 
fifty, and to each Bucket, Fire or other Company, twenty-five 
—unless otherwise ordered by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secr. 7. No person under twenty-one years of age shall be 
employed as a member of the Fire Department. 

Szcr. 8. No person shall be employed in the Fire Depart- 
ment for a less period than six months, and every member of 
the Fire Department, shall upon his appointment by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, receive a certificate or warrant which he shall 
be holden to produce within thirty days after he shall become a 
member of said Department, and annually in the month of May 
thereafter, to the Commanding Officer of the Militia Company 
within whose bounds he may reside. 

Sect. 9. Each of the Companies formed, and appointed by 
the Mayor and Aldermen shall have a Foreman, an Assistant 
Foreman, and a Clerk, and these officers shall be chosen by 
their respective companies, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and Aldermen. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Foremen to see that 
the several Engines and Apparatus committed to their care, and 
the several buildings in which the same are deposited, and all 
things in or belonging to the same, are kept neat, clean, and in 
order for immediate use ; it shall also be their duty to preserve 
order and discipline at all times in their respective Companies, 
and require and enforce a strict compliance with the City Ordi- 
nances, the Rules and Regulations of the Departinent and the 
orders of the Engineers. They shall also keep or cause to be 
kept by the Clerk of their respective Companies, fair and exact 
Rolls, specifying the time of admission, discharge, and age of 
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each member, and accounts of all City property entrusted to 
the care of the several members, in a book provided for that 
purpose by the City, which Rolls or Record Books are always 
to be subject to the order of the Board of Engineers and the 
Mayor and Aldermen. They are also to make or cause to be 
made to the Chief Engineer, true and accurate returns of all the 
members, with their ages, and the Apparatus entrusted to their 
care, whenever called upon so to do. 

Secr. 11. It shall be the duty of the Officers and Members 
of the several Engines, Hose, Hook and Ladder and Fire Com- 
panies, whenever a fire shall break out in the City, to repair 
forthwith to their respective Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder 
and Bucket Carriages, and other Apparatus, and to convey 
them in as orderly a manner as may be to, or near the place 
where the fire may be, and in conformity with directions of the 
Chief or other Engineers, to exert themselves in the most or- 
derly manner possible, in working and managing the said En- 
gines, Hose, Hooks and Ladders, and other Apparatus—and in 
performing any duty that they may be called upon to do, by any 
Engineer ; and upon permission of the Chief or other Engineer, 
shall in an orderly and quiet manner return said Engine, Hose, 
Hook and Ladder and Bucket Carriages, and other Apparatus 
to their respective places of deposite. Provided, That in the 
absence of all the Engineers, such direction and permission may 
be given by their respective Foremen. 

Sect. 12. On the return of said Engines and other Appa- 
ratus, they shall, by the said Companies, respectively, be well 
washed, cleansed, oiled, and securely housed; and once in 
every month, and oftener if necessary, said Companies shall 
meet for the purpose of examining the state of their respective 
Engines and other Apparatus, and see that the same are in 
good order and fit for service ; and once in each of the months 
of May, July and September shall draw out their respective 
Engines and other Apparatus to wash and cleanse them, and to 
exercise the members; and the said Engines and other Appa- 
ratus carefully return. 

Sect. 13. It shall be the special duty of Firemen to exert 
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themselves to supply water for the Engines, to protect the En- 
ginemen and other members of the Department from being in- 
terrupted in the discharge of their duty by the by-standers, to 
keep all idle and suspected persons at a proper distance from 
the fire and. from the vicinity, to save and protect furniture, 
merchandise and other property, to form lines across the streets, 
lanes and avenues leading to the place where the fire is, and 
at reasonable and proper distances therefrom, for the purpose 
of preserving order, preventing plunder, excluding all improper 
persons, enforcing the regulations of the Department, and to 
perform any other duty which they may be called upon to do 
by any Engineer. 

Sect. 14. The Engineers and Members of the several 
Companies regularly appointed, shall wear such caps, badges 
or insignia, as the Mayor and Aldermen shall from time to time 
direct to be furnished at the expense of the City ; and no other 
person or persons shall be permitted to wear the same, except 
under such restrictions and regulations as the Mayor and Alder- 
men may direct. | 

Secr. 15. If any Member of either of the several Compa- 
nies shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or shall 
be guilty of disorderly conduct, disobedience to the Officers or 
to any Engineer, he shall for such offence be dismissed from 
the Department. 

Sect. 16. All persons present, not members of either of 
said Companies, are hereby enjoined to obey the directions of 
any Engineer, given at any fire, and to render their services, if 
required by any Engineer, under a penalty of not less than two 
nor more than twenty dollars, and it shall be the duty of the 
Chief or other Engineers to report to the Mayor and Aldermen, 
the name of every person liable to the penalties provided by 
this section. 

Sect. 17. The City Council may by a concurrent vote, at 
any time, remove from office the Chief Engineer, or any of the 
other Engineers, and the Mayor and Aldermen may at any 
time discharge any or all of the officers or members of either 
of said Companies. 
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Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of such of the Constables of 
the City as may be selected by the Engineers for that service, 
to repair with their staves or such other badges of officé as the 
Mayor and Aldermen shall direct, on the alarm of fire, imme- 
diately to the place where the fire may be, and there to use 
their best skill and power under the direction of the Chief En- 
gineer or Head Constable, for the preservation of the public 
peace, the prevention of theft, and destruction of property, and 
the removal of all suspected persons—for which service the 
Constables shall receive such compensation as shall be in each 
case ordered by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 19. Immediately on the alarm of fire, during the 
night, it shall be the duty of the respective watchmen to give 
notice thereof, within their respective districts, by springing 
their rattles, crying “Fire,” or ringing a bell, and mentioning 
the street or direction where it may be, and if any watchman 
shall neglect so to do, he shall forfeit and pay two dollars, and 
if it shall happen that a chimney only shall be on fire either by 
night or day, the bell shall not be rung—but only when a 
building is proclaimed to be on fire. 

Secr. 20. If any chimney, stove-pipe, or flue, within the 
City, shall take or be set on fire, the occupant of the house to 
which such chimney, stove-pipe, or flue appertains, or the per- 
son or persons so setting the same on fire, shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of two dollars: Provided, That it shall be lawful for 
any person to set fire to, and burn his chimney, stove-pipe, or 
flue, between sunrising and noon, if the buildings contiguous 
are wet with rain or covered with snow: and it shall be the 
duty of the Chief or other Engineers, to report to the Mayor 
and Aldermen the name of every person liable to the penalty 
provided by this section, in their first returns thereafter. 

Secr. 21. Whenever it shall be determined at any fire by 
any three or more of the Engineers, of whom the Chief En- 
gineer shall be one, or in his absence the senior Engineer 
present, to be necessary to pull down or otherwise demolish 
any building, the same may be done by their joint order. 

Secr, 22. The power of making and establishing rules and 
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regulations for the transportation and keeping of Gunpowder 
within the City of Boston, and of granting licences for the 
keeping and sale thereof in the City, according to the pro- 
visions of an act, entitled ‘an act for regulating the storage, 
safe keeping, and transportation of Gunpowder in the City of 
Boston,” and of any other act or acts on the same subject, shall 
be exercised and performed by the Chief and other Engineers, 
and the power and duty of seizing any Gunpowder kept or 
being within the City or the harbor thereof contrary to the pro- 
visions of the said act or acts, shall be exercised and performed 
by the said Engineers or any of them; and in case of any seiz- 
ure being made by any Engineer other than the Chief, he shall 
forthwith report to the Chief Engineer, who shall cause said 
Gunpowder to be libelled and prosecuted in the manner pre- 
scribed in the first mentioned statute, and all the other powers 
and duties granted or enjoined in and by the said act or stat- 
utes, shall be performed by the said Chief or one of the other 
Engineers. 

Sect. 23. It shall be the duty of the Chief and other 
Engineers, to inquire for and examine into all shops and other 
places, where shavings or other such combustible materials 
may be collected and deposited, and from time to time, and at 
all times to be vigilant in taking care of the removal of the 
same whenever in the opinion of any two of them the same 
may be dangerous to the security of the City from fires, and 
to direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or other places 
to remove the same, or pay the expense of such removal under 
the direction of such Engineers. And it shall also be the duty 
of said Engineers to take cognizance of and to cause prosecu- 
tion to be instituted in all cases of infraction of the laws rela- 
tive to the erection of wooden buildings, or of any other laws 
or ordinances for the prevention of fire within the limits of the 
City. 

Sect. 24. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and 
penalties, arising under this Ordinance and the laws of this 
Commonwealth, regulating the storage and transportation of 
Gunpowder, the erection of buildings within the City of Boston, 
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and the prevention and extinguishment of Fire shall be paid 
into the Treasury of the City, to be applied in such way as is 
provided in the acts of this Commonwealth. 

Sect. 25. Ivery member of the Fire Department of the 
City of Boston, who shall have served according to Jaw for 
seven successive years, shall be entitled to receive a Certificate 
thereof signed by the Mayor of said City, and all persons who 
shall receive said Certificate as aforesaid, shall be entitled to 
wear the badge of the Department, and to do duty therein, 
under such organization and management as the Mayor and 
Aldermen may determine. 

Sect. 26. There shall be paid annually to each member of 
the Department, such sum as the City Council may from time to 
time determine. 

Srcr. 27. The members of the several Companies shall not 
assemble in the houses entrusted to their care, except for the 
purpose of taking the Engine or Apparatus, on an alarm of fire, 
or for drill and exercise, and of returning the same to the 
house, and taking the necessary care of said apparatus after its 
return. 

Sect. 28. Any member of the City Council may enter 
within the lines, at any Fire, by wearing a suitable badge for 
that purpose to be provided by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 29. From and after the passing of this Ordinance, all 
former Ordinances relating to the appointment of Engineers 
and other members of the Fire Department, and to the estab- 
lishing of a Fire Department, and for preventing and extin- 
guishing Fires, excepting such parts thereof as may be neces- 
sary to recover all fines and penalties incurred under the 
Ordinance aforesaid, are hereby repealed.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 


ENGINE, HOSE, HOOK AND LADDER 


AND OTHER 


C.O.MLP AN: ES: 


ATTACHED TO THE 


BOSTON FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


Established October 23, 1837. 


Art. 1. No person shall be admitted into the Fire Depart- 
ment who is not a citizen of the United States. 

Art. 2. All the Companies of the Department shall be 
furnished with a copy of the Fire Ordinance, these Rules and 
Regulations, and the Rules and Regulations for the storage and 
safe keeping of Gunpowder which shall be framed and _ placed 
in their respective rooms for meetings, and it shall be the duty 
of the officers and members of the Department to conform to 
all the requisitions and perform all the duties therein required. 

Art. 3. In case any member of either of the companies 
should be sick, or necessarily absent from the City, for forty 
eight hours or more, he shall provide a substitue, whose name 
he shall return to the clerk of the company to which he be- 
longs. 

Art. 4. The Foreman of each Company shall make a re- 
turn of all absences to the Engineers’ office once in each 
quarter. 

Art. 5. No person shall be permitted to engage to serve 
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in the Fire Department, for a shorter period than six months ; 
and if he should leave or be dismissed from the department 
after a shorter time of service than six months, he shall forfeit 
all the compensation that may have become due him. 

Art. 6. The Engineers shall appoint two Suction Hose 
men, and three Leading Hose men, for each Engine Company, 
on the nomination of the company, and the men thus appoint- 
ed shall hold their station for six months, and until others are 
appointed in their place. 

Art. 7. The Engineers shall also appoint a Steward to 
each Company, who shall hold his office in like manner for not 
less than six months. 

Art. 8. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of each company 
to notify the members of all meetings for drill. 

Arr. 9. It shall be the duty of the Foreman, and in his ab- 
sence, of the commanding officer, to direct the time and _ place 
of all meetings for drill. 

Arr. 10. It shall be the duty of the Steward to keep clean 
the house, the Engine, Hose, or other apparatus which may 
belong to the Company, to clear the Snow from the sidewalk 
connected with the House in winter, and generally to see that 
the Engine and apparatus are ready for immediate use. 

Arr. 11. The following Engines are permitted to leave the 
City when a fire is out of town, No. 3 and 10 to Charlestown, 
No. 15 to Chelsea, No. 13 and 6 to Cambridge, No. 12 and 8 
to Roxbury, No. 20 and 17 to Dorchester, and no other com- 
pany will leave the City under any consideration, without 
special leave of an Engineer. The Hose and Hook and Lad- 
der Companies, are not allowed to leave the City under any 
consideration whatever, unless ordered by an Engineer. 

Art. 12. If any Engine or Fire apparatus be so damaged 
that immediate repairs are necessary, it may be taken forth- 
with to a suitable person to be repaired, but no repairs shall 
be made until information of such damage and place is given 
to the Chief Engineer, that he may order, or superintend 
such repairs, Provided, that in case such information cannot 
readily be given to the Chief Engineer, it may be given to the 
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assistant Engineer living in the ward in which the Engine or 
apparatus is located, who will report to the Chief Engineer as 
soon as may be. All bills for work done of any kind are to be 
presented for approbation immediately after the work is com- 
pleted and delivered. : 

Arr. 13. Badges are to be worn by the members of the 
Department, on front of the hat or cap at all fires, and no per- 
son 1s admitted within the lines without one, except by special 
permission, or in accordance with discretionary orders from the 
Engineers, and no person or persons, not members of the De- 
partment, shall be permitted to wear the same, except under 
such restrictions and regulations as the Mayor and Aldermen 
may direct. 

Arr. 14. The utmost order, silence and decorum will be 
preserved in going to, working at, and returning from a fire, 
and the use of rattles, horns, and all unnecessary noises, and 
the smoking of pipes and cigars are strictly prohibited, and on 
no occasion will the Engines and other apparatus be conveyed 
on the sidewalk, without the special permission of an Engineer, 
nor will any company be permitted to run their Engines or 
other Carriage in returning froma fire or alarm, or by each 
other. 

Arr. 15. The Foreman of each Company will remain by 
his Company or apparatus, of which he has charge, or desig- 
nate some other officer to do so, and preserve order and direct 
their operations, and all members of the several Companies, ex- 
cept when otherwise engaged on special duty, will remain at or 
about the apparatus to which they are attached. 

Art. 16. Members of each Company are to have the con- 
trol of the apparatus committed to their care, which is not to 
be handled, used, or in any way meddled with by the members 
of other Companies, unless by permission of the officers of the 
Company having charge of said apparatus, or special order of 
any Engineer. 

Art. 17. It is required of the members of the Department 
to avoid setting open the doors or windows of a building where 
fire may be, until a supply of water can be procured, and when 
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water is obtained, to apply it judiciously and directly to the 
part on fire, and carefully avoid damaging furniture or goods 
by water. 

Art. 18. When an Engine shall be at a fire without as- 
sistance, or the means of procuring water by suction ora line 
of Iingines, the members will endeavor to procure a supply 
by means of buckets or a Pump Hose, and strive to keep the 
fire in check, until a constant supply can be furnished. 

Art. 19. On arrival at the fire (as a general rule,) the 
first suction Engine is to be taken immediately to the nearest 
reservoir, or place from which a supply of water may be obtain- 
ed, their suction Hose lowered, and their leading Hose extend- 
ed, in the absence of the Engineers, the officers will exert 
themselves to procure another Engine to receive the water, and 
pass it on towards the fire; and all Engines in line except the 
one playing on the fire, will have the whole of their hose ex- 
tended, which shall always consist of no less than Two Hun- 
dred Feet, and the City Hose will not be called for until their 
own ig all in use. Engine companies will not call on each 
other for Hose, but upon any Engineer, who will order the 
necessary quantity from the City Hose Company. 

Art. 20. When the lines are dismissed, reserving only such 
force as may be deemed requisite, it shall be the duty of the 
Engineers and Firemen of the ward in which the fire happened, 
to remain and take charge of the property or premises so jong 
as may be thought necessary, assisted, if occasion requires, by 
such other company or companies, as shall be directed at the 
time. 

Arr. 21. The Hose Companies will repair with their Hose 
and apparatus to, or near the place where the fire may be, and 
take position near, and at convenient distance from Head Quar- 
ters, the Commanding Officer to report himself there immedi- 
ately ; ‘all requisitions for City Hose are to be sent to Head 
Quarters. 

Arr. 22. The Hook and Ladder Companies will take posi- 
tion when practicable within the lines, and as near the fire as 
under all circumstances may be found convenient. The Com- 
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manding Officer will immediately on his arrival report himself 
at Head Quarters. 

Art. 23. Nocompany shall be allowed to draw water from 
the Reservoirs except in case of Fire. | 

Art. 24. As it has been the cause of serious trouble, and 
inconvenience to the Department to walk their Engines and ap- 
paratus abreast of each other in returning from Fires or alarms, 
it is ordered that the members of the Department have the ap- 
paratus under their charge conveyed in a direct line on the 
right of the street, while returning from a Fire or an alarm. 

Art. 25. Every member of the Fire Department shall be 
responsible for his Badge, or any other article of apparatus en- 
trusted to his care, and in case of loss the cost of it shall be 
deducted from his compensation.

AN ORDINANCE 


In addition to an Ordinance to establish the Office 
of Port Physician. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council, in City Council assembled, as follows: 
VIZ. | 


Secr 1. Whenever any skins, furs, rags, hair 
2 wool, or feathers shall arrive at the Port of this 
3 City, from any foreign port, between the first day 
4.of April and the fifteenth day of November, in 
5 each year, the same shall not be landed in this 
6 City, or be removed from the vessel in which 
7 either of them shall be brought, before the same 
8 shall have been examined by the Port Physician, 
9 and purified in such manner as he shall direct, 
10 and a permit be granted, by him, for the same. 
Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of every master or 
2 consignee of any vessel, arriving within the time 
3 fixed in the first section of this Ordinance, and 
4, containing the articles, or any of them, enumer- 
5 ated in the said section, to give notice of the ar- 
6 rival of such vessel to the Port Physician, in or- 
7 der that he may make the examination required 
8 of him. 
Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the Port Physi- 
2 cian to attend upon all cases of disease within the 
8 City, whenever he shall be called upon by the 
4; Board of Health, or the Overseers of the Poor, 
5 and to give his professional services and advice, 
6 therein, without charge. 
Secr. 4. It shall be the duty of the Port Physi- 
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2 cian to attend upon all cases of disease in the 
3 Gaol of the County of Suffolk, and perform all 
4. the duties heretofore performed by the Physician 
5 of that establishment. 

Sect. 5. The seventh section of the Ordinance 
2 to establish the office of Port Physician, and all 
3 other parts of the same, inconsistent with this 
4 Ordinance, are hereby repealed.

The Grand Jury, in addition to the indictments 
found by them at this term, beg leave to present to 
the Court, that from facts and circumstances which 
have come to their knowledge, they are convinced of 
of and do present, as a great evil, which ought forth- 
with to be corrected,—'The extreme facility of com- 
munication by word of mouth and by correspon- 
dence, between prisoners confined in the Leverett 
Strect Jail. 

This communication is so easy and unrestricted, 
that no one in the cells or passages can avoid hear- 
ing obscene and profane language ;—it enables the 
profligate to corrupt the penitent; encourages the 
young in the progress and arts of iniquity ; facili- 
tates escapes, and matures plans for future crime.

This commucication, the Keeper of the Jail states 
he cannot prevent in the present edifice, and under 
the existing laws. He also states, that blankets, 
tools, letters, money, watches and stolen property of 
various kinds could be passed without his knowl- 
edge from one cell to another, through every cell in 
the building—or from one prisoner to another, with- 
out detection, to the great detriment of public jus- 
tice. 

Under these circumstances the Grand Jury feel 
it to be their duty to call the attention of this Court 
to this evil, as one of sufficient magnitude to require 
an early remedy and they respectfully request the 
Court to send: to the Mayor and Aldermen a certi- 
fied copy of this presentment, that those whose duty 
it may be, may without delay, take the necessary 
measures to correct this evil.

The Joint Special Committee to whom was referred 
‘‘so much of the Mayor’s Address as relates to 
the Jailin Leverett Street” and also the commu- 

“nication from the Grand Jury upon the same sub- 
ject,—having considered the subject, ask leave to 


REPORT: 


That they do not deem it necessary to occupy 
any time in speaking of the character of the present 
Jail in this City. They believe that all who have 
seen it, are united in the opinion, that in construct- 
ion, means of warming and ventilation, arrange- 
ments of every kind for the inmates, and indeed in 
every requisite for a proper Jail, it is unworthy the 
character of the City. ‘That it should be presented 
by the Grand Jury therefore, in the way it has been, 
is what might naturally be expected. 

Your Committee believe, however, that the de- 
sire has long been felt by successive City Councils 
to remedy the evil. Action has been delayed, not 
from want of feeling, but from perplexing doubts as 
to the best mode of action. ‘There are two buildings 
for jails, a large Court House and Jailor’s house, 
together with about forty-three thousand feet of 
land connected with the present establishment. The 
whole has cost much money. ‘The land does not 
lie very advantageously for sale, and accordingly it 
has been very difficult to determine how t> dispose 
of it. Then there have heretofore been questions 
as to the best plan of a new Jail; and more trouble- 
some than all the rest, the question where a new Jail 
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shall be located, whether on the aia site or at 
South Boston. 

These various questions have delayed action hith- 
erto, but the matter must sooner or later be met. 
Your Committee do not, of course, expect the pres- 
ent Council to enter upon the work. ‘They wish 
only to submit their views, in hopes of procuring 
an expression of opinion from the present Council, 
so that the subject may be in the way of being taken 
up by the next Council, and the necessary arrange- 
ments made, if practicable, to enter upon the work 
as soon as spring opens. As no calls are anticipa- 
ted for public buildings during the next year, ex- 
cepting the usual number of Primary School Houses, 
it would seem a favorable period for this undertak- 
ing. No want of the City is more pressing. 

Your Committce repeat that they take it for 
eranted that every member of the Council is dissat- 
isfied with the present Jail and with the state of 
things about it, and would gladly have a thorough 
change made, if he could see his way clear. There 
appear to them, therefore, to be but three questions 
to be determined. 

1. .As to the best plan of a Jail. 

2. As to its location, whether in Leverett Street 
or at South Boston. 

3. Asto the best disposition to be made of the 
whole, or the part not wanted for the new Jail, of 
the present estate in Leverett Street. 

And, first, as to the plan of a Jail, there can be . 
now no difficulty. ‘That which has been adopted in 
Hartford and New Haven may well serve as a model. 
It has been thoroughly tested and is found to be ad- 
mirable in all respects. ‘The part for prisoners is 
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upon the plan of our House of Correction, only hav- 
ing the area between the cells and the outer walls 
of sufficient width to be a workshop, where the in- 
mates can be made to earn a part of the expense of 
the establishment, instead of being confined in idle- 
ness, as in our present Jail; a change, it may be re- 
marked, no less of true mercy to them, than of ben- 
efit to the City. The Jailor’s house is connected 
with the prison and under the same roof, and so ar- 
ranged that the prisoners are guarded and watched 
with the greatest facility. Plans very similar to the 
one now spoken of were made for the City some 
years since, and are now in its possession. Your 
Committee learn from those who have visited al- 
most all the Jails in the country, that nothing better 
than this plan can be found or desired. So far there- 
fore, as the subject of a plan is concerned, the City 
is ready to proceed. 

2. As to the location of the Jail, whether it shall 
be on the present site in Leverett Street, or at 
South Boston. 

However desirable in some respects it might be, 
to have the jail at South Boston, your Committee 
are satisfied upon a careful consideration of the mat- 
ter, and after consultation with those who must be 
most familiar with the subject,—that it is absolutely 
indispensable to have a lock up or place of secure 
confinement, within the limits of the City proper, 
and at least as near the courts at which preliminary 
examinations and trials are had, as the present jail 
in Leverett Street. 

Persons are arrested in the night and must be de- 
tained for examination at such times of the following 
day, as the business of the Court will allow. Trials 
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may be protracted for long periods. It has been as- 
certained that of the commitments to the present jail, 
three-eighths do not remain there more than one 
night, and five-eighths not over two nighis. This 
shows how much more the jail is required for a 
temporary lockup than for a penitentiary for con- 
finement of persons under sentence. The delay of 
the Courts in conducting the examinations, and the 
delay and increased expenses of witnesses, if pri- 
soners are to be sent to and from South Boston, 
would be very great. Prisoners who are await- 
ing trial are constantly needing the presence of 
their counsel and friends, and therefore must be 
near them. And the importance in a large city, of 
having close at hand, in case of a sudden riot or 
outbreak, a secure place of confinement, must be 
obvious to every one. The expense of continual 
transportation for such a distance as to South Bos- 
ton, and the attendant risk of rescue, are also matters 
to be taken into account. 

These necessities, it is believed, peremptorily re- 
quire, that there should be some lock up or jail 
in the City. As the persons in it must be fed, it 
would require a keeper, and in fact become a jail. 
And as it would be deemed a serious nuisance to 
have such an establishment in any way connected 
with a Court House or other building,—it is confi- 
dently believed, that an attempt to locate the Jail at 
South Boston would ere long involve the necessity 
of erecting and maintaining ‘an additional one, with 
all its attendant circumstances, in the City proper. 

Your Committee are therefore decidedly of the 
opinion, that the Jail should be in the City, and upon 
a part of the present site in Leverett Street. It has 
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already been there so long, that the neighbourhood! 
has become accustomed to'it, and property has taken 
its value in reference to it. 

Upon the plan proposed, not more’ than one- 
fourth or one-third of the land’ will be needed: for 
the jail and keeper’s house. ‘Fhis’will leave the pre 
sent keeper’s house, the Court’ housé, and at least 
twenty-five thousand feet of land to be sold or leased. 
And though it may be said that if the jail is removed 
to South Boston, the’whole’of the estate might be 
sold,—yet, on the other hand, if sufficient ground 
for the Jail were taken from the House of Industry, 
it might be necessary to purchase more for that 
Institution, and at what prices, the Council has al- 
ready had some intimation. 

As to the cost of construction, though at South 
Boston, the labor of the House of Correction might 
be used to advantage,—yet in Leverett Street, a 
large quantity of materials is already upon the 
ground. 

Your Committee accordingly do not hesitate to 
recommend a portion of the estate on Leverett street 
as the best site for the new Jail. 

3. As to the best disposition of the remainder of 
the estate,—the Committee authorized to build the 
Jail, should be also empowered to have the residue 
of the land not wanted for a Jail, divided into lots 
and sold. The buildings now on Leverett Stréet 
could also be sold, or leased until a favorable sale 
could be made. 

Your Committee have thus expressed their views 
and thie decisions to which they have arrived. ‘They 
believe the work in question an important one, and 
that the time has arrived to complete it. ‘They be- 


‘ 
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lieve, in a pecuniary point of view, that the proceeds 
of land and buildings not wanted, will more than 
build the Jail. And they further believe that if the 
present Council could give a decided expression of 
opinion, the work would be completed before another 
year. ‘They accordingly submit for the action of the 
present Council, the accompanying Resolutions.

LUNATIC HOSPITAL. 


In Common Council, December 23d, 1841. 


The Board of Visiters of the Boston Lunatic 
Hospital, submitted the following Report, the read- 
ing of which was dispensed with, and ordered to be 
printed for the use of the Council.

The Board of Visiters of the Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital, who were ‘instructed to consider and report 
what alteration, if any, it is expedient to make in 
the Ordinance relating to that Institution,—and 
also the present condition of said Institution, and 
the expense of sustaining the same,”—having at- 
tended to the subject, ask leave to 


REPORT: 


The Ordinance in question relates mainly to two 
subjects,—namely. 

1. The management of the Institution by the two 
immediate officers, the Superintendent and the 
Steward. : 

2. ‘The visitation of the Institution by the Board 
of Visiters. 

Upon the first subject, that relating to the imme- 
diate officers, the Ordinance undertakes to point out 
their respective duties,—giving to the Superintend- 
ent ‘the sole direction of the medical, moral and 
physical treatment of the patients, and of their regi- 
men and diet,”’ and the general superintendence of 
the whole establishment,—and assigning to the 
Steward “the charge of the grounds, buildings and 
appurtenances,”—and the duty of making all pur- 
chases and keeping the accounts,—and making him 
“in all things subject to the Superintendent.” In 
this definition of the respective duties of these officers, 
though there may not be all the clearness and preci- 
sion that might be desired, yet it might be difficult to 
make a change. And after all, the mode in which 
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officers so situated operate, depends much more 
upon themselves, than upon the precise form in 
which their duties are prescribed. And as no prac- 
tical harm is known to be at present resulting from 
this source, the Board do not propose any change. 

In regard to the household arrangements for these 
officers, the Ordinance provides that both shall have 
‘‘apartments and board in the Hospital, for them- 
selves and their families, free of expense to them- 
selves.”” Rooms have accordingly been assigned to 
each family in the centre of the Hospital, and three 
tables are provided at the public charge, one for the 
Superintendent and his family,—one for the Steward 
with his family and the attendants,—and the third 
for the patients. 

Your Committee cannot but think, that it would 
have been a better system, to have enabled the Su- 
perintendent, either by means of a separate dwelling 
house, or by the construction of the centre part of 
the Hospital, to furnish his own board and live in 
his own way, fixing the salary accordingly. Then 
the Steward’s department would be reduced to sup- 
plying his own family and the attendants and the pa- 
tients. But by the present mode, this department. 
of supplying becomes complex. Economy of detail 
cannot be practised so well, nor responsibility be so 
accurately enforced. ‘The more these matters can 
be simplified, the better they work. If therefore the 
arrangement were now to be made for the first time, 
it is the impression of the Board, that they would 
make the change suggested. But as an alteration 
in the Hospital as now arranged, would be requi- 
site, the Board can only recommend the matter to 
future consideration. 
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2. Upon the subject of visitation,—the Lunatic 
Hospital, as is well known, is the only Institution at 
South Boston, the Visiters or Overseers of which are 
taken from the City Council,—the superintending 
Boards of all the cthers being chosen from the citi- 
zens at large. In consequence of the other duties 
of the members of the Board as at present consti- 
tuted, the same attention cannot and is not bestowed 
upon this Institution, as the others receive. Where a 
Visiting Board has but a single public duty to per- 
form, they give it more time and attention. The In- 
stitution under their supervision occupies more of 
their thoughts. It is he thing, by which their fidelity 
is to be tested, instead of one of the things. ‘They 
can therefore watch it narrowly, and keep it right in 
its details, as well as generally. 

On the other hand, by taking the Board from the 
Council, the Hospital is kept in nearer view by them, 
and they feel more immediately interested in it, than 
if a change were made in this respect. A very deep 
interest in it has always been evinced by the Coun- 
cil, and much good has resulted therefrom. ‘The 
Board therefore, are unwilling as yet to propose any 
change upon this point. 

In conclusion, upon tlis part of the duty assigned 
them, namely a consideration of the Ordinance re- 
gulating the Hospital,—the Board do not recom- 
mend that any changes shall be made in it at pre- 
sent. Instead of confining themselves to this simple 
assertion, however, they have ventured to submit 
the thoughts and considerations which have passed 
through their minds, in the discharge of their duty 
during the past year, in hopes of aiding in a mea- 
sure, the investigations of their successors. 
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In regard to the present condition of the Hospital, 
so far as the inmates are concerned, it seems to be 
doing for them all that can be done. Of the one 
hundred and two patients now in the Hospital, exghty 
seven are old cases and hopeless of recovery. For 
these, of course, nothing can be done but to keep 
them comfortable. Of the remaining fifteen, which 
are recent cases, the prospect of recovery is stated 
by the Superintendent to be very favorable in nine, 
and doubtful in the remaining siz. It will be per- 
ceived, therefore, that there are but a few inmates, 
for whom more can be done, than to supply their 
physical wants, and by judicious medical and moral 
treatment, to keep them in a tranquil state of mind. 
And the Board have uniformly found the Hospital 
well cleaned, warmed and ventilated, and all neces- 
sary care bestowed upon the patients. ‘The attention 
of the officers and of the Board has been often turn- 
ed to the subject of employing the patients in some 
useful work, and this as a matter no less of benefit 
to the lunatics, than of economy for the City. But 
there does not yet appear to be any thing in which 
they can be profitably employed, excepting the ordi- 
nary labor about the house, and upon the grounds. 
‘This is an important subject and is commended to 
the attention of future Boards. In the meantime, 
the Board take pleasure in stating that all the offi- 
cers and attendants have appeared faithful in their 
duties to the inmates, and that in this respect the 
Hospital is in a satisfactory condition. 

3. As to the expense of sustaining the Hospital,— 
the annual appropriation, as is well known, is $12,- 
000. Nearly that sum was expended the last year, 
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and there is no reason to believe that it wiil be less 
the present year. 

By a comparison of the expenses of the establish- 
ments at South Boston, it appears, that the gross 
cost of each inmate of the House of Industry, includ- 
ing the children, is _$1,01 per week,—of the House 
of Correction, $1,66 per week,—of the Lunatie 
Hospital, $2,224 per week. A table is appended to 
this report, shewing the items in the comparative 
expenditures of these Institutions. 

At the Lunatic Hospital, about $3,000, are ex- 
pended upon nineteen officers and attendants, exclu- 
sive of the Superintendent, the number of which 
cannot be reduced. ‘The residue of the expenditure 
is for the items of clothing, fuel and subsistence, and 
the great item of subsistence is of two kinds, one for 
the wings, and the other for the centre of the house. 

In the matter of diet for the patients, a more liber- 
al one has hitherto been allowed in the House of In- 
dustry, upon the ground of its importance as a part 
of curative treatment. Lut when so great a pro- 
portion of the present inmates are hopelessly insane 
paupers, and as the number of these increases, as it 
naturally will in such an Institution, there would 
seem no reason for a distinction in diet from that of 
the House of Industry. ‘The Board have according- 
ly suggcsted the expediency of trying the experiment 
of equalizing the two, which the Superintendent is 
is about to do. 

In the matter of subsistence for the centre of the 
house, the expense has somewhat increased. Under 
the present system, which has already becn mention- 
ed, it is extremely difficult for a Board of Visiters to 
regulate the details of expenditure in this depart- 
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ment. It is impossible to prescribe rules for the Su- 
perintendent’s table. Reliance must be placed upon 
the good judgment and economical habits of the of- 
ficers, in regulating that part of the expenditure 
which immediately concerns themselves. It is the 
opinion of the Board that there has been an undue 
increase of expense in supplies for the centre of the 
Hospital. But they trust and believe that a simple 
allusion to the subject, will be sufficient to call in- 
creased attention to this point, and that all connect- 
ed with the Hospital and interested in its success, 
will appreciate the duty of introducing into its ar- 
rangement, all the economy that is consistent with 
the promotion of its great objects.

HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


In Common Council, December 23, 1841. 


Mr. Grant, from the Standing Committee of the 
Common Council, upon the Houses of Industry, 
Correction, and Reformation, submitted the follow- 
ing Annual Report, the reading of which was dis- 
pensed with and ordered to be printed for the use of 
the Council.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
TO THE COMMON COUNCIL, 


Of the Commitiee on the Houses of Industry, Cor- 
rection, and Reformation. 


Whatever view is taken of the Institutions, estab- 
lished by the City at South Boston, for the relief of 
the poor and unfortunate, the correction of the 
vicious and hardened offender, the reformation of 
the young and morally exposed children, or the com- 
fort and restoration of the Insane and Idiotic; the 
subject is one which claims the particular attention 
of the City Council. 

It is now sixteen years, since the removal of the 
inmates from the Old Alms House, in Leverctt 
Street, to the present spacious and comfortable 
House of Industry at South Boston. 

Whatever difference of opinion then prevailed as 
to the enterprise, all now agree, that it is to the fore- 
thought and perseverance of Josiah Quincy, Esq., 
then Mayor, that the City is indebted for the present 
excellent location, with a fine farm of sixty acres, 
purchased for the small sum of about $7,000, which 
is now so productive, and in such a high state of cul- 
tivation, as to be the pride of our citizens, and justly 
admired by all strangers who visit these institutions. 

The City now have at South Boston, four spacious 
buildings, viz: the House of Industry, the House of 
Correction, the House of Reformation and the Hos- 
pital for the Insane and [diotic ; together with con- 
venient work shops, hospitals, and suitable appen- 
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dages for each establishment, erectcd at an expense 
of probably $300,000, and supported at an annual 
cost of over $40,000, and containing on an average, 
one thousand inmates. It is believed that all suita- 
ble provision is now made for the unfortunate, which 
humanity and the best interests of the City required, 
and it only remains to keep in view a strict regard 
to economy and the best good of such as become in- 
mates of these institutions, at the same time to use 
all suitable means to prevent an increase of the num- 
ber, supported at the public charge. 

With these introductory remarks your Committee 
proceed to notice, first 


‘THE HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


Number of inmates Dec. 15th, 1840, was 623. 
During the year 898 have been admitted, and 598 
remained Dec. 15th, 1841. ‘The average number of 
the past year, has been 564, or about twenty more 
than the previous year. It is worthy however of re- 
mark, that this result is occasioned by the greater 
number in the first half of the year. During the 
first six months in 1841, the average number was 
608, and during the last six months, only 521, while 
in the year 1840, the average number was greater 
in the last than in the first half of the year. 

Small-pox and varioloid appeared in the establish- 
ment and prevailed to some extent during the win- 
ter and spring, but since the completion and open- 
ing of the new Hospital, a few months since at some 
distance from the main establishment, to which the 
existing cases were removed, it has disappeared. 

Ophthalmia, the scourge of former years, though 
perhaps not extinct, has of late given but little

trouble. The unusual number of sick men in the 
house for some months rendered the occupation of a 
part of the new Hospital necessary, leaving the other 
part to be occupied by patients having infectious 
diseases, whenever it may become necessary. In 
other respects, health, order, discipline and success- 
ful farming, the Institution appears to have been 
conducted as in years past. 

It is regretted that the government have not been 
able to purchase the land west of the buildings and 
garden. ‘The arrangement made by the City Coun- 
cil in June last, connecting the Houses of Industry 
and Reformation has made the purchase less desira- 
ble. On account of the small number of boys com- 
mitted to the House of Reformation, with other cir- 
cumstances, and considering that the capacity of the 
building to accommodate a much greater number ;— 
considering also that the much larger number of 
boys at the House of Industry had but narrow and 
imperfect accommodations, the City Council in June 
last, caused the Directors of the House of Industry 
to take charge of the House of Reformation, with 
authority to take such steps as might be necessary 
to unite the same with the Boylston Asylum, and to 
use the building for the new Institution to be called 
4¢ Boylston School and House of Reformation.” 

It was deemed important that the boys of the 
Boylston School, should not be placed in contact 
with those committed by the courts. 

It was therefore necessary to make some slight 
alterations in the building. ‘The west wing which 
was originally intended for girls (but which had but 
two inmates, and these were soon indented) was 
easily fitted up to accommodate a much larger num- 
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ber of boys than were then in the House. The boys 
committed to the House of Reformation now thirty- 
six in number, occupy the west wing. ‘Those of the 
Boylston School occupy the east wing, and they are 
kept entirely separate from each other. Each de- 
partment has its ‘Teachers and Assistants, the whole 
being under the general management of the Super- 
intendent of the House of Industry and supervision 
of the Directors. ‘The food and clothing for the two 
departments is essentially the same; the expenses 
of support nearly so. A closer confinement and 
more careful discipline of the Juvenile Offenders of 
course is necessary. On account of the small num- 
ber of boys at the House of Reformation of suffi- 
cient strength to labor at the brass-nail-making busi- 
ness, that productive employment was given up, 
before the changes above alluded to were made. 
The Directors have not been able to procure satis- 
factory productive employment for the boys ;—they 
are however regularly employed at making palm leaf 
hats, and other suitable labor. ‘The Directors hope 
soon to provide more productive and appropriate 
employment for this class of boys, and transfer hat 
making and the lighter labors to the lads of the 
Boylston School. ‘The condition of the latter de- 
partment, is much improved by the change, and so 
far as may be judged from the experiment, no good 
reason is seen to doubt its success. 

It has been a matter of doubt by former govern- 
ments of the House of Reformation whether it was 
expedient to have a girls’ department of the Institu- 
tion. ‘There was never a large number committed, 
and among these were always some whose influence 
over others was so bad, that it was seriously doubted 
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whether good was on the whole effected. Com- 
mitments were therefore discontinued. At the 
same time it is certain there are young females, who 
from improper moral training are not such as will 
be readily received into good families, and who do 
not deserve to be placed in the House of Correction. 
Your Committee think it necessary and very impor- 
tant, that a portion of the building lately occupied 
by the Boylston School be appropriated for their im- 
mediate reception. 

It is believed that most of the discouragements 
that have attended the House of Reformation have 
resulted from the fact, that many of the boys and 
girls committed have been such as had already pro- 
gressed too far in crime to be materially benefitted 
by the mild and parental discipline of the establish- 
ment. And while such incorrigable offenders have 
not been benefitted themselves, they have often in- 
jured others of better character. Hence it has hap- 
pened, that such boys when indented leave their 
masters, and cause much trouble among other ap- 
prentices. | 

It is therefore hoped that those boys and girls who 
are advanced in crime will be committed to the 
House of Correction, where the dicipline and em- 
ployment is better suited to their character. 

It is at all times a subject of wise economy, as well 
as of duty to rescue from ruin the children of mis- 
fortune who are truants, idlers, vagrants, pilferers 
about our streets and wharves. 

The present accommodation of the House of Re- 
formation and Boylston Asylum admits of a great in- 
crease, which can be made at-a small additional ex- 
pense, and as it is a melancholy fact that many such 
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children are to be found, it becomes the duty. of all 
good citizens and more so of the City Government, 
to endeavor to place them, where they may became 
good and useful men, instead of paupers or crim- 
inals. 

The number of boys in the east wing of the build- 
ing, called the Boylston Asylum, is 95, from about 
(8 years) to (14 years,) so that the whole number 
now in that building, is 131, all of whom are in good 
health and under excellent discipline. ‘They now at- 
tend public worship at the House of Industry, it is 
hoped however that such provision will be made as 
to give them religious instruction better adapted to 
the young mind, in their own convenient chapel, so 
that in future, they may have no sort of intercourse 
with the House of Industry and its inmates, believ- 
ing that by so doing, their best good will be pro- 
moted. 

It is due to the devoted Directors and Supcrin- 
tendent of this Institution to remark, that your com- 
mittee have at all times found it in good order, 
neat, and the inmates as comfortable as they can 
well be made. ‘The farm they think is well man- 
aged, and with the faithful labors of a devoted Chap- 
lain, the kind attentions of medical advisers, and 
nurses for the sick, your Committee are of opinion, 
that all that duty calls for, is done. 


HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


This spacious prison, retains its high character 
for order, neatness and good discipline. 

Since the recent erection of the Hospital and 
commodious work shop, the establishment may be 
considered as perfect of its kind, as can well be. 
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The Sunday School for females continues flourishing 
with some improvement, as it is under the care of 
the Chaplain, the Rev. C. Cleveland. The health 
of the inmates during the year has been good; 
though seven deaths have occured, yet it is the opin- 
ion of the Attending Physician, that all of them have 
died of diseases contracted previous to their com- 
mitment. 

In a letter to your Committee, Capt. Robbins 
states that of one half of the men, ‘I wish it were in 
my power to give a more flattering account; most 
of them are committed at an inclement season of the 
year, and in a most wretched and forlorn situation, 
emaciated, filthy and diseased, with scarcely cloth- 
ing sufficient to screen their persons from exposure. 
They are of that class of prisoners who are commit- 
ted for six months or less, many of whom are under 
medical treatment during the whole time of their 
confinement, and all of them require much nursing 
and care while they remain, which time is so short 
that they hardly get sound in body much less in 
mind, previous to their discharge, at which time 
they must be provided with comfortable clothing at 
the expense of the establishment, otherwise a gener- 
ous public would consider it unjust and even cruel 
treatment towards that unfortunate class who imme- 
diately return to former habits, dispose of their cloth- 
ing to procure the means of a debauch, and are 
again returned to the Institution as before for a few 
months, again to be recruited and again to leave as 
before in a manner injurious to the Institution and 
without receiving any permanent benefit to them- 
selves. While they remain, those who are able are 
employed in picking oakum, preparing fuel, labor- 
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ing in the garden, repairing and cleaning the build- 
ings, &c. of the establishment.” 

Of the whole number 613, committed during the 
year it is painful to notice that 322 were sentenced 
as common drunkards, and this during a period of 
time when unusual efforts have been made in behalf 
of this unfortunate class. In answer to the inquiry 
if this class of commitments have decreased, the 
master replies, “‘ you will readily perceive by com- 
paring this with my former report, that the whole 
number of commitments have decreased. But I am 
not prepared to attribute this actual falling off entire- 
ly to the Temperance Reformation. More than usual 
pains have been taken to secure for those females 
who were willing to promise amendment of life situ- 
ations in respectable families in the country; many 
of whom I trust are doing well for themselves, and 
those who are unable or unwilling to follow in the 
path of rectitude have not readily found their way 
back to the City, therefore many of them have not 
been returned to this prison.” 

The amount of labor performed by the inmates 
of this Institution is worthy of particular notice, be- 
ing as follows: 

About 45 men are employed at stone cutting by 
the Quincy Company, their labor amounting to 
about 4,300. 

Eighteen men are employed under contract at 
brass nail making, and about twenty-five men and 
boys employed to stamp nails by the pound, their 
labors amounting to about $2,400. 

About 75 females are employed in making cloth- 
ing for a Southern Market, which gives them a 
knowledge of needle work and is also a source of 

2 \ ; 
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income, amounting to about $8,500. About $1,300 
is received for labor from various sources. The 
ageregate of which amounts to over $16,500. ‘To 
which may be added the amount due for support of 
paupers belonging to other towns within the Com- 
monwealth of nearly $3,000. From the foregoing 
statement it appears that the pecuniary affairs of the 
Institution are in a flourishing state. 

The subject of this Report having reference to 
crime and pauperism in a community where so 
much is done for their prevention, claims very seri- 
ous attention. By the last annual report of the 
Secretary of the Commonwealth, it appears that the 
State pauper tax amounts to $320,000, and that of 
the whole number of persons (being 14,912) sup- 
ported at the public expense, more than one half 
were made paupers by intemperance, which is the 
most fertile source of poverty, of disease, and of 
crime; it fills Alms Houses and Prisons, and creates 
afar greater portion of the expenses required for 
civii government. It gives abundant employment 
to our whole machinery of police, keeps our crimi- 
nal courts in constant activity, furnishes abundant 
work for our Overseers of the Poor, and causes the 
necessity for most of our Charitable Societies. 

If the views presented in this Report be correct, 
as your Committee think them to be, how important 
is it to the pecuniary, moral and religious interest of 
our beloved country, that the glorious reformation 
of the inebriates which has taken place during the 
past year should continue, till all intemperance shall 
cease, and with it a large portion of the poverty, 
crime, and taxation it causes.
